the words of the Wife Man; there are cafes wherein tivo arc better than 
ont, anda three-fold cord is not eafily broken : For it being like to pals 
through your feveral Jurifdiétions, Tconceived it might need a palport 
of fafe conduct from him that doth prefide in either of them. It carries 
nothing withit but truth (as I hope willbe found ) which may well ex- 
pect to meet withra ready welcom, and fuitable entertainment.in every 
honeft mind ; but all men are not fo equally balanced in their affections 
as to bear with plain dealing, and give that harmlefs Dove a refting- 
place in their minds for the fole ofher foot. Ofall Writings, thofe that 
are hiftorical,{pecially while the things mentioned are frcfh in memory, 
and the actors themfelves furviving, had need be purfued with'a wary 
pace. Notwithftanding the great care that hath been taken to give all and 
every one, any way concerned in the fubjeét of the Difcourfe, their juft 
due, and nothing more or lefs, yet perhaps fome critical Reader vvill 
not let everyfentence pafs without fome cenfure or other. It wasonce 
‘by a great man accounted no fmall offence in an harmlefs Poet, that 
fome of his titles were mifplaced' as they were marfhalled up in their 
order: If any Hiftorian fhould commitan error parallel thereunto, a 
pardon, asit may be needed, in fuch a Script as is the prefent Narra-

year 1CO5, to begin a Colony upon a Traét of Land about Saga de hoch, | 


{cituate on the fouth-fide of the River of K enntbeck, and about that cal- 
led Ship/cot River, about twenty miles South-weft from Pemmaquia, 
the moft Northerly bound of all AlewsEnglaid.But that defign within 
two years expiring with its firft Founder; foon after fome honourable 
perfons of the weft of England,commonly called the Council of Plimouth, 
being more certainly informed of feveral Navigable Rivers and commo- 
dious Havens,with other places fit either for Traffick or Planting, new- 


ly difcovered by many skilful Navigators, obtained a Grant by Patenty. 
under the great Seal from King Fames of bleffed memory,of all that part- 


of Norh- America, called New England,. from the 40 to the 48 gr. of 
North-Latitude. From which Grand and Original Patent, all other 
‘Charters and. grants of Land from Pemaquid to Delaware Bay, along 
the Sea-coaft derive their Linage and Pedigree. Thus was that vatt tra& 
of Land, after the year 16 12,cantoned.and.parcelled out-into many lef- 
fer Divifions and parcels, according as Adventurers prefented ; which 
faid Grants being founded upon uncertain, or falfe Defcriptions, and 
Reports of fome that travelled thither, did many of them interfere one 
upon another, to the great difturbance of the firft Planters, and preju- 
dice of the Proprietors themfelves,as is too well known by any that have 
had occafion to ftay never {fo little amongft them,: many-of whom are 
yet furviving. For notwithftanding the great charge and vat expences 
the firft Adventurers were at,the firft Proprietors.of the whole Province 
of AZayne and others, (reaching fromthe head of Caco Bay North-eaft 
to the mouth of Pafcataqua River about fixty miles Weftward ) and the 
hopes they might have conceived of. being the firft Founders of New- 
Colonies, and of enlarging their Eftates and Inheritances by thofe new 


acquired poffeffions and Lordthips, . there waslittle profit reaped from — 
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with. the ladians 7x New-England: 3 
thence after the rich fleeces of Beaver were gleaned away,nor any great 
improvement made of thofe large. portions of Lands, fave the ereétin 
of fome few Cottages for Fifhermen, and a few inconfiderable Buildings 
for the Planters, which were on thofe occafions drawn over the Sea, to 
fettle upon the moft Northerly parts of New-England. : 

But whether it were by the imprudence of the firft Adventurers, or 
the diffolutenefs of the perfons they fent over to manage their Affairs, 
or whither want of faithfulnefs or skill to manage their ‘truft,they were 
by degrees in. a manner quite deftituté almoft of Laws and Government, 


. ‘and left to fhift for themtelves,by which means at laft they fell under the 


‘Jurildigtion of the Naffachufets Colony, not by Ufurpation,as is by great 
miltake fuggefted to his AZajefty, but by neceflity, and the earneft defire 

of the Planters themfelyes5 toraccept of whom, thofe of the Maffachu- 
Sets Colony were the more eafily induced, in that they apprehended the 
bounds of their-own Patent, bya favourable’ Interpretation of the 
‘Words deicribing the Northern Line [Three miles beyond the moft 
Northerly branch of Aderimack River) do reach fomewhat beyond 
Pemmaquid, the moft Northerly place of all New England. 

_ This was the firft beginning of things in.New-Ezgland, at which time 
they were not unlike the times ofold, when the people of ¥udah were. 
faid to be without a Teaching Prieft, and withoutLaw; and no wonder 
things were no more fucce(sfully carried on. 

_ In the Year 1620, a Company belonging to Mr. Robinfons Church at 
Leyden in Holland, although they had been courteoufly entertained by 
the Datch, as Strangers fojourning amongft them, yet forefeeing many 
inconveniences like to increafe, and that they could not fo well provide 
for the good of their Pofterity under the "Government of aForreign 
‘Nation: they refolved to intreat fo much favour from their own Sove- 
raign Prince, King James, as to grant them liberty urider the fhelter of 
his Royal Authority, to place themfelves in fome part of New-England, 
and newly difcovered; therefore having obtained fome kind of Patent 
or Grant , for fome place about-Hud/on’s River, they fet fail from Pls- 
mouth in S eptember for the Southern parts of New-Encland; but as they 
intended to bend their courfe thitherward 9 per varios cafus, per tot dif- 
crimina rerum they were at laft caft upon a bofom of the South Cape 
of the Maffachufets Bay, called Cape Cod, about the 11th of November, 
from whence the Winter fo faft approaching, they ‘had no opportunity 
toremove; and finding fome incouragement from the hopefulnefs of the 
Souyand courtefie of the Heathen, they refolved there to make their 
aheas for the future, which they did,laying the foundation of a gg Co-

Tony, which: from the remembrance of. the laft Town in England they 
failed from, they called New-Plimouth containing no very‘confiderable © 
Traét of Land,icarce extending,an hundred miles in length through the 
whole Cape, and fcarce half {o muctr in breadtlr where it is broadeft. 
The firft Founders of that Colony aiming more at Religion than Earthly 
. Poffeffions, afpiring not to. any large dimenfion of Isand, in their fetling

7 At Weymouth alfo was a Plantation begun by Mr. Weffon in the year 
1622, but it came to little. | The North and South Border: of the 
Maffachufets Bay. being thus planted, the middle part was the more 
eafie to be filled up, whichthus wasbrought about, Some Gentlemen 
and others, obferving howit fared withthofe of New-Plimouth, were 
defiring upon the like ground to make the fame attempt for themfelves; 
wherefore having by aconfiderable fum of money purchafed of fome - 
Gentlemen. that had a Grant of the Council of Plimouth, all*their 
right and intereft in a Plantation there begun in the A4affachunfers Bay, 
and having attained a confirmation thereof by-Patent from King Charls 
of famous memory, in the year 1628, they fent over a Governour with 
feveral perfons to lay fome foundation of another Colony in the AZa/- 
fachufets Bay: and inthe year 1630, more of the perfons interefted in 
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- the faid Parent. ( thence commonly called Patentees ) withteveralother 
_ _  perfons, intending to venture their lives and all with them, tranfported 
= | themfelves and their Families into the faid AZaffachufets, who did in a 
= ‘ee {hort {pace of time by the acceffion of many hundreds, who: every year 
. flocked after them, make fuchincreafe, thatin the {pace of five-or fix 
7 years, there were twenty confiderable Towns built and peopled, and ma- 
we ny of the Towns firft planted, became fo filled with Inhabitants, that 
— like Swarms of Bees they were ready. to {warm, not only into new 
i Plantations, but into new Colonies: infomuch that in the year 1635,a 


new Colony began to be. planted upon Conneticut River,partly by com- 
bination amongft theinfelves, removing from tome Towns about the 
Maffachufers Bay, and partly by the intereft of a. Patent purchafed of 
that honourable Gentleman Mr. Fenmick., Agent for the Lord Sey, and 
Lord Brook, the Lord Proprietors of the faid River ConneCicut , at the 
mouth of which River they had built a Fort ( called afterthtir own 
titles Sey-Brook Fort) commanding the paflage of the tid: River. Yea 
fuch was the Confluence of people making over into thofeparts, that in- 
the year 1637, a fourth Colony began to be planted, bearing the name 
of Newhaven from the firft Town ereéted therein, feated near the®ipid- 
way betwixt Aud/on’s River and that of Connetticut. The Sea-coatt frotm 
the 












the pitch of GapeCod'to the mouth of Conneticut : River, inhabited’ by’ 
feveral Nations of Indians, Wompanoogs (the firft Authors of the prefent. 
Rebellion )Narbaganjits, Pequods, Mohegins, as the more inland part 
ofthe Country by the Nipmers (a general name for all inland Jadians: 
ipetwixt the A4affachufets and Connecticut River ). The Sea-coaft South- 
welt from Plimouth,was firtt poffeffed by fome difcontented with the Go- 


veriiment of the AZaffachufers Colony, from which fome being exiled, ° 


others of their friends accompanying of them, fetled themfelves upon a 
- fair Ifland to the South-weft of (ape God,now called Road-Ifland; others 
fetled upon the Mayn, at a place called Providence, and fo by degrees 
planting toward Marhaganfer Bay, made another Plantation, called 
Warwick which places are fince by Patent conferred upon the Inhabi- 
tants of Road Ifland;, the reft of the Country from Pequod River to the 
River of Connetticur, falling within the bounds of Connecticut Colony by 
Patent alfo, fince confirmed to the faid Colony. Things had been very 
profperonfly and fuccefsfully carried on in all the aforefaid Colonies and 
Jurifditions, from the year 1620, to the year 1636, at which time the 
Narhaganfet Indians, the moft warlike & fierce of all the Jndzans in that 
part of the Country, who had made all the reft of the Indians:to ftand in 
awe, having committed many barbarous outrages upon their neighbour 
Indians, both Narhaganfets on the eaft-fide, and Afohegins on the weit 
fide of them: and alloupon the Englifh and Durch, as they came occa- 
fionally to traffick with them : and in the year 1634, having barbarout- 
ly murthered Capt. Stove and Capt.JVorten, as they were trading with 
them. Afterwards one Oldham coming amongf them upon the like ac- 
count. © In like manner, having committed feveral outrages upon the 
Planters about Connetticut River, the Inhabitants of all the Colonies, 
unanimoufly fetting upon'them in the beginning of the year 1637, they 
were eafily fuppreffed, about 700 of them deftroyed, the reft either fled 
tothe Mobawkes,.by whom they were all cut off that efcaped, or elle 
fheltring themfelves under the Narhaganfets and Afohegins their neigh- 
bours, they were by the power of the Englifh all fubje€ted to one of 
thofe two Nations of the Indians. Afiantonimeoh the chief Sachem or 
Lord of the Narhaganfets, expecting to be fole Lord and Ruler over all 
the Indians: after the Pequods were fubdued, began to quarrel withthe 
Mohegins upon the account of Soveraignty, notwithftanding a firm -A- 
greement was made betwixt the Evglzjh and the faid Narhaganfets in 
the year 1637, when they had helped to deftroy the Pequods 5 and alfo 
notwithftanding the tripartite League between the faid Narhagan/ets, 
the Adoheginssand the Englifh at Hartford (the chief Town of Connetts- 
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A Narrative of the Troubles 


eit Colony )madein the year 1638, wherein the faid Indians were fo- 
__ lemnty engaged not to quarrel either with the Mohegins, or any other 


Indians, wntil they had firft asked the advice of the Englifh, to vvhofe 
determination they had likewife obliged themfelves to ftand in all-fol- 
lowing Differences among them. -Yet thefe ambitious Narhagan/ets 
fpecially their chief Leader Aliantenimoh, bare fuch an inveterate hatred 
againtt the Adohegins, that they were every year picking quarrels with 
them. The Mobegins on the other fide though not fo numerous, yet 
a more warlike people and more politick, always made their recourfe to 
the Egli(h,complaining of the infolencies ofthe Narbaganfets,contrary 


to their League, fo as they would hardly be kept from making open 


War againft them, when they faw all other attempts to kill and deftroy 
Uncas the Mohegin Sachem, by Treachery, Poifon and Sorcery, prove 
ineffe@tual. Infomuch, that at laft the malice of Miantonimoh and his 
Narhaganfets grew to thatheight, that they began to plot againftthe ~ 


- Englifo themfelves, for defending of Uncas. But it being difcovered — 


by Uncas and fome of his men to the Englifh, Adcantonimol was tent 
for by the Aaffachnfets Court to.come to Bofton, when he came there, 
he would have denied thofe things laid to his charge, but was convicted 
by one of his own fellows 3 andinftead of ftanding to his promife,to de- 
liver him to the AZohegin Sachem , whofe Subject he was, going home- 
ward he cut off his head, to prevent his telling more tales. And with 


« great difcontent as he was going home, {aid, He would come no more at 


Boffon,wherein he proved a truer Prophet than he himfelf believed when. 
he uttered the words: for inthe end of thefame year 1643, making 
War upon Uncas, he was taken prifoner by him, and foon after by the 
advice of the Commiffioners of the four-Colonies ( at that time united 
firmly into a League offenfive and defenfive;on which account they were 
after that time called, The united Colonies of New-England,though fince 
that time they are reduced but to three Colonies ; that of New-haven 
and Connefhicut, by the laft Patent being conjoined in one): his head 
was cut off by-Uncas, it being juftly feared, that there would never be 
any firm peace, either betwixt the Englifh and the Warhaganfets, or be- 
twixt the Narhaganfets and the Mdohegins, while Miontonimoh was \eft 
alive; however the Narhaganfets have ever fince that time born an im- 


“placable malice againt Uncas, and all the A¢obegins, and for their fakes 


decretly againft the Englifh, fo far as they durft difcover it. 

In the Years 1645, and 1646, they grew fo infolent, that the Com- 
miffioners of the united Colonies were compelled to raileForces to go 
againft them: but when they pe ceived that’ the Engléfh were in a 
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earneft, they began to be afraid, and {ued for peace, and fubmitted to 


pay atribute to fatisfie for the charge of preparation for the War, but. - 


were always very backward to make payment, until the Exglifh were 
forced to demand it by new Forces; fo that it appeared they were unwil- 


lingly willing-to hold any friendly correfpondence with the Exglifh, yet - . 


durft they never make any open attempt upon them, until the prefent 
Rebellion, wherein that they had no fmall hand, is too too evident,not- 
withftanding all their pretences to the contrary, as will appear in the fe- 
quel of this Hiftory. | 


Thus it is apparent upon:what Terms the Englifh ftood with the 


Narhagan/ferssevtr fince the cutting off Adiantonimoh, their chief Sacherns 
head by Uncas, it being done from the advice and Counfel of the Ez- 
glifh, Anno 164.3. Asfor the reft of the Jndians, ever fince the fuppref- 
fing of the Pequods in the year 1637, until the year 1675 , there vvas 


always in appearance amity and good correfpondence on all fides, 


{carce an Englifh man was ever known to be affaulted or hurt by any of 


them, until after the year 1671,:when the fon of one ALatoonas, who * 
as was fuppofed, being vexed in his mind that the defign againft the Ex- 


glifh, intended to begin 1671; did not take place,out of meer malice and 
‘{pight againft them,flew an Englith man travelling along the Road: the 


{aid A4atoonas being a Nupmet-Indian; which Wiprets were under the~ 


command of the Sachem of Afount-hope, the Author of all the prefent 
mifchicfs. Upon adue Enquiry into all preceding tranfa€tions between 


the Indians and the Engiz{h, from their firft fetling in thefe coats , there. 
will appear no ground of quarrel that-any of them had againftthe Ex- ~~ 


glifh,nor any appearance of provocation upon one account or other; for 
when Plimouth Colony was firft planted,within three months after their 
firft landing, March 16, 1620, Maffafoirthe chief Sachem of all that 


fide of the Countrey, repaired to the: Exglifhat Plimouth, and entred . 
into afolemn League upon fundry Articles, printed in WV. E. Memorial ¢ 


1669. p. 24, the words-are as followeth: 


I. HT AT neither he, nor any of bis {houla injure or do burt to any”

~The which League the fame Sachim, Sept. 25- 1630,a little before his 
~ death,coming with his eldeftfon,after wards called Alexander did renew 


with the Englifh at the Court of Plimouth, for himfelf and his Son, and 


their Heirs and Succeffors : and after that he came to Mr. Browns, that 


lived not far from AZount Hope, bringing his two Sons, Alexander and 
Philip with him, deliring that there might be Love and Amity after his 
death; between his'Sons and them,as there had been betwixt himfelf and 
them informer times: yet itis very remarkable , that this AZaffafor, 
called alfo Woofamequen (how much foeverhe affected the Englifh, yet) 
was never in the leaft degree any ways well-affected to the Religion of 
the Engifh, but would in his laft Treaty with his Neighbours at Pli- 
mouth,when they were with him about purchafing fome Land at Swanzy, 
have had them engaged never to attempt to draw away any of his People 
from their old Pagaz fuperftition,and devilith Idolatry,to the Chriftian 
Religion,and did much infift upon it till he faw the Englifh were refolved 
never to make any Treaty with him more upon that account; which 
when he difcerned, he did not further urge it: but that was a bad Omen, 
that notwithftanding whatever his humanity were to the Englifh , as 
they were Strangers ( for indeed they had repayed his former kindnefs 
to them, by proteéting him afterwards againft the infolencies of the 
Marhagan{ets) he manifefted no fimall difplacency of f{pirit againft them, 


as they were Chriftians: which {train was evident more in his ‘Son that © 


facceeded him, andallhis People, infomuch that fome difcerning per- 
fons of that Jurifdi€tion, have feared that that Nation of Indians would 
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all be rooted out, as is fince come to pafs. The like may be obferved con- ° 


~ cerning the Narhagan/ets,who were always more civil and courteous to 
the Englifh than any of the other Indians , yet never as yet received the 
teaft tinéture of Chriftian Religion, but have in a mannerrun the fame 
fate with the relt of their Neighbours of Afount Hope, there being very 
few of them nowleft ftanding. Nor is it unworthy the Relation,whata 


perfon of quality amongft us hath of fate affirmed one being muchcon- -

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invited by fome Sagamores or Sachims to a great Dance (which folemni-- 


ties are the tines they make ufe of to tell their ftories, and ‘convey the 


knowledg of forepaft and moft memorable things to Pofterity ), Paffa- — 


conaway the great Sachim of that part of the Country, intending at that 
time to make his laft and farewel fpeech to his Children and People, that 
were then all gathered together, he addrefled himfelf to them in this 
manner : , i | 

Lam now going the way of all flefhor ready to die and not likely to fee you 
ever met together any more , I will now leave this word of Counfel with you, 
that you take heed how you quarrel with the Englith ; for though you may de 
thens much mifchief, yet afjuredly you.will all be deflroyed,and rooted off the 
Earth sf you do: for, {aid he, Iwas as much an enemy to the Englith at 


their firft coming into thefe parts,as any one whatfoever,and did try all ways | 


and means poffible to have deftroyed them, at least to have prevented them 
fitting down here, but I could no way effeét it 5 ( it 8 to be noted that this 
Paflaconaway was the mof! noted Pawaw and Sorcerer of all the Conntry) 
therefore I advife you never to contend with the Englith, zor make war with 
them, And accordingly his eldeft Son \Wonnalancet by name, as foon as he 


perceved that the Indians were up in Arms, he withdrew himfelf into fome 


remote place, that he might not be hurt by the Englith, or the Enemies, or be 
in danger by'them.. Ant: | | | 

This paffage was thought fit to be inferted here , it having fo near an 
agreement with the former, intimating fome fecret awe of God upon 
the hearts of fome of the principal amongft them, that they durft not 
hurt the Englifh, although they bear no good ‘affection ‘to their Reli- 
sion 5 wherein they feem not alittle to imitate Balaam, who whatever 
he uttered when he was under the awful power of divine illumination, 
yet when left to himfelf, was as bad an Enemy to the Ifrael of God, as 
ever before. — 

But to return whence there hath been this Digreffion : 


"After the death of this Woofamequen or Maffafoit, his eldeft Son 


fucceeded him about twenty years fince, Alexander by name, who not- 
withftanding the League he had entred into with the Englifh, together 


with his Father, in the year 1639, had neither affe&tion to the Englifh-. 


mens perfons, nor yet to their Religion,but had been plotting with the 
Narhaganfets to rife againft the Englith; of whichthe Governour and 


Council of Plimouth being informed,they prefently fent for him to bring: 


him to’ the Court; the perfon to. whom that fervice was committed, was’ 
a prudent and refolute Gentleman, the prefent Governour of the faid. 
Colony, who was neither afraid of Danger, nor yet willing to delay ina

matter of that momefit,he forthwith taking eight or ten ftout men. with 
him well armed, intended to have gone to the faid Alexanders dwelling, 
diftant at leaft forty miles from the Governours houfe 5 but by a good 
providence, he found: him-whom he went to feek at an Hunting-houfe, 
within fix miles of the Englifh Towns,where the faid Alexander with a- 
bout eighty men were newly come in from Hunting, and had left their 
Guns without doors, which Major Wiz/low with his {mall company wife- 
ly feized,and conveyed away, and then wentinto the Wigwam, and de- 
manded'Alexander to goalong with him before the Governor, at which 
meffage he was much appall’d; but being told by the undaunted Meffen. 
ger, that ifhe ftir’d or refufed to go, he was a dead man; he was by one 
of his chief Councellors,in whofe advice he moft confided, perfwaded ta 
go along tothe Governors houfe ; but fuch was the pride and heightof — 
his {pirit, that the very furprizal of him, fo raifed his. choler and indig- 
nation, that it put him into a Fever, which notwithftanding all pofible 
means that could be ufed, feemed mortal 5 whereupon. entreating thofe 
that held him Prifoner, that he might have liberty to return home, pro- 
mifing to return again if he recovered, and ta fend his Son as Hoftage till 
he couldfodo; on that confideration he was fairly difmiffed, but died 
before ke got half-way home. Here let it be obferved, that although 
fome have taken up falfe Reports, as if the Englifhyhad compelled him to, 
go further or fafter than he was able,and fo fell into a Fever, or as if he 
were not wellufed by the Phyfician that looked to him, while he wvas 
with the Englith, all which are notorioufly falfe 5 nor is it to be imagi- 
ned that a perfon-of fo noble difpofition as is that Gentleman (at that — 


_ time employed to bring him‘) fhould himfelf, or fuffer any elfe to be un- 


civil to a perfon allied to them by his own,as well as his Fathers League,, 
as the faid Philip alfo was 5 nor_was any thing of that nature ever object- 
ed to the Englith: of Plmouth, by the faid e4lexanders Brother, by. 
name Philip,commonly for-his ambitious and haughty Spirit nick-named _ 
King Philip 5 when he came in the year, 1662, in his own perfon with 
SanfamanhisSecretaty and chief Coucnellor to renew the former league 


. that had been between his Predeceffors and the Englifh of Plimouth, but 


there was as much correfpondence betwixt them for the next fevea, years, 
as ever had:been in any-former times :‘ ‘what can be imagined therefore, 
befides the inffigation of Satan, that either envied at the profperity of. 
the Church of God here feated 5 ar elfe fearing left the power of the 
Luord Jefus, that had overthrown his Kingdom in other parts.of the. 


~ World, fhoulddo thelike here; ‘and fo the ftone taken out of the Moun- 


tain without hands, fhould Become 4 great Mountain it felf, and fill the: 
Phe: iT ag Vong AES Shee ee whole — 
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whole Earth, no caufe of provocation being given:by the Englifhs For. 
once before this, in the year 1671, the Devil, who.was a Murderer from 


the beginning, had fo filled the heart of this falvage Mifcreant with en- 
vy and malice againft the Englifh, that he was ready to break out into 
open War againft the Inhabitants of Plimouth, pretending fome petite 
injuries done to him in planting Land ; but when the matter of Contro- 


_verfie came to be heard before divers.of the A4affachufers (olony : yea 


when he himfelf came to Bo/fon, as it were referring his cafe to the Judg- 
ment of that Colony, nothing of that nature could be made to appear ; 
Whereupon in way of fubmiffion, he was of neceffity by that evident 
conviction, forced to acknowledg that it was the naughtinefs of his own 
heart that put him upon that Rebellion, and nothing of any provocati- 
on from the Englifh 3 and toa Confeflion of this nature, witha folemn 
renewal of his Covenant, declaring his defire, that this his Covenant 
might teftifie to the World againft him, if ever hefhould prove unfaith- 
ful to thofe of Plimouth, or any other of the Englifh Colonies therein ; 
himfelf with his chief Councellors fubfcribed in the prefence of fome Met- 
fengers fent on purpofe to hear the difference between Llimouth' and: the 
laid Philip. But for further fatisfaétion of the Reader, the faid Agree- 
ment and fubmiffion fhall be here publifhed.

y V rative, {hewing the Rife and feveral fteps of that Colony, as to the- 
 prefent War with the Indians, which had its beginning there, and ts pro- 

grefs into the Maflachufets, by their infolencies and outrages, murthering 
many perfons, and burning their Houfes in fundry Plantations in both Co- 
lonies. And having only confidered the fame, do declare, that the fasd 
War doth appear to be both juft andneceffary, and its firft Rife only ade- 
fenfiveWar. And therefore we do agree and conclude, That it ought tobe 
jointly profecuted by all the united Colonies, and the Charges thereof tobe 
born and paid, asis agreed in the Articles of Confederation.

rate Colonies, and allo in a Letter under the Governors hand, in thefe' 


words,---J think Ican clearly fay, that before thefe prefent troubles brove 
ont, the Englifh did not poffe|s one foot of Land in this Colony.but what was 
fairly obtained by honeft purchafe of the Indian Proprietors , Nay, becaufe 
fome of our people are of a covetous difpofition, and the Indians are in 
fireights eafily prevailed with to part with their Lands, we firft made a 
Law, that none fhould purchafe or receive of gift any Land of the Indians 
without the knowledg ana allowance of our Court, and penalty of a Fine, 
five pound per Acre, for all that fhould be fo bought or obtained. And left 
yet they fhonld be ftretghtned, we Or dered that Mount-Hope,Pocaflet and 


everal other Necks of the beft land in the Colony (becaufe mofi [uitable and 


convenient for them,fbould never be bought out of their hands, or elfe they 
would have fold them long fince. And our neighbours at Rehoboth, and 
Swanzys although they bought their Lands fairly.of this Philip azd his Fas 
ther and Brother, yet becaufe of their vicinity, that they might not tre/pa/s 
upon the Indians, did.at their own coft fet up avery [ubjianteal Fence quite 
crofs that great Neck between the Englifh andthe Indians, and payed due 
damage if at any time any unruly For ‘fe or other beafts brake in and trefpaf- 
fed. Aud for divers years laft paft (that all occaftons of offence inthat re- 
{pect might be prevented ); the Englifh agreed with Philip and by, for a cer- 
tain [um yearly to maintain the [aid Fence,and fecure themfelves. And if 
at any time they have brought Complaints before us, they have had Fujftice 


impartial and {peedily 4 Jo that our own people have frequently complainea, 


that we erred-on the other handin fhewing them overmuch favour.

Yet did this treacherous and perfidious Caitiff fill harbour the fame: 
or more mifchievous thoughts againft.the Englifh than ever before, and - 


hath been fince that time plotting with all the Jadians round about to 


make d-general infurreétion againft the Englifh in all the Colonies 5, 
which as fome prifoners lately brought in have confeffed, fhould have~ 
been put in executionat once, by all the Indians riling as one man 5 a= 


gainft all thofe plantations of Englifh which were next them. The Narha- 
ganjets having promifed, as was confeffed, to rife with 4.thoufand fight- 
ing men in the Spring of this prefent year. 1676. But by the occafion 
hereafter tobe mentioned about Saufaman, Philip was neceflitated for 


the : 


: 
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the faféty of his own life to begin his Rebellion the year before,when the. 
Defign was not fully ripe. Yet fome are ready to think, that ifhis own. 
life had not now been in jeopardy by the guilt ofthe forefaid Murther © . 
of Saufaman, his heart might have failed him, whenit fhoukl have come 
to be put in execution,as it did beforein the year 1671, which made one 
of his Captains, of far better Courage and refolution than himfelf, when 
he faw his cowardly temper and difpofition, fling down his Arms, calling 
him white-Liver’d Cur, or to that purpofe, and faying, That he would 
never own him again, or fight under him, and from that time hath 
turned to the Englifh, and hathcontinued to this day a faithful and re-_ 


That the Jzdiaus had a Confpiracy amongft themfelves to rife againft 
the Englith, is confirmed by fome of the Jadians about Hadly, although 
the plot was not come to maturity when Philip began, the {pecial pro- 
vidence of God therein over-ruling the Contrivers :' For when the be- 
sinning of the Troubles firft was reported from AZount-Hope, many of 
the Indians were ina kind of Maze, not: knowing well what to do, 


-fometimes ready to ftand forthe Englifh, as formerly they had been 


wont to do; fometimes inclining to ftrike in with Philip ( which at the 
laft they generally did) which if it had been forefeen, much of that mif 
chief might have been prevented that fell out in feveral places, more by _ 


perfidious and treacherous dealing than any other ways: the Englifh 2 


never imagining that after fo many obliging kindnefles received from 


— them by the Jzdians,befides their many Engagements and Proteftations | 


of Friendfhip, as formerly, they would have been fo ungrateful, perfidi- 

oufly falfe and cruel as they have fince proved. oe | 
The occafion ef Philips fo fudden taking up Arms the laft year, was 
this: There was one ohn Sanfaman avery cunning and plaufible Indian, 
well skilled in the Englifh Language, and bred up in the profeffion. of 
Chriftian, Religion, imployed asa Schoolmafter at Natick, the Indian 
Town, who upon fome mifttemeanour fled from his place to Philip, by 
whom he was entertained in the room and office of a Secretary, and his 
chief Councellor, whom he trufted with all his affairs and fecret coun- 
fels: But afterwards, whether upon the fting of his own Confcience, — 
or by the frequent Sollicitations of Mr. Eliot, that had known him from 
achild, and inftru@ted him in the principles of our Religion, who was 
often laying before him the heinous fin of his Apoftacy, and returning 
back to his old vomit, he was at laft prevailed with to forfake Philip, - 
and return back to the Chriftian Izdians at Natick, where he was bap- 
tized , manifefted publick Repentance for all his former offences, 
and

and made a ferious profeffion of the Chriftian Religion : and did apply 
himfelf to preach to the Jzdians, wherein he was better gifted than any 
other ofthe Indian Nation; foas he was obferved to conform more to 
- the Englifh manners than any other Indian: yet having occafion to 


go up with fome others of his Country-men to Namasket , whether for. 


the advantage of Fifhing, or fome fuch occafion, it matters not 5 being 
there not far from Philsps Country, he had occafion to be much in the 
company of Philips Indians, and of Philip himtelf : by which means he 
difcerned by feveral circumftances, that the Indians were plotting a- 
new againft us ; the which out of faithfulnefs to the Englifh, the faid 


Saufaman informed the Governour of; adding alfo, thatif it were — 


known that he revealed it, he knew they would prefently kill him. 
There appearing fo many concurrent teftimonies from others,, making 
it the more probable, that there wasa certain trutlrin the imformation; 
{ome inquiry was made into the butinefs,by examining Philip himnfelf,and 
feveral of his Indians, who although they could do nothing, yet could 
not free themfelves from juft fufpition , Philip therefore foon after con- 
trived the faid Saufamans death, which was ftrangely difcovered 5 not- 
withftanding it was fo cunningly effected, for they that murdered him, 
met him upon the Ice on a great Pond, and prefently after they had 


knocked him down, put him under the lee, thie Nin Gun and his. 
Hat upon the Ice,that it might be thought he fell in accidentally througlr 


the Ice, and was drowned : but being miffed by his Friends, who finding 
his Flat and his Gun, they were thereby led to the place,where his body 
was found under the Ice: when they took it up to bury him, fome of 
his Friends, {pecially one David, oblerved fome bruifes about his Head, 
which made them fufpeét he was firft knocked down, before he was put 
into the water : however, they buried him near about the place where 
he was found, without making any further inquiry at prefent : never- 


thelefs David his friend,reported thefe things tofome Englifh at Taux- 


ton (a Town not far from Namasket ), it occafioned the Governour to 


inquire further into the bufinefs, wifely confidering, that as Sau/aman- 


had told him, If it vvere known that he had revealed any of their 
plots; they would murder him for his pains : wherefore by {pecial War- 


rant the body of Safaman being digged again out of his Grave, it vvas- 
very apparent that he had been killed, and notdrowned. And by a- 


ftrange providence, an Indian vvas found, that by accident.ftanding un- 


feen upon a Hill, had feen them murther the faid'Sau/aman, but durft* 


never reveal it for fear of lofing his own life likewife, until he was called 
tothe Court at Plimouth, or-before the Governour, vvherehe plainly 


cone -

confeffed vvhat he had feen. The Murderers being apprehended, were 
conviéted by his undeniable Teftimony, and other remarkable circum- 
ftances,and {o were all put to death, being but three in number ; the laft 
of them confeffed immediately before his death, That his Father (one of 
the Councellors and fpecial Friends of Philip ) was one of the two that 
murdered Saufaman, himfelf only looking on. . This was done at Pi: 
mouth-Court, held in Zune 1675. Infomuch,that Philip apprehending the 
danger his own head wasin next, never ufed any further means to clear 
himfelf from what was like to be laid to his charge,either about his piot- 
ting again{t the Englifh nor yet about Saufamans death: but by keeping 
his men continually about him in Arms, and gathering what Strangers 
he could to join withhim, marching up and, down conftantly in Arms, . 
both all the while the Court fat, as vvell as afterwards; the Englifh of 
Plimouth hearing of all this, yet took no-further notice,than only toor- 
‘dera Militia Watch in all the adjacent Towns, hoping that Philip find- 
ing himfelf not likely to be Arraigned by order of the faid Court, the 

_ prefent Cloud might blow over, as fome others of like nature had¢deone 
before ; but in conclufion, the matter proved otherwife; for Philip find- 
ing his Strength daily increafing, by the flocking of Neighbour-Indians 
unto him,and fending over their Wives and. Children to the Warbagan- 

fets for fecurity (as they ule to do vwhen they intend War with any of 
their Enemies );Immediately they began to Alarm the Englifh at Swanzy 

(the next Town to Philips Country) as it were daring the Englifh to be- 


gin; at lat their infolencies grew touch an height,thatthey begannot — — 


only to ufe threatning words to the Englifh, but alfo to kill their Cattel 
and rifle their Honfes; vvhereat an Englifh-man was fo provoked, that 
he let fly a Gun at an Jndian, but did-only wound, not kill him 3 where- 
upon the Jndians immediately began to kill all the Englifh they could, fo 
asonthe 2uth of Fune 1675, vvas the Alarm of War firft founded in 
Plimouth-Colony, vwhen eight or nine of the Englifh were flain in and a- 
bout Swanzy: They firft making a fhot at a Company of Englifh as they 
returned from the Aflembly where they were met in way of humiliation 
that day, vvhereby they killed one and wounded others : and then like- 
wife at the fame time, they flew two men on the High-way,{ent to calla 
_ Surgeon, and barbaroufly the fame day murdered fix men in and about a 
dwelling-Houfe in another part of the Town: all which outrages were 
committed fo fuddenly, that the Englith had no time to make any refifte 
ance, For onthe it4th of the fame Month, befides endeavours uled by 
Mr. Brown of ‘Swanzy, one of the Magiftrates of Plimouth Jurifdiati- 
on, an amicable Letter was fent from. the Council of Blimouth to Philip, 
‘ fhewing 
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fhewing their diflike of his practifes, and advifing him to difmifs his 
ftrangé Indians, and not fuffer himfelf to be abuled by falfe “er con- 
cerning them that intended him no hurt: but no-anfwer could be obtain. 
ed, otherwile than threatning of War, which it was hoped might have 
been prevented, asheretofore it had been, when things feemed to look 
with as bad face as then they did, However the Governor and Coun- 
cil of Phmouth,underftanding that Philip continued in his refolution yand 
manifefted no inclination to peace,they immediately fent up whatForces 


they could to fecure the Towns thereabouts, and make refiftance as oc- 


cafion might be ; and alfo difpatched away Meflengers to the Afa/fa- 
ehufets Governour and Council, letting them know the ftate of things 
about Mount-hope: and defiring their {peedy affiftance: upon which, 
care was immediately taken with all expedition to fend fuich {upplies as 
were defired: But in the mean time two Meflengers were difpatched to 
Philip, to try whether he could not be diverted from his bloody enter- 
Prize, fo to have prevented the mifchief fince fallen out, hoping, that as 
once before, viz. Anno 1671, by their mediation, a {top was put to 
the like Tragedy 5 fo the prefent War might by the fame means have 
been now turned afide. For in the faid year, Philip had firmly engaged 
himfelf, when he was at Boffoz,; not to quarrel with Plimouth until he 
had firdt addreffed himfelf to the Maffachufets for advice and approba- 
tion: But the two Meffengers aforelaid, finding the men flain in the 
Road, Fwne 24, as they were going for the Chyrurgeon,apprehended it 
not fafe to proceed any further, confidering alto, that a peace now 
could not honourably be concluded after fuch barbarous outrages com- 
titted upon fome of the neighbour Colony : Wherefore, returning 
with all peed to Boffon, the Afaffachufer Forces were d{patched away 
with all imaginable hafte, as the exigent of the matter did require, fome 
of them being then upon, or ready for their March; the reft were or- 
dered to follow after, as they could be raifed. The fending forth of 
which, becaufe it was the firtt engagement in any warlike preparations 
againgt the Indians, fhall be more particularly declared, = 
On the 26th of Fune a Foot-Company under Capt. Danie] Flenchmaa, 
with a Troop'under Capt. Thom-as Prentice, were fent out of Boffon to- 
ward Mount Hope ; it being late in the.afternoon before they began to 
March, the central Eclipfe of the Moon in Capric. hapned in the even- 
“ingibefore they came up to Naponfet River, about twenty miles from 
Bofton,: which occafioned them to make an halt, “for a little repaft, till 
‘the moon recovered her light again. Some melancholy Fanciers would 
mot be perfwaded, but that the Eclipfe falling out at that infant of time. 
he D *t 
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was ominous, conceiving alfo that in the centre of the Moon they dif 
cerned an unutual black {pot, nota little refembling the fcalp ofan Ja- 
dian: Asfome othersnot long before, imagined they faw. the form of 


an Indian Bow, accounting that likewife ominous ( although the mif- 


chief following was done by Guns, not by Bows ) both the one and the 
other, might rather have thought of what Adarcus Craffus, the Roman 
General, going forth with an Army againft the Parthians, once wilely 
replied to a private Souldier,that would have diffwaded him from mar- 
ching that time, becaufe of an Eclipfe of the Moon in Capricorn (That 
he was more afraid of Sagitarius than of (apricoraus | meaning the Ar- 
rows of the Parthians ( accounted very good Archers.) from whom, 
as things then fell out, was his greateft danger. But after the Moon 
had waded through the dark fhadow of the Earth, and borrowed her 
Light again, by the help thereof the two Companies marched on to- 





- ward Woodcocks Houfe,thirty miles from Bo/foz,where they arrived next 


morning; and there retarded their motion till the afternoon,in hope of 
being overtaken by a company of Voluntiers, under the Command of 


Captain Samuel Mofely, which accordingly came to pafs 5.10 as on Fune 


28 they all arrived at Swanzy, where by the advice of Captain Cud- 


worth the Commander in chiet of Plimouth Forces, they were removed 


to the Head- Quarters; which for that time were appointed at Mr. Ailes 
his houfe, the Minifter of Swanzy, within a quarter of amile of the 
Bridg leading into Philips Lands. They arriving there fome little time 
before night, twelve of the Troopers unwilling to loofe time,paffed over 
the Bridg, for difcovery into the Enemies Territories,. where they 
found the rude welcome of eight or ten Jadians firing upon them out of 
the Buthes, killing one Wiliam Hammond, wounding Corporal Belcher, 
his Horfe being allo fhot down under him; the reft of the faid Troopers 
having difcharged upon thofe Jndians that ran away after their firft 
for, earried off their two dead and wounded Companions, and fo retir 
red to the main Guard for that night,pitching in a Barricado about Mr. 
Miles hishoufe. The Enemy thought to have braved it out by a bold 
aMfault or two at the firft; but their hearts foon began to fail them when 
they perceived the Maffachufets&xPlimouth-Forces both engaged againft 
them: for the next morning they fhouted twice or thrice,at half a miles 
diftance, and nine or ten-of them fhewing themfelves on this fide the 
Bridg : our Horfemen with the whole body of the. Privateers under 
Captain AZofely, not at all daunted by fuch kind of Alarms, nor willing 
fo to lofe the Bridg , ran violently down upon them over the faid 


Bridg, purfuing them a mile and quarter on the other fide; Enfign 


Savage . 
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Savage, that young Martial Spark, {carée twenty years of age, had at 
that time one bullet lodged in his Thigh, another fhot through the brim 
of his Hat,. by ten or twelve of the Enemy difcharging upon him toge- 
ther, while he’bodly held up his Colours inthe Front of his Company : 


but the weather not fuffering any further ation at that time, thote that _ 


were thus far advanced, were compelled to retreat back to the main 
Guard, having firft made a fhot upon the Jndians as they ran away into 
a Swamp near by,whereby they killed five or fix of them, as was under- 
ftood foon after at Narhaganfcr: This refolute charge of the Englifh- 
Forces upon the Enemy made them quit their place on Afount-hope that 
very night, where Philip was never tecnafter, tillthenext year, when 


he was by a divine Mandate fent back, there to receive the reward of his. 


wickedneds where he firft began his mitchief. The next day Major Savage 
(that was to command in chief over the Afaffachufet F orces,being come 
up with other Supplies about fix aclock over night) the whole Body in- 
tended to march into Afount Hope,and there beat up the Enemies quar-. 
ters, or give him Battel, if he durft abide it: but the weather being 
doubrful, our Forces did not march till near noon, about which time 
they fet out, with a Troop of Horfe in each wing, to prevent the danger 
of the Enemies Ambutcadges 5 after they had marched about a mile and 
half, they paffed by fome Houfes newly burned: not far off one of them 
they found a Bible newly torn, and the leaves feattered about by the 
Enemy, in hatred of our Religion therein revealed; two or three miles 
further they came up with fome Heads, Scalps, and Hands cut off from 
the bodies of fome of the Englifh, and {tuck upon Poles near the High- 
way, in that barbarous andinhumane manner bidding us Defiance 5 the 


Commander in chief giving Order that thofe monuments of the Enemies - 


cruelty fhould be taken down, and buried: the whole body of the For- 
ces ftillsmarched on, two miles further, where they found divers Wig- 
wams of the Enemy, amongft which were many things feattered up and 
down, arguing the hafty flight of the Owners; half'a mile further, as 
they paffed through many Fields of ftately Corn, they found Philips 
own Wigwam every place giving them to perceive the Enemies hafty 
departure from thence; after they had marched two miles further they 
came to the Sea fide, yet in all this time meeting with no Indiaus, nor 
any fign of them, unlefs of their flight to fome other places. The fea- 
fon jike to prove very tempefluous, and rainy, Captain Cudworth with 
fome of the men of Plimonth pafled over to Road-I land. The Forces 
under Major Savage were forced to abide all night in the open Field, 


without any fhelter, notwithftanding the abundance of rain that

fell, and in the morning,defpairing to meet with any Enemy on Mount- 
Hope, they retreated back to their Quarters at Swanzy, in the way 
meeting with many Indian dogs,that feemed to have loft cheir Matters. 
That night Captain Prentice his Troop for conveniency of Quarters, as 
alfo for difcovery, was difmiffed to lodg at Seaconke or Rehoboth, a 
Town within fix mile of Swavzy. Asthey returned back in the mor- 
ning, Captain Prentice divided his Troop, delivering one half to Lieute- 
nant Oakes,and keeping the other himfelf,who as they rode along, efpy- 
ed acompany of Indians burning an houle; but could not purfue them 
by reafon offeveral Fences, that they could not go over till the Indians 
had efcaped into a Swamp.’ Thofe with Lieutenant Oaks had the like 
difcovery, but with better fuccefs, as to the advantage of the ground, 
fo as purfuing of them upona plain, they flew four or five of them in the 
Chafe, whereof one was known to be Thebe, a Sachem of AZount-Hope, 
another of them wasachief Councellor of Philips, yet in this attempt 
the Lieutenant loft one of hiscompany, fohn Druce by name, who was 
mortally wounded in his bowels, whereof he foon after died, to the 
great grief of his companions. After the faid Troop came up to the 
Head-Quarters at Swanzy,they underftood from Captain Cudworth that 
the Enemy were difcovered upon Pocaffet, another neck of Land lying 
over an Arm of the Sea, more towards Cape Cod: However, it was 
refolved that a more narrow fearch fhould be made after them, both 
upon Moynt-Hope, and upon the ground between Swanzy and Rehoboth 
to feour the fwamps, and affault them, if they could find where they 
were entrenched. Captain Hevchman, and Captain Prentice, were or- 
deed to fearch the Swamps; while Captain AZo/ely, and Captain Page 
with his Dragoons attending on Major Savage, {hould return back into 
Mount-Hope, that they might be fure to leave none of the Enemy be- 
hind them, when they fhould remove to purfue them elfewhere. ~ 

" About tena clock the next Morning, Fuly 4, Captain. Henchman after 
along and tedious March, came to the Head-Quarters, and informed 
that he came upon a place where the Enemy bad newly been that night, 
but were efcaped out of hisreach: But that night before they were de- 
termined of any other motion, Captain Hutchinfon came up from Boftoz 
with new Orders for them to pafsinto Narhaganfet., to treat with the 
Sachems there, and ifit might be, to prevent their joyning with Philip. 
Capt.Cadworth, by this time was come up to the Head-Quarters,having — 
left a Garifon of forfy men upon AZount-hope Neck, The next mor- 
ning was fpent in confultation how to carry onthe Treaty; it was then 
refolyed that they fhould go to make.a peace with a Sword in their 


hands 
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hands, having no fmall-ground of fofpicion that the faid Narbaganfers 


might joyn withthe Enemy ; wherefore, they thought it neceflary to 
carry all the AZaffachufet Forces over into the Narhagan/et Country, to 
fight them, if there fhould beneed 5 Captain Afofely paffed over by wa- 
ter to attend Captain Hutchinfon in hisdifpatch;, the other Companies 
with the Troopers riding round about : as they paffed, they found the 
Indians in Pophams Country (next adjoyning to Philips Borders ) all 
fled, and their Wigwams without any people in them. | 

After they came to the Narhaganfet Sachems, three or four days 
were {pent in a treaty,after which a peace was concluded on fundry Ar- 
ticles between the Meffengers of Conneéticut Colony (who were order- 
ed to meet with thofe of the AZaffachufets) and the Commanders of the 
Forces fentagainft Philip: Hoftages were alfo given by the faid Narha- 
ganfets for the performance of the agreement. A Copy of the faid A- 
ereement, and the Articles on which a Peace was concluded, here fol- 
low. It being always underftood, that Plimouth Colony was included in 
_ the faid Agreement, although their Forces were not then prelent, but 
remained at home near the Enemies Borders, to fecure their Towns,and 
-oppofe Philip as there might be occafion, ifhe offered to make any new 
attempt in the mean time. :

The faid Gentlemen inthe behalf of the Governments to which they do 
belong,do engage to every.the [aid Sachims and their Subjects that if they or 
any of them {hall feize ana bring into either the abovefard Engh {h Governe 
ments, or to Mr. Smith, Inhabitants of Nathagantet, Philip Sachim alive, 
he or they fo delivering, {hall receive for their pains, for Irucking-cloth

During this Treaty of peace with the Narbaganfeis, Captain Cud« 
worth with the Forces of Plimouth under his Command, found fome- 


thing to.donearer home, though of another nature asit proved, /é. to - 
make War whilft the other were (as they thought) making peace: in: 
the firtt place therefore he difpatched Captain Fuller (joyning Lieute- - 


nant Church together with himin Commiffion ) withfifty in his Com- 


pany to Pocaffer; on the fame account, as the other went to Narhaganfet, . 


either to conclude'a Peace:with them, if they would continue Friends, 
and give Hoftages for the confirmation thereof, or fight them if th ey 
fhould declare themfelves Enemies, and join with Philip; himfelf in- - 
tending to draw down his Forces to Rehoboth,, to be ready fora {peedy » 


March to Tawston, and fo down into the other fide of the Country’, , 


upon the news that -fome of the Enemy were burning and {poiling of 
Msddleburrongh and Dartmouth, two {mall Villages lying in.the vvay 


betwixt. i 
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“betwixt Pocaffet.and Plimouth: Upon Thurfday Fuly 7, Captain Fuller 


with Captain Church went into Pocaffer to feek after the Enemyjor elfe — 


“as occafion might ferve, to treat with thofe Indians at Pocaffer, vvith 
“whom Mr. Charch was very well acquainted, always holding good cor- 
‘refpondence with them + After they had {pent that day and moft of the 

night, in traverfing the faid Pocaffet Neck, and Watching all night in 
“an Houfe which they found there, yet couldshear/no tidings of any Jx- 
-dians, iefomuch that Captain Fuller began-to be wearyof his defign: 

Mr Church inthe mean while affuring him,that they fhould find Jzdians 
‘before it were long : yet for greater expedition they divided their com- 
_ pany, Captain Fuller taking down toward the Sea-lide, where it feems 

after fome little skirmifhing with them, wherein one man only received 

afmall Wound, he either faw or heard too many Indians for himfelf and 
-his Company to deal with, which made him.and them betake themfelves 
toan Houfe near the Water-fide, from whericethey were fetched off by 

a Sloop before night to Road-/ fland, Captain Church (for.fo may he 
“well be ftiled after this time ) marched further into the Weck, imagin- 

ing that ifthere were Jnazans in the Neck, they fhould find them about 

a peas-field not far off, as foon as ever they came near the faid Field, 

he efpied two Indians in the peale, who.-alfo had at the fame time efpied 

him, and prefently making-fome'kind of fhout, a great number of Jaz- 
ans came about the Field, purfuing the faid Capt.Church and his men in 
great numbers to the fea-fide : there being not above fifteen with Church, 
yet feven or eight icore of the Zndians purfuing after them. Now was 

a fit time for this young Captain and his {mall company to handfel their 

valour upon this great rout of Indians, juft ready to devour them : But 

Vidory ftands no‘more in the number of Soldiers, than Verity in the 

plurality of voices: And although fome of thefe fifteen had icarce cou 
rage enough for themfelves, yet their Captain had enough for himfelf, 
‘and fome to {pare for his Friends, which he there had an opportunity of 
improving to the full, When he {aw the hearts of any of his follow- 
ets to fail, he would bid them be of good courage and fight ftoutly, 
and (poffibly by fome divine impreffion upon his heart ) aflured them 
nota bullet of the Enemy fhould hurt any one of them; which one of the 

Company, more difmayed than the reft, could hardly believe, till he 

{aw the proof of itin his own perfon;for the Captain perceiving the man 

was notable tofight, made him gather Rocks together for a kind. of 

fhelter and Baticado for the reft, that: muft either of neceflity fight or 
fall: by the Enemies.” It chanced as this faint-hearted: Soldier had a flat 
-offonte in his arms, and was carrying ‘it tothe fhelter that he was making 
upon 
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upon the Bank, a bullet of the Enemy was thus warded from his Bedy, 
by which he muft elfe have perifhed, which experience put new life into - 
him, foashe followed his bufinefs very manfully afterward , infomuch 
that they defended themfelves undera fimall fhelf haftily miade up all 
that afternoon, not one being either flainor wounded, yet it was cer- 
tainly known that they killed at leaft fifteen of their Enemies: and at the 
laft, when they had {pent all their Ammunition,and made their Guns un- 
feryiceable by often firing, they were fetched all off by Capt. Goldings 
Sloop, and carried fafe to Road-Iflava in. defpight of all their Eneimies.; 
yea, luch was the bold and undaunted courage of this Champion Capt. 
Charch, that he was not willing to leave any token behind of their flying 
for want of courage, that in the face of his, Enemics he went back to- 
fetch his Hat, which he had left at aSpring , whither the extream heat 
of the vveather, and his labour in fighting had caufed him to repair 
for the quenching of his thirft an hour or two before. It feems in the 
former part of the fame day, five men coming from Road Ifland, to look 
~-up their Cattel upon Pocaffet Neck, were aflaulted by the fame Juds- 
ans, and one of the five was Capt. Churches Servant, vvho had his Leg 
broke in the Skirmifh,the reft hardly efcaping with their lives : this was 
the firft time that ever any mifchief was done by the Jedians upon Pocaf- 
fet-Neck, Thofe of Road Ifland were hereby Alarmed to look to them: 
felyes, as wellas the reft of the Englith of Plimouth, or the Maffachu- 
fets-Colony. — 

This Affault rather heightned and increafed,than daunted the courage 
of Capt. Church 3 for not making a cowardly flight, but a fair retreat, 
which providence offered him by the Sloop aforedaid, after his Ammuni- 
tion was {pent,he did not ftay long at Road-I/land, but halted over to the 
Maffachufet Forces, and borrowing three files of Men of Capt. Hench- 
man with his Lieutenant, Mr.Church and he returned again to Pocaffer, 
where they had another skirmifh with the Enemy, wherein fome few of 
them, fourteen or fifteen were flain, which ftruck fuch a terror into Phs- 
. lip, that he betook himfelf to the Swamps about Pocaffet, where he lay 

hid till the return of the reft of the Forces from the arhaganfets,likea 
wild Boar kept at a Bay by this {mall party, till more hands came up. 

_ Thus were the Plimouth Forces bufied, during the time of the Treaty 
with the Narhaganfets, which being iffued as it was, 

On Friday Fuly 15, Our Forces marched for,and arrived at Rehoboth, 
where having no intelligence of the Enemy nearer than a great Swamp 
on Pocaffer,cighteen miles from Taunton; they marched next day twelve 

miles to an Houle at ALatapoifer (.a {mall Neck of Land in the a 
et! - Ez re) 
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of Taunton-Bay,in the mid-way between Adount-hope and Pocaffet-Neck.) | 
- from whence they marched for Taunton, Fuly 17, whither after a te-- 


dious March of twenty miles they camein the evening, and found the 
People generally gathered into eight Garifon Houfes a 


On Monday Fuly 18, they marched eighteen miles before they could : 


reach the Swamp where the Enemy- was lodged : as foon as ever, they 
came to the place, Plimouth Forces being now joined with them, our 
Soldiers refolutely entred in amongft the Enemies,who took the advan- 
tage of the thick under-wood, to make a fhot at them that firft entred, 


whereby five were killed outright, feven more wounded, fome of whofe. 


wounds proved mortal: After the firft fhot, the Enemy prefently re- 
tired deeper into the Swamp, deferting their Wigwams (about an:hun- 
dred in all) newly made of green Barks,fo as they would not burn: in. 
one of themthey found an old man, who confefled that Philzp had been 
Mately there : having {pent fome time:in fearcing the Swamp, and tired 
themfelves to no purpofe(yet it was faid,one half hour more would have 
at-that time utterly fubdued Philip and all his power), the Commander 


in chief (night drawing on apace) not thinking it fafe to tarry longer in. 
fo dangerous a place (where every one was in as much danger of his fel- 


lows as of his foes, being ready to fire upon every Bufh they fee move 
( fuppofing Indians were there ) ordered a Retreat to be founded, that 
they might have time to difpofe of their dead and wounded men, which 


accordingly was attended : Plimouth Forces who had entred the rear, 
retreating in the front. Itwasjudged, that the Enemy being by this 
means brought into a Pound, it would beno hard matter to deal with . 


_ them, and thatit would be needlefs charge to-keep fo many Companies 

of Soldiers together to waitupon fuch an inconfiderable Enemy, now 
almoft as good as taken : whereupon moft of the Companies belonging 
to-the Afuffachufers were drawn off, only Capt. Henchman with an hun- 
dred Foot being left there, together with Plimouth Forces,to attend the 
Enemies motion, being judged fufficient for that end. Major Savage, 
Capt.Paige,with Capt. Adofely and their Companies,returned to Bofton + 
Capt. Prentice with his Troop were ordered toward Mendham, where 
it feems, about the middle of Fuly, fome Zadians, wifhing well to Philsps 
defign, had made an affault upon fome of the Inhabitants, as they were 
at their labour in the Field, killing five or fix of them: as foonas they 
had done,flying away into the Woods,fo as they could not eafily be pur- 
fued : The Inhabitants of the fame Village, lying fo in the heart of the 
Enemies Country, began to be difcouraged, fo as within a little time 
after'they forfook the place, abandoning their Houfes to the fury of 
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the Enemy, which by them were foon after turned into afhes. But to 
return to King Philip, who wasnow_lodged in the great Swamp upon 
P ocaffet- Neck, of feven mileslong: Capt. Henchman and the Plimouth 
Forces kept a diligent eye uponthe Enemy, but were not willing to 
run into the mire and dirt after them in a dark Swamp, being taught by 
fate experience how dangerous it is to fight in fuch difmal Woods,when 
“their eyes were muffled with the leaves, and their arms pinioned with 

the thick boughs of the trees, as their feet were continually fhackled 
with the roots fpreading every vvay in thofe boggy Woods. It is ill - 
fighting vvith a wild Beaft in his own den. They refolved therefore to 
fiarve them out of the Swamp, vvhere they knew full well they could 
not long fubfift. To that end they began to build a Fort,as it vvere to be- 
leaguer the Enemy, and prevent his efcape out of the place, vvhere they 
thought they had him fait enough. Philip in the mean time vvas not ige 
norant of vvhat vvas doing without, and vvas ready therein to read his 
own doom, fo as if he tarried much longer there, he knew he fhould fall 
into their hands, from vvhom he could expeét nomercy : The cafe be- 
ing therefore defperate, he refolved with an hundred or two of his beft 
fishting men to make an efcape by the Water, all paflages by the Land 
being fufficiently guarded by the Englifh Forces. The Swamp vvhere 
they vvere lodged being not far froman armof the-Sea, coming up to 
Taunton, they taking the advantage of a low tide, either waded over 
one night in the end of Fuly, or elfe wafted themfelves over upon {mall 
Rafts of Timber very early before break of day, by which means the 


_ greateft part of the Company efcaped away into the woods, leading into 


the Népmuck Country , altogether unknown to the Englifh Forces that 
lay encamped on the other fide of the Swamp. About an hundred or more 
of the Womenand Children, vvhich wvere like to be rather burdenfom 
than ferviceable,were left behind,vvho foon after refigned up themfelves 
to the mercy of the Englith. Philips efcape thus from Pocaffet could 
not long be concealed after the day appeared, there being much cham- 
paign Land through which he was to pafs, fo as being difcovered to 
fome of Rehoboth, the Inhabitants prefently followed him,together with 
a party of the AZohegins ( that a little before came to Bofton , offering 
their {érvice again Philip, and were fent up into thofe parts to be or- 
dered by Capt. Henchman, but before they came to him were eafily per- 
{waded to go along with any of the Englifh that were engaged in the 
purfuit of Philip ). News alfo thereof was carried to Capt. Henchman, | 
wvho.asfoonas he could get over with fix files ofmen ( rowing hard all 
or moft part of the day to get to Providence) followed after the met 
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The Afohegins with the men of Rehoboth, and fome of Providence, came: 
upon their Reer over night, flew about thrty of them, took much plun- 


der from them, without any.confiderablelofs tothe Englifh. Captain 


Henchman came not up to them (purfuing them only by the Tract ) till 
the Skirmifh was over; and having marched twenty two miles that day, 
was not well able to go any further that night, on the other hand, the 
Forces that came from Rehoboib, and that belonged to Plimouth, having 
left their Horfes three miles off, could not go back to fetch them with- 
out much Lofs of time 3 and therefore looking at it altogether bootlefs to 
go after them in the morning, returned back the next day,leaving Capt. 
Henchman with his fix Files, and the AZohegins to purfue the Chale to 
Nipfachet, which he did the next morning. Captain Henchman, that he 
might the better engage the Adohegins to march with him thirty miles, 
gave them half his provifion,and was himfelf recruited again by the care. 


~ of Capt. Edvunds of Providence, and Lieutenant Browz, who brought 


provifion after him to the Nipmuck Forts, Mr. Newman the Minilter 
of Rehoboth deferved not a little commendation for exciting his neigh- 
bours and friends to purfue thus far after Philip, animating of them by 
his.own example and prefence: But what the reafon was vwhy Philip was. 
followed no further, it is better to fufpend, than too critically to en- 
quire This is now the third time whena good opportunity of fuppref- 
ing the Rebellion of the Indians, was put into the hands of the Englifh, 
but time and chance hapneth to all men,. fo thatthe mof likely means 
are often fruftrated of their defired end. All humane endeavours fhall 


arrive atno other fuccefs, than the Counfel of God hath preordained, 


that no flefh might glory in their own Wildom, but sive unto God the 
praife of all their Succefles, and quietly, bear whatever mifcarriages- 
he hath ordered to befall them. It appears by the iffue of thefe things, 
that although, this wound was not incurable, yet much more blood muft. 
be taken away before it could be healed. But by this. means Philip clca- 


ped away to the Weftward,kindling the flame of War in all the Weftern 


Plantations of the AZaffachufers Colony wherever he carne 5 fo that by. 
this fatal accident, the fire that was ina likely way to be extinguifhed,as 


foon almoft as it began, did on the fudden. break out through the whole. 


Jurifdi@ion of the AZa/fachufets, both Eaftward and Weltward, endan- 
gering alfo the neighbour Colony of Connetticut ,. which hath alfo fuf-. 
fered fomewhat by the fury of this Flame, though. not confiderable to 
what the other Colonies have undergone. ‘3 


‘While things after this manner proceeded in and about the Colony 
of Plimenth, and Commiffioners of the reft of the Colonies yvere con- 


fulting 
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‘fulting and advifing what was to be done for preventing the mifchief 
threatned from fpreading any further, fearing (as indeed there was too 
much. caufe ) that although Philip only appeared to make the frftat- 
tempt, yet more either already were, or loon might-be perfwaded to 
joyn with him in acting thisbloody Tragedy. . $ 

‘At hath been already declared what hath been done for thefecuring of 
the Narhaganfets : thofe that were fent as Meffengers on that errand, 
always reported that the elder people were imappearante, not only in- 
clinable to peace,but feemed very defirous thereot,infomuch as their ewo 
eldeft Sachems expreffed much joy when it was concluded ; but as fince 


hath appeared, all this was but to gain time,and cover their treacherous. 


intents-and purpofes, that they might in the next Spring fall upon the 
Englifh Plantations all at once, as fome prifoners lately brought in hath 
owned and confeffed; nor have any of thofe Indians with whom the pre- 
fent War hath been, ever regarded any agreements of peace made with 
the Englith, further than out of neceffity and flavifh fear they were com- 
pelled thereunto, asmay be feen by the Records of theunited Colonies 
from the year 1643, to the prefent time, notwithftanding all their fair 

retences;, for Ninigret,the old Sachem of the Warhagan/fets,who alone 
of all the reft of that Country-Sachems difowned the prefent War, and 
refuted to have any hand therein, yet was it proved to his face before 
the Commiffioners, in the year 1646 and 1647, that he had threatned 
they would carry on the War again the AZobegins, whatever were the 
mind of the Commiffioners, and that they would kill the Englifh Cat- 
tel, and heap them up as high as their Wigwams, and that an Englifh 
man fhould not ftir out of his doors to pifs,but they would killhim; all 
which they could not deny; yet did this old:Fox make many promifes 
of peace, when the dread of the Englifh ever fince the Pequod-War mo- 
ved them thereunto; forefeeing,as he is faid to have told his neighbours, 
that they would all be ruined if they made War with the Englith, as 1s. 
fince come to pas. However the good hand of God was feen info or- 
dering things, that the Narbaganfers were for the prelent reftrained. 
from breaking out into open Hoftility againft the Englih, at that time 
when Philip began: whichif they had then done, according to the eye 
of reafon, it would have been very difficult,if poflible,for the Englifh to, 
have faved any of their inland plantations for being utterly deftroyed.. 
Thus hath God in his Wifdom fuffered fo much of the rage of the Hea- 
then to be let loofe againft his people here, as to become a fcourge unto 
them, that by the wrath of men, praife might be yielded to his holy 
Namey yet hath he in his abundant goodnels. reftrained the remainder. 


that it fhould not contume. The. 
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The next thing in order to berelated, is the calamity that befel the 


Village of Brooke fied, which notwithftanding all the care that wastaken, 
- £fl into the hands of the perfidious Wipnet Indians, as fhall herein the 


next place be declared ; only as we pals along to remind the Reader in 
+ few words, what was the iffue of Captain Henchmans purfuit of Phi- 
lip: the Plimonth Forces being returned home, as was {aid before, Cap- 


“tain Elenchman with his fix Files of men, and the Aohegin Indians, har 


ving continued in the purfuit of Philip till they had {pent all their provi- 
fion, and tired themfelves, yet never coming within fight of Philip; the 
Mohegin Indians in their company, direéted them to AZendam,and then 
Jeaving them, returned alfo to their own County. ‘Captain Henchman 
in his march toward AZenbam, or at Mendham, met with Captain Mofely 
coming up to bring him Provifion, and advertifing him of what fucceis 
he had met withall in the purfuit ;they altered their courfe,for Captain 
Henchman was tent down to the Governour and Council,to know what 
they fhould do: they prefently remanded him to Pocaffet, and ordered 


Him to ftay there if there were need, or elfe to draw off, furrendring the 


the Fort he had been building, to Plimouth Forces which lalt was chofen 
by thofe of Plimouth 5 whereupon Cap. Henchman returning to Bojfor, 
was ordered to disband his men. Capt.AZ0fely was ordered tomarch to. 
Quabaog or Brook field, where he continued a while, the other Captains 
{ent up for the relief of the People there, and to feek after the Enemy in 
thofe Woods, and after fome time {pent in ranging the Country there- 
abouts, and not meeting with any of the Infidels, he with his Company 
came d ownwards,fearching the Woods betwit Lancajter (where a Man 
and his Wife with two Children were flain on the Lords-day, Aug.22.) 
and Malbrough, where alfo a Lad keeping Sheep, was fhot at by and In- 
dian that wore a fign, asifhe had beerra Friend: the Ivdian was fuppo- 
fed to belong to the Haffanemefit Indians, at that time confined to Aat- 
berough, where they had liberty to dwell in a kind of Fort: The next - 
day the Inhabitants fent to demand their Guns, Captain Mofely ac- 
quainted therewith, marched to the Fort, and found much fufpicion a- 
gaint eleven of them, for finging and dancing, and having Bullets and 
Slugs, and much Powder hidin their Baskets, infomuch that eleven of 
them were fent down Prifoners to Bo/ton upon fufpicion that they had 
an hand in killing the four at Lancaffer, and fhooting at the A4alberough 
Shepherd: But upon Tryal, the faid Prifoners were all of them quitted - 

from the Fat, and were either releafed,or elfe-were with others of that 
fort, fent for better fecurity, and for preventing future trouble in the 
like kind to fome of the Hlands below Bofton towards LVamt asker. 
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_» About this time Capt. AZo/ely was fent with a Company of Soldiers 
to fome Indian Plantations up Aderrimack River, as highas Penuy-caok, 
but they found.no Indians there, thofe that belonged to the place hav- 
ing withdrawn themfelves from their Native place, that they might not 
meddle in the prefent quarrel, asis confidently believed, that Woonalan- 
_fet the Sachim of that Country had refolved. That Coaft being clear of 
-_ the Enemies, Capt. A4o/ely foon after was fent up with his. Men to-the 
Towns Weftward about Hadly, if it might be, to fubdue the Enemy: 
who a little before, and at that time, wasdoing all the mifchief he could. 
in thofe Weftern Plantations, both by Fire and Sword.- 
But to return and purfue the Rebellious Indians, and keep pace with 
them in our Hiftory, though our Forces as yet could never overtake 


them inthe Woods. The Governour and Council of the A¢affachufets.. . 


were fenfiblé of as much danger from the Nipmet-Indians, as from the 
former; they being the Inland part of the Country betwixt the Sea- 


coaft and Connetticut River Weltward, and the Towns about the AZa/- | 
_ fachufets Bay Eaftward whereupon fome perfons that ufed to Trade 


with the faid Nipnets, were fent to found them, and find how they ftood 
affe&ted, for vvhich alfo there was the more reafon, becaule they were 


always in fubjeétion to the Sachim of AZount-Hope,and fo were the more. 


like to engage in the prefent quarrel, of which there had been fufficient 


proofalready: When on the 14th of Fuly, fome of the Nipnet Indians. 


next bordering on Philips Country, fet upon fome of A<endham (a 
Town {cituate Northward from AZount-Hope, within 36 Miles from Bo- 


flon), where they killed four or five perfons, which was the firft mifchief- 
done upon any of the Inhabitants within the Jurifdiction of the Adaffa- 


chufets, aéted as was faid by one Afatoonas, who was Father to him that 
had committed a murder foon after Philips firft Rebellion, 42.1671. The 


Meffenger that was fent thither, brought word back that they found . 


the faid Indians wavering , the young men very furly and infolent, the 
elder ones fhewing fome inclination to maintain the wonted peace: 


Soon after, Fuly 28, 1675, Capt. Wheeler was fent to affift, Capt. Hur- 


chinfon,with a party of twenty Horfe to treat further about the Peace 
who going firft to Quabaog or Brookfield,a Town tcituate about lixty or 


feventy miles from Boften,in the Road of Connetticut, lying about 25. 


miles from the faid River, and not far diftant from the chief feat of the 
Nipnet Indians 5 the Inhabitants of the faid Brookfield had been fo de- 
luded by thofe treacherous Villains, that they fearing no dange r,firft ob« 


tained of thofe Wipzets,the promile ofa Treaty upon the fecond of Axz-. 


guft, whereupon fome of the chief of the Town riding along unarmed 


with 
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ees . eo - with the {aid Wheeler and Hutobinfon, with their party of ‘Horfe until 
ghey came to the place appointed; and finding no Indians ,to fecure were 
they,that they ventured along further to find the Infidels at their chief 
Town,never fufpecting the leaft danger; but when they had rode four or 
five miles that way, they fell into an Ambufh of two or three hundred 
- Indians, \aid in fuch a narrow paflage, betwixt a fteep Hill on the one 
“hand, and an hideous Swamp on the other, that it was fcarce poflible for 
any of them to efcape, eight of them being fhot down upon the place 
(whereof three were of Brook field) and three mortally wounded, where- 
of Capt. Hurchinfon was one, Capt. Wheeler was alfo near lofing his life, 
whole Horfe was fhot down under him, and himfelf thot through the 
body, fo that all manner of hopes to efcape had been removed from him, 
had it not been for his Son, who was( by Gods good providence ) near 
or next unto him, being a man of undaunted courage (notwithfanding 
his own Arm was broken witha Bullet, yet) with great nimblenefs and 
agility of body difmounting himfelf, fpeedily mounted his Father up- 
on his own Horfe, himfelf getting upon another, whole Mafter vvas 
killed, by vvhich means they both efcaped, and were afterwardscured. 
Much ado had thofe that were left alive to recover Brookefield , which 
in all probability they had never done ( the common Road being vvay-. 
laid vvith Indians on every-fide, as. was afterwards known ), had it not 
been for one vvell acquainted vvith thofe Woods, vvho led them in a 
by-path, by which means they got thither a little before the Jadiaus, 
who quickly came flocking into the Town, with full intent to deftroy it 
with Fire and Sword. But by fpecial providence the Inhabitants were 
all gathered to the principal Houfe of the Village ( there being fcarce 
twenty in the Town ) before the barbarous Mifcreants came upon 
them, immediately fetting fire upon all the dwelling Houtes, with 
mot of the other Buildings in the Town, fave that one into. which 
the Inhabitants were retired, the which they feveral times attempt- 
. ed to burn, but were almoft miraculoufly defeated of their purpofe 
by the immediate hand of God. Ja the Adount of the Lora {hall be 
feen. For when they hadfor two days affaulted that poor handful of . 
elplefs people, both night and day pouring in fhot upon them in- 
ceffantly with Guns, and alfo thrufting poles with Fire-brands, and 
rags dip’d in brimftone tied to the ends of them to fire the Houle; 
at laft they ufed this devillifh Stratagem, to flla Cart with Hemp, 
Flax,and othercombuftible matter,and 1o thruft.itbackward with poles 
_, together fpliced a great length, after they had kindled it, 'Butas toon 
as-it had besun to take fire, a, ftorm of rain. unexpectedly falling 5 put 
out 
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out the Fire,or elfe all the poor people, about feventy fouls would either 
have been confumed by mercilels flames, or elfe have fallen into the 
hands of their crucl enemies,like Wolves continually yelling and gaping 
for their prey. “eee 

Thus was that diftrefled Company ftrangely delivered, who have for 
ever caufe tofay with the Plalmift, Bleffed be the Lord, who hath not gi- 
venus a prey to their teeth-our foul 1s efcaped as a bird out of the fnare of the 
fowlers, the fnare ts broken, and we are efcaped. For the next night 
‘Major Willard, by. accident hearing of the danger the People 
were in, came with Forty eight Dragoons to their relief. The 
occafion which brought Major Willard and Capt. Parker of Groton with 


Forty fix more fo timely to their relief, was this: Major Willard in pur- 


fuance of his Commiil.on from the Governour and Council, was upon 

Wednefday, <4 uguf the 4thin the Morning, marching out after fome 

Indians. to the Weltward, to fecure them: jult as they were fetting 
forth, fome-of Afalberough, who had intelligence by thofe that were 

going to Connetlicut, and forced to return, what diftrefs Brookfield was 

in, and knowing of Major Wéllard’s purpofe to go out that Morning 
from Lancafter, {enta Poft to acquaint him therewith, which though it 

did not find him inzhe Town, yet overtook him before he had gone a- 
bove four or five miles from the place: whereupon, conceiving it more 

needful to fuccour Broo: field in fo eminent danger, than to proceed fur- 
ther upon his intended defign; he altered his courfe, and marched di- 

re€tly thither, being about thirty miles diftant when the tidings were 

brought him 5 fo he arrived there that night very feafonably, aboutan 

-hour after it was dark,or elfé in probability they had all periflied before 
the relief fent up from Boffon could have reached them, which was not 

till three days after, The providence of God likewife in bringing in 

the faid Major fo fafely, as well as feafonably to their relief, was very 

remarkable. For the Judians had fubtilly contrived to cut off all relief 

fent, before it could come at them, by laying Ambufhes, and placing 
their Scouts, at two or three milés diftance round the Town: About an 

Hundred of them were lodged at an houfe not far off in the way toward 
Bofton, to cutoff any Succour that might come from thence: but it is 
duppoted they were fo intenfe upon the Proje@ they were about for 
firing the Houfe, concluding it would without fail take place, that either 
they did not mind their bufinefs of watching, or making fuch a noife 

for joy thereof, that they did not hear their Sentinels when they fhot off 
their Guns, at two miles diftance.. It isfaid that another party of the 
Indians, \et the Major and his Company purpofely pafs by them, with- 
Be F out 
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out any oppofition, waiting for the blow to be given at their firft ap- 
proach near the Houle, then to have themtelves fallen upon their Rear; 
‘and fo to have cut them all off, before the befieged underftood any thing, 
thereof, But it pleafed God foto order thingsin providence, that no 
notice was taken of them by the Befiegers,nor were they at all difcerned 
by them, till they had made themfelves known to their Friends, and were 
admitted within the Court of Guard; which when the Enemy had no- 
tice of, they poured in their fhot abundantly upon them, but they- 
were now fheltered from the danger thereof only it feems their Hor- 
fes were expofed to their fury, fo as many of them were maimed and 
killed, as-were moft of the Cattel belonging to the Inhabitants of the 
place foon after. This Honoured Perfon Major Willard, continued at — 
Brook field atter this famous exploit for'the prefervation of the poor be- 
fieged at Brookfield, divers weeks, to order fuch Companies as were fent 
up that way for the fecuring of the Plantations on that fide of the 
Country ; and not long after he went himfelf alfo to Hadly upon the 
like fervice of the Country in the prefent War. But after fome time 
{pent in thofe parts, he returned back to his own place, to order the af- 
fairs of his own Regiment, much needing his prefence, and leaving the 
Forces about Hadly under the command of the Major of that Regt 
' ynent. . 
But to return to what was inhand before, after the Jadians under~ 
ftood that fuccours were come in to the befieged, they fired all that 
they had left ftanding for their. own fhelter while they had befieged the 
place before mentioned, ran all away into their own dens, in the neigh- 
bouring Woods; however it was confeffed by one of themfelves, that 
the enemy had Eighty of their men killed and wounded in this bufinels. 
But ere we pafsany further in purfuit of the Hiftory of thefe matters, 
it willnot be amifs to let the Reader underftand the horrible perfidi- 
ous and treacherous dealing of thefe Nipnet Indians, who of all other 
had the leat. reafon as to any pretence of injury, yet did moft deceit- 
fully and barbaroufly joyn with Philip and his Indians, after they had 
been feveral times fent unto by the Governour and Council of the 
Maffachufets, by the advice of Plimouth, to have prevented their Rifing. 
ag well as the rifing of the Narhaganfets, and allo had faithfully promi- 
fed not to meddle in the quarrel, as may more fully appear by the 
Engagement under the hands of their Sachims ; fome time before Capt. 
Hutchinfon and Capt. Wheeler were fent up to them; which by reafon 
of the hatte and unskilfulnefs of the Meffengers on that behalf fent, is 
not fo fit-for publick view: but the account of it from their return, 
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under their hand and oath, fuly 24.75, when Lieut. Ephraim Curtice 
{pake with Five of the Nipner Sachims, tour too many to govern fo fall 
a people: but lying upon the head of the principal Indian Territories, 
they were divided into fo many {mall parties, two of whom, wiz. Sam 
Sachim of Wefhacum, and Netaump, were executed together afterward 


at Boffon. All of them did at that time folemnly renew their Covenant’ 


and, promife under their hands to comé to Boffo to fpeak further with 
the Governor, inftead of which,what they pertidioufly did againft Capt. 
_ Hutchinfon and others, hath already been declared. ie 
~_ Upon the report of this fad Difafter that befel the Inhabitants of 
Brook field, Forces were fent up under the Command of Capt. Lothrop 
‘and others, to purfue after thofe Indians harbouring about thofe pla- 
ces, andif it might be, to prevent them from joyning with the Indians 
upon (onneéticue River, who as yet had not difcovered themfelves as 
willing to efpoufe Philips intereft, but rather made fome femblance to 
_ the contrary. There was much time fpent by Major Willard, and fe- 
veral Companies of Soldiers left under his command, about the Nip- 
met Country, but all to no purpofe; for partly by the treachery of fome 
of the Indsans that came to their affiftance, that feemed to favour the 
Englifh, but rather aéted in behalf of the enemy, partly by the fubtil- 
ties of the enemies themfelves, who could eafily by their Scouts difcern 
the approach of our Soldiers, and by the nimblenéfs of their feet, efeape 
them: Our Soldiers could never meet with any of them, bt only by 
_ that means driving them further Weftward, they gathered all the Jzds- 
ans they could to their party about Pecompruck, alias Dearfield, Swam{- 
cot, and Squakeag, where iets fome Plantations of the Englifh newly 
began, whom they affaulted in the next place, and did what mifchief 
they could upon them. | 
Ipis here tobe noted, that although that worthy Patriot, and experi- 
enced Soldier Major Willard hearing of the diftrefs of Brook field by 
fome'that were travelling to (onneficut, was the firft that relieved the 
diftrefled people of Quabaog or Brookfield, yet Major Pinchon of 
Springfield alfo by accident hearing of their Calamity, had not only fent 
word thereof to Hartford (from whom he received a fupply of five and 
twenty: or thirty Soldiers under Capt. Wats) but did alfo fend a Band 
of men under Lieut. Cooper ( who was afterwards villanouily flain by 
Spring field Indians) who with thofefent from Hartford, and fome Inds- 
ans belonging to Springfield (feemingly forward to help the Englith ) 
made'upfourfcore or ‘thereabouts; thefe marched down to Brook field 
the fame day that Capt. Lothrop and Capt, Beers came up from the 
F 2 Mafla- 
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Maffachufetss who having {pent fome time in fearching the Woods 2-' | 
pout Springfield, and finding none of the Indians, did the next day march : 
up toa place called Meminimiffet by the Indians, where Capt. Hutchin- 

fon and Capt. Wheeler were aflaulted, and finding no fign of any Izdians 
amongft thofe Woods and Swamps 5 the Company that came from: 
Springfield, left the other Soldiers (who returned to their Quarters at’ 

Broo: field), and went up themfelves further northward, atleaft twenty 

miles from the: faid Brookfield, and finding no track of Indians in all 

thofe Woods, they returned back to Springfield, leaving enough to de- 

fend the people of Brookefield, and the Garifon there. 

By this it appears, that the Indrans by this occafion were driven more 
weftward into the Woods between Hadly and Squakeag, where they 
foon effected their defign, wiz. to leaven the Indians on that fide the: 
Country with the fame prejudice and malice againft the Englifhy with 
which they themfelves were (though without caufe) imbittered:, for: 

_ ina few days, the device took place amongft Hadly and Dearfield Ia- 
dians, and was prefently put in execution by the {aid Indians, with- 
drawing from the Englifh, and affiting Philip and the Nspnets, to {poil: 
and deftroy all the Towns weftward, as foon after came to pals: yet 
at the firft, fome of the Hadly Indians pretended real friendfhip: to: 
the Englifh, and offered themfelves to fight againft Philip ; but the: 
Mohegin Indians that came afterward from Hartford, begar tofufpest 
the Treachery of the other, and told the Englifh plainly, that no:good 
would be done, while any of that Company went along with them in. 
purfuit of the Enemy; for.as, was faid, they. would always give fome. . 
fhout when they came neat the Enemy, asif they fhould thereby wif l» 
them to look. to rhemfelves; infomuch that the faid Aadly Indians: fell 
into great fufpicion with the Englith, and fora proof of theirFidelity, 
they were required to bring in their Arms to the Englith, butupon that 
motion they delayed a little, but that very.night they fled: away: from 
their dwellings, which was in a Wooden Fortification, withina mile of 
Hatfieldwhereby they plainly difcovered that they had fecretly plotted: 
to joyn with Philip’s Party,as far as they had an opportunity to do them 
any eminent fervice : fome think the Englifh failed in point of prudence, 
notwmanaging that bufinefs fo warily as they, might,- which if they had 
done, their defeétion had been preventeds. but. it is moft probable that: 
Philip had hired them to own his quarrel, by fending them gifts in the 


Spring; and that the body of the faid Indians were moft readily inclined 
thereunto: But_the Sachims and the elder ones of them, feemed loth 
at firtt to.engage againft the Englifh. _ Inconclufion, when they had fo 
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falily lefc. their Dwellings, and were running after. Philip and the Qsp- 
net Indians (at that time harboured in thofe Woods) the Enghith were 
fo provoked, that were under Capt. Lothrop and Capt. Beers, thatthey 
purfued after them very early the next morning, and overtook them a- 
bout ten miles above Hafield, at a place called Sugar loaf Hull, and hada. 
{mall skirmifhwith them, wherein there were nine or ten of the Englifh 
flain, and about twenty fix Indians: yet the reftefcaped, and fo joyned 
with Philip and his Company; prefently after which accident, they were 
fo emboldned,, that upon the firft of September, about feyen days aiter, 
they fet upon Dearfield, killed one Man, and laid moft of the Houfes in 
afhes. About.two or three daysafter they fell upon Squakeag, another 
new. Plantation, fifteen miles higher up the River, above Dearfield, 
where they killed nine.or ten of the People, the reft hardly efcaped into 
the Garilon houfe.. m 

The next day, this difafter not being known, Captain Beers, for 
fear of the worft,, with Thirty fix men, was fent up to the faid Squakeag,: 
with fupplies both of men and provifion to fecure the {mall Gariton - 
there; but before they came very. near to the Town, they were fet upon 
by many hundreds of the Jndians out of the Bufhes by a Swanp-fide, of 
whom Capt. Beers (who.was.known to fight valiantly to the very laft) 
with about Twenty of his men, were by this fudden furprifal there flain, . 
the reft flying back to Hadly. Here the Barbarous Villains fhewed 
their infolent rage and cruelty, more than ever before, cutting off the 
heads of fome of the flain,. and fixing them upon Poles near the High- 
way;. andnot.only fo, butone (Gif notmore) was found witha Chain . 
hooked into his under jaw, and fo hung up on the Bow of a Tree, (tis. 
feared he was hung up alive ). by which means they thought to daunt 
and difcourage any that might come to their relief, and allo to terrifie 
thofe that fhould:be Spectators with the. beholding fo fad an objeét.:_in- 
fomuch that Major Treat with his Company, going up two days after, 
to.fetch off the refidue of, the Garifon, were folemnly affected with that 
doleful fight, which made them make the more hafte to bring down the 
Gavifon, not waiting for any opportunity to take revenge upon the Ene- 
my, having but an Hundred with him, too few for fucha purpofe. Cap- 
tain Appleton going up after him, met him coming down, and would 
willingly have perfwaded them, to have turned back, to fee if they could. . 
hayemade any fpoil upon the Enemy;.but the greateft part advifed to 
the contrary, fo. that.they were all forced toreturn with what they 
couldcarry away, leaving the reft for.a booty to the Enemy, who fhali 
ere long pay afad reckoning for. their Robberies and Cruelties, in the. 
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time appointed: but the fufferings of ‘the Englifh were not ‘as yet come 
to their height: for after they were come to Hadly, the Commander in 
chief taking Counfel with the Officers of the Soldiers, ordered them 
that were then prefent to Garifon the Towns about ; fome to be at 
Northbampton, Hatfield, Dearfield, and fome to remain at Hadley where 
were the Head: quarters of the Englifh. But perceiving that little good 


was to be done upon the Enemy in thofe parts, it was agreed that what 
Corn wasleft at Dearfield; being threfhed out as well as they could in 
thofe tumults (about Three thoufand Buthels was fuppofed to be there 
ftanding in ftacks) fhould be brought to Hadly, and wait further time to 
fight the Enemy. It came to C. Lothrops turn, or rather it was his choice 
with about Eighty men to guard feveral Carts laden with Corn,& other 
Goods, the Company under Capt. Afofely then quartering at ‘Dearfield 
intended that day to purfue after the Enemy But upon September 18 that 
mott fatal day, the faddeft that ever befel New-England, as the Compa- 
ny were marching along with the Carts (it may be too fecurely) never 
apprehending danger fo near, were fuddenly fet upon, and almoft all 
cut off ¢ not above feven or eight efcaping )5 which great defeat came 
to pafs by the unadvifed proceeding of the Captain (who was himfelf 
flain inthe frfta@ault) although he wanted neither courage nor skill, 
to lead his Souldicrs; but having taken up a wrong notion about the 
beft way and manner of fighting with the Indians (which he was always 
wont toarguefor) vz. that it were belt to deal with the Indians in 

their own way, /c. by skulking behind Trees, and taking their aim at 

-fingle perfons, which is the ulual manner ‘of ‘the Indians fighting one 
with another: but herein was his great miftake, in not confidering the 

sreat difadvantage a {maller Company would have in dealing that way 

witha greater multitude 5 for if five have to deal with one, they may 

furround him, and every one to take his aim at him,while he can level but 

at one of hisEnemies at a time: which grofs miftake of his, was the 

ruine of a choice Company of-young men,” the very flower of the Coun- 

ty of Effex, all culled out of the 'T owns belonging to that County, none 

of which were athamed tofpeak withthe Enemy in the gate; their dear’ 

Relations at home mourning for them, like Rachel for her children, and 

would not be comforted, not only becaufe they were not, but becaufe 

they were fo miferably loft: ( The like miftake was conceived to be the 

reaton of the lofs of the former perfons, ‘flain’ with the faid Lothrop, 

purfuing the Indians that ran’ aWay from Hadley,’ and ‘of the Twenty 

flain with Capt. Beers men,who betook themfelves at firft to their Trees,’ 

and at the laft a few got to their Horfes foon after their Captain was’ 
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{Kot down).' For'had he ofdered his men to march ina Body, as-fome 
-of his fellow-Gommanders advifed, either backward, or forward , in 
-reafon they had not lofta quarter of the number of them that fell that. 
-day by the edg of the Sword. For the Jndiaxs, notwithftanding their 
{nbtilty and cruelry, durft not look an Eglifhman in the face in the open 
_ field, nor ever yet were known to kill any man with their Guns, unlefs 
when they could lie in.wait for him. inan ambufh, or behind fome fhel- 
ter, taking aim undifcovered ;, fo thatalthough it was judged by thofe 
that efcaped, that there.was feven or eight hundred Jrdians. at leaft that 
encountred that Company of eightyof Englifh, yetif they had kept 
together in a Body, and fought Marching, they might have efcaped the 
numbers of the Enemy, with little lofsin comparifon of what they fu- 
tained. For the valiant and fuccefsful Captain AZo/ely, and his Lieute- 
nant, coming ( though too late ) to their refcue, marched through and_ 
through that great body of Indians, and yet came off with little or no 
Aofs in comparifon of the other. And having fought all thote Indians 
for.five or fix hours upon a-march, loft not above two men all that while, 
nor received other damage befides eight or nine that were vvounded, 
which yet were carried to their Quarters at night at #7arfield, whereas 
if thefe had proceeded in the fame vay of. fighting as Capt... Lothrop — 
did in the morning, they might have been furrounded, and fo have been 
ferved as the former were: but God had otherwife determined in his 
feeret.Counfel, and therefore.that was hid from the one, which was.a 
_means to preferve the other, Company. 

Other relief alfo was feafonably fent in, vz. a Company of Englifh, 
and Mohegin or Pequod-Indians under the Command of Major Treat, 
who was in the morning marching another way , vz. up toward 
Squakeag to feek after the Enemy that way, with aboutan hundred 
Soldiers, Jadians and Englifh; upon whofe approach the Enemy, pretty 
well acquainted by this laft Encounter with the valour of the Englifh,. 
immediately went clear away,. giving Major Treat and Captain J4ofely, 
who returned to Dearfield that night, an opportunity to bury thedlain 
thenext day. As|Captain AZo/ely came upon the Jndians in the morning, 
he found them tripping of the flain, amongft whom was one Robert 
Dutch of Ipfwich, having been forely wounded by a Bullet that rafed to 
his skull, and then mauled by the Indian Hatchets, left for dead by the 
Salvages, and ftript by them of ‘all but his skin 5 yet when Capt. Mofely 
came near, he almoft miraculoufly.as one raifed from the dead, came 
- towards the Englifh, to.their no {mall amazement, by vvhom being 
received and cloathed, he was carried offto the next Garifon, and is 
: | living 
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40 4 Narrative of the Troubles : 
‘living and in perfeét health at this:day.Mayhe be to the Friends and Re- 
dations of the reft of the flain, an emblem of their more perfett Refurre- 
“ion at the laft day,to receive their Crowns among the reftof the Mar- 
styrs that have laid down, or ventured their lives as a teftimony to the 
“truth of their Religion, as well as love to their Country. — 7 
This fore defeat of Capt. Lothrop and his men, was the more to be la- 


mented, in that { falling out fo foon after two other of the like nature ) 


4tfo emboldned the Enemy, that they durft foon after adventure upon 
confiderable Towns, though well garifoned with Soldiers, and gave 
them occafion of moft infolent Braving the Garifon at Dearfield the 
next day, hanging up the garments-of the Englifh in fight of the Soldi- 
ers, yet on the other Gde of the River. However it pleafed God, who is 
always wont to remember his people in their low eftate, to put fuch a 
reftraint upon them, that when they paffed very near the Garifon-houfe 
at Dearfield( wherein were not left above twenty feven Soldiers) their 
Captain ufing this ftratagem, to caufe his Trumpet to found as if he had 


another Troop near by to be called together; they turned another way, 


and made no attempt upon the Houtfe where that {mall number was 5 
which if they had done with any ordinary refolution, fo fmall an hand- 
ful of men could hardly have withftood the force of fo many hundreds 
as were then gathered together. ie | 

What lof the Enemy fuftained by the refiftance of Capt. Lothrop and 
‘his men ( who no doubt being all refolute young men , and feeing they 
fhould be forced by the hard law of the Sword to forgo their lives, 
held them at as high a rate asthey could) 1s not certainly known. It 
hath fince been confefled by fome of the Indians themfelves, that they. 
loft ninety fix of their men that day. Capt. Mofely’s men coming fud- 
denly upon them when they were pillaging of the dead, fell upon them 
with fuch a {mart affuult, that they drove them prefently intoa fwamp, 
following them fo clofe, that for feven miles together they fought them 
upon a march, charging them through and through. Perez Savage and 
Lieutenant Pickering, his Lieutenants, deferving no little part of the ho- 
nour of that days Service, being fotnetimes called to lead the Company 
in the Front, while Capt. AZofely took a little breath, who was almoft 
melted with labouring, commanding, and leading his men through the 
midft of the Enemy. | ” | ) 

‘The Indians gathered together in thole parts, appearing fo nume- 
rous: and, as might jufly be fuppofed, growing more confident by 
fome of their laf fucceffes, and the number’ of our men being after 
this fad rate diminifhed 5 Recruits atfo not being fuddenly to ‘be ex- 
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peéted, at fo great a diftance as'an hundred miles from all fupplies, the 
Commander in chief vvith the Officers, fawaneceffity of flighting that 
Garilon at Dearfield,imploying the forces they had to fecure and ftreng- 
' thenthe three next Towns below upon Gonnetticnt-River. And it was 
vvell that counfel was thought upon; for now thofe wretched Caitiffs 
begin to talk of great matters, hoping that by degrees they might de- 
ftroy all the Towns thereabout, as they had already begun: Their 
hopes no doubt, vvere not a little heightned by the acceffion of S pring: 
field-Indians to their party, who had in appearance all this time ftood 
the firmeft to the intereft of the Englifh, of all the reft in thofe parts - 
But they all hanging together, like Serpents eggs, were eafily perlwaded 
to join with thofe of Hadly ( there being fo near alliance between them 5 
for the Sachim of Spring field Indians, was the Father of Hadly Sachim) 
not only by the fuccefs of their treacherous and blood-thirfty compa- 
nions, but by the fame inbred malice and antipathy againft the Englith 
manners and Religion. : 4% 
_ TheInhabitants of Springfield vvere not unfenfle of their danger, - 
and therefore had, upon the firft breaking forth of thefe troubles, been 
treating with their Jndians, and had received from them the firmeft af- 
furance and pledges of their faithfulnefs and friendfhip, that could be 
imagined or defired, both by Covenant , Promifes and Hoftages given 
for fecurity 5 foasno doubt was left in any of their minds: Yet did 
thefe faithlefs and ungrateful Monfters plot-with Philips Indians to 
burn and deftroy all Springfield, as they had done Brookfield before: - 
to thatend they fent cunningly, and inticed away the Hoftages from 
Hartford, where they were perhaps too fecurely watched over, a day 
or two before : then receiving above three hundred of Philips Indians 
into their Fort, privately inthe night-time, foas they were neither dif- 
cerned nor fufpeéted : yea, fo confident were fuch of the Inhabitants as 
were moftconverfant with the Indians at their Fort, that they would 
not believe there was any {uch plot in hand, when it was ftrangely re- 
vealed by one Toto anJxdiax at Windfor, better affected to the Englifh, 
(about eighteen or twenty miles below Springfield, upon the fame River) 
and fo by Poft, tidings thereof brought to Springfield the night before 5 
infomuch that the Lieutenant of the Town, Cooper by name, vvas fo far 
from believing.the Stratagem, that in the morning himfelf with ano-' 
ther would venture to ride up to the Fort , to fee whether things were 
foorno.. The Fort-vvas about a mile from the Town; vvhen he came 
_vvithin a little thereof,he met with thefe bloody and deceitful Monfters, 
newly iffued out of their Equm Trojanus,to at their intended gear ; 
G they 
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ae 4 Narrative of the Troubles — 
they prefently fired upon him divers of them , and fhot him in feveral’ 


places through the body; yet being a man ofa ftout courage, he kept his 
~ Horfe, till he recovered the next Garifon-houfe , his companion they 


{hot dead upon the places by this means giving a fad alarm to the Town 
of their intended mifchief, vvhich vvas in‘tantly fired in all places 
where there were no Garifons. fhe poor people having never an Of- 
ficer to lead them, being like fheep ready for the flaughter, and no doubt 
the whole Town had been totally deftroyed, but that a report of the 
Plot being carried about over night, Major Treat came from Wefffield 
time enough in a manner for the refcue; but vvanting Boats to tran{- 
port his men, could not dafo much good ashedefired. Major Pynchon 
coming from Hadly with Capt. Appleton, and what Forces they could 
bring along with them,thirty two houles being firft confumed,preferved 
the re(t of the Town from being turned into afhes, in which the over- 
credulous Inhabitants might now fee (vvhat before they vvould not 
believe at the burning Major Pinchons Barns and Stables a few days be- 
fore, to a very greatdamage of the Owner ) the faithlefs and deceitful 
friend{hip among thofe perfidious, ctuel and hellifh Monfters. 
Amongft the ruinesof the faid dwellings, the faddeft to behold was 
the Houle of Mr. Pelatiah Glover, Minifter of the Town, furnifhed with: 
a brave Library, which he had but newly brought back froma Garifon. 
wherein it had been for fome time before fecured 5 but as if the danger 
had been over with them, the faid Minifter, a great Student, and an 
belluo librorum, being impatient for want of his Books, brought them 
pack to his great forrow,fit for a Bonfire for the proud infulting Enemy. 
OF all the mifchiefs done by the faid Enemy before that day, the burn- 
ing of this Town of Springfield did more than any nother, difcover the 
faid Aétors to be the children of the Devil, full.of all fubtilty and ma- 
lice, there having been for about forty years fo good correfpondence be- 
twixt the Englith of that Town andthe neighbouring Indians, But it: 
them is made good what is faid in the Pfalm, That though their words: 
were fwcother than. oyl, yet werethey drawn fwords. 7 
After fome little time fpent in garifoning the place, and helpirig the 
Inhabitants to fecure what they had left, the Englith Soldiers mof of 
them returned back to Hadlytheir head-quarters; and Major Pinchor: 
being {fo full of incumbrances, by reaforr of the late fpoils done to him- 
felf, and his neighbours at Springfield, could not any longer attend the: 
Service of commanding in Chief as he had done before ; wherefore be- 


ing according to his earneft requeft to the Council eafed ofthat burden,. 
Gaptain Samuel Appleton was ordered to-fucceed in taking the charge 


of. 
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of the Soldiers left in thofe upper Towns, by whofe induftry, skill and 
courage, thofe Towns were preferved from running the fame fate with - 
the reft, wholly or in part fo lately turned into-afhes. For the Enemy 
growing very confident by the late ficceffes, came with all their fury the 
nineteenth of October following upon Hatfield, hoping no lets than to 
do the like mifchief to them they had newly done to Springfield, But ac- 
cording to the good providence of Almighty God , Major Trost vvas 
newly returned to Northampton. Capt. Mofely and Capt. Pool were then 
garifoning the faid Hatfield, and Capt.Appleton for the like end quat- 
tering at Hadly, when on the fudden feven or eight hundred of the Ene- 
my came upon the Town in all quarters, having firft killed or taken two 
or three of the Scouts belonging to the Town, and feven more belong- 
ing to Capt. AZofely his Company : But they were fo well entertained 
on all hands where they attempted to break in upon the Town, that they 
found it too hot for them. Major Appleton with great courage defend- 
ing one end of the Town, and Capt. A4ofely as ftoutly maintaining the 
middle, and Capt. Pool the other end 5 that they were by the refoluti- 
on of the Englifh inftantly beaten off, without doing much harm. Capt. _ 
Appletons Serjeant was mortally wounded juft by his fide, another bullet 
paffing through his own hair, by that whifper telling him that death 
was very near, but did him no other harm. Night coming on, it could 
not be difcerned what lofs the Enemy fuftained, divers were feen to fall, 
fome run through a {mall River, others caft their Guns into the Water 
( it being their manner to venture as much to recover the dead bodies of 
their Friends, asto defend them whenalive ). At laft, after the burn- 
ing of fome few Barns, with fome other Buildings, the Enemy hafted 
‘away as faft as they came on, leaving the Englifh to blefs God who had 
fo mercifully delivered them from the fury of their mercileis Foes, who 
had in conceit without doubt devoured all: But this refolute and va- 
liant repulfe, put fuch a check upon the pride of the Enemy, that they 
made no further attempt. upon any of thofe Towns for the prefent ; but 
Winter drawing on, they retired all of them to their general Rendez- 
vouzat Narhaganfet ; where we fhall leave them for the prefent, plot- 
ting their general defign of accomplithing their intended mifchief againft 
the Englith the next Spring. , | 

Our Weltern Plantations upon Connetticut River vvere the 
ftage vvhereon were ated the moft remarkable paflages of this bar- 
barous War hitherto, which vvas foon after removed into many other 
Places of the Country in the Winter and Spring following, whither 
our difcourfe muft in the next place purfue it: There was not any 
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great matter aéted by the Enemy amongft the Plantations upon the — 

gieat River during the Winter, after the affault made upon Hatfield, 

Ottober 19. Itis evident, that the body of themreturned to Narha- | 

- ganfet upon the approach of the Winter, which fet in more early than it: 
ufed in other years: where Philip did beltow himfelfin the Winter-fea- 
fon is not fo certain; fome fay that he repaired further We'tward , to 
try his fortune with thofe Jzdsans that he towards. Albany, near the 
Dutch River : others more probably conceive that he lay hid in fome’ 
part of the Narhaganfet-Country: for though he was not certainly 
known.to be about the Fort at Narhaganfet, when it was taken by our 
Forces in the Winter, yet as foon as ever they were driven out of the 
Country in February, he was found amongft them that did the mifchief 
ati ancafter in that month, ; : 

Some ftragling parties of them remained about Morthamptou, 
Wejificld and Springfield, fome time after their defeat at Hatfield: feven 
or cight of the inhabitants of Northampton in the end of October, — 
venturing to fetch in fome of their Harveft that vvas left fomewhere out 
of the Town, vvere in danger of being furprized, having laid their 

/Armsunder their Cart, fo as being deftitute of means to make their 
defence, they were glad ro flie away withthe Horfes out of theit Cart, 
leaving what they were about,to the pleafure of the Zzdzans that affault- 
ed. Major Treat upon the hearing the Alarm, prefently repaired thi- 
ther, but could not come time enough to deftroy any of the Enemy, 
nor yet to prevent their burning of four or five Houfes , with two or 
three Barns that ftood fomewhat out of the Town. Within a little time 
after they kill’d three of the fame Town, as they were at work ina Mea- 
dow not far from the Town: they intended alfo to have burned the 
Mill, but it was. too-well guarded by two files of Mufquetiers lodged 
there for the purpofe, who put them befide their intent. Six or feven.of » 
Springfield {oon after going to the Mill at Wefffield that which belong- 
ed to their own Town being burned Oéfober 5th ), and venturing with- 
out Arms, three of them were killed by fome of the Enemy, who took 
the advantage alfo to burn four or five Houfes that belonged to the faid. 
Westfield: but by the end of November the coat was pretty clear of 
them, unlefs fome few of them thatlay lurking in the Swamps therea- 
bouts all the Winter, doing fome fimall mifchief upon fome out-dwel- 
lings of Spring field, . | 

The expeditioninto the Narhaganfet-Country, followsin order in the 
next place tobe related; but before vvecome thither, a little notice. 
muft be taken by the way, of an unfuccefsful attempt upon the Jndians 
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about Haffanemefic, and Poppachuog, whither Capt. Henchmanwas fer 
in the beginning of November: where alfo Captain Sill was ordered to 
meet him with another Company from (4mbridg, with intent to have 
beat up the Jadians quartets in thofe parts; they being knownto have 
had an hand in the outrages committed upon thofe that belonged to 


Malberoughand Mendham s, cutting off thetcalp ofa Millers Boy, who — 


is yet alive. ae 7 
“November 1. 1675, Capt. Henchman marched out of Boffon, intend- 

ing to vificthe Indeans about Haffenemefit : the third day they faw fome 

fires of the Jndiaus,yet could not meet with them that made them : The 


_ 4thday they marched to fome part of the Jndsan Plantations,called Ha/- 


fenemefit : the Captain would have taken up his quarters a mile on this 
fide, but fome of his Officers over-ruled him, to whofe importunity he 
gave way,and marched a mile further towards the Enemy, and by that 
means faved the Millers youth, taken the week before from AZalborough, 
for in the morning very early, as the Scouts were looking out,they {py- 
ed a Wigwam,where fome Indians that had carried away the youth, had 
lodged all night in fome Wigwam near by 5 when the Indzans faw our 
Soldiers, they hafted away, and left the A4alborough youth behind them, 
who by that means efcaped their hands. Our men under Capt. Henchman 
marched on to Poppachuog, and finding the Imdians all fled (although 
they perceived by a Meflenger accidentally fent back, that the Indians 


followed them all that way they marched ) they came back to Mendham © 


to fettle things in that Town: fomeof the Inhabitants informed them 
of fome Indian Wigwams about ten miles off: The Captain, with Philip 
Curtice his Lieutenant, refolved to give them a Camifado in their Wig- 
wams that night: to that end, they: mounted two and twenty upon 
Horfes, riding up ten miles into the Woods, and when they came near 
the Wigwams, they difmounted , and intended. prefently to march up 
and give an affault upon them, after they had firft made a thout to fright 
the Enemy : they ordered one half to follow the Lieutenant, the other 
to follow the Captain ; when they came within a quarter of a mile of the 
place, their Dogs began to bark, at which they ftop’d, and by and by 
marched again, intending prefently to fire inupon them; but the Cap- 


tains foot flipping, he could hardly recover himfelf, when fuddenly” 


looking behind him, he faw no man following of him: the Lieutenant 
had five behind him, who with thofe five refolutely fired on that fide he 
was appointed to make the affault upon; but they were repulfed by the 
Indians, who firing out of their dens, fhot down the Lieutenant and 
another, the reft prefently ran. away to a Fence: the Captain with — 
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vehemency urged them to ftay, they, replyed, they went backt 
to charge,yet went cleat away,by which means,together with the cow- 
ardize of the former, fo fad a lofs befell the Company, which could not 
eafily be repaired: however the Enemy prefently deferted the Wigwam, 
and gave our men the next day an opportunity to. fetch off their two 
dead men, and bury them, and fo with grief and fhame were conftrained 


to return to their quarters at AZendham, to whofe Inhabitants they 


gave notice of 200 buthels of Corn belonging to the Jadians, that might 
have been preferved, which for want of hands wasloft by the fire, that 
the Enemy might not be benefitedthereby. it appearsby the foregoing 
paflage, that the time of our deliverance was not yet come, and that 
God had further trials to acquaint us with,before he would turn his hand 
upon-our Enemies. Butit pleafed the Lord in mercy fo to.order things, 
that they themfelves fell into thar pit they were digging for others, as 
fhall appear more fully in what follows. bs : 

» The Englifh Plantations about Hadly being for the prefent fet a little 


at liberty by the Jzdians drawing off, like Seamen after a Storm,counted 


it their beft courfe to repair their tackling againft another that may be 
next coming 5 wherefore the Inhabitants concluded it the fafer way to 
make a kind of Barricado about their Towns, by fetting up Pallifadoes 
or cleft-wood about eight foot long, asit were to break the force of any 
fudden affault which the Indians might make upon them, which counfel 
proved very fuccefsful ; for although it be an inconfiderable defence a- 
gainft a Warlike Enemy, that hath ftrength enough, and confidence to 
befiege a place, yet it is fufficient to prevent any fudden affault of fuch 
a timorousand barbarous Enemy asthefe were; for although they did 
afterwards in the Spring break through thofe Pallifadoes at Northamp- 
ton, yet as foon as ever they began to be repulfed, they faw themfelves 
like Wolvesina Pound, that they could not fly away at their pleature, 
fo as they never adventured to break through afterward upon any of the 

Towns fo fecured. | 
As for thofe of Springfield, they were now and then Alarmed with a 
few skulking Indians lurking about in the adjacent Woods as once at 
the lorig Meadow, where halfa fcore of them were feen about an Houfe 
remote from the Town, who were purfued by a party of the Englifh to- 
ward Windfor, and fo efcaped}.after the Englifh had made onefhot upon 
them, not/knowing certainly how many they, killed, So at another 
time, a few of thofe barbarous wretches kill’d a poor man belonging to 
Springfield, as howasgoing:to his Houle to look after his Gorn.on the 
other fide of the River 3 and after they. had-killed the man, they burns 
Own 
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down his houfe; yet attempted no further mifchief upon that part of 
the Town that had efcaped the fury of the Flames, Oéober 5. By which 
it is evident, that all the number of Jzdians that had aflaulted them be- 
fore, had now drawn themfelves to their winter quarters, fome to the 
Dutch River, but the greateft number of them to be fure were found in 
the winter at the Narhaganfer Fort, where we fhall leave them for 
the prefent, till the Forces of the United Colonies. fhall fire them out 
of their nefts, | bb it | 

The Soldiers continuing fome time at Hrarfield after this Viftory, as 
we may well call it (for it feems to have given the firft check to the rage 
of the Heathen within the Jurifdi€tion of the united Colonies, they have 
been obferved ever fince to have been on the lofing hand, feldom or never 
daring to meet our Soldiers in the open Field, unlefs when they have 
very great advantage as to their numbers, or covert of the woods and 
buthes: although like fome raging Beafts they have done much mifchief 
feveral times fince, when they were ready to expire, or when the pangs 
of death were coming upon them) our Forces were all called home, 
fave fome left for garifoning the Towns thereabouts. 

The Commiffioners of the united Colonies taking into ferious Con- 


“fideration the prefent ftate of things, viz, that there were before this 


time fo many hundreds gathered together into one Body, and that 
there was greatreafon to fear, if they were let alone till the next {pring 
they might all rife together as one man round about us, and that one 


Town after another might eafily be deftroyed, before any help could be” 


difpatched to them. | On the one hand the fharpnefs of the winter in. 
thete parts was well weighed, fo extream that it might hazard the lofs 
of a Thonfandmen‘in onenight, if they were forced to lodge abroad in: 
the open Field; asalfo the difficulty, if not impoffibility of fending ahy 
relief to them at any diftance, the depth of Snow ufually making the: 
ways unpaflable for divers months together. 


~ On the other hand it was confidered,that if the Enemy were let alone 
till the next Summer, it would be impoffible to deal with them, or find . 


them any where, but they might wa{te one Company of Soldiers after 


another, as was feen by the experienceof the former year. Confider- 


ing alforthat ‘the Narhagan/ets, the moft numerous of all the reft, and: 


the beft provided of provifion of all the other Jadsans,had now declared: 
themfelves our enemies, who if ‘theywere'let’ alone till the winter was- 


over, we fhould be unable todeal with fo many enemies at once;. that 


could on a fudden, ‘onany occafion, fpread themfelves like Grafhoppers 
| : Ig: 


all over the: Country... 
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It was therefore finally agreed upon by the general confent of all, to 
fall upon the winter-quarters of ourenemies, by a more conftderable 
Army (if I may fo callit) gathered out of all the three Colonies, and 
that with all expedition, at farthelt not to exceed the tenth of December 
‘pefore they fhould have a Thoufand men in Atms ready for the de- 
Z As for the late League made or rather renewed with the Narbagan- 
fets, it was {ufficiently evident and known, that they had all along from 
the firft day when it was confirmed, broken every Article of it, {pecially 
in not delivering up the enemies which had fheltered themfelves with 
them all this while, which though they did not pofitively deny, yet did 
nothing but find excufes,to defer it one week after another, till at the laft 
they would be excufed till the next Spring,upon pretence that they could 
not before that time get them together. And befides the favouring 
‘of thofe that fled to them, and fupplying the whole Body of the enemy 
with viduals upon all occafions; It was likewife ftrongly futpeéted, 
that in all the late proceedings of theenemy, many of their young men 
were known to be actually in Arms againft us, many of whom were 
fourd either wounded amongf them intheir Wigwams, or elfe were 
occafionally feen returning back, after: exploits abroad, to be healed 
of their wounds athome. Alfo fome of our mens Guns that were loft 
at Dearfield were found in the Fort when it was fired. Therefore all 
{cruples as to the juftnefs and neceflity of the war being removed, the 
only queftion was, Whether it were feafible and expedient in the winter? 
The exigent: was very great, andthe -choce very hard: ‘But as David 
when he was ftreightned with many difficulties at once,.chofe rather 
to fall into the handsof God whole mercies were-great, though he 
might be provoked to caufe his jealoufie to fmoak againft thefe of his 
own heritage foratime; fo in this exigent it was generally conceived 
to be moft expedient for the Country, to caft themfelves upon, the pro- 
vidence of a merciful and: graciousGod, rather than by delays to ex- 
pofethemfelyes to the treachery. and cruelty-of a perfidious enemy. 

A War therefore fpeédily to be carried on in the very depth of win- 
ter, being agreed upon, carewas, taken for ‘fupplies, as the difficulty 
of fuch an affair fo circumftanced did require, though poffibly not with 
fo much neceflary caré, and fo fuitable provifion, as had been defired, 
if what came afterward to pafs could have been foretcens( which perad- 
venture might besthe reaion things went on fo heavily for want of 
well oyling the wheels ) in themean time sa {mall Army of |a'Thoufand 
fighting men, well appointed, were ordered by the Commiflioners to 
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be-gathered by:proportion ouit of all the Colonies, of which number the 
fhare of the Afaffachufets was to be five hundred and. twenty feven, the. 
reft were to be fupplied out of Plimouth and Connetticut Colonies. All 
other fupplies were taken care for, as well as the fuddennefs of the Expe- 
dition, and difficulty of the feafon would’allow. The faid thouland men, 
befide fome Voluntiers of Indian-Friends,were by the time and place ap- 
pointed as near as could be had, called together,and a Commiffion grant- 
ed to the honourable fofiah Wiaflow Efq, the prefent Governour of 

Plimouth-Colony, aman of known ability and integrity, every way to, 
well qualified with courage and Refolution, as well as prudence and dif- 
cretion, as might have preferred him to the conduét of a far greater 

Army than ever is like to be gathered together in this part of the world, 

in this or in following Generations. And indeed, as he was the firft 

Governour over any of the united Colonies in New-England of them 

that were born in the place, fo may he well pafs for a pattern of any of 

the fucceeding Race that may come after. . 

_.. Ulnder him as Commander in Chief,were ordered fix Companies from 
the Afaffachufets, under the Command of Major Appleton, Cap.Aofely, 
Capt. Gardener, Capt. Davenport, Capt. Oliver, Capt. Fobnfon, Five 
Companies from Conneéticut under Major Treat, Capt. Siely, Capt. Gal- 
lop, Capt. Mafon, Capt. Wats, and Capt. Adarfhal; Two Companies 
from Plimouth, under Major Bradford and Capt. Goram. 

- Under the Governour of Plimeuth as Commander in Chief in this Ex- 
pedition, were fent as Majors of the Forces belonging to each Colony , 
Major Robert Treat for the Forces belonging to Conneétticut, and Major 
Bradford for thofe of the Colony of Plimouth, and Major Samuel Apple- 
ton for thofeof the Adaffachnfets, to whom by the honourable Major 
General of the faid Colony were fix Companies of Foot delivered at 
Dedham, December the. oth. 1675, containing in number 4.65 fighting 
men, befides a Troop of Horfe under the Command of Capt. Thomas 
Prentice attending upon them. That night they marched to Weodcocks, 
about 27 miles from Dedham, The next night they arrived at Seacouck ; 
Capt. AZofely and his Company went’ from thence with Mr. Smith by 
water, the reft ferried over the water to Providence. 
The next day, Decemb. the 12th they pafled over Pataxet-River, and 
then marching through Pombams Country, at night they met with Capt. 
Mofely and his Company at Mr. Swths in Wick ford, the place intended 

. for their Head-quarters. | Capt. A4o/ely in his way thither had happily 
furprifed thirty tix Indians, one of whom he took along with him as a 

. Guide, Peter by name, that was at that time under fome difguft with his 
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Country-men, or his Sachim, which made him prove the more real friend 
to our Forces in that Service, wherein he faithfully performed vvhat he 
promifed, and without his affiftance our men would have been much at 
a lofs to have found the Enemy, until it had been too late to have fought 
them. 3 mae se 

Two dayes after, Decemb. 14th, Five Files of men fent out under Ser- 
jeant Bennet and another, upon the Scout, kill?d one man and one vvo- 
man, and brought in four more by one of the clock the whole Compa- 
ny marched after into fome of the Sachims Country , where they burnt 
an hundred and fifty Wigwams, killed feven of the Enemy, and brought 
in eight Prifoners when they returned at night. | 

The next day, an Indian called Stone-wall-Fobn, pretending to come 
from the Sachims, intimating their willingnefs to have peace with the 
Englifh, yet could the Meflenger hardly forbear threatning, vapouring 
of their numbers and ftrength; adding withal, that the Englifh durft not 
fight them: whatever were pretended by this treacherous fellow, fome 
of his Crew as he went home,met with fome of Capt. Gardvers men, that 
were ftragling about their own bufinefs contrary to order, and flew his 


Serjeant, with one or two more. Tworalto of Capt. Oléver’s men were | 


killed in like manner ; a folemn warning for Soldiers not to be too ven- 
turous in.an Enemies Country. For preventing the like mifchief upon o- 
ther Companies, More care was taken as they pafied to the Head-quar- 
ters, fome of the Companies being lodged three miles there-from. Capt. 
Mofely’s, Capt. Davenports, and Capt. Olevers Company, being alfo 
{ent about that time to bring Major -Applerons Company to the general 
Quarters: a few defperate Indians creeping under a ftone-wall near the 
place, fired twenty or thirty Guns at Mofely in particular, a Comman- 
der well known amongft them; but the reft of the Company running 
down upon them, killed one of them, and fcattered the reft. | 

The next day, Capt. Prentice with his Troop, being fent to Petequam- 
foot, returned with the fad news of burning ferry Bulls Garifon-houfe, 
and killing ten Englfh men and five women and children, but two efca- 


ping in all. Thisis the chance of War, which they who undertake, muft 


prepare to undergo. 

The next day brought from the fame place a little better news,though 
not enough to balance the forrow of the former, vz. That Connetlicut 
Forces were come thither with three hundred Englith, andan hundred 


and fifty Afobegins, ready fixed to War on the'behalfiof the Englifh a-. 


“gaint the Marhaganfets theit mortal Enemies; ‘and by the way meeting 
a Party of the Enemy, they flew five or fix’ of them, ‘and took as many 
SESE TAY. Prifo- 
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Prifoners. The whole number ofall our Forces being now come, the 
want of provifion with the fharpnefs of the cold, minded them of Expe- 
dition, wherefore the very next day, the whole Body of the A/affachn- 
fet and Plimouth Forces marched away to Pettiquam/cot, intending to en- 
gage the Enemy upon the firft opportunity that next offered it felf :. To 
the which refolution thofe of Connetticut prefently confented, as foon as 
they met together, which was about five a clock in the afternoon : Bulls 
Houfe intended for theit general Rendezvouz, being unhappily burnt 
down two or three days before, there was no fhelter left either for Offi- 
cer or private Soldier, fo as they were neceffitated to march on toward 
the Enemy through the fnow, in acold ftormy Evening, finding no o- 
ther defence all' that night, fave the open air, nor other covering thana 
cold and moift fleece of now. Through all thele difficulties they march- 
ed from the break of the next day, December 19, till one of the clock in 
the afternoon, without either fire to warm them, or refpite to take any 
food, fave what they could chew in their march, Thus having vvaded 
fourteen or fifteen mile through the Country of the old Queen, or Suzke 
Squaw of Narhaganfet , they came at one.a clock upon the edg of the 
Swamp, where their guide aflured them they fhould find Judians enough 
before night. 3 
Our Forces chopping thus upon the feat of the Enemy, upon the fud- 
den, they had no time either to draw up in any order or form of Battel, 
nor yet opportunity to confult where or how to affult. As they march- 
ed, Capt. Afofely and Capt. Davenport led the Van, Major Appleton 
and Capt. Oliver brought up the Reer of the A¢affachufer Forces, Ge- 
neral Winflow with the Plzmouth Forces marched in the Centre; thofe 
of Connetticut came up in the Reer of the wholeBody: But the Fron- 
tiers difcerning Indians inthe edg of the Swamp, fired immediately upon 
them,who anfwering our men in the fame Language, retired prefently in- 
to the Swamp, our men followed them in amain without ftaying for the 
word of Command, as if every one were ambitious who fhould go firft, 
never making any ftand till they came to the fides of the Fort,into which 
the Indians that firft fired upon them betook themtelves. 

It feems that there was but one entrance into the Fort, though the 
Enemy found many ways to come out; but neither the Englifh nor their 
Guide well knew on which fide the entrance lay , nor was it eafie to 
have made another ; wherefore the good providence of Almighty God is 
the more to be acknowledged,who ashe led 7/rael fometime by the Pillar 
of fire, and the cloud of his Prefence a right way through the Wilder- 
nefs: fo did he now dire& our, Forces upon that fide of the Fort, where 
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they might only enter, though not without utmoft danger and hazard. 
The Fort was raifed upon a kind of Mland of five or fix Acres of rifing 
Land in the midft ofa Swamp; the fides of it were made of Pallifadoes fet 
upright, the which was compaffed about with an hédg of almofta rod” 


_thicknefs, through which there was no pafling, unlefs. they could have 


fired away through, which then they had no time to do. The place 
where the Indians ufed ordinarily to enter themfelves, was over a long 
tree upon a place of vvater, where but one man could enter at a time,and 
which was fo way-laid, that they would have been cut off that had ven- 
tured there : But at one corner there was a Gap madeup only witha 
long tree,about four or five foot from the sround,over which men might 


eafily pafs : But they had placed a kind ofa block-Houte right over a- 


gainft the {aid Tree, from whence they forely galled ourmen: that firft 


entred ; fomé being fhot dead upon the Tree, as Capt. F obnfon,and tome 
as foonas they entred, as was Capt. Davenport , to as they that firft en- 
tred were forced prefently to retire, and fall upon their bellies till the 
fury of the Enemies fhot was pretty well {pent, which fome Companies 
that did not difcern the danger,not obferving, loft fundry of their.men.; 


but at the laft,two Companies being brought up befides the four that firft: 


marciied up, they animated oneanother to make another affault, one of 
the Commanders crying out, They rum, they run, which did fo encou- 
rage the Soldiers,that they prefently entred amain. After a confiderable 


number were well entred , they prefently beat the Enemy out of a 


Flanker on the left hand, which did a little fhelter our men from the E- 
nemies {hot till more company came up, and fo by degrees made up 


“higher, firftinto the middle, and then into the upper end of the Fort, . 


till at the laft they made the Enemy all retire from their Sconces and for- 
tified places, leaving multitudes of their dead Bodies upon the place. 


Connetticut Soldiers marching up in the Rear, being not aware of the 


dangerous paflage over the Tree, in Command of the Enemies Bloek- 


“houf, were at their firft entrance many of them fhot down , although . 


they came on with as gallant refolution as any of the reft under the con- 
duét of their wife and valiant Leader, Major Treat. teed 
The brunt of the Battel, or danger that day lay moft upon the Com- 


manders, whole part it was to lead on their feveral Qompanies in the 
very face of Death, or elfe all had been loft, fo as all of them vvith. 


sreat valour and refolution of mind, as not at al afraid to die info good 
3 caute, bravely led on their men in that defperate affault, leaving their 
lives in the place as the beft teftimony of their Valour, and of love to the 
caufe of God and their Country: No lefs than fix brave Captains fell 
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that'day in the affault, viz. Capt. Davenport, Capt. Gardner, Capt. Fobn- 
fon of the Maffachufers, beflides Lieutenant Upham, who died fome 

months after of his wounds received at*that time. Capt. Gallop alto, 

and Capt. Siely, and Capt. Mar {bal were flain of thofe that belonged to 
 Gonneéticut Colony. \t 1s utually feen that the valour of the Soldiers 

is much wrapped up in the lives of their Commanders; yet was it found: 
here, that the Soldiers were rather enraged than dilcouraged by the 
Yofs of their Commanders, which made them redouble their Courage, 

and not give back after they were entred the fecond time, till they had 

driven out their Enemies: So as after much blood and many wounds 
-dealt on both fides , the Englifh teeing their advantage, began to fire 

the Wigwams, where was fuppofed to be many of the Enemies Women 

and Children deftroyed,. by the firing of at leaft five or fix hundred of 
thofe fmoaky Cells. ; 

It is reported by them that Grft entred. the Indians Fort, that our 
Soldiers came upon them when they were ready to drefs their Dinner 3. 
but our fudden and unexpeéted affault put them befides that work, 
making their Cookrooms too hot for themat that time, when they and 
their Mitchin fryed together : and probably fome of them eat their - 
> Suppers ina colder place that night: moft of their Provifion as well as 
their Hutts being then confumed with fire;and thofe that were left alive, 
forced to hide themtelves in a Cedar Swamp, not far off, where they had 
nothing to defend them from thecold but Boughs of Spruce and Pine 
Trees: for after two or three hours fight, the Englifh became Matters 
of the place; but not judging ittenable, after they had burned all they 
could fet fire upon, they were forced to, retreat, after the Day-light was 
almoft quite fpent, and were neceflitated to retire to their quarters, full 
Gfteen or fixteen miles off, fome fay more, whither with their Dead and 
Wounded men they were to march, a difficulty fcarce to be believed, as 
not to be paralleld almoft in any former age. 

It ishard tofay who acquitted themfelves beft in that days fervice, 
either the Soldiers for their manlike valour in fighting, or the Com- 
manders for their wifdom and courage leading on in very face of death; 
There might one have {een the whole Body of that little Regimental Ar- 
my, as bufie as Bees ina Hive, fome bravely fighting with the Enemy, 0- 
thers haling off,and carrying away the Dead and Wounded Men; which 
I rather note, that none may want the due teftimony of their valour 
and faithfulnels, thoughallou ght to fay, Not unto ws, but unto thy name , 
O-Lord, &c. 

For though there might not be above three or four hundred at any 

time 
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time within the Fort:at once, yet the reft-in their turns came up to do 


. what the exigence of the fervice required in bringing off the Dead and 


Wounded men: The Major of the A4a/fachufers Regiment,together with 


Capt. Ado/ely, was very ferviceable;for by that means the Fort being clear 


ae 


of the cead bodies, it ftruck a greater terrour into the Enemy,to jee but 


eight or ten dead hodies of the Englifh left, than to meet with fo many 


hundreds of their own {fain and wounded Carkafles. The number of 
the flain was not then known on the Enemies fide, becaufe our Men 


-were forced to leave them on the ground: but our Victory was found 


afterwards to be much more confiderable than at the firft was apprehend- 


eds for although our lofs was very great, not only becaufe of the 


delperacenefs of the attempt it felf Gn fuch a feafon of the year, and at - 
{uch a diftance from our quarters, whereby many of our wounded men 


-perifhed, which might otherwife have been preferved, if they had not 


been forced. to march fo many milesina cold fnowy night, before they 
could be dreffed) yet the Enemy loft fo many of their principal. fight- 
ing men, their Provition alfo was by the burning of their Wigwams, fo 
mitch of it fpoiled ‘at the taking of their Fort, and by furprizing fo 
much of their Corn about that time alfo, that it was the occafion of 
their total ruine afterwards: they being at that time driven away from 

their habitations, and put by from Planting for that next year, as wellas 
deprived of what they had in {tore for the prefent winter. What num- 
bers of the Encmy were flainis uncertain, it was confeffed by one Potock. 
a great Councellor amongft them, afterwards taken at Koad-Ifland, 
and put to death at Boffon, that the Ind:ans loft Seven hundred fighting 
men that day,befides Three hundred that died of their Wounds the moft_ 
of them: the number of old men, womenand children, that perifhed 
either by fire, or that were ftarved with hunger and cold, none of them 


could tell. There was above Eighty of the Englith flain, and a Hundred 


and fifty wounded, that recovered afterwards. 
There were feveral circumftances in this Vi€tory very remarkable. 
Firft, The meeting with one Peter a fugitive Jndiax, that upon 


fome difcontent, flying from the Warhaganfets, offered himfelf to the 


fervice of the Englifh, and did faithfully perform what he promifed,zz. 
to lead them to the Swamp where the Jvdians hadfeated themtelves 
within a Fort raifed upon an Ifland of firm earth, in the midft of a 
Swamp, whither none of the Englifh could have Piloted them, without. 
his affiftance, ‘the place being near Eighteen miles from the place where — 
they were quartered. ; : 4 se 
Secondly, Their being by a fpecial providence dire&ted juft tora place 
| ) i where 
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where they found fo eafie entrance;which if they had miffed,they could ° 
never have made a way through the Hedg, with which they had fur- 
rounded the Pallifadoes of the Fort in half a-days time. 

And Thirdly, If they had entred by the way left by the Indians for 
paflage, they might have been cut off before they could have come near 
their Fortification. ' | | 

Laftly, In direéting their motion, to begin the Affault juft at the day 
they did:for if they had deferred but a day longer, there fell fuch a ftorm » 
» of Snow the next day, that they could not have paffed through it in di- 
vers weeks after: And then on the fudden there fell fuch a Thaw, that 
melted away both Ice and Snow; fo that if they had deferred till that 
_ time, they could have found no paflage into their fortified place. 

All which confiderations put together, make it a fignal favour of God 
to carry them through fo many difficulties to accomplifh their defired: 
end. For after they- were retired to their quarters, but Sixteen miles 
from that place, there was fo great want of Provifion, the Veflels being 
frozen-in at the Harbour about (“pe Cod, that fhould have brought 
them relief, and the Froft and Snow fet in fo violently, that it was not 
poffible for them, with all the Force they could make (fo many of their 
ableft Soldiers being flain and wounded ) to have made another onfet: 
But the goodnefs of Almighty God was moft of all to be admired, that 
notwithftanding all the hardfh’p they indured that winter, in very cold 
Lodgings, hard Marches, Scarcity of Provifion, yet not one man was 
known to dye by any difeafe or bodily diftemper, fave them that perifhed 
of their wounds, 

OurForces being compelled by the forefaid occafions,to lye ftill fome 
Weeks after, hoped alfo that the Enemy fo forely broken, would gladly _ 
have fued for peace: But as was faid of old, God hardned their hearts ta. 
their own ruine and deftruttion afterwards. For as {oon as our Soldiers - 
were able to March, finding that all the Enemies overtures of peace, and 
prolonging of treaties, was only to gain time that they might get away 
into the Woods. They purfued after them, and fometimes came upon 
their Rear, but then they would immediately fly an hundred ways at 
once into Swamps, foasour mencould not follow them; or if they did, 
could not fee two of them together; io that now there was little good 
like to bedone, unlefs they could take them at fome advantage. At 
length having {pent all their Provifion,and tiring themfelves in purluing 
of them fixty or feventy miles, up through the Woods towards A4albo- 
reughand Lancafter, Towns that lye inthe Road to Connecticut, having 


killed and taken near feyenty of them , our Soldiers were ordered to 
return 
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return towards Bofton,: to recruit themfelves, fappofing that the Ware - 


haganfets, and thofe with them, were fo enfeebled that they would have 
no mind fuddenly to aflault any of the EnglifhTowns = 
Tf any defire a more particular account of the lofs which we fuftain’d 


‘at the taking of the Narhaganfet Fort, December 19. 1675» they may 


take it as here it follows. ef ee 
Befides the fix Captains mentioned before, that either were flain in 
the affault, or dyed afterwards of their wounds, to whom may be rec- 


koned Lieut. Upham, that dyed lately at Bofton, of the wounds he then

If there: had not been fo great a diftance between the place of the 
Figbtand their Quarters, and fo much cold attending them in their reti- 
ring thereunto, fome better account might have been given of that exX- 
pedition, than now they were abletodo. Fora March of Sixteen or 
Eighteen miles ts too much to breathe a freth Soldier, unlefs he were 
well mounted, but enough to kill the heart of them that have been wea- 
ried with a long and tedious fight. A for the coldnels of the weather, 
although it be a good Belom to fweep th Chamber of the Air (which 


might be the reafon there was nO ore Difeafes amongft them ) yet Ht: 


4s an unwelcom Companion to wearied, efpecially to wounded men, in 
io long a Retreat. : + ae 
But the want of Provifion falling in conjun&tion with the unfeafona- 
blenefs of the Weather, and length of the way,hindred our Forces from 
| any 
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"any new attempt upon the Enemy, which if they could have attended, it 
was thought it might have put an end to our troubles; but he that hold- 
eth the feales of Victory in his hand, turneth them to which fide, and by 
what degrees pleafeth himfelf beft. | 
The reft of the Winter was {pent in fruitlefs Treaties about a Peace: 
both fides being well wearied with the late defperate Fight, were willing 
to refrefh themfelves the remaining part of the Winter, with the fhort 
flumber of a pretended Peace, at leaft with a talk or dream thereof: 
our Commanders aim therein was Chriftian and good, if it had proceed- 
ed, fc. tohave prevented the fhedding of more blood: And poffibly 
fomeof the elder and wifer of the Enemy, did really defire what was 
pretended by them all ( for they had now full proof of the valour and 
refolution of the Englifh, which fome of them upon former fucceffes 
might be ready to queftion ) and they-could not but fee their deftruétion 
already begun, in the lofs of their dwellings, and all their provifion, as 
well asthe flaughter of the beft part of their fighting men; but either 
through confcioufnefs of their barbarous treachery and falfhood, they 
could not truft others, and fo were willing torun the utmoft hazard, as 
people hardned to their own deftruétion. The particular paflages of the 
Treaty being carried on by the Enemy only in pretence, and by our men 
( that foon difcerned the fraud ) rather out of neceflity, to conceal their 
incapacity of engaging them anew, than any real expectation of a good 
effeét, are not worthy the relating. ~ However, though the Foot were 
unable to do any Service in the depth of the fnow, and fharpnefs of the 
cold, the Horfe was fent out upon all occafions to fcout about the 
Country, who brought in daily much of the Enemies Corn and Beans, 
which they had hid in Barns under the ground , or at leaft kept them 
from making ufe of their own provifion, or {poiling the Englifhi Cattel 5 
now and then alfo bringing in Prifoners from their Quarters, as they 
were ftragling about to get victuals. 
On the twenty feventh of December, Captain Prentice was fent into 
~ Pombams (ountry, where they burnt near an hundred Wigwams, but 
found never an dian in any of them. 
~ Onthe 28th of December, a Squaw was fent to them, who had been 
taken in the Fight, witha proffer of Peace, if they would fubmit to fuch 
Terms as were propounded ; the principal of which was, The delivering 
up of all Philips Indians that were with them; The Squaw returned not, 
pretending that fhe was lame and unable to come again; but the thirtieth 
of December, an Indian came from the Sachims'with feeming thagks for 


the Peace proffered yet complained we made War upon them,and gave - 
| | re | 
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them no-notice ; but his mouth was foon ftopped, by the anfwer vvhich 
was made him: he owned, as the Squaw had faid before, that they loft 
three hundred of their beft fighting men, and fo did two Prifoners of 
theirs taken January the ath, whereof one being of Philips company, 


was put todeath. The Meffenger that was fent was fairly difmiffed, © 


with the exprefs mention of what Terms they mukt expe, if they defired 
--aPeace. : | 
" ¥an.7. There came two Meffengers from them, as they faid, to make 
way fora Treaty of Peace 5 who laid the blame upon Camoncher, that 
came down to Boffoz in Oftober \aft, to confirm the peace with the Com- 
miffioners of the united Colonies, asif he had mif-informed them, vz. 
That they were not by the former Treaty to have delivered up the 
Wompanoogs, ox Philips Indians , until the faid Canonchets Brother, onc 
of the Hoftages at Hartford,was releafed. This was but a meer pretence, 
for he and they too, better underftood the particulars of the Agree- 
ment: For by chance, the Articles which they had of the Peace conclu- 
ded with them, were found open (whether purpofely or accidentally, 
was not known ) ina Wigwam in the Fort when it was taken, fo as they 
could not be ignorant of the Articles of the Agreement. 

gan. 5. An Englifh child of about three or four years.old, taken 
from Warwick, was tent in to put the better pretence upon the Treaty 
mentioned, es : . <, 

gan. %. The Meffengers were fent back, and told what they muft 
truftto. In the afternoon a Meffenger came from Ninigret the old Sa- 
chim of Narhaganfet, who brought a Letter from Mr. Stanton the In- 
terpreter, fignifying the reality of the faid Nénigret his Friendfhip to 
the Englifh, and the ftreights of the Enemy; that corn was two fhillings 
apint with them. Yet notwithftanding all their difficulties, they rather 
delayed the time till they could get away, than really endeavoured the 
making a Peace, as was foon manifeft: Por that young infolent Sachim 


Canonchet, and Panoquin,faid, they would fight it out to the laft man, ra-_ 


ther than they would become Servants to the Englifh. 

Fan. 10, Frefh fupplies of Soldiers came up from Bofton, vvading 
through a fharp ftorm of fhow, that bit fome of them by the heels with 
the frot. The next day one that came with them, going out with the 
Scouts, fell amongft the Indian-Barns,in one of which, as he was groping 
to find corn for the relief of his Horfe, he catched hold: of an /ndians 
hair under the leaves, who prefently held up his hands when the Soldier 
was drawing his fword, to {pare his life, which was sranted; but after 
he was brought to the Head: quarters, he would own nothing but what 
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was forced out of his mouth, by the woolding of his head with a cord; 
wherefore he was prefently judged to die as a Wompanoog. 

Fan.12- Another Meffenger came from Canonicws, defiring the 
fpace of a monthlonger,wherein to iffue the Treaty, which fo provoked 
the Commander of our Forces, that they refolved to have no more 
Treaties with the Enemy, but prepare to affaulechem, with Gods allift- 
ance, as foon as ever the feafon would permit, and it was high time to 
~ take up that refolution ; for within a few days after, they underftood 
by fome that were taken Prifoners, that the Enemy were gone,or going 
into the Mspusuck;Country. | 
_ Within a few days after, about Faz. 16th, the Scouts brought in one 
Fofbuah Tift, a Renegado Englifh-man of Providence, that upon fome 
difcontent amongft his neighbours, had turned Jndian, married one of 
the Indian Squaws, renounced his Religion, Nation and'natural Parents 
all at once, fighting againft them. He was taken by Captain Fenner of 
Providence, who with fome of his neighbours were purfuing fome Jn- 
dians that had driven away their Cattel. This Tift being one of the 
Company, was wounded inthe knee, and fo wasfeized by the Englifh ; 
he had in his habit conformed himfelf to them amongft whom he lived. 
After examination, he was condemned to die the death ofa Traytor. As 
to his Religion he was found as ignorant as an Heathen, which no doubt 
caufed the fewer tears to be fhed at his Funeral, ftanders by being un- 
willing to lavifh pity upon him that had divefted himfelf of Nature it 
felf, as well as Religion, in a time when fo much pity was needed elfe- 
where, and nothing left befides wherewith to relieve the Sufferers. - 

Fan.21. Capt. Prentice his Troop being abroad met witha Party of 
the Enemy, of whom they took two Prifoners,and killed nine, in which 
exploit, fomething hapned very remarkable; for one W. Dodge of Sa- 
lem, riding in company with another Friend, they hapned to meet with 
two Indians, the faid Dodge being better horfed than his Friend, made 
after the foremoft, leaving his Friend to deal with the hindmoft; but his 
Piftol miffed firing ; whereupon the Jzdian taking him by theleg turn’d 
him off his Horfe, and getting upon him vvas about killing him with his 
Knife, which W. Dodge by chance efpied, and came time enough to 
refcue his Friend, and difpatch the Jndian lying upon him, and yet over- 
took the firft Indian he was purfuing, time enough to do his bufineds al- 
fo: by that means he did three good offices at once, faved the life of 
one Friend, and flew two of his Enemies. But within two or three days 
after, the weather much altering from what it was, induced our Forces 
_ totake the firft opportunity to purfue the Enemy, who as they apie 
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ftood by Meffengers from Providence, were now upon their flight into 


that they could not be ready time enough to prevent the mifchief they 
did at Warwick, as they took their Farewell of their Country : For, — 
, Fan. 27, They defpoiled Mr. Carpenter of two hundred fheep, and 
fifty head of Neat Cattel,and fifteen Horfes ; all which they drove along 
~ with them, and were gone too far to be refcued before our Forces fet 
out. Two that belonged to the faid Carpenter were vvounded, and one 
of the enemies flain. As they marched after the Enemy,. they found a 
good Houfe burned, witha Barn belonging toit. They perceived alfo 
that the Enemy dealt much in Horfe-flefh , meeting with no lefs than 
fixty Horfes heads in one place, which they had left behind them: our 
Soldiersin their purfuircame upon their Reer, killed and took about 
feventy of them, yet never could come to charge them, for they would 
prefently betake themfelves into Swamps, and not two of them run to- 
gether, fo as they faw it was an endlefs work to proceed further in the 
ehafe of fuch an Enemy; but our Forces having purfued them into the 
Woods between Marlborough and Brookefield in the Road toward Con- 
netlicut, were conftrained to turn down to Bofton in the beginning of Fe- 
bruary,for want of provifion both for themfelves and their Horfes,which 
gave an occafion to the lois of thofe leffer Towns that vvere deftroyed 


on their firft approach, as fhall be related afterwards. 

(whether WWzpuets or Nafhaway-men is uncertain ) belonging to him 
they call Sagamore Sam, and pofhibly fome of the ftouteft of the Nar- 
baganfers that had efcaped the Winter-brunt, fell upon Lancafter, 
a fmall Village of about fifty or fixty Families, and did much mifchief, 
burning moft of the Houfes that vvere not Garifoned: and vvhich is 
moft {ad and awful toconfider, the Houfe of Mr. Rowlandfon, Minifter 


the Inhabitants; yet the Fortification of the Houfe being on the back- 
fide, clofed up with Fire-wood, the Indians got {o near as to fire a Lean- 
too, which burning the Houfe immediately to the ground, all the per- 
fons therein were put to that hard choice, either to perifh by the flames 
with the Houle, or to yield themfelves into the hands of thofe cruel 
Salvages which laft (confidering that a living Dog is better than a dead 
Lion» they chofe, and fo were forty two perfons furprized by the 
Indians, above twenty of the Women and Childrien they carried away 

Captive, aruful fpectacle to behold ; the reft being Men, they killed in 
ma the 
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the Nipmuck-Country: But fo many difficulties were caftin their way, 


by the Nipzet- Indians, who prefently joined wvith the Narhaganfets up- 


About the tenth of February next, fome hundreds of the Judians , | 


of the {aid Lancaffer, which was Garifoned with a competent number of — 
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the place, or referved for further mifery: and many of the reft that were: : 
not flain in fighting, were killed in attempting to efcape. The Minifter 
Limfelf was océationally abfent, to feck help from the Governour and 
Council to defend that place, who returning, was entertained with the 
Tragical news of his Wife and Children furprized, and being carried a-. 
_ way by the Fnemies, and his Houfe turned into Afhesyet it pleafed God 
fo to uphold his heart, comforting himfelf in his God, as Davidat Zik 
lag, that he would always fay, -he believed he (hould fee his Wife and Chil- 
dren again, which did in like manner foon come to pafs within Five or 
fix months after > all fave the youngeft, which being wounded at the 
firft, died foon after among the Indians. 

And fuch was the goodnefs of God to thofe poor Captive Women, 
and Children, that they found fo much favour in the fight of their Ene- 
mies, that they offered no wrong to any of their perfons, fave what they 
could not help, being in many wants themfelves. Neitherdid they of- 
fer any uncivil Carriage to any of the Females, nor ever attempted the 
chaftity of any of them, either being reftrained of God, as was Abi- 
melech of old; or by fome other accidental caufe, which held them from 
doing any wrong in that kind. | 

Upon the report of this Difafter, Capt- Wadfworth then at Marlbo- 
- rough with about forty refolute men, adventuring the refcuing of the 
Town that was remaining 3 and having recovered a Bridg, they gat o- 
ver fafe, though the Planks were pulled off by the Enemy; and being led 
up in a way not difcovered by them,they forced the Indians for the pre- 
fent to quit the place,after they had burnt and deftroyed the better half 
of it. Yet aftewards it not being judged tenable, it was abandoned 

to the pleafure of the infulting Foe. 

Ten days after they were fo flufhed with this fuccefs, that Two or 
three hundred of them came wheeling down to Adedfield, a Town twen- 
ty miles from Bofton, weftward from Dedham, which they furprized ve- 

ry early in the morning (and though there were One hundred and fixty 
Soldiers in it or more, befides the Inhabitants ) they burnt near one 
half of the Town, killing about Twenty perfons; but by the refiftance of 
the Soldiers, as foon as ever they could be gotten together (it being at 
or before break of day, none in the leat fufpeéting fuch an affault fo 

-early) they were quickly forced to forfake the place, and fo (not with- 
out fome lofs) took their way to P limouth Colony: i 

The Weftern Towns above (onnetticut, were the chief Seat of the 
War, and felt moft of the mifchiefs thereof inthe end of the year 1675: 


but the Scene. is now. to be changed 5. and the other Towns and the Vil- 
; e lages 
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lages that lye Eaftwa dnearer Boffon, muft bear their part in the like 


Tragedies : for as was faid before, the Narhagan{ets having been dri- 
ven out of the Country, fled through Nipner Plantations, towards Wat- - 


chufer Hills meeting with all the Jedians that had harboured all Winter 


in thofe Woods about Nafhaway;they all combined together againft the 


Englifh, yet divided their numbers, and one half of them were obfer- 
ved to bend their courfe toward Plimouth, taking Medfield in their way, 





which they endeavoured to burn and fpoil, Feb. 21. 1675, as their fel- . 


lows had done Lazcajfer Ten days before. : | 

The furprizal of this AZedfield’in regard of fome remarkable circum- 
{tances it was attended with, is not unworthy a more particular Relating 
the manner thereof: the lofs of Lancafter had fufficiently awakened and 
alarmed the neighbouring Villages, all to ftand upon their guard 5 and 
fome had obtained Garifon-Soldiers for their greater fecurity, as was 
the cafe with the Town of Medfield, within Twenty-two miles of Bo/fon. 


And at that time were lodged therein feveral Garifon Soldiers, befides — 


the Inhabitants; yet being billated up &down in all quarters of the town, 

could not be gathered together. till a great part of the Town was fet on 

fire, and many of the Inhabitants flain, which how it could be effected, is 

ftrange to believe: But moft of thofe inland Plantations being over-run 

with young wood (the Inhabitants being every where apt to engrofs 

more Land into their hands than they were able to fubdue ) as if they 

were feated inthe midit of a heap of Bufhes, their Enemies took the 
advantage thereof, and fecretly over-night, conveyed themfelves round 
about the Town, fome getting under the fides of the Barns and Fences 

of their Orchards, as is fuppofed, where they lay hid under that covert, 

till break of day, when they fuddenly fet upon fundry Houfes, fhooting 

them that came firft out of their doors, and thenfired their Houfes, 

efpecially thofe houfes where the Inhabitants were repaired to Garifons, 
were fit for the purpofe: fome were killed as they attempted to fly to 

their Neighbours for fhelter : fome were only wounded, and fome taken 

alive and carried Captive; in fome Houfes the Husband running away 

with oneChild, the Wife with another, of whom the one was killed, 

the other efcaped: they beganat the Eaft-end of the Town, where they 

fired the Houfe of one Samuel Adorfe, that {cems to have been a fignal 

to the reft to fall on in other parts: moftof the Houfes in the Welt or 
Southweftend.of the Town were foon burnt down : and generally when 

they burnt any out-houfes, the Cattel in them were burnt alfo. Two 

Mills belonging to the Town were burnt.allo: a poor old manof near 
-ab hundred years old, was burnt: in one of the Houfes that were con- 
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fumed by fire. The Lieutenant of the Town, Adams by name, was 
fhot down. by his own door, and his Wife mortally wounded by a Gun 
fired afterwards accidentally inthe Houfe. After the burning of Forty 


or fifty Houfes and Barns, the Canmibals were frighted away out of the. 


Town over a Bridg that lies upon Charls River, by the fhooting off a 
piece of Ordnance 2 or 3 times: when they had paffed over the Bridge 
they fired one end thereof, to hinder our men from purfuing them; they 
were thought to be above Five hundred. There were flain and mortal- 
ly wounded Seventeen or eighteen perfons, befides others dangeroufly 
hurt. The lof fuftained by the Inhabitants amounted to above Two 
thoufand pounds. This mercy was obferved in this fad providence, that 
never a Garifon-houfe was loft in this furprifal, nor any of the princi- 
pal Dwellings; fo asthe chiefeft and beft of their Building efcaped the 
fury of the Enemy, who as they paffed the Bridg, left a writing behind 
them, exprefling fomething to this purpofe, that we had provoked them 
to wrath,and that they would fight with us thisf wenty years(but they 
fell fhort of theit expectation by nineteen ) adding alfo, that they had 
nothing to lofe, whereas we had Houtes, Barns and Corn: thefe were 
fome of the bold threats ufed by the barbarous crew, but their rage 
fhall proceed no further than the counfel of God had determined. The 
week before was heard a very hideous cry of a kennel of Wolves round 
the Town, which raifed fome of the Inhabitants, and was looked upon 
by divers as an ominous prefaging of this following Calamity. 

Another affault was feared; but as foon as the Soldiers could be ga- 


thered together, they turned their backs, as if they never intended to 


vifit them more: whither thele Judsans went when they left Adedfiela 
isnot fo certainly known; the Soldiers in the Town not having oppor- 
tunity to purfiie them over the River, by reafon that, the Bridge was 
part of it burned 5 but it ismoft probable that they took their way to- 
ward Plimouth, and continued about that fide of the Country for the 
future, waiting opportunities to do vvhat mifchief they could to the En- 
glifh in thofe parts: For vvithina month after this aflault of AZedfield, 
there vvas near fix hundred of them feen about Paruxit and Providence, 
vvhere Capt. Pierce vvith about fifty of his men vvere loft, though vvith 
no great advantage to the Enemy, vvho at that time loft above double 
that number: our vvorthy Captains in this and other exploits beng 
called to imitate Sampfon,vvho vvas content to dye vvith his enemies,that 
he might overthrovv them thereby : it having fo fallen out vvith many 
of our choice Commanders and Soldiers at Deerfield, Narhaganfet, 
Patuxit, and likevvife not long after at Sudbury. 
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The Governor and Council of Plimouth percciving by the report of 
thefe outrages committed upon the Tovvns of the AZaffachufets, that 
they were like to be vifited this Spring by their old Neighbours,fent out 


Capt. Pierce of Scituate,about the latter end of Adarch, vvith about fifty 
Englifh,and tvventy of their Chriftian Indians about Cape (od,vvho pro- 





ved none of his vvorft Soldiers, as the fequel of this his laft expedition. 


vvilldeclare. 3 * | 

Capt. Pierce, as is faid before, being fent out to purfue the Enemy, 
marched tovvards Paruxit vvhere he under{tood the Jvdsans vvere many 
of them gathered together: he being aman of refolute courage, vvas 
vvilling to engage them, though upon never fo great difadvantage : fome 
fay the Indians by counterfeiting, . drilled him into a kind of Ambufh; 
poffibly more of them difcovered themfelves after he began to engage, 
than he vvas avvare of: and being gotten over the River in purfuit of 
them, wvhere he difcovered fo great a number of them, he drevv dovvn 
rovvards the fide of theRiver, hoping the better by that means to pre- 
vent their furrounding of him; but that proved his overthrovv, vvhich 
he intended as his greateft advantage: for the Judsans getting over the 
River, fo galled him from thence, that he vvas not able to defend himfelf 


thus aflaulted on all fides;& himfelf not being able to travel much a foot; - 


vvas thereby hindred from retiring to any better placein time; fo as 
he faw himfelf conftrained to fight it out to the laft, which he did with 
moft undaunted Courage,& as is faid,to the flaughter of an hundred and 
forty of his Enemies, before himfelf and his Company were cut off. It 
is {aid alfo, that being apprehenfive of the danger he was in,by the great 
numbers of the Enemmy,like to overpower him with their multitude,he 
{ent a Meffenger timely enough to Providence for relief, but (as Solomon 


faith, A faithful Meffenger i as Snow sa harveft: another is as fmoakto 


the eyes and vinegar to the teeth ), whether through floth or Cowardize, 
‘snot much material, this meflage was not delivered to them to whom 
it was immediately fent; by accident only fome of Rehoboth underftand- 
ing of the danger,after the evenin g-exercile (it being on the Lords day, 
March 26. 1676.) repaired to the place, but then it was too late to 


pring help, untefs it were to be Spectators of the dead Carkafes of their 


friends, and to perform the laft office of love to them. 
It iswerth the noting, what faithfulnefs and courage fome of the 
- Chriftian Indians with the faid Capt. Pierce fhewed inthe Fight; one

of them, Amos by name, after the Captain was fhot in his leg or thigh, 


fo ashe was not able to ftand any longer, would not leave him, but 
charging his Gun feveral times, fixed ftoutly upon the Enemy, till he 
ee | . | faw 
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faw that there was no poflibility for him to do any further good to 
Capt: Pierce,nor yet to fave himfelf, if he ftayed any longer; therefore 
he ufed this policy, perceiving the Enemy had all blacked their faces, he 
alfo ftooping down, pulled out fome blacking out of a pouch he carried 
with him, difcoloured his face therewith, and fo making himfelf look as 
like Hobamacko as any of his Enemies: he ran amongft them a little while, 
and was taken for one of themfelves,as if he had been fearching for the 
Englifh, until he-had.an opportunity to efcape away among the Bufhes : 
therein imitating the Cuttle-Fifh, which when it is purfued,or in danger, 
cafteth out of its body a thick humor, as black as Ink, through which it 
paffes away unfeen by the purfuer. 
-~ Itis reported of another of thefe Cape Indians (Friends to the En- 
slith of Piimouth) that being purfued by one of the Enemies, he be- 
took himfelf toa great Rock, where he theltred himfelf for a while, at 
laft perceiving that his Enemy lay ready with his Gun on the other fide, 
to difcharge upon him, as foon as he ftir’d never fo little away from the 
place where he ftood: in the iffue he thought of this politick Strata- 
gem to fave himfelf, and deftroy his Enemy, (for as Solomon faid of old, 
Wifdow ws better than Weapons of War : ) he took a ftick,and hung his Hat 
upon it, and then by degrees gently lifted it up, till he thought it would 
be feen, and fo become a fit mark for the other that watched to take aim 
at him: the other taking it to be his head, fired a Gun,and fhot through 
the Hat; which our Chriftian Indian perceiving,boldly held up his head 
and difcharged his own Gun upon the real head, not the hat of his Ad- 
verfary, whereby he fhot him dead upon the place, and fo had liberty to 
march away with the fpoils of his Enemy. 3 

The like fubtle device was ufed by another of the Cape Indians at the 


fame time, being one of them that went out with Capt. Pzerces for be- 


ing in like manner purfued by one of Phrlip’s Indians,as the former was, 
he nimbly got behind the But-end of a Tree newly turned up by the 
roots, which carried a confiderable breadth of the furface of the Earth 
along with’ it (as is very uftal in thefe parts, where the roots of the 
Trees fie very fleet in the ground) which fteod up above the Indian’s 
height, in form of a large Shield, only it was fomewhat too heavy to be 
eafily weilded, or removed: the Enemy-Indian day with his Gun ready 
to fhoot him down, upon his firft differting his ftation; but a fub- 
tle wit tanght our Chriftian 2Werop a better device; for boring alittle 
hole through this his broad’ Shield,’ he difcerned his enemy, : who’ could 
not fo eafily difcern him .a good Musketierneed never defiré a fairer 
mark to fhoot at: whereupon difcharging his Gun, he fhot him down: 
_ what can be more juft than that he fhould himfelf be killed,who lay in 
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Inftances of this nature fhew the fubtilty and dexteroufnefs of thefe: 
Natives, ifthey were improved in feats of Arms ; and poffibly if fome 


of the Englifh had not been too fhye in making ule of fuch of them as° 
were well affected to their intereft, they need never have fuffered fo- 
much from their enemies: it having been found upon late experience, that 
many of them have proved not only faithful, but very ferviceable and 
helpful to the Englih ; they ufually proving sood Seconds, though they . 
have hot ordinarily confidence enough to make the firftOnfet. © — 
But to return to the proceeding of the Indians toward Plimouth < 
Feb.25, They aflaulted Weymouth,and burned feven or eight Houfes &- 
Barns there,which Weymouth is a Town lying towards Plimouth Colony. 
March 12. following, They affaulted the houfe of one. Mr, Clark in. 
Plimouth, cruelly murthering eleven perfons that belonged to two Fami- 
lies that lodged therein, and then fired the houfe.. The cruelty towards 
thefe perfons was the more remarkable, in that they had. often received » 
much kindnefs from the faid Clark; It is the ufual cuftome of fuch Deb- 
tors, toufe them wort, of whom they have taken up much kindnefs up: 
on truft before hand. Batt bese rs ea | 

March 17: Another party of them fell upon Warwick, a place be- 
yond Philip’s Land; toward the Narrbaganfet Country where they burnt 
downto the ground all but a few houfes, left ftanding asa Monument of : 
their barbarous fury. The like mifchief was aéted by them upon the 
houtes of the Englifh remaining in the Narrhaganfet Country. 

This 26 of March being the firtt day of the Week, as the firft of the 
year after our fuliaz account, fe-emed ominous at the firft onfundry ac-- 
counts, threatning a gloomy time, yet proved in the iffue but as a lour- 
ing morning before alightfomeday: For befides the burning of AZarl- 
borough,at lealta great part of it on the fame-day a very dad accident 
fell out the fame time at Spring field,as fhall be {pecified hereafter 5 befides - 
that which befell Capt. Pserceswhich is already related,with whom fell fo 
many of his Soldiers onthe fame day alfo: yethad the Enemy no caufe. 
to boatt, being forced by the valor of the Englifh,togive fo many of their 
own lives in exchange : fome few-made their efcape, as is faid by fubti 
devices: befides the three forementioned yanother by a like fhift,not only 
faved himfelf, but helped.an Englifh-man to efcape alfo,.whom he ran 
after, with his, Hatchet in his hand,as ifhe were about to kill him;where- 
by both of them. made a-fhift to get away: the reft were all loft, 
(the unfaithfulnels of the: Meflenger being as was intimated pce 

; tae. 
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“the caufe of their flaughter)unto a few that hardly efcaped by the advan:, 
tage of the bufhes, giving them opportunity to pals unfeen: yet was it 
confeffed by a Prifoner of the Enemy, taken afterward by. the Englifh, 
that they loft an hundred and forty in. that Encounter. And had not the 
faid Englifh by wading after the enemy over a River, made their amu- 
nition ufelefs, there had not half fo many of them beencut off. From 
thence they turned back towards Rehoboth near Swanxy.,.,. where on 
March 28, they burnt thirty Barns, and.near upon forty.dwelling Hou- 
fes,thereby as it were threatning the utter defolation of that poor Town; 
and fo proceeding on that fide the Country, they burnt the very next 
-day about thirty houfes in Providence in the way toward Narrhaganfet. 
But it was now full fea with Philip his affairs: for/foon after the tide 
of his fucceffes began to turn about the Sea-coaft, which made way. for 
the falling of the water up higher in the Country. For about this time 
news came to: Boffon that-our neighbours and friends of Cownelticut 
Colony hearing-of the attempts of the enemy, on that fide of the Country, 
fenta party of their Soldiers, under the Command of Capt. George Dee 
nifon, with fome friendly Jadians part Adohegins and Pequods, part Nian- 
ticks belonging to Ninigret a Narrhaganfet Sachem, who never engaged 
in this quarrel againft the Englifhs, who. impurfuit of the enemy, meet- 
ing with aconfiderable part of them about the Marrhaganfer Country, 
killed and took forty and five of them, without the lofs of one of their 
own men. This Vitory was the more confiderable, in that feveral of the 
chief Captains of the enemy were at this time killed or taken; amongft 
whom: was Canonchet (who came downto get. feed-corn to plant at 
Squakheag ) he was the chief Sachem of all the Narrhaganfets: the fon of 
Miantonimoh, andthe heir of all his fathers pride ‘and infolency, as 
wellas of his malice againft the Englifh; a moft perfidious villain, who 
had the laft October been at Bofton, pretending to make a firm peace with 
the Englifh, but;never intending to keep one Article thereof: There- © 
fore as a juft reward of his; wickednefs.was-he adjudged by thofe that 
took him,to die, which-was accordingly put in execution at Stonington, 
‘whither he was carried: There. his-head being cut off, was carried to 
Hartford : The Adohegins and Pequods that had the honour to take him 
prifoner, having the honour likewife of doing juftice upon him, and that 
by the prudent advice of the Englifh Commanders, thereby the more 
firmly to engage the laid Jedians againft the treacherous Narrbagan{ets. 
‘There are differing reports about the manner, of his taking, and by 
‘whom; whither the Jadians or the Englifh firft took him; however it 
was fufficient matter of rejoicing to all the Colonies of the Englifh,

Not long after Capt. George Denifon of Stonington, with fixty fix Vo=" 
- Juntiers, and an hundred and twelve Pequods, killed and took feventy and 


fix of the enemy, among{t whom were two Narrhaganfet Sachems, one 


of which was the’ Grand-child of Pomham (who is accounted the moft 


warlike and the beft Soldier of ‘all the Narrbaganfet Sachems jtaking: at 
the farne time 160 Buthels of the Enemies Corn, no {mall damage to our 
Enemies at that time, and all this without the lofs.of one man of the 
faid Captains followers. ~~ his ARNOT LG NRE Shed ¥s 
The greateft mifchief which after this time was cone by the Enemy in 


Plimouth Colony, was by burning of Houfes and Barns,which they might 


eafily do,the Inhabitants in molt of thofe Towns being repaired to Ga- 


rifon-houfes for their greater fecurity : For about the 20th of uApril, 
fifty of the Enemy burnt about nineteen Houfes and Barns at Scituate, 
but were fo refolutely encountred by a few of the Inhabitants,that they: 
were drivenaway, and thereby prevented from doing of further. mif- 
chief. <0" settond.

“acéording unto mah,than the good pléafuresof God fo to order and dif- 


pofe of events; which fometimes, ‘as Solomon fays, avelall one.to the good,

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And becaufe {pecial notice is taken of the Town of Bridgwater, the 
~ which although it is feated, asit were, inthe midft of danger, and hath 
been often aflaulted by confiderable numbers of the Enemy, yet never 


loft any one of their Inhabitants; young or old; a particular account | 


fhall here be giver of the moft remarkable paffages of Divine Providence 
‘relating to that Plantation fince the War began. 
Fune 26. 1675, when Philip’s malice againft the Englifh,mixed with 
a particular prejudice againft Governour Win/low, began to boil up to 
the height of an open Rebellion, the people of Swamzy being like to be 
diftreffed by the Indians, a Poft was inftantly fent to the Governour of 
Plimouth, the way lying through Bridgewarer,the faid Poft returned the 
~~next day 3 and about nine or ten of the Clock, as he pafled through the 
- Town, left'an Order from the Governour for the raifing af 20 men,well 
‘armed and furnifhed with Horfes, to be forthwith difpatched away for 
the relief of Swanzy ; feventeen were all that could be raifed on the fud- 
-den,who were tent thither that night, and were the firft that were upon 
their march in all the Country 5 and poffibly they fared not the worle 
<for their forwardnefs: as Deborah the Prophetefs, blefled God for them 
that offered themfelves willingly among the Poople: Thefe feventeen of 
Bridgewater were Fane 21, ordered by Capt. Bradford to Metapoifit a 
placeat twelve miles diftance from Swanzy,to ftrengthen the Garifon 
-at one Bourn’s Houte, wherein were feventy perfons, amongft whom 
_ =were only found fixteen men. After they had marched five miles of their 
_sway, having Mr. Brown’s Son for their Pilot, they met with fome Swax- 
zy people; newly'turned out of their Houfes (by which they were to 
pafs) who having not as yet refifted unto Blood, -yet made doleful Ja- 
-tentations, wringing of their’ hands; and bewailing of theirloffes, ve- 
ry much alfoperfwading Bridgewater-men to turn back, becaufe of the 
‘dangers but they having fo clear acall, had alfo more courage than co- 
wardly to defertthe caufe of God and his People, left they fhould there» 
by betray the lives of:fo many of their friends into the Enemies hands; 
2and fo by the'good hand of God towards them, came fafe to Metapoifet

“2°The next day in the morning, a part of them ‘went'to guard:Mr. 
Brown their Pilot back to his quarters; in their return they came fud- 
denly upon a party of Indians, about thirty in alls they were within 
fhot one of another, but the Englifh having no Commiffion to fight,till 
they were affaulted, and not being impeached in their paflage, they re- 
-turnedfafe totheir Garifon at Aderapoifer: the Indians pretently draw- 
ing off, and firing three Guns (though not with intent to do them any

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hurt, as was conceived) gave a fhout,.anddojleft them, when this party 
of the Englifh drew near to their Garrifon, they met with a company 
of Carts going to fetch Corn from an houfe deferted near by, about a 
quarter of amile off from Mr. Bourne’s houfe, the Soldiers gave them 
notice of the Jwdians which they had difcovered,and withal advifed them 
by no means to venture any more, becaufe of the danger: but they 
were refolved notwithftanding thefe earneft perfwafions of the Soldi- 
efs,to have another turn, which they foon found to be to the peril of 
their own lives,fix of them being prefently after either killed right out, 
or mortally wounded, as {oon as they-came tothe Barn where was the - 
Corn; thefe fix are faid to be the firft’ that were.flain in this quarrel. 
The Soldiers at the Garrifon hearing the Guns, made-what hafte they 
could to the place, but being moft of themin that interim gone to look 
their Horfes, they could not come time enough to the relief of their 
friends; yet upon their approach, they who had done the. mifchief, pre- 
fently fled away: one Jones hard purfued by twe Indians, was by their 
coming delivered from the extent of the Enemies cruelty, but having 
received his mortal wound; had only that favour thereby, to die in the 
Arms of his friends, though by the wounds received from his Enemies. 

The next week, fifteen of thofe Soldiers looking after their Horfes, 
fell into an Ambush of twenty of the Jadians, but being prepared for 
the encounter, they difcharged their Guns upon each other : -but our 
men received no hurt, fome of them felt the wind of the Bullets pafling 
‘by their faces; what damage the Enemy received is uncertain, yet fome 
of the Englith report they found fome of their Enemies dead bodies in 
the place afterward. at | se: 3g 

Thus were they not only preferved in many perils themfelves, but be- 
came inftrumental alfo for the prefervation of moft of that Garrifon, 
who with their goods by their means, with the help of a {mall party of 
Plimonth Forces {ent thither after the fix were killed (asis mentioned 
before) were foon after tranfported fafely to Road-I fland. 

Many outrages were that Summer.committed upon their Neighbours 
at Taunton and Namasket, yet it pleafed God to protect thispoor Town | 
of Bridgewater from any other hurt, till the -beginning of epril next, 
when themfelves with their Neighbours of Tawzton and Rehoboth, were 
ftrongly folicited to defert their Dwellings, and, repair down to the 
Towns by the Sea-fide, but God encouraged them to keep their {tations 
notwithftanding the extream danger then prefented. It is reported 
that Philip gave ordet that Taunton and Bridgewater fhould not be de- 
Rroyed till the laft, which is all the favour to he expected from an enemy, 

Sin af but 
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but thefe things are only in the hands of God, and not tobe determi- 


néd by man. © : 
Apr.o. being the Lords-day,A {mall party of the Enemy came.down 
upon the faid Bridgewater, burnt an out-houfe and barn, broke up and 
rifled feveral other houfes in the fame quarter of the Town, which are 
notwithftanding yet remaining; they fent out a party of their men. to 
woe them that night, and many days after, but could not hear of 
them. ; 

- May 7. the Lords-day alfo (no doubt but the betternefs of the day 
will increafe the badnefs of their deed attempted thereon) they had in- 
_ telligence of a great body of Ixdiaus difperfed that way, with intent te 
have faln upon the ‘Town that very day,but were cafually prevented by: 
a great deal of rain that fell the night before: however they were re- 
folved to foreflow no opportunity, wherefore omthe next day (May 8.) 
about three hundred of them, one Tifguogen being their chief Leader, 
at eight or ninein the morning made an affault upon the Eaft-end of 
the Town, on the South-fide of the River: many of the Inhabitants 


ftayed at home that morning becaufe of the intelligence the day before, - 
and f were the more ready to entertain them 5-fome that not taking. 


that warning ventured into the field about their occafions, were in 
danger of furprizal, but by the fpecial favour of God efeaped,-and 


came time enough to help to defend their own and their neighbours» 


dwellings, being fhot at, and hard purfued a confiderable way. 
The Indiaus prefently began to fire the Town, but it pleafed God fo 


to {pirit and encourage feveral of the Inhabitants,-iffuing out of their 


Garrifon-houfes;that they fell upon them with great refolution,& beat 


them offyat the fame inftant of time the Lord of Hofts alfo fighting for 


them from Heaven,by fending a ftorm of thunder and rain very feafon~ 
ably, which prevented the burning of the houfes which were fired: The 
Soldiers alfo fighting under the banner of Gods {pecial proteCtion’ 


were fo fuccefsful in repelling the Enemy, that they neither had any of © 


the Inhabitants killed or taken, and but one wounded... The Jndzens by 


this ftout refittance, being beaten off to the skirts of the Town,made a. 


frefh onfet upon another quarter thereofjon the North-fide of the River 
where they had done much more mifchief,but that God ftirred up fun- 


dry of thepeople to venture out of their fortified houfes, who fired upon > 


the enemy,and beat them from their d wellings,fo as in the evening they 
drew off to an out-houfe, 3. miles diftint from the Town: the next day 


the Inhabitants expeGed another affault,but the enemy having burned © 
the houfe & barn where they kept their Rendezyouz over nie a 
| oufe:: 
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-houfe more not far diftant, they marched all clear away for that time. 


o 


Thus it pleafed God fo to order his difpenfations, toward thisAmall. 
Town,as a brand plucked out of the fire, that they did but juft-tafte of 


this bitter cup,which others drank deeper ofjyet had they not fuch mer= 


cy, asthefe had, mixed therewith; under God, the courage of the In- 
habitants was a great means of their prefervation, for they fired fo- 
ftoutly upon the Enemies, that they durft not come very near any of the: 


‘Garifoned Houfes, faluting them only at a diftance-God was eminent- 


ly (een upholding the fpirits of all forts,mmen and women, fo as no con- 


fternation of mind was feen upon any of them, during the whole 


time of the difpute. — 


In this affault they loft but thirteen ‘dwelling-houfes, whereof five | 


only were in the Town (the re(t being out-houles and deferted for the. 
prefent) with fomefew Barns, and {ome of their Cattel 3 all which 
was a very inconfiderable lofs, in comparifon of what befell others, 
and themfelves might have endured, if God had not by his fpecial fa- 
vour prevented. 3 Fret | 

——Fuly 14,15, Another -party of Indians came down upon the 
North-weit fide of the Town, but with no better fuccefs; for they had 
no Commiflion from the Lord of Holts to touch any of the perfons of 


the Inhabitants, their power reaching only to the flaying: of their 


Cattel at this time. 


_* 


Fuly 18,19,20- They fent out parties after the Enemy to purfue © 


them by their Track, who fell upon fome of them. On the twentieth 
they took fixteen, whereof two were men: on this day they had to af- 
fit them, it feems fome of the Bay-Indians fent them from Captain 
Brattle 5 fome of the Captives informed, that there were but 70 or 80 
in the Company,and but ten or twelve men among ft them : but with- 


of their Enemies, when Philip himfelf thall hardly efcape their hands, 
as hall be {een afterwards. : : 

While one party of the Enemy hus aged their part in and about, 
Plimouth Colony, towards the Sea-coaft, other partics of them were not 
idlein the Maffzehufets Colony, where they affaulted many places, doing 
what mifchiet they could by firing of Honfes,and killing feveral perfons 
in the Inland Plantations. : Yaawiarat at 

M rch 2. They.afaulced Groton : the next day over night Maj. Wil- 
lard with feventy Horfe came intothe Town 3 forty Foot alfo came up 
to their relief from Watertown, but the Zadians. were all fled; having, 


firft burned.all the Houles inthe Town, fave four that-were Garifoned, 
| , the 
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the Meeting-houfe, being the fecond houfe they fired. Soon after, Capt. 
Sill was fent with a {mall Party of Dragoons of 8 Files to fetch off the In- 
habitants of Grotoz, and what was left,from the {poil of the Enemy, ha- 
ving under his conduét about fixty Carts, being in depth from Front to 
Reer above two Miles: whena party of Indians lying in ambuth at a 
place of eminent advantage, fired upon the Front,and mortally wounded 
two of the vaunt Carriers, who died both the next night; and might 
(had God permitted) have done eminent damage to the whole Body, it 
being a full hour before the whole Body could be drawn up, which was 
_ done with care and Courage : but the Indians after a few more fhot 
_ Made, without doing harm, retired, and made no further affault upon 
~ them, being the fame Party of Indians which the day before had burned 
fome part of Chelmsford. Soon after this Village was deferted and de- 
Mftroyed by the Enemy: yet wasit a {pecial providence, that though the 
Carts were guarded with fo flender a Convoy, yet there was not any con- 
fiderable lofs fuftained. | | 
The furprizal of Groton was after this manner. | 

On March 2, the Indians came in the night and rifled eight or nine 
Houfés, and carried away fome Cattel, and alarmed the Town. - 

On March 9, about tenin the morning, a parcel of Indians Chaving 
two days lurked in the Town,and taken poffeffion of three out Houfes, 
and feafted themfelves with corn, divers Swine and Poultrey which they 
there feized ) laid an ambuth for two Carts, which went from their Ga- 
rifon to fetch in fome Hay, attended with four men, two of which efpy- 
ing the Enemy,made a difficult efcape: the other two were fet upon jand 

one of them flain, ftrip’d naked, his body mangled, and dragged into the 
High-way, and laid on his back in a moft fhameful manner; the other 
taken Captive, and after fentenced to death, but the Enemy not concur- 
ring in the manner ofit,execution was deferred, and he by the providence 
of God efcaped bya bold attempt the night before he was defigned to 
flaughter, and fled to the Garifon of Lancafter,the cattel in both Towns 
wounded, and five of them flain outright. | 
March 13, was the day when the Enemy came in a full body, by 
their own account 400, and thought by the Inhabitants to be not many 
fewer, The Town was at that time (having been put intoa fright by the 
fad Cataftrophe of Larcafter the next bordering Town) gathered in- 
-to five Garifons, four of which were fo near together, as to be able 
tocommand from one to the other, between which were the cattel he- 
_ longing to thofe Families driven into Paftures, vvhich afterward pro- 
ved their prefervation; the other wasnear a mile diftant from the 
, This 
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- \'Fhis morning the Jadians (having in the night placed themfelvesjn fe 
véral parts of the Town ) made their Onfet, which began near the four 
Garifons: for a body of them having placed themfelves ia-Kmbufcada

behind a Hill, near one of the Garifons, two of them made A itovergiaiy q 


themfelves, as if they had ftood upon difovery. At this time divers of 
the people, nothing fufpeéting any fuch matter (for the day before,ma~ 
ny had been upon difcovery many miles, and found no figns of an Ene- 
my being fo near ) were attending their occafions: fome foddering 
their cattel, fome milking their Cows, of whom the Enemy might eafily 
have made a feizure, but God prevented; they having anuther defign in 


hand, as foon after appeared : Thefe two Indians were at length efpied, - 


and the Alarm given; whereupon the moft of the men in the next Gari- 
fon, and fome alfo of the fecond (which was about eight or nine pole di- 
ftant_.) drew out and went to furprize thefe two Indians, who kept their 
ftation till our men reached the brow of the Hill, then arofe the ambufh 
and difcharged a volley upon them, which caufed a diforderly retreat, 
or rather a rout, in which one was flain, and three others wounded : 
mean while another ambufh had rifen, and come upon the backfide of 
the Garifon fo deferted of men, and pulled down the Pallifadoes :, The 
Soldiery in this rout, retreated not to their own, but paffed by to the 
next Garifon, the Women and Children mean while expoted to hazards, 
but by the goodnefs of God made a.fafe efcape to the other fortified 
Houfe without any harm, leaving their fubftance to the Enemy , vvho 
made a prey of it, and fpent the refidue of the day in removing the corn 
and Houfhold-ftuff ( in which lofs five Families were impoverifhed ) and 
firing upon the other Garifon: here alfo they took fome Cattel. No. 
fooner was thie fignal given by the firft volley of fhot , but immediately 
in feveral parts of the Town at once, did the fmoak arife, they firing the 
Houfes. 


In the afternoon they ufed a ftratagem not unlike the other, to have 
furprized the fingle Garifon, but God prevented. An old Indian, 
paffed along the ftreet with a black fheep on his back, with a flow 
pace, as one decrepit: They made feveral fhot at him, but miffed him, 


at which feveral iffued out to have taken himalive 5 but the Watchman 


feafonably efpying an ambufh behind the Houfe, gave the fignal,where- 

by they were prevented. : | | 
The night following the Enemy lodged in the Town, fome of them in 
the Garifon they‘had furprized, but the Body of them in an adjacent 
valley, vvhere they made themfelves merry after their falyage manner, 
The next morning they. gave two or three Volleys at Capt. PETES 
ari- 
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Garifon, and fo marched off, fearing as was thought that fupply might be 


nigh at hand. This aflault of theirs was managed with their wonted fub-- 


tilty and barbarous cruelty; for they ftrip’d the body of him whom they 
had.flain in the firft onfet, and’then cutting off his head, fixed it upona 
pole looking towards hisown Land. The corpfe of theman flain the 


week before, they dug up out of his Grave, they cut off his head and one . 


leg,and fet them upon poles,and ftrip’d off his winding-fheet. An Infant 
which they found dead in the Houfe firftdurprized, they cut in pieces, 
which afterward they caft tothe fwine.. There were about forty dwel- 
ling Houles burnt at that time, befides other Buildings. Thisdefolation 
was followed with the breaking up.of the Town,and {cattering of the In- 
habitants, and removal of the Candleftick, after it had been there feated 
above twelve years. £3 

Concerning the furprizing of Groton, March 13, There was not any 
thing much more material than what is already mentioned, fave only the 
infolency of Fobn, Afonoco, or one-eyed Fohn, the chief Captain of the [x- 
diansin that defign, who having by a fudden furprizal early in the 
morning feized upon a Garifon-houfe in one end of the Town, continu- 
ed init, plundering what was there ready at hand, ali that day; and at 
‘night did very familiarly in appearance, callto our Captain Parker, that 
was lodged in another Garifon-houfe, and entertained a great deal of 
Difcourfe with him; whom he called his old Neighbour : dilating upon 
the caufe of the War, and putting an end toit bya friendly Peace: yet 
oft mixing bitter Sarcafms, with feveral blafphemous fcoffs and taunts 
at their praying and worlhipping God in the Meeting-houfe, which he 
deridingly faid he had burned. Among other things which he boaft- 
ingly uttered that night, hefaid he burnt AZedfield ( though it be not 
known whether he was there perfonally prefent or no ), Lancafler, and 


‘that now he would burn that Town of Groton, and the next time, he. 
vvould burn Chelmsford, (Concord, Water town, (ambridg, Charlftoven, 





Roxbury, Bofton : adding at laftin their Diale@, What Aze will, Me do, 
not much unlike the proud Affyrian ( if his power had been equal to his 
pride ) fometimes threatned again Ferufale, but was by the remark- 
able providence of God, fo confounded within a few months after, that 
he was bereft of his four hundred and fourfcore (of vvhich he now 
boafted ).and only with a few more Bragadozio’s like himfelf, Sagamore 
Saw, old Fethro, and the Sagamore of Quobaog, vverétaken by the En- 


glith, and was feen (not long before the writing of this ) marching to- — 
wards the Gallows .( through Bofton Streets; which he threatned to burn 


at his pleafure.). with an Halter about his neck, with which he was sae

Things looked witha pretty fad face about thofeparts at this time 5 


yet, though the Righteous fall feven times, let not their Enemies rejoyees — 
for the Righteous {hall rife again, but their wicked Enemies {hall fal into 


mifchief, andtife no more. \t was Ebbing-water with New-England at 
this time, and a, while after ; but God fhall turn the ftream before it be 
long, and bring down their Enemies to lick the duf before them. 

After this, April 17, Captain Sill, being appointed to keep Garifon at 
Groton, {ome Indians coming to hunt for Swine, three Zvdians drew near 
‘the Garifon-houfe,fuppofing it to have been deferted, two of themwere 
flain by one fingle fhot made by the Captains own hands, and the third 
by another fhot made from the Garifon. | 










The danger which thefe inland Towns were like to be expofed unto ‘ 
from the Enemy, after they were driven out of the Nazhaganfet Coun- 


ery, was forefeen by the Council of the AZaffachufets, yea they had fome 
intimation thereof from the Enemy themfelves ; but they were not well 
able to prevent it, in that unfeafonable time of the year, no vvay fit 


for marching of Soldiers, and tranfporting of Provifions ( the Winter 
_ . then beginning to break up in this Country); for while our Forces were © 
upin the Narhaganfet Country inthe Winter, acouple of Chriftian In- — 
dians were fent as Spies into. the Nzpnet. and Narhaganfet Countrey, 


through the Woods in the depth of Winter, vvhen the vvays were im- 


patible for any other fort of people: thefe two, by name Fames and 


Fob, ordered their bufinefs fo prudently, as thatthey were admitted into 
thole India habitations as Friends, and had free liberty of Difcourfe 


sans Of One eyed Fobn (.a great Captain of the Indians, that afterward 





the faid Spies both.in Hunting, and in fighting againft the AZobawks for- 
merly; fo efteemed of him, that he would-.not tuffer any of the reft to 
touch him); they, paffed through all the Izasan Towns lying thirty miles 
diftant from Quobaog, and twenty miles Northward of the Koad to Coz- 
nethicut : one of the faid Spies returned about Fan 24, informing thofe 
that fent him, what he obferved, both the number of the Indsans 
(about three hundred in all), alfo their feveral Towns, and what pre- 
vifion they had: plenty of Venifon, much Pork from the Englifh mens 
Hogs which they had taken: they confefled likewife, ‘that he and fome 
of his Party had killed the peopled? Nafhaway the laft year, fulpe&ted to

_with them; they wvere, at the firft a little jealous of them, but by the i 


“}€. them that {poiled Groton. vvho having beena Companion of one of | 
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have been done by the Indians of Marlborough: he told them alfo they in- - 
tended to burn Lancaffer within three weeks after that time, which ac- 
cordingly they did much about the fame time + adding moreover, that 
{ome Frenchmen were with them at Pocomptuck , encouraging of them to 
go onwith their defigns, promifing them affiftance, which made fome 
ready to think the Jedzans. were ftirred up by the French to do all this 
mifchief, but more of that afterwards: what might be gathered from 
the forefaid premifes is eafie to conceive; whereupon new Forces with 
as much fpeed as the feafon would allow, were raifed and fent up into 
thofe parts, under the command of Major Savage inchief : they were 
. difpatched away in the beginning of March, and appointed to meet 
with {uch as fhoutd be fent from Connecticut Colony, which they did a- 
bout Quabaog, and fo intended to march direétly up to thofe Indian- 
Towns about Watchufet Hill to the Northweft: but.the-Jvdians vvere 
gone,.and our Forces in the purfuit of them, taking the vvrong path, 
miffed of them; yet ranging through thofe vvoods, they vvere at one 
time fuddenly affaulted by a {mall party of Indians firing upon them, 
~ yvounding Mr, Gerfhom Bulkly, by a fhot in his Thigh, and killing one of 
their Soldiers, after vvhich,as they marched along, they accidentally fell 
upon another fmall party of the Enemy, of vvhom they flevv fome, and 
took others to the number of Sixteen,yet could not meet vvith the main 
Body of the Enemy yvho itfeems had paffed-over a great River by Rafts; . 
{> our. men could follovv-them no further; wherefore turning dovvn to-| 
vvards Madly. and Northampton, vvhither it vvas fuppofed the Indians ~ 
intended to pais, they came very feafonably ito the relief of the faid 
Tovvns,. vvhich elfe had been in danger of beingloft. Fory- . 

March 14, the Enemy fell upon Northampton, and in three places 
‘broke through the Fortification of Pallizadoes, fet up round about the 
Town alittle before, for their better fecurity, but the Town being at 
that time full of Soldiers, they were quickly repulfed, after they had 
killed four men and two women, and fired Four or five dwelling-houics, 
and as many Barns. with the lofs. of many of their lives, as was fup- 
pofed. , | | 

While our Forcesunder Major Savage continued on that fide of the 
Country, afad accident fell out at Springfield, the certainty of which it 
is judged meet here torelate, to prevent miftakes: the matter having 
througha great over fight been otherwife reprefented, than indeed it 
was, not only to the prejudice of Truth, but to the difadvantage of fome 
perfons concerned therein, While the Soldiers were quartered a- 
mongft the feveral Towns upon Connetticut River ; a party of the Troop 
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a A Narrative of the Troubles j 
were quartered at a'place belonging to Springfield called the Long-Adea 
dow, Three miles from the Town below toward Wind/or : feveral of the 
Inhabitants having moft of the Winter kept fromthe publick meeting on 
the Lords days, for fear of the Enemy, were incouraged to adventure 
tothe Afembly on the 26th of A4arch, riding in the company of the 
Troopers; but having heard of no Jadians thereabouts a good while, 
__were more fecure than they had caufe; for riding fome of them with 
women behind them,and fome with their Children in their Arms yet not 
fo careful as to keep in the middle, but rather in the Rear,and at a pretty 
diftance ftragling from the reft of the Company, a party of Indians ly- 
ing in the Bufhesas they rode along, fired upon the hindmoft, and killed - 
Two and wounded others: thofe in the Front having alfo Women and 
_. Maids behind fome of them,were at a ftand to know what to do, fearing 
they might expofe thofe Women they had-in their company, if they 
thould ride back. ( in that winding Road made through a woody place 
for a mile or two together ) tolook after them that were behind 3 at the 
laft, one that came riding up, told the foremoft company there was no _ 
hurt, and that they were all coming: they that were before, rode away 
with all {peed to the end of the Town, where fetting down the Women, 
the Troopers returned back,but too late to recover too poor Women & -- 
twoChildren,who upon the firft aflault were thrown off theirHorfes,and 
immediately haled into the Bufhes, and through a Swamp on the other 
fide of a fteep Bark, fo as they could not be heard-of all that afternoon, 
z:: the: next day, till toward night; although they were diligently 









_ 


~ fearched after by all the Troopers in and about the Town 5 Atlaft when 
~ they were deferyed juft by a Swamp fide, the cruel wretches endea- 
voured tohave killed them all, but in hafte only wounded them with 
their Hatchets, yet fo as one of the poor creatures recovered 3 the o- 
ther with the Children dyed of their wounds before they were brought 
home, or within alittle time after. They did not complain of any inci- 
yility toward them while they were in their powers but by the Farewell 
given them at their parting, they found it true by their own experience, 
that the tender mercies of the ivicked are cruelty, ; ae 
There hapned no other matter of moment worthy the reporting, 
while our Forces tarryed in thofe parts ; and the Commanders obferv— 
ing that the Enemy was turned back again through the Woods,towards: 
the Majffachufers Bay, after a months time retired back, yet could never 
meet with the Enemy in their return through the Woods, although 
‘while they were at the Towns aforefaid, they underftood of feveral ats 
tempts made upon Sudbury, AMdarlborough, the moft part of which laft

they. deftroyed March 26, which made the Inhabitatits forfake their - 


Dwellings, leaving only a few Houfes garifoned with Soldiers, the bet- 
ter to fecure apaffage to the Towns weftward upon (onnetticut River. 

- The Inhabitants of Sudbury, with the Soldiers under Lieut. Ffacobs of 
Marlborengh fuficiently alarmed: by the late mifchief done about thofe 


Towns, refolved to try what work they could make with the Enemy in . 


the night, whereupon going forth AZarch 27, toward morning, they 
- difcerned where the Enemy lay by their fires, (near Three hundred of 
them)and that within half a mile of a garifon-houfe,near the place where 
they had done fo much mifchief the day before. Such was the courage 


and refolution of the Englifh, though but Forty in number, Towns men ». 


and Soldiers, that they adventured to difcharge upon them as they lay 
_ by their fires, when it was fo dark that an Indian could hardly be dif- 
cerned from abetter man; yet God fo direéting they difcharged feveral 
_ times upon them,wounded thirty,fourteen of whom either dyed of their 
~ wounds the fame day or foon after, which had been chief agents in this 


_ prefent mifchief againft the Englifh. Such was the fuccefs of this skire - 


 mifh, that the Affa:lants came off without the lofs of one man. - 


After this time the Enemy began to {catter about in fmall parties,do-. 


ing what mifchief they could about the Aaffachufets, killing a man at 
Weymouth, another at Hingham, as they lay skulking up and down in 
-Swampsand holes, to affault any that occafionally looked never fo little 
into the Woods;fometimes alarming the Towns about Bo/fez by difcharg- 

ing guns upon particular perfons, at Billerica, Braintree, and at Ren- 


_ tham, neat about which place inthe Road to Rehoboth, they affaulted one - 


| Woodcocks houfe, killed.one-man, and one of his fons, wounded another, 
and burned his fons houfe. 
_. Notwithftanding the little fuccefs of former attempts, Philip and his 


-men-have one prize more to play in the A4af/achufets Colony, beiore they 
_go.off the ftage, and then we fhall foon fee their power vifibly decli-— 


ning every where, until their final overthrow comeupon them. There 


were feveral {mall Parties of them {cattered up and down all over the 
Country, yet the main Body of them was ftill lurking up and downin | 


thofe weods that lye between Brookefield, AZarlborouzh and C nnetticut-

them to the Towns upon the Sea coaft ; for having burned the deferted 
houtes at A4arlborengh, April 17, the next day they tet upon Sudbury 
: with all their might, (hoping ’tis like) to do there, as they had done at 


the Towns nextbeyondit. They did at the firft prevail fo fat as to cone - 


fume feyeral Houfes, and Barns, and kill feveral perfons, Ten or twelve of

fhes, fuddenly rofe up, and intercepting the paflage to the Garifon- _ 
houfe, killed and took-them all. ea eek ee Sale 
But our forrows and loffes that day are not yet come to their height 
for in the after part of the fame day, that -refolute ftout-hearted Sol- 
dier, Capt. Wad/worth (who had not long before, withnotabove forty 
‘men, refcued Lancafter, when it was in danger to have been all loft at _ 
once ) being fent from Boffon with fifty Soldiers to relieve AZarlbo- 
roush, having marched Five and twenty miles, and thenunderftanding 
the Enemy was gone through the Woods toward Sudbury: this unwea- 
ried: Company; before ever they had taken any confiderable reft, march- 
"ed immediately back toward Sudbury (that lies ten miles nearer Boffon) . 
and being come within a mile of the Town, they efpied a party of 
Indians not far from them, about an hundred, not more, as they con- 
ceived, thefe they might eafily deal with, who retiring back awhile, © 
drew Capt. Wad/worth and his Company above a mile into the Woods, 
when on the fuddena great body of the:-Enemy appeared, about Five 
hundred as was thought, who-compafling them in round, forced them — 
to the top of an hill, where they made very ftout refiftance a confidera- 
~~ blewhile, but the night drawing on, and fome of the Company begin- — 
ning to fcatter from the reft, their fellows were forced to follow them,fo © 
as the Enemy taking the chafe, purfued them on every fide,as they made — 
too hafty a retreat, by whichaccident, being fo much overpowred by 
the Enemies numbers, they were moft of them loft: the Captain him- 
 felf; with one Captain Brocklebank, (a choice {pirited man, much lament- 
ed by the Town of Rowly to which he belonged) and fome others that 
fell into his Company as he marched along, fcarce twenty efcaping in all; 
fo as another Captain and his fifty perifhed at that time, of as brave 
Soldiers as any were ever imployed in the prefent fervice. | 
Thus asin former attempts of likenature, too much courage and 
eagernefsin purfuit of the Enemy, hath added another fatal blow to this 
poor Country. ef | 3 3 . 
The fame day another party of the Englifh coming from Brookefield, 
whither they were fent as a Convoy with Provifion for the Garifon, ~ 
were in danger likewife of falling into the handsof the fame Jadsans; 
yet riding upona good fpeed,and keeping their Guns always ready pre- — 
| | ~fente* 




















with the Indians iz New-England. Br 
fented again them they met, they never durft fire at them: only three 
or four, having unadviledly firft ditcharged their Guns againit the Ene- 
my, and falling too muth in the Reer of their Company, were cut offand 
folt. Itisreported by fome that,afterwards efcaped, how they cruelly 
tortured five or fix of the Englifh that night : yet whatever their fuccets 
was this day, it was obferved by fome (at that time their Prifoners, and 
fince releafed ) that they feemed very penfive after they came to their . 
Quarters, fhewing no fuch figns of rejoycing, as they ufually were wont 
to do in like cafe ; whether for the lofs of fonse of their own Company in 
that days enterprife (faid to be an hundred and twenty ), or whether it. 
were the Devil in whom they trufted that deceived them, and to whom 
they made their addrefs the day before, by fundry Conjurations of their 
- Powawes , or whether it were by any dread that the Almighty {ent up- 
~ontheir {pirits, upon their execrable Blaiphemies, which’tis faid they 
~ ufed in the torturing of fome of their poor Captives (bidding Fe/us 
~ come and deliver them out of their hands from deathif he could ). we 
leave asuncertain,though fome havefo reported ; yet {ure it is,that after 
this day they never profpered in any attempt they made againft the En- 
clith, but were continually fcattered and broken,till they were ina man- 
ner allconfumed. After this time, however they had braved it before, 
they feemed to. apprehend that it was {carce feafible for them to with- 
{rand the power of the Englifh, and therefore feemed more inclinable 
to a peace, by feveral overtures made'by them, if they knew how to have 
brought it about. For during thefe Encounters they were willing to 
admit of fome kind of Treaty with the Englifh, about the releafing of 
fundry of their Captives, which they took’at Lancafter in February lak, 
and elfewhere: To that end, fundry attempts were made by help of f{e- 
veral of the Praying-Indians (as they ufe to be called) about the redem- 
ption of fome of the Women and Children, which were at that time in 
their poffefion,and by degrees fomething was'effected that way;poflibly 
their own prefent fufferings and wants that were upon them, might in- 
duce them thereunto: For by this time the Spring of the year came 
on, their provifion was all {pent, and they forced to live vvholly upon 
Ground-nuts, and upon the flefh of the Englifh creatures, both Horfe 
and Neat-cattel,which they daily plundered. The Ground-nuts running 
up to feed in the Summer, began to grow fo fticky, as they were {carce 
eatables the flefh alfo of the Englith Cattel proving unwholfom for their 
Bodies, filling them with fundry difeafes, One of them having eaten 
much Horfe flefh, complained that he had before eaten Horfe, and now 
Horfe began to eat him, meaning fome deadly diftale growing upon his 
: M ' eating

eating fuch rank flefh unwholfom for their Bodies, efpecially vvithout 
falt, as their ufual manner is.- The Fifhing-feafon alfo began now to 
come in, wherein they ufe to take abundance of all forts, vvith which 
thofe great Rivers up the Country are abundantly ftored: they ule to 
take thereof, and drying it in the {moak, make provifion thereof for the 
sreateft part of the year and if the War continued, they could not but 
fee they fhould utterly be cut off therefrom; and that if the planting fea-. 
fon allo were loft, they fhould bein great want of Summer-fruits, fe. 
Beans and Squathes ( befides their corn) with which they were vvont to — 
live all the latter part of the Summer. Upon all confiderations, they 
{eemed pretty inclinable to hearken toa peace, though fome vvere apt 
to think they would never have kept it further than would ftand with 
their own advantage, and that their prefent defire thereof was only to: 
‘gain time. . : 
A perfon formerly acquainted with the Indians about Lancafter, did 
adventure upon the forementioned overtures, to go amongftthem to 
try ifhe could not prevail with them for the redemption of theMinifters 
Wife, taken Captive in February laft from Lancafter;and through the fa- 
vour of him who having the hearts of allinhis hand, inclines them as he 
pleafes, obtained the defired end upon an inconfiderable fum, which gave 
encouragement to the Council to fend two Meffengers on the like Er- 
rand the fame week to procure the redemption of others, not without 
fuccefs: The former, viz. Mrs. Rowlandfor being brought to Bofton 
upon the Election day, A4ay 3d, it was generally looked at asa file of 
Providence, and doubtlefs was a return of Prayer, and anfwer of Faith, 
with which her Husband hadsbeen upheld, and fupported from the day | 
of her Captivity; his two children alfo were returned back not long. 
_ after, more by the over-ruling hand of God ¢ that turns the Captivity of 
his people as the Streams of the South, and fometimes inclining them to 
pity hisServants, that are of themfelves more cruel than the Sea-mon- 
{ters ) than. by any other contrivance of mans policy. 

And yet notwithfanding motions of this nature about the redemption 
of fome of our Prifoners ftill in their hands, there was no ceffation of 
arms between us. | 

About this time Letters were fent down from Conneéticnt Colon » in- 
forming the General Court then affembled at Buffon, that fome of the 
Mohawkes (a tort of fierce and falvage Indians, yet mortal Enemies to 
thele we were at Wars withal ) had fallen upon fome of Philips Party, 
and deftroyed many of them: likewife that many of them were deftroy- 
ed by Feversand Eluxes, wvith other diftempers falling amongft them, 
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with the Indians 2 New-England: 83 
which was fome reviving to our hopes, that the foot of our Enemy 
fhould fide in due time, and that deftru€tion was haftning upon them, 
though ftill they were permitted to do mifchief in fundry particular 
places of the Country, which muft be minded as we pais along. 

Thofe Indians that were our profefled Enemies, after they had been 
beaten out of the Narhaganfer (ountry, Febr. 1, tarried a while at W2- 
nimazeag, a place two days journey north of Quabaog,where they divi- 


ded themfelves into two Companies: one ef them tarried on that fide ~ 


the Country, the other made towards Plimouth Colony, taking Adedfeld 


in their vvay, from whence as they marched along, they met vvith a no- 


table repulfe at Bogiffon, a {mall Hamlet, or Company, or Farms not far 
from the faid Adedfield, where they attempted a Garifon, but meeting 


‘with ftout refiftance, they left the enterprize, and kept on their vvay 


toward Plimouth Colony, where they {cattered themfelves up and down, 
waiting for opportunities to fpoil and deftroy the Englifh Plantations 
on that fide of the Country. 

Befides what is already mentioned, on AZay 11, A party of them 


 affaulted the Town of Plimouth, burnt eleven Houfes and five Barns be- 











longing thereunto : onthe other fide, a {mall party of the Englifh fcout- 
ing about inpurfuit of the Indians, fell upona Party of them that lay 
waiting in ambufh ; but being difcerned by an Jndtan in the Company of 
our men that gave timely notice,our Soldiers had an opportunity there- 
by to make the firft fhot, and thereby not only prevented a mifchief to 
themfelves, but killed alfo fome of the Enemy ( one of whom was obfer- 
ved to be of more note than his feHows by his attire ) the reft fled away 
from them that purfued,though but afmall company ; fo that there were 
daily reciprocal a€ts of hoftility in thofe parts. 

Within a few days after this, feven Houfes and two Barns more were 
burnt by the Enemy in and about Plimouth: vvho did the like mifchief 
about the fame time to the remaining Houfes of Namasket or Middle- 
borough. - 7 3 

About this time, another fort of Indians that belonged to Wamefit, a 


place near Chelmsford, bordering upon AZerrimack, ( vvho had been pro- — 


voked by the rafh, unadvifed, cruel a& of fome of the Englifh, about 
Oftob. 27, and November 4, had fired upon them feveral Guns, bothat 
Chelmsford and Woburn, to the killing of fome, and wounding of others, 
upon fulpition that thedaid Indians were guilty of burning a Barn, and 
Hay-ftack not far off) fuddenly turned. our Enemies, after the Winter 
was over 3 having firft vvithdrawnthemfelves from the place afligned 
them, and where they had been relieved all the Winter (fome of oS 
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84. A Narrative of the Troubles eS. 
after a former revolt _) and took their opportnnity to fire Mr. Falconers 
Houte in Andover Town carly that Spring,8x wounded one Roger Marks, 

and killed his Horte. Two more Houfes about Shaw/hin beyond the faid 
Andover, were burned about March 10. Alfo they killed a young man 
of thefaid Town, April 8, the fonof George Abbot; Andanotherfonof 
his allo was carried away the fame day, who yet wasreturned fomefew » — 
months after, almof pinedtodeathwithhunger, 
‘At the fame time they killed fome of their Cattel, cutting out only _— 
_ the tongues of fome for hafte, being fhot at by feveral of the Inhabitants-. 7 
from their Garifons. : otk ee 
/ Mar. 10, At Coxcord,two men going for Hay, one of them was killed. 
At Chelmsford, the laid Wamefit Indians, about March 18, before, fell 
upon fome Houfés on the North fide of the River, burnt down three or. 
four that belonged to the Family of EdwardColburn: the {aid Colburn, 
with Samuel Varnham his Neighbour, being purtued, as they paffed over. 
the River to look after their Cattel on that fide of the River; and ma- 
king feveral fhots againft them} who returned the like again upon the 
faid Indians (judged to be about forty) what fuccefs they had upon the 
Enemy, was beft known to themfelves; but two of Yarnbams fons were 
flain by the Enemies fhot,before they could recover the other fide of the | 
River. April 15, alfowere 14 0r 15 Houfesburntthere, 
+ Not long before this, Feb. 1. 1675, Tho. Eames, that kept a Farm at 
Sudbury, whote dwelling was three or four miles out of the Town, had 
his Houte affaulted and fired ; his Wife killed, and his Children carried 
Captive among the Jndians, ee ee ! 
Alfo two men were killed at a Farm about Concord, Ifaac and Facob 
_ Shepard by name, about the middle of February, and a young maid that 
was fet to watch upon an Hill, of about 15 years of age, was carried > 
Captive ; who ftrangely efcaped away uponan horfe that the Indians had 
taken from Laneaffer a littlebefore. In the like ftrange manner did one 
of Eames his children efcape away about Jay 3, laft, travelling thirty 
miles alone in the Woods without any relief, till he came to. an Englith 
Town. Eames his Houfe was aflaulted when himfelf was from home, by 
an Indian called Netws ( not long after flain at A¢arlborough) which had 
been familiar with the Englifh, wich nine or ten more of his company, as 
perfidious and barbarous as himfelf: They burned ail the dwellings that 
belonged to the Fafm, Corn,Hay and ‘Cattel, befides the dwelling-houfe, 
with what wastherein ; itis probable thofe at Concord were killed by 
the fame hands about a fortnight after. i ea 
Many fuch hke remarvable infances of f{pecial Providences might 
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He mentioned, if it were convenient to infert fuch particular: paflages 
into the general Narrative of the late troubles from our barbarous 
Enemies. ei 

~ On May 3, aparty of them killed a man at Haver hil, upon the edge 
of Merrimack River, and pafling over the faid River to Bradford, 
fpoiled another Family ; killing one Thomas Kemball,. and carrying 
his Wife and Five Children Captive Forty miles up into the Woods 3_al- 
thouch it was queftioned whether this Jaft. mifchief were done by any 
‘of Philip’s party, but rather by fome that belonged to the Eaftward 
Indians, of which there may be occafion (God willing) to {peak more 
afterward. — | | 

_ For the fuppreffing of thefe'infolencies, feveral Companies of frefh 
Goldiers, both Horfe and Foot, were raifed in the Adaffachafets, by the 
Governor and Council of that Colony, and fent out to {upprets. the 
commen Enemy ; the Foot under the command of Capt. Sill, Capt. (ue- 
ler, Capt. Holbrook, the Horfe under the Command of Capt. Brattle, 
Capt. Prentice, Capt. Henchman, Commanders in chief: thefe feveral 
Companies modelled as aforefaid, were fent out April 27. 1676, to 
range the Woods towards Haffanamefit. | 

‘Upon May. 6, they met with a confiderable party of the Enemy : 

they were firft difcovered by the Matick Scouts purluing a Bear;and at the 
Grfnot difcerning that the Natick Indsan Scouts belonged to our men, 
it gave fome advantage to our Forces; our Horfemen falling upon them 
before they were all aware, killed and took of the Enemy about Six- 
teen, which they took notice of at the prefent, although it was confeffed 
“by the Enemy, that they loft Twenty that encounter. It was report- 
ed that the founding of a Trumpet without order, did much hurt; but 
the Commander in chief affirmeth, that it was no difadvantage to the 


fervicein hand, it neither being heard by our own Foot, nor yet by the | 


Enemy. If-any error was committed by the Englifh Companies, it was 
‘a that the Horfe did not timely enough draw down from the top 
of the Hill, whereby they came to be difcovered by the Enemy 5 
who thereupon made the more hafte to efcape: However it was no 
fall lofs to the Enemy, fome ofthe flain being known to be con- 
Gderable perfons; and it ftruck fuch a terror into them, that they 
never durft face our men aftervvards; for although after our men 
returned to their Quarters at Medfield, they favv Tvvo hundred fires 
in the night, yet they could never come near them again to fight any 
company of them: but the feafon proving rainy, hindred any further 
purfuit of them at that time. And foon after this, the Soldiers eine 
vilite 
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vifited with fickly diftempers by reafon of an Epidemical Cold at that. 


time prevailing through the Country, they were for the prefent 
releafed for the recovery of their health, with intent to be cal- 
led together again at a more convenient time; this was done May 
the tenth.

leave them for the prefent, and obferve what the remaining part of 
them did Weftward. ‘ | 


Some fcattering parties were skulking about Springfield, and thofe 


lower Towns, upon a fmall number of whom Capt. Holsoke (newly cho-- 


{en Captain of Spring field in the room of his father lately deceafed)hand- 
felled his office early in the Spring: for having notice of fome of them 
in thole woods,he marched after them with ten or twelve refolute young 
men, and waiting his Opportunity, furprized them near the great Ri- 


ver, fo as Twoor three of them were left dead upon the place, another 
mortally wounded, got onto an Ifland in the River, where it was con- 


cluded he took his laft nights lodging. The other being forely wound- 
ed, was taken alive, and brought home to Springfield, where he con- 
felled many things to one of the Inhabitants that underftood their lan- 
Suage, owning the truth in many things againft his owncompany, and 
{oon after dyed of his wounds. . 

This was but a Preparative to an higher piece of fervice, which Capt. 
folioke was {oon after engaged in, and wherein he acquitted himfelf 
beyond expetation; and taking more pains then ordinary, in ‘making 
hisretreat, he gata Surfeit that ended his days in September following 
about Boffor. A meant! 

About the beginning of April likewife fome of the Inhabitants a- 
bout Madly, attending their tillage at Alockwaum, within Three miles 
of the Town, and having a guard of Soldiers with them, yet Three of 


the company were cafually flain by a party of the Enemy, that lay in — 


wait for {uch an opportunity. One of them was Mr, Goodman, a Dea- 
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~ the Englifh Forces were now drawn off from the lower Towns of Had- 
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con of the Church, that went a little beyond the Command of the 


Soldiers that came to guard them, to view the fence of his own land : 
and two others that contrary to exprefs order, would venture upon 
the top of an high hill, near by, to take a needlefs and unfeafonable view 
of the Country, were fhot down by the Enemy before they could re- 
cover their Corps du gard. : } 

- But the great Company of the Enemy, that ftayed on that fide of the 
Country, and about Watchnfet Hills, when the reft went towards Pés- 
mouth, though they had been difappointed in their planting by the death 
of Canonchet, were loth to lofe the advantage of the Fifhing-feafon 
then coming in} wherefore having feated themfelves near the upper 
Falls of Connetticut River, not fartrom Deerfield, and perceiving that 


~ ly-and Northbampton, now and then took advantages to plunder them 


of their Cattel, and not fearing any affault from our Soldiers, grew a 
little fecure, while they were upon their Fifhing defign, infomuch that a 


couple of Englifh lads lately taken captive by the Enemy, and making 


their efcape, acquainted their friends at home how fecure they lay in 





thofe places, which fo animated the Inhabitants of Hadley, Hatfield and 
Northhampton, that they being willing to be revenged for the lofs of 
their Cattel, befides other preceding mifchiefs,took upra refolution with 
what ftrength they could raife among themfelves ( partly out of gari- 


fon Soldiers, and partly of the Inhabitants ) to make an aflault upon 


them, which if it had been done with a little more deliberation, waiting 
for the coming of fupplies expetted from Hartford, might have proved 
a fatal bufinels to all the faid Indians: yet was the vittory obtained more 


confiderable than at firft was apprehended : For not having much above 


an Hundred and fifty fighting men in their Company, they marched fi- 
lently inthe dead of the night, A4ay. 18, and came upon the faid Jndi- 


ans a little before break of day, whom they found almoft in a dead 
- fleep, without any Scouts abroad, or watching about their Wigwams 


at home ; for in the evening they had made themfelves merry with new 


 Milkand roft Beef,having lately driven away many of their milch Cows, 
as an Englifh woman confeffed, that was made to milk them. 


When they came near the Indians rendezvouze, they allighted off 
their Horfes, and tyed them to fome young Trees at a quarter of a 


miles diftance,fo marching up,they fired amain into their very Wigwams, 
_ killing many upon the place, and frighting others with the fudden A- 
~ Jarm of their Guns, made them run into the River, where the {wiftnets 





of the ftream carrying them down a fteep Fall, they perifhed in the wa- 
. ters, 
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chen Trees) which proved to them a Charons Boat, being funk, or ever- 
fet, by the fhooting of our men, delivered them into the like danger of 


the waters, giving them thereby a pafsport into the other world: others. 


of themcreeping for fhelter under the banks of the great River, were 
efpyed by our men and killed with their Swords; Capt. Holioke killing 
Five, young and old, with his own hands from under a bank. When the 
Indians were firft awakened with the thunder of their Guns,- they cried 
out Mohawks, Adohawks, asif their own native enemies had been upon 
them; but the dawning of the light, foon notified their error, though it 
could not prevent the danger. ie vad ines 

Such as came back, fpake {paringly of the number of the flain; fome 
fay there could not in reafon be lefs then Two or three hundred of them 
that muft neceflarily perith in the midft of fo many inftruments of de- 


ftruétion managed againft them with'fuch difadvantages to themfelves. . 


Some of their prifoners afterwards owned that they loft above three 
hundred in that Camizado,fome whereof were principal men, Sachims, 
and fome-of their beft fighting men that were left, which made the vi- 
&ory more confiderable than elfe it would have been; nor did they feem 
ever to have recovered. themfelves after this defeat, but their ruine 
immediately fell uponit. Yet fuch was the awful hand of Providence, 
in the clofe of this vitory, mixing much bitter with the fweet, that it 
might well be called a coftly vittory to the Conquerors, that fono flefh 
fhould glory initfelf.

The Indians that lay feattering on both fides of the River, after they 
recovered themfelves, and difcovered the fmall number of them that 


ters, fome getting into Canooes, ({fmall boats made of the barks of Bir- f 





















affailed them, turned head upon the Englifh, who in their retreat 4 


were alittle difordered, for want of the help of the elceft Captain, that 
was fo enfeebled by ficknefs before he fet out, that he was no way able 
for want of bodily ftrength (not any way defeétive for want of skill or 
courage) to affift or direé in making the retreat: For fome of the E- 
nemy fell upon the Guards that kept the Horfes, others purfued them 
in the Reer, fo as oursmen fuftained pretty much damage as they 
retired, miffing after their return Thirty eight of their men: And if 
Capt. Folicke had not played the man at a more than ordinary rate, 
fometimes in the Front, fometimes inthe Flank and Reer, at all times en- 
couraging the Soldiers, it might have proved a fatal bufinefs to the af- 


failants. The faid-Capt. Helickes Horle was fhot down under him, and 


himfelf ready to be aflaulted by many of the Jzdians, juft coming upon, 


him; but difcharging his Piftols upon one or two of them, whom he 
pre- 
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prefently difpatched ; and another Friend coming up to his refcue,he was 
faved, and fo carried off the Soldiers without any further lofs. 

It is confidently reported by fome that were there prefent at this En- 
sagement, that one told above an hundred Indians left dead upon the 
place; and another affirmed, that he told near an hundred and forty 
{wimming down the Falls, none of which were obferved to get alive to. 
fhore, fave one. a } 

The lofs that befell our men in the retreat, was occafioned principally 
by the bodily weaknefs of Capt-Turzer, unable to manage his charge any 
longer ; yet fome fay they wanted powder, which forced them to retire 
as faft as they could by Capt. Turners order. — } . 

It is faid alfo by one prefent at the fight, that feven or eight in the 
Reer of the Englifh, through hafte miffed their way, and were never 
heard of again 5 and withont doubt fell into the Indians hands, and it is 
feared fome of them were tortured. 

About feven days after this, they were minded to try the chance of 
War again, and fee if they could not recover their lofs, by returning the 
- dike upon the Englifh: For, 3 
May 30, A great number of them appeared before Hatfield, fired 
~ about twelve Houfes and Barns without the Fortification of the Town, 
~ driving away multitudes of their Cattel, and their Sheep, {preading 
~ themfelves in the Meadow near the Town: which Bravado fo raifed the

made; fo making way through the thickeft of their Enemies that lay 
_ ready totake aim at them behind every Treeas they paffed by; yet they 
~ efcaped all their fhot till they came within a little of the Town they came 
to relieve, where they loft five of their twenty five. | 
_- The Enemy was fo amazed at the refolution of our men, being but fo 
- fall an handfull, that they fled immediately from the Town; having 

loft twenty five of their men in the Enterprize. ry 

The Council of the AZaffachufers,gathering by thefe proceedings of the 
Indians, that their defire of peace was only to gain time, Ordered that 
_ the forces raifed before Apr.27,and for a time releafed,fhould be haftned 
» ‘out again to range the Woods towards Hadly,and thofe parts; made an 
agreement with Hartford Colony, to fend Forces from thence to meet 
them about Brookefield, and fo to fcour along on both fides Connecticut 
_ > River, to diftrefs the Enemy what they could, and keep them from fifh- 
: N . 
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ing in thofe waters, their hope of lppring bring nowalmoftover. . 
~ Fo this end about A@zy 39. 1676, the:Forces under Capt. Henchman 


were called together again,and fent to Brookefield to meet with thofeex- 


pected from Hartford Colony : In the way,ours by the direétion of Tow 
Doublet ( a Natick, Indian, who was a little before employed in the re- 
demption of Captives) following tratts of Judians, came upon a party of 


the Enemy, fifhing in Wefhacom Ponds toward Lancaffer, of whom they. 


killed 7, and took 29, moft women and children 5 yet belonging to con- 


fiderable Perfons, it made the fuccefs the more to be valued. Our Forces 


being by this means retarded, could not meet with thofe of Connechicut 
at Brookefield, but followed them the week after, having firft returned 


from We{bacom to Marlborough to fupply themfelves with ammunition , 


and fo marched directly towards, Hadly, where they met with (onneéti- 


cut Forces , and from thence according to mutual agreement,oursmarch- | 


ed on the eaft-fide of the River, and Conzetticut Forces on the Weft, up 

_ toward Squakbeag, coming to Deerfield,and the great Falls thereabouts, 
they fent up their Scouts 5 but not hearing of the Enemy, they marched 
upnohigher, being in no good capacity to have gone further if there 

had been oceafion, by reafon ofa tedious ftorm of Rain, which occafion- 
ed much damage in their Ammunition and Provifion. While our Forces 
lay about Deerfield, {ome of our Soldiers ranging,lighted upon the Body 
of Capt. Turner about Greens River, in pafiing of which ftream he was 
fuppoted to have received his mortal wounds. 

While our Forces continued thereabouts, they did the Enemy fome 
little fpoilin feizing much of their Fifh, and goods ftollen from the En- 
slifh,and hid in their barns under ground 4 conjeéturing alfo that they 
found 4.or g places vvhere fome of the Englifh had been tortured to 
death by cruel burning, after they had been faftned between ftakes fet in 
the ground : .but not meeting with any of the Enemy, they all haftned 
homewards, conceiving that having been forced from their Quarters in 
thofe parts,they were drawn down lower towards the Englifh Plantati- 
ons eaftward,viz. Plimouth and the Maffachufets. What-fuccels. Capt. 
‘Henchman’s Forceshad in their retiring homeward, and. what they ob- 
ferved of the motion of the Indians, take in the words of his own Letter, 
Fune 30----Our Scouts brought intelligence, that all the Indians were 3n a 
continual motion,fome toward Narhaganfet,others teward Watchulet, {hift- 
sng gradually,ana taking up each others Quarters, and lay not above a night 
ine place. They 27 ditto, brought in two Squaws, boy anda girl, giving 


account of five flain. Yefterday, they brought in an old fellow brother toa 
Sachin, fix Squavws and children, having killed five men, and wounded o- 


thers, 
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thers, sf not killed thems, as they fuppofed by the blood found in the way, aud 
an Hat {hot through. Thefe, and the other inform,that Philip and the Nat- 
haganfets were gone feveral days before to their own places, Philips purpofe 
being to do what mifchief he couldto the Englifh, By advice, I drew out 4 
commanded Party under the conduct of Capt. Sill, viz, fixteen Files of En- 
glifh, all my Troop, and the \ndians, excepting one Fsle, being all we coula 
make provifion for: for what with the falling {hort of the Bread promifed us, 
and agreat deal of that we had proving mouldy,the reft of the Forces had but 
one Busket aman to bring themtothis place : This party were ordered toward 
Watchufet, and fo to Nafhaway and the Walhakem Ponds, where we 


have notice Indians were, and fo toreturn unto this place: where by your 
Honours Letter that cameto me yefterday morning, I under{tood that pro- 
 vifion was ordered for 65 and which we found to our great reliefs 
— Laft night, coming bither weary and hungry. The commanded Party we 





left at Quonfiquomon, where they intended to flay awhile for the laft Scouts 
we fent out: Eleven Prifoners we had in all, two of the oldeft by counfel 


we put to death, the other nine the Commiffary 1s ordered to convey to Bo- ' 


fton, with the Baggage, Horfes, and fome of their attendants not fe for the 


Service.

It appears plainly by the contents of the faid Letter, as well as by ma- 
ny other teftimonies, that about this time the J#dians our Enemies, who 
hitherto had been linked together as Brethren in iniquity and cruelty, 
were now ftrangely divided and feparated the one from the other : fome 
impute it to anaflault made upon them by the AZobawkes, who falling 
upon Philip with the Inland-Indians, flew about fifty of them : where- 
upon they of Philips Company refolved to return to their own Country, 


- and do what mifchief they could to the Englifh thereabouts: This was 


reported by an Indian brought to Scaconk., Fune 29. 1676, taken at Pro- 
vidence. Others are ready to think, that it was upon fome quarrel 
amongft themfelves, occafioned by an evil {pirit fent from God upon 
them, that thereby they might, being fcattered, the more eafily be taken 
and ruined by the Englifh, now that the time of vengeance wascome, 
when they fhall be called to an account for all their former outrages and 
cruelties: for nowis the fnare haftning upon them, wherein they fhall 
be hampered in their own devices, fo to be taken and deftroyed « it can- 
not but be acknowledged as a very remarkable Providence, that Capt. 
Henchman inhis late expedition to Madly, killed and took about eighty 
four of the Enemy, without thelofs of any one of his ownmen: me 
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wich to Quabaog, as was iaid before, ‘and foon after his return. ~ 


they were ordered upon the folicitation of the Governour of Plimouth, 
two Companies of them at leaft,to march away immediately to Dedham, 
and fo to Scaconk or Rehoboth,to join with Major Bradford in te purfuit 
of Philip, who asit feems with many hundreds of his barbarous Follow- 
ers were fallen upon the Englith Plantations thereabouts, and whither al- 
fo alittle before, Capt. Brattle with a Troop of Horfe, and Capt.AZofely 
with a Foot-Company were fent up from Boffon to purfue after them, 
now flocking in great numbers into thofe Woods; there was at this 
time no {mall hope of furprizing Philip: feveral reports being brought 
that he was feen in this and that place, not with above twenty or thirty 
men attending on him- but his time was not yet fully come, nor had 


an horrid and barbarous Murder upon Mr. Hezekiah Willet in Swanzy, 
an hopeful young Gentleman as any in thofe parts; they ufed fre- 


houfe built thereon, whence they could difcover any Indians before they 
game near the Houle; but not hearing of the Enemy in thofe parts for 
a confiderable time, that neceflary piece of circumf{pe@tion was omit- 


cruel hands: for withina quarter of an hourafter he went out of his 


atonce, from every one of whom he received a mortal wound 3 they 
after their barbarous manner took off his head, and carried it away with 
them ( which yet was foon after recovered ) leaving the Trunk of his 
body behind, asa fad monument of their inhumane cruelty , the fame 
Indians, not being above thirty in number, took away a JVegro belong- 
ing to the fame Family, who being faithful to his Mafters, and the Coun- 
tries intereft, ventured his life to make his efcape, which was the pre- 
fervation of many others 5 for the faid Negro being a little acquainted 
with their Language, difcovered to the Englith after his efcape, Philips 
purpote to feize fuch and fuch places > inthe firft place to aflault Taun- 
ton, which in probability had been in great danger if their treache- 
rous plots and purpotes had not fo wonderfully been made known be- 


them: for he obferved, that although they had killed twenty head of 
Neat Cattle over night, yet there was not any part of them left the 


like favourable fuccefs hapned to Major Talcot, in his paflage femurs F 


- But by that time our Forces were returned home as far as Sudbury , 


he as yet fully accomplifhed all that mifchief he was like to be fuffer- . 
ed todo: Forupon Fuly 1/7, 1696, a party of his I”dians committed” 


quently to keep a Sentinel on the top of their Houfe, from a Watch- 


ted that day, whereby that deferving perfon was betrayed into their 


forehand. The faid Negro affirmed, that there wasnear a thoufand of ©

own doors, within fight of his Houfe, he was fhot at by threeof them _

nexteday at Eight of the Clock in the morning. By this fpecial Provi- 
dence the Enemy wasdefeated of their purpofe, and never after had any 
opportunity of doing any confiderable damage to the Englifh in that 
part of the Country. Soas after thisday we may truly date the time 
of our Deliverance, and beginning of Revenges upon the Enemy : Now 
s¢their own turncome, whenit fhall be done unto them, as they have 
ferved us: They that before led others into Captivity, muft themlelves 
henceforth go into Captivity: And they that killed with the Sword,muft 
themfelves be killed with the Sword, as in the Sequel. of the Narrative 


will abundantly be manifeft; The Hiftory of which, before we fhallany — 


farther purfue,we muft a little while wait upon our Friends,(thole Forces 
fent from Conneétient) in their return back into their own Colony,which 
before it bedone, fome things fhould be premifed concerning the occa- 
fion of their coming, and the Succels that did attend them in their march 
thither. 7 ‘ 

Our Friends and Brethren of that Colony, although they had never 
adually felt half of thofe miferies that befell the people of the other 
two, yet never denyed their affiftance to the fupprefling of the com- 
mon Enemy, yea,fometimes they did afford it before it was exprefly de- 
fired ; according to the Tenor of the Articles of Confederation, and 
Rules of common prudence;confidering that if the fire of this War were 
not timely extinguifhed, it would endanger their own Fabrick: There- 


_ fore according to-Agreement,the Councel of that Colony ordered their 


(iccefsful Commander Major Talcor to meet with our Forces at Brook; 
field, or Quabaog in order to the purfuing of the Enemy in thofe parts: 
In the way as they were from Norwich marching thither, Divine Provi- 
dence {o far finiled upon the Enterprize, as to give them an opportunity 
to {urprize Fifty one of the Enemy, of whom Nineteen were flain, with- 
out the lofs of any one of their own Company, which could not but 
much enhanfe the price of the victory to the Conquerors. — : 
The like fuccefs had their Friends which they left behind (the Vo- 

lunteers gathered out of the Three Towns by the Sea fide, New London, 
Stonington, and Norwich ) and who were fome of them feleafed by 
Major Talcot, when he firft began his March, that they might the bet- 
ter in the abfence of the Army, guard their own Tovvns : for before the 
return of the Forces under Major Talcor, to that fide of the Country, 
they had made tvvo Expeditions againft their Enemies the Narhaganfets, 
that vvere fculking up and dovvn on that. fide of the Country 5 In one 
of vvhichthey killed and took above Thirty, the moft of yvhich being 
men, are {aid to have been flain by them. | 
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‘In the other about Forty ’five, the moft of ‘which probably were wo: 
mén and Children, but Bean all youhe Serpents of the fame brood, the 
it to be acknowledged as another fig- 

nal victory, and pledg of Divine favour to the Englifh. ' But to return, 


it was not without the{pecial dire&tion of Providence that thofe Hart-_ 


ford Forces were fent to thofe Weftern Towns a week before thofe of the 
Maffachufets could-get thither;for otherwife one or more of thofeFowns 
might have been loft; feeing that on the Twelfth of Fue, foon after, 
if not the next day, after they arrived there, the Enemy, asif refolved 


totry the utmoft of their power,violently affaulted the Town of Hadly, 
with a body of about Seven hundred men, at five or fix in the morning, lay-. 


ing an Ambutfh at one end of the Town, while the greater part of them 
were alarming the other : But the (onnetticut Forces being at “ time 
quartered in the Towns thereabouts, ( who were Englifh, and friendly 
Indians, Pequods, and Mohegins, about Five hundred in all) that were 
ready at hand, betides thefe that had been quartered there ever fince 
March, (who had been left by Major Savage when he left thofe parts, 
under the Command and Charge of Captain Turzer, flain at the great 


Falls, as is noted before, but fince commanded by Captain Swain). 


Thefe by their joynt and ready refiftance, wherein the Fence of Palli- 


zacoes furrounding the Town, was no little advantage, gave the Indians 


fuch a fmart Repulfe, that they found the place too hot for them to a- 
bide it. For the Soldiers or Towns-men within, firing a piece of Ord- 
nance, it fo affrighted the Salvages, or a party of them, againft whom it 
was difcharged, that although they had juft before furprized,and poffet? 
fed an Houfe at the North end of the Town, if Information miftake not, 
yet they inftantly fled, leaving fome of their dead upon the place; Nor 


did they any confiderable mifchief with all their numbers, fave firing a» 


Barn about that end of the Town, and flaying Two or three of the Sol- 
diers, or too daring Inhabitants, who would againft exprefs order ad- 

venture to go without the Fortification. pam ORs 
“It was accounted by fome, that were prefent near the time of that 
Affault, a great over-fight, that having fo fair an opportunity to chafe 
the Enemy upon fo confiderable advantage, it was let flip,and not impro- 
ved: For ( onnetticut Soldiers being all, or moft of them furnifhed with 
Horfes,they might have been foon overtaken,and many of them deftroy- 
eds but God hid it from their eyes: The Commander in chief, it is 
faid, quartered:at one of the Towns on the Welt fide of the River, and 
didnot apprehend: the advantage, ‘till the Seafon was over. Nor-was 
any fuch thing as an Affault expeéted from the Enemy, fo early in the 
f morning 5 
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morning 5 it being a general obfervation heretofore, that they feldom, 
or never ufed to make any Attempt in the night time ; patt of which 


could not but be improved in way of preparation for fuch a defign. 
But the Lord of Hofts who is wife in Counfel, and wonderful in work- 


ing, would find fome other way to deftroy our Enemies, wherein the | 


hand of his Providence, fhould more remarkably be feen, that fo no flefh 
fhould glory in its own wifdom or ftrengtlt, but that Salvation might ap- 
pear to be from the Lord alone. The reft of this Month was {pent with: 
out any other matter of moment happening therein. 

The Governor and Council of the AZaffacufets, taking into ferious 
confideration, the many merciful Occurrents that had’been returned up- 


onus, notwithftanding the mixing of many difpenfations of a contrary 


nature, accounted themfelves bound to make fome publick acknowledg- 
ment thereof, to him whofe Name alone is worthy tobe praifed. The 
2othof that Month of Fune, wasiet apartas a day of publick Thankt- 
giving to God, who had remembred his people thus in their low Eftate. 
And that matter of Thankfgiving might not be wanting at the day ap- 
pointed, the very day before were moft of our Englifh Captives brought 
back from the Jzdiavs, and many more foon after, to the number of 
Sixteen, whole mouths might then well be filled with Laughter, and 
their Tongues with finging, both of themfelves, and all that were any 
ways concerned in their welfare. | 

Andas this day appointed for folemn and publick Thankfgiving, was 
ufhered in by feveral {pecial mercies, fo allo was it followed with many 
remarkable benefits. 

For befides the preferving the Town of Northampton, March the 
14th, and Hadly, Fune the 12¢h, by the opportune fending of our 
Forces the very night before they were Affaulted - The faving the peo- 
ple of ALarlborough from being cut off, was very obfervable, when 4/r. 
Graves by his occafional going from the Sermon, being forced thereunto 
by the extremity of the Tooth-Ach, AZarch 26, difcovered the Indians 
ready to Affault the Town, and the people might have been cut 
off, had not that Accident Intervened. It iscertain, that after the end 
of this Month, the power of the Enemy beganevery where to fail; for 
the Body of the Enemy, that had lurked about (onmetticut River all this 
Spring, being vifited with fundry difeafes, difappointed of their fifhing 
and put by their planting, began to fall at variance amongft themielves 5 
the Hadly and Pocumenck Indians quarrelling with Philp for fetching 
all this mifchief about, and occafioning the Englifh and them to fall out, 
with whom they had always good correfpondence, and lived lovingly 
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together, but now they were like to be ruined by the War. This quar- 
rel proceeded to that height, that from that time forward, thofe feveral 
Indians that had for fo long time been combined together,refolved now 
to part, and every one to fhift for themfelves, and return to their own 
homes: Philip to Aount-hope,- and the Narhaganfets to their own 
Country again : the Npnets and the River-Indians, bending their courfe 
fome Weftward,others Northward towards Pennicookupon Azerrimacky 
intending to fhift for themfelves as well as they could for the future; all 
which is like to be the real and true ftate of the Cafe with the Indians 
which were our Enemies: for the next News we heard of Philip, was, 


that he was gotten back to A4ount-Hope, now like to become Afount- . 


MGfery unto him, and his Vagabond Crew, and that his Friends and Al- 
lies, that had hitherto ftood as Neuters, waiting only which way the 
Scale of Succefs and Vi€tory would turn, began now to fue for mercy 


at the hands of the Englifh: The A4afachufets Government having 


uriderftood fomething of this nature, put forth a Declaration, that what-- 
foever Indians fhould within Fourteen days next enfuing come in to the - 
Englith, might hope for mercy. 


Amongft fundry that came in,there was one named Fames the Printer, 
the Superadded Title diftinguifhing him from others of that name: who 
being a notorious Apoftate, that had learned fo much of the Englifh, as 
not only to readand write, but had attained likewile fome skill in Print- 
ing, and might have attained more, ( had he not like a falfe Villain ran 


away from his Mafter before his time was out) he having feen and read - 


the {nid Declaration of the Englith, did venture himfelf upon the Faith 
thereof, and came to fue for his Life ; he affirmed, with others that came 
along with him, that more Indians had dyed fince' this War began of 


‘difeates. (fuch as at other times they ufed not to be acquainted withal ) 
than by the Sword of the Englifh. | 


Not long after many of them came and offered themfelves, to the 
number of near Two hundred, Men, Women, and Children; and many 


more would havedone the like, but théir Confciou[nefs of guilt made _ 


them conclude, that their cruelties and barbarous Murthers could ne- 
ver be forgiven by the Englith. 
"But what Occurrents happened next {hall be declared in their order. 
About the end of Zune News was brought to Boffon, that Philip with a- 


{mall party-of his men,lurked about Swanzy or Rehoboth,& that he might

but at laft were forced to return, having miffed of what they aimed at. 
Plimouth Colony likewife fent out Soldiers upon the {ame account un- 
der Major Bradford, who by the help of fome dJndians of Cape Cod, 
always true to the Englih intereft, not only efcaped an Ambuth laid for 
them, whereby moft of them might have been cut off, but flew many of 
thofe that laid wait for them, without any lofs to themfelves: yea fur- 
ther, a Squaw Sachim of Sakoner, one of Philips Allies, having firft fent 
three Meflengers to the Governour of Plimouth to fue for life and liber. 
ty , promifing fubmiition to their Government on that condition ; but 
underftanding the Plimouth Forces were abroad, before her Meffengers 
were returned, fhe with her People, about ninety in number, rendred 
themfelves up to Major Bradford, fo that above one hundred and ten 
were killed, and taken upon compofition that day. 
_ The like fuccefs had the (onneéticut Forces {ent into the Narhaganfer 
Country, under the Conduét of the wonderful fuccefsful Major 7 alcot, 
Capt. George Denifon, Capt. Newbery, with other worthy Commanders 
of the faid Forces 5 for about the fecond of fuly,1676, as the faid Com- 
_ Manders with the Forces. under them were purfuing the Enemy in and 
about the Narhagan/er Country toward AMount-hope, hearing that Phi- 
_ 4p with his black Regiment of Wompanoogs was thereabouts, their Indian 
Scouts from the top of an Hill difcovered a great number of the Enemy 
_ that had newly pitched their ftation within the femicircle of a Swamp. 
_ The Englifh Soldiers were all mounted on Horfeback, to the number of 
near three hundred ; wherefore the Commanders ordered the Indians 
_ to be ready at the top of the Hill upon.a fignal given to run downamain 
upon the Enemy, fecurely lodged in the hollow of the Swamp juft op- 
_ pofite againft them, while their Horfemen were divided into two {qua- 
_ drons-to ride round the Hill, fo that at the fame inftant, both the Horfe- 
_ men upon the two wings, and the Indians a-foot rufhing down fuddenly 
_ upon the Enemy, put them to an horrible fright, making a lamentable 
outcry, fome getting into the Swamp, the reft that were prevented by 
_ the Horfemen, and the friendly Indians coming fo fuddenly upon them, 
- wereall taken prifoners ; ‘Capt. Newbery with his Troop alighting from 
_ their Horfes, ran into the Swamp after them » where they killed at leaft 
an hundred, as was judged by fome then prefent; taking alfo many pri- 
- foners out of thofe habitations of darknefs, the Enemy {carce daring to 
_ make any refiftance ; for none of the Englith, and but one or two of the 
_ Mohegins and Pequods were hurtin that aflault ; Yet it was affirmed by 
_ Captain prefent on the place, that with thofe they killed and took at 
| Warwick-neck yin their return home (which were not much abeve fixty }

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they killed and took of the Enemy at that. time above three hundred 
young and old. At the fame time was taken the old Squaw of Narhagan- 
fer, commonly called the ald Queen. a | 
- They were neceffitated with this booty to return homewards to gra- 
tifie the Aohegin and Pequod Indians that accompanied them,. who had 
done them very good fervice in the purfuit, having loft one or two of 
their menin the Chafe: But their return home, was, as it proved in the 
iffue, more beneficial than their longer ftay might have been, to have 
made a fruitlefs purfuit after Philip ( whofe time was not yetcome, al- — 
though haftning apace ); for in their return they met fixty of the Enemy, — 
all of them they flew and took, fo as their Swords returned not empty. 
~ Within a few days after, two hundred of the Enemy within Plimouth 
Jurif{diction being diftreffed with Famine, and fear of danger, came and 
fabmitted themfelves to the Governour there: But three of the compa- 
ny were prefently detected of a cruel murther,and villanous affault upon 
one Mr. Clarkes houfe of Plimouth, by a well-minded Squaw that was a- 
mong them. hoping that poffibly fuch a difcovery would be pleafing to © 
ihe Englith ) and accordingly adjudged forthwith to undergo condign _ 
punifhment, which the reft that furrendred themfelves were no vvhit 
troubled at, fuch kind of Villains being always exempted from all atts of 
favour and mercy. Thofe two hundred that had newly furrendred them- 
felves, that they might give full proof of their fidelity, offered toleada |

bloody and deceitful Villain; It is hoped that he is now taken in the {nare 
from wheuce he fhall never be fuffered to efcape. 

Philip by this time could not but think his ruin haftned apace, yet _ 
that he might in imitation of him that ftirred up all this mifchief, exprefs 
the more wrath, becaufe he knew his time was but fhort, intended if 
poflible, to deftroy one Town more of the Englifh before his turn came 
wherefore Fuly 11, with all the Forces he could get, or that he had left, 
he intended to fet upon Taunton, having as was conceived, many hun- 
dreds in his company ; but his defign being ftrangely difcovered by a 
Negro, whom they had taken captive a little before, that having lived 

~ near the Indians before, underftood much of their Language, who ma-, 
king his efcape from them, acquainted the Inhabitants with the plot; whe 

_ having timely notice, furnifhed themfelves with Soldiers, whereby they 

_ they were able to repulfe the Enemy upon the firft approach : fo ashe 
only fired two Houfes, and then fled away 5 Except the Lord keepeth the 

| City, the Watchmen watcheth butin vain. — a 

The 22d of thismonth of Fly, as is hinted before, the Companies i 

~ fent from Concord, May 30, up towards Hadly, having {pent much time ih 

and pains in purfuit of Philip all the Country over ( whom they could 7 | 
not yet overtake ) having tired themfelves with many long and tedious 

- Marches through the defert Woods: before they returned home, fome 

of them were fent toward AZount-hope, yet was their labour well impro- 

_ ved, and followed with good fuccefs at the laft: for , in ranging thofe 

~ Woods in Plimouth Colony, they killed and took, by the help of Capt. 

- Mofely’s Company, and Capt. Brattles Troop joyning withMajor Brad- 

- fords Company of Plimauth Colony, an hundred and fifty Indians, with 

— the lofs of never an Englifh man. : 

It was feared that Philip and his Company would have returned into 

— the Wipnet-Country, to prevent which, feveral Horfemen were fent to 

guard the paflage ; but he lurked about his own Country in Swamps and | 

— other fecret places, where he was yet hid from the fight of the Englifh, 

although many times they hapned to lodg very near him, infomuch as 

_ an Indian Captive promifed in two hours time to bring our Soldiers 

to the very place where he was; but they not being able to pafs the 

neareft vvay, came a little too late ; for they being fo hotly purfued, Bi 

hafted away, leaving much of their treafure behind them, their Kettles 

- boyling over the fire, their dead unburied, and twenty of their party “WR 

- -vyere overtaken,that fellinto the Englifh hands ; Philip himfelf,and fome | 
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. few of his ftragling followers, make their efcape by a Raft over an arm 


of the Sea, into another Neck of Land on Pocaffet fide, not daring to 
trufthimfelf any longer in AZetapoyfer Woods, fo full of our Englith 
Soldiers, aswell thofe of Plimouth, as of the Aaffachufets Colony, who. 
almoft every day meeting with fome of his party, much leffened his num- 
ber. Capt. Church, that ative and unwearied Commander of Plimouth 
Colony, was at this time as well aslong before, out upon the chafe with 
but eighteen Englifh, and twenty two Indians that were friends, had 
four feveral Engagements with Philips party, wherein he fpoiled feventy 
fix of the Enemy, without the lols of one of hisownmen. Infeveral of 


thefe skirmifhes, thofle Jndians that upon fubmiffion had their lives given 


them, have done notable fervice in hunting out the Enemy inall their 
lurking places. | 


At another time they took Phi/sps Squaw, and one of his chief Coun- 


cellors; and about that fame time, another Sachim about Poca/fer, with — 


forty Indians, fubmitted himfelf to the Government of Plimouth,on pro- 


mife of life and liberty. 


It feemed that now the time of our deliverance was come , and the 
time alfo for the deftru€tion of our Enemies: for the laft week in Fuly, 
the Afaffachufets underftanding that fome Indians were feen roving up 
and down the Woods about Dedham, almoft ftarved for want of Vietu- 
als, fent a fmall Company of twenty fix Soldiers, with about nine or ten 


Ghriftian Indians, who purfued and took fifty of the Enemy, without 


any lofs to the Englifh , at which time alfo, a good quantity of Wam- — 


pampeag and powder was taken from the Enemy. That which encreafed 
this Vidtory was the flaughter of Pomham, who was one of the ftouteft 
and moft valiant Sachims that belonged to the Narhaganfers; vvhote 
courage and ftrength was fo great, that after he had been mortally 
wounded in the fight, fo as himfelf could not ftand: yet catching hold 
of an Englifh-man that by accident came near him, had done him a mif- 
chief, if he had not been prefently refcued by one of his Fellows. A- 
mongft the reft of the Captives at that time, was one of thefaid Pum- 


- hams fons, a very likely youth, and one whofe countenance would have 


befpoke favour for him,had he not belonged to fo bloody and barbarous 
an Indian as his Father was. . 

Thefe fuccefles being daily bruited abroad among the Jzdians, put 
many of them into a trembling condition, not knowing well howto dif. 
pofe of themfelves: fome that had been lefs aétive in thefe Tragedies, 
and were rather led by others, than any wife inclined to mifchief them- 
felyes, adventured to fubmit themfelves , of which number was

Nipnet Sachims, called Sagamore Fohn, who Fuly 27, came to furrender 
himfelf to the Governour and Council of the Maffachufets at Bofton, 
bringing along with him One hundred and eighty of the Enemy Jndians. 
This fob2 that he might the more ingratiate himfelf with the Englith, 
whole friendfhip he was now willing to feek after,did by a wile cet into 


his hands one AZatoonas, an old malicious Villain, who was the firft that | 


did any mifchief within the AZaffachufets Colony, Fuly 14. 1675, bearing 

-an old grudge againft them asis thought, for juftice that was done upon 
one of hisSons, 1671, whofe Head ever fince ftands upon a Pole near 
the Gibbet where he washanged up: the bringing in of this-malicious 
Caitiff, was an hopeful prefage, that it would not be long before Philip 
himfelf, the grand Villain, would in like manner receive a juft reward of 
his wickednefs and Murders. ge 1% 

Sagamore Fohn, that came in Faly 27, affirmed, that he had never in- 
tended any mifchief to the Englith at Brookefield the laft year (near 
which Village’ it feems his place was) but that Philip coming over-night 
amongft them, he was forced, for fear of his own life, to joyn with them 
againit the Englifh. A4atoonas alfo, when he was brought before the 
Council, and asked what he had to fay for himfelf, confeffed that he had 


_— rightly deferved Death, and could expe& no other; adding withal, that 


if he had fellowed their Counfel he had not come tothis: for he had 
often feemed to favour the Praying /zdians, and the Chriftian Religion, 
but like Simon Alagus, by his after practife, difcovered quickly, that he 
had no part nor portion in that matter. 

About this time feveral parties of Englifh, within Plimouth Jurifdi- 
tion, were willing to have a hand in fo gooda matter, as catching of 
Philip would be, who perceiving that he was now going down the wind, 
were willing to haften his fall. Amongft others a {mall party, Fuly 31, 
went out of Bridgwatermapon difcovery, and by providence were di- 
rected to fallupon a Company of Indians where Philip was they came 
up with them, and killed fomeof his {pecial Friends , Philip himfelf was 
next to his Uncle, that was fhot down, and had the Soldier had his 
choice which to fhoot at, known vvhich had been the right Bird, he 


might as vvell have taken him as his Uncle; but ’tis faid that-he had nevv- - 


ly cut off his Hair, that he might not be knovvn : the party that did this 
exploit vvere fevvin number, and therefore not being able'to keep alto- 
gether clofe in the Reer, that cunning Fox efcaped avvay through the 
Buthes undifcerned in the Reer of the Englifh: that vvhich vvas moft 
remarkable in this defign, vvas that trembling fear difcerned to be upon 
the Indians at this time, infomuch that.one of them having a Gun in his 


hand .. 
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hand well laden, ‘yet was not able to fhoot it off, but fuffered an Englifh 
Soldier to come clofe up to his breaft, and fo fhot him down, the other 


not being able to make any refiftance : nor was any of the Englifh hurt — 


at this time. | | 
The like terror was feen in others at that time + for within two days 
after, Capt. Church, the terror of the Indians in Plimonth Colony ,mar- 
ching in purfuit of Philip, with but Thirty Englifh-men,and Twenty re- 
conciled Indians, took Twenty three of the Enemy,and the next day fol- 
lowing them by their Tracks, fell upon their head-quarters, and killed 
and took about an hundred and thirty of them, but with the lofs of one 
Englifh man: in this engagement God did appear in a more than ordi- 
nary manner to fight for the Englifh : for the Indians by their number, 
and other advantages of the place, were fo conveniently provided, that 
they might have made the firft fhot at the Englifh, and done them much 
- damage; but one of their own Country-men in Capt. Chureh’s Com- 
pany,¢fpying them,called aloud unto them in their own Language,telling 
them, thatéf they {hot a Gun, they were all dead men; with which they 
were fo amazed, that they durft hot once offer to fire at the Englith, 
which made the victory the more remarkable - Philip made a very nar- 


row efcape at that time, being forced to leave his Treatures, his beloved » 


Wife and only Son, to the mercy of the Englith, Skix for skiz, all that a. 
man bath will he give for his life : His ruine being thus gradually carried 
on, his mifery was not prevented but augmented thereby being him- 
felf made acquainted with the fence and experimental feeling of the Cap- 
tivity of his Children, lofs of his Friends, flaughter of his Subjects, be- 
seavement of all Family-Relations, and being ftript of all outward 
Comforts, before his own life fhould be taken away. » Such Sentence 
fometime pafled upon Caiz, made himcry out, that his punifhment was 
greater than he could bear. -" 

This bloody wretch hath one week or two more to live, an object of 
pity, buta fpedtacle of Divine vengeance; his own Followers beginning 
now to plot.againft his life, to make the better tearms for their own as 
they did alfo feck to betray Squaw Sachim of Pocaffer, Philip’s near 
Kinf- woman and Confederate. For, 


Auguft 6. An Indian willing to fhift for himfelf, fled to Taunton, of- 


fering to lead any of the Englith that would follow him, toa party of 
Indians, which they might eafily apprehend; which Twenty attempted, 


and accordingly feized the whole Company,to the number of twenty fix; 


ail but that Squaw Sachim her felf, who intending to make an eicape 
from the danger, attempted to get over a River, or arm of the Seanear 
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by, upon a Raft or fome pieces of broken wood ; but whether tired and 
{pent with {wimming, or ftarved with cold and hunger, fhe was iound 
ftark naked in AZetapoifer, not fax from the water-fide, which mace 
fome think, that fhe was firft half drowned, and fo ended her wretched 
life juftin that place where the year before fhe had helped Pézlsp to 


make his efcape her head being cut off and fet upon a Pole in Taunton, 


was known by fome Jndians then Prifoners, which fet them into an hor- 
»rid Lamentation; but fuch was the righteous hand of God, in bringing 
at the laft that mifchief upon themfelves, which they had without caule 


thuslong acted againft others. 


Philip, like a Salvage and wild Bealt, having been hunted by the En- 


glith Forces through the Woods, above an hundred miles backward and 


forward, at laft was driven to hisown Den, upon A4ount-hope, where re- 


tiring himfelf, with a few of his beft Friends into aSwamp 


ved but a Prifon to keep him faft, tillthe Meflengers of death came by | 


» which pro- 


Divine permiffion to execute vengeance uponhim, which was thus ac- 


complifhed. 


Such had been his inveterate malice and wickednefs againftthe Englifh, 
that defpairing of mercy from them, he could not bear that any thing 


fhould be fuggefted to him about a Peace, infomuchas he caufed one of 
_ his Confederates to be killed, for propounding an expedient of peace; 


which fo provoked fome of his Company, not altogether fo defperate as 
himfelf, that one of them (being near of kin to him that was killed ) 
fied to Road-Ifland, (whither, that aive Champion Capt. Church was 


newly retired, to recruit his men for alittle time, being mu 


hard marches all that week.) informing them that Philip was fled to a 


ch tired with 


Swampin Adount hope, whither he would undertake to lead them that 
would purfuehim. This was welcom news, andthe beft Cordial for 
fuch Martial Spirits: whereupon he immediately, with a {mall Company 
of men, part Englifh and part Jxdiaws, began another March, which 
fhall prove fatal to Philip, and end that controverfie betwixt the Englifh 
and him; for coming very early tothe fide of the Swamp, his Soldiers 
began prefently to furround it, and whether the Devil appeared to him 
wa Dream that night, as he did unto Saul, foreboding his Tragical end 


( it matters not); as heintended to make Ris efcape out of the Swamp, 


he was fhot through the Heart by an Indian of his own Nation, as is 
faid,, that had all this vvhile kept himfelf ina neutrality until this time, 
but novv had the cafting-vote in his povver,by vvhich he determined the 
quarrel that had held {a long in fufpence; in him is fulfilled vvhat wvas faid 


in the Prophet,Wo to thee that [poileft and thon waft not {posle 


d, and dealeft 
treacheron/ly 
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A Narrative of the Troubles 





to [poil, thou {hale be {posled : and when thou {halt make an end to deal trea- 
cheroufly, they faa deal treacheroufly with thee, Ma. 33. 1. 
With Philip at this time fell five of his trueft Followers, of whom 


one was faid to be the Son of his chief Captain, that had fhet the firft — 


Gun at the Englifh the year before. This was done Anguft 12. 1676, 
a remarkable teftimony of divine favour to the Colony of Plimouth, who 
had for their former fucceffes, appointed the 17¢h day of Anguff fol- 
lowing, to be kept as aday of folemn Thankfgiving to Almighty God. 
There having been fo ftrange a turn of providence obferved in the late 
faccefles obtained in and about Plimouth Colony, it may not be amifs 
here co enquire into the occafions that didlead thereunto, and alfo into 


‘the progrefs and continuance thereof, after the flaughter of Philip that 


grand Rebel. 

In the precedent Narration frequent mention hath been made of one 
Capt. Chureb, whom God hath made an inftrument of fignal Viétories 
over the Indians in that Colony, and of greatadvantage in that refpect 
to that whole Jurildiction. It hapned that the faid Capt. Church fome 


time in Fune laft, viz. of this prefent year, 1676, pafling over in a Canoo, 


from Pocaffet to Road-Ifland, ashe uled frequently todo ¢ having had 
much imployment upon the faid Neck of Land, fo called ) feveral Indsans 
whom he had known before at Lakenhbam (a Village near Pocaffet) beck- 
ned to him, as if they had a mind to fpeak with him; he having had fo 










much experience as well as others of their Treachery, was not willing 


to adventure prefently to come near them} but when they feemed to 
urge very much, and made many figns to him, and at laft laid down their 


_ Gunsin his fight, he began to think with himfelf, there might be fome- 


thing in the matter more than ordinary, therefore refolved to go alittle 
nearer to the fhore, and then.he perceived they had a great mind to 
{peak with him, ufing much importunity for thatend, infomuch as he 
ventured to go a fhore amongft he having but one Englifh-man, and 
two Indians with him; he dire&ed them to keep off the Canoo,while he 
difcourfed with the Indians afhore: as foon as ever he came amongft 
them , they told him they were weary of fighting, and that they had 
fought fo long by Philip’s inftigation,but they could not tell for what end, 
and therefore were relolved they would fight no longer ; and that which 
they defired of him, only was, that he would make way for them to the 


Governour, that they may live quietly amongft the Englifh, as they — 


had done before, and that they would deliver up their Arms, or would 
go out with them, if he pleafed to accept of them, and fight for him: 
to 
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to that end they defired atime to parly wit hin father about that — 
bufinefs, at'what time and place he would appoint: He told them he 
would meet them two days after at Saconer, a place np higher upon 
the faid neck, ‘about twelve a clock, accordingly he came to the faid 
place, and found the fame Indians, with fome others, and their Suxke 
Squam, or chicf Woman of that Zzdiz# Plantation, there eady to meet 
him. | 
After they had fallen into difCourfe about the beginning of the War, 
as well as the fuccefs and mifchiefof it,they would have pur the blame 
off from themfelves, and laid it upon the Englifh: But he prefently 
convinced them by an undeniable evidence, that they firft began the 
‘Wars For faid he upon this Pucaffer, July 7,1675,you firft fought with 
fome of Road-Ifland, whereof one was my own fervant, whofe leg you 
broke, and the fame day you thot at my felfand Company, before ever 
we medled with you: They were fo fully convinced herewith, that 
they found nothing to reply, but fell into other difcourfe about a peace, 
which they feemed very defirous to obtain upon any equal terms, as 
was faid before. ie | . 

There were about fifteen of the Indians prefent, befide their Sunke 
Squaw ( which is with us their Governefs or Lady )3in conclufion they 
engaged for ever after to leave Philip,and to go out with him; which 
they did forthwith, as foon as he had obtained a peace for them with 
the Governour. . 

It is here to be minded, that thefe were not properly Philip’s Indians, 
| but belonged to the Sakonet Squaw, who was nearly related to Philip, 
_ and her Subjects had hitherto fought in Philzp’s Quarrel, till they faw 
| nothing but mifery and mifchief like to be the iffue of it to themfelves, 
as well as their neighbours. About twenty or thirty of thefe Sakenct 
| Indians have conftantly gone out with Capt. Chure) ever fince,and not 
_ only been faithful and ferviceable to him, but very fuccefsful in every * 
_ enterprife they have gone about; nor hath he loft any of them in any 
_ skirmifh with the other Indiaus3; And it is faid that this a@ of thefe 
_ Indians broke Philip’s heart as foon as ever he underftood it, fo as he 
_ never joyed after, or had any fuccefs in any of his defigne, but loft his 
men one time after another, till himfelf at laft fell into the hands of 
_ thefe Iadians under Capt. Churches Command : For at the fwamp when 
_ Philip was flain, Capt.Charch appointed an Englifh-man and an Indian 
to ftand at fuch a place of the {wamp, where ithapned that Philip was 
_ breaking away 5 the morning being wet and rainy, the Englifh-mans 
| Gun would not fire, the Indian having an old Musket with a large 
| % P touch- 
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touch-hole,it took fire the more readily, with which Philip was difpat- 
ched, the bullet pafling, dire@ly through his heart, where Foab thruft 
his darts into rebellious Abfalom. | ; Pes 

Thus did Divine vengeance retalliate upon this notorious Traitor,. 
that had againft his League and Covenant rifen up againft the Govern- 

ment of Plimouth,to raife up againft him one of his own people, or one 
chat was in league with him, as he was with the Englifh: The Indian 
that did this execution was called Alderman of Sakonet that had never 
done any a& of hottility againft the Englifh. : 
By thefe paffages it is manifelt,that as the hearts of all are inthe bandof 
God fo be turns them as be pleafes,cither to favour his people, or to hate 
~ and deal fubtilly with his Servants, as feems 00d to him. 

Since this engagement with the Sakonet Indians, to leave Philip, and 
to go out with Capt.Church,it is credibly affirmed 3 that fuch hath been. 
cheir fuccefs,that fince Fune aforefaid,to the end of Odober next follow-. 
ing,there have been feven hundred Indians fabdued, cither by killing or. 
taking Captive, by the means of Capt. Church and bis Company, part’ 
Indisns,and part Englith, befides three hundred that have come in vo- 
luntarily co fubrmic themfelves to the Government of Plimouth. — 

it appears thus by the fequel of things, that after the Lord hath ac- 
complifhed his work upon his people,that he is beginning to’call his e- 
nemies to an account,and punifh them for the pride of their hearts,and 
for all their treachery and cruelty againft his Servants. | 

Philip’s Captains have run the fame fate with him(elf,fome before and’ 
fome after his own Fall. | 

In Fune laft one Tiafhg a great Captain of his, his Wife and Child, or. 

‘Children being taken, though he efcaped himfelf at firft, yet came fince 
and furrendred himfelf. | : 

The next noted Captain of Pdilip’s Indians that was brought in after 
Philip’s death, was one called Tefpiquiny a notorious Villain, next to 
Philip, he was called the black Sachems fon: It was this Tefpiquia that 
burnt fo many houfes in Plimouth lately. Capt. Church with his Com- 
pany were in purfuit of himin September laft, two days before they. 
could’ get near him 3 at the laft onthe third day- they found the track 
made by the {aid Fefpiquan’s party,. as they went to fetch apples from 
the Englith Orchards: This was fomething, a blind track, therefore © 
they were forced to take up their quarters that night without difcove= 
ring any place of their Rendezvouz. The next morning about nine — 
of the Clock, they came to their firft Rendezvouz, from which they 
were newly gone: at onea Clock they came to the fecond,and mifling 

them 
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them there,they foon after came tothe third track, wherein after they, 


had marched a while,they perceived they grew very wear them, by the 
crying ofa child which they heard : the place was near Lakenbam upon 
Pocaffet neck, fo full of buthes that aman could not fee a rod before 
him: Captain Church ordered hismen to march up together in one 
sank, becaufe he difcovered the Indians were laid in one Range by fe- 
veral fires, fo that by that ‘time they all came up into an even rank 
pretty near together, within a few. yards of them,as he had appoinied, 
they all {uddenly rufhed altogether in upon them,and catched hold of 
them,not fuffering any to efcape 3 there being about fifty of them in all: 
Tefpequin’s Wife and Children were there,but him({clf was abfent,as alfo 
one Facob, and a Girl that belonged to that Company. The Captain’s 
lei{ure would not ferve him to wait till they came in (though the Jndi- 
ans {aid they might come that night), wherefore he thought upon this 
project 5 toleave two old Squawes upon the place with victuals, and 
bid them tell Te/piquin,that he fhould be his Captain over his Indzans if 
he were found fo ftout a man,as they reported him to besfor the Indians 
had faid that Tefpiquin could not be pierced by a bullets for faid they,he 
was thot twice,buc the bullets glanced by him and could not hurt him. 
Thus the Captain marched away with his booty, leaving this Trap be- 
hind him to take the reft; the next morning he came to fee what his' 
Trap had catch’d, there he found Facob aforefaid (a notorious wretch) 
and the Girl he miffed before, but not Tefpiquin: But within a day or 
ewo after, the faid Tefpiquin, upon the hopes of being made a Captain 
under Gapt. Church, came after fome of the Company, and fubmitted 
him(elf in the Captain’s abfencesand was‘fent to P/imoutb,but upon tri- 
al which was the condition on which his being promifed a Captains 
place under Capt. Church did depend) he was found penetrable by the 
Exiglith Guns, for he fell down at the firft thot, and thereby received 


the juft reward of his former wickednefs. 


About a Fortnight after the furprifing of Tefpiquin,was one Totofons 
Company taken, wherein were above filty perfons: but Totofox him- 
{elf efcaped, and is out ftill in Rebellion, unlefs vengeance hath over- 

-taken him fince, 
The next that was feized after the former, wasone called Annawen 5 


a very fubtil politick fellow,and one of Pbilip’s chief Councellors 5 he . 


had.about twelve men, and as many Women and Children in his Com- 
pany,who were difcovered by their hooting at the En glith Horfes,and 
other Cattel 3 fome of whom being taken, they made known the reft. 
—* Capt.Church at that time had but five Englifh-men,and twenty st 
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‘The place where this Aanawan had betaken himfelf,was a ledg of Rocks: 
inacceflible but at one place, which by afew hands might eafily have 
been defended againft a great number of Affailants: but Cap. Charch 
by direGion got up to their Wigwams before they were aware: and 
pleafantly told Anzawan, that he came to fup with him that nights 

- Wwhereat the faid Annawan (who had fallen flat upon the Earth,expect- 

ing to have his head cut off) looked up and cried Tambut in their Lan- 
guage,tbank you,as one being much affeéted with the generofity of our — 
Englifh Captain; they found fome of the Englith Beet boiling in their - 
Kettles: After Supper much difcourfe had with the {aid Annawan,they 
lay down to fleep together in the Wigwam : Capt. Church laying one 
of hislegs upon Axnawan’s fon, and the other upon himfelf, -that he 
might have notice, if any of them offered to ftir: after midnight 4ana- 
‘pan rofe up, and Capt. Church was prefently awake, and intended to 
watch after his Prifoner ; he thought at the firfthe might have gone 
forth upon fome neceffary occafion 5 but not long after, he returned 4 
again, having fetched out of a Swamp hard by,two horns of Powder, © — 
anda large Belt of Peag,fuppofed to be Philip's Belt;all which he delive- 
red to Capt. Church,in way of thankful acknowledgment-of his courte- 
fie. Amongft other Difcourfe that paffed bet ween them,concerning the 
occafion of the War,and carrying of iton, the Indian would fain have 
excufed Philip, and laid the blame. upon the Praying-Indians (as they 
are diftinguifhed from others by thatCharacter Jand others of the youn~ 
ger fort of his Followers,who coming with their feveral tales (which he 
likened to fticks laid ona heap) till by the multitude of thema great 
Fre came to be kindled: they make much ule of Parabolical expreffi- 
ons; for fo {aid Solomon, Where no wood is, there the fire goeth out 3 fo 
where there is notale-bearer the firife ceafeth,Prov.26 20. But Philip had 
large and long experience of the gentlenefs & kindnefs of the Englifh, 
both to himfelf and to his People, fo as unlefs he had born an evil and 
malicious mind againft the Englifhshe would never have hearkened to 
thofe fories, contrary to his faithtul promife and Allegiance. * 
The faid Annawan confeffeth alfo,that he did believe by all thofe late 
occurrents, that there was a great God that over-ruled_all5 and that 
he had found.that whatever he had done to any of thofe, whether Indi- 
ans or Englifh, the fame was brought upon himfelf in after-time. He 
ccnfeffed alfo,that he had put'to death feveralof the Englith,that they 
had taken alive ten in one day 3 and could ‘not deny but that fome of 
them had been tortured: and now he could not but fee the jattice of 
the great God upon himfelf, with many other things of like nature, 
But 
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But whatever his confeflions of this nature were, being forced from 
him bythe power of Confcience, ‘after he was delivered up to Autho- 














rity, he was put to death, as he juftly had deferved. | 

- It is faid that Philip when he firft began his Rebellion, had about 
three hundred fighting men under him, befides thofe that belonged to 
his Kinfwoman Wetamoe, drowned about Taunton, that had almofi as 
many under heras himfelf. And one Quenopin, a Narbaganfet Sachim, 
that-lived‘ncar him, and joined with him in his quarrel with the En- 
plifh: Butit iscertain that there are {carce any that are now left that 
_belonged to either of them: fo as although the Almighty hath made 
ufe of them to be a {courge to his People,he hath now turned his hand 
againft them,to their utter deftruGion and extirpation from off the'face 


of the earth, peradventure to make room for others of his People to 


come in their room, and in their ftead: 


As for the reft of the Narbazanfers that joined in Philip’s quarrel, 


it is already declared what end they were come unto. As for the refi 
of the Indians, whether Nepnet, Nafbaway, Pacomptuck, or Hadlyand 
Springfield Indians; it is not fo certain what is become of them: But 
atter their feparation One from the other about Faly laft, it was obfer> 
ved by all the Tracks in thofe Woods, they went fill Weftward,and a- 
bout the middle of Augauff laft, a great party of them were obferved to 
pafs by Wefifield, a {mall Town to the weft of Springfield, and were 
judged to be about'two hundred : News thereof being brought to Ma- 
jor Taleot, he with the Soldiers of Connedticut Colony under his com- 
mand, both Englith and Indiavs, purfued after them as far as Aufotun- 
noog River (in the middle way betwixt Weftfield, and the Dutch-River, 
and Fort-Albany_) wherehe overtook them, and fought with them 3 
killing and taking Prifoners forty-five, whereof twenty-five were figh- 
ting men, without the lofs of any one of his Company befides a Mobeginz 
Indian: many of the reft were forely wounded as appeared by the dab~ 
bling of the Buthes with blood,as was obferved by them that followed 
thém alittle further. 

Te is written fince from Albany, that there were fundry loft befides 
the forty five forementioned, to the number of threefcorein all; and 
alfo that an hundred and twenty of them are fince dead of ficknefs: fo 
as Vengeance feems to be purfuing of them as well as the reft. 


Several of their Friends that belonged to Nafbaway, and the places 
adjoining, repaired to Pafcataqua, hoping to fhrowd themfelves under 
the Wings of fome honelter Indians about Quechecho, under pretence 


of 
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“110 5 A Narrative of the Troubles” 
ofa Declaration fet out by the Governour and Council of the Maffs- 
chufets in the beginning, of July laft: but fome of our Forces under 


Capt. Hathorne and Capt. Sill, with the help of Major Wealden, Captain 


Froft, and others refiding in thofe parts, being then ina readinefs,fepa. 
rated the vileand wicked from the relt,and fent them down to the Go- 
vernour at Botox, where eight or nine of the Ring-leaders,fuch as One- 
eyed-Fobn, Sagamore Sam of Nafhaway, chief Actors of the late out- 
rages and bloody mifchiefs,had Juftice done upon them foon after. 

‘As for the Maffacres and Calamities that befell the -Englith further 
Eaftward, they fhall in the fecond part of this Narrative be declared. 

The Indians being, thus difperfed feveral ways, were firangely con- 
founded, and deftroyed one parcel after another, until there was none 


left in the Weftern or Southern parts, that durft make any oppofition 


all the following part of the year. “ 

“As for thofe that fed Weftward toward Albany, we (hall there leave 
them for the prefent, withing we may never hear more of them: only 
a perfon of Quality informeth, that at Hereford, in September lait, he 
was prefent at the examination of one Choos an Indian, formerly of 
Connedicut, but one of the Narbaganfet Fort the laft Winter, who con- 
feffed that he was one of that Company of Indias that went Weltward 
the month before toward Hudfous River 3 but after the fight at Aufo- 
tunoog, he faid he returned back to Conneéficut for fear of the Mobawks 5 
and that he lay hid about Farmington till he was almoft ftarved 5 and 
chen he went to the Sea-fide to make ufe of the Oifter-bank at Strat- 
ford for his relief, where he was efpied by the Iudians, and fo brought 
to Hartford. | 

He aftirmed, that there were above two hundred and fifty fighting 
men amongtt thofe Indians that fled Wefiward, befides Women and 
Children 3 and that near 200 of them paffed the great River below Al- 
bany,and were {heltered by the Indians of that place called Mobeganderss 
but about eighty of them tarried on the hither-fide of that Raver neara 
Dutch Village. But he being convidted of fighting againft the Engtith, 


- wag condemned to die, and executed about the fame time. 


Some few of the reft were skulking about the Narbaganfet Country 
the lait Fall, hoping to fhelter themfelves under Vncas, but he not wil- 
ling to give them countenance againft the mind of his friends at Conne- 
dicut, hath fince abandoned them to fhift for themfelves,who have bin 
moft of them taken and brought in Prifoners to the Englith this winter. 


About the Month of Odober laft,Mr. Stanton chanced tocomée from 


Seaconke with three Indians in his Company, Pequods,or Melina 
_ hearing 
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hearing by a Captive at one of the next Towns that there was a parcel 
of the enemy not far off, prefently left Mr. Stanton, and purfued after 
them, whom they foon after overtook, and made them all prifoners : 
among ft them was an old many,not able to go their pace,but promiling 
to come after them, they {pared his life: but as foon as the men re- 
turned at night from hunting, the old man told them what had befaln 
their Women and Children; whereupon the next morning they pre= 
fently following after them, overtook them, and fo recovered the Pri- 
foners,and flew.one of the three that carried them away3the other two 
hardly efcaped 5 one ef them is called Major-Symon,being part a Pequod 
and part a Narbaganfét, but of extraordinary ftrength and courage 5 he 
_ perceiving the danger they were in, challenged to fight hand to hand 
"with any five of them with their hatchets ; but they unwilling to hang 
their fuccefs upon the hazzard of a fingle Combate, cameall towards 
him at once» whereupon firft difcharging his Gun amongft the whole 
Company, he brake through them all by force, and fo efcaped their 
hands,with one more that was one of his companions. This Simon hath 
fince been very active in killing and taking many of the enemy 5 fome 
fay that he with his own hands hath taken and killed above threefcores 
and either out of hatred to the enemy, or love to the Englihh, is this laft 
week gone with the Soldiers to the Eaftward, in purfuit of our quar- 
rel againft them in thofe parts. 

Ac another time not long before,when he was out againft the enemy, 
he came fuddenly upona great number of them, as they were {pread 
under a fteep bank,from whence leaping down into the mideft of them 
he killed divers, and took others: Fighting it {eems isa recreation to 
him, for he is feldome at home above four or five days:together.. 

Some fay that in one of his former expeditions, being much wearied 
and {pent, he laid him down to fleep, but towards morning he fell inte 
adream,. wherein he apprehended the Indians were upon him, where 
fuddenly rifing up he efpied the Indiaxs coming toward him, but pre- 
fently prefenting his Gun againft them, he fo frighted them, , that they 
gave him an opportunity to make an efcape froma multitude of them. 

Since the beginning of December laft, News coming down to Bofton, 
that mifchief was done about Seaconk, and Reboboth, by fome remain- 
der of the Indians thereabout,killing their Swine and Horfes; feveral cf 
Medfield went out after them, and purfuing them by their track, came 
upon af{mall party, of whom they took three, one of which efcaped, 
while fome of the Company were going after the reft: They which were 
ataken,confeffed there were.a parce) about threefcore, that were lurking 
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up and down in thofe Woods: the faid two Inde

A Commiffion was formerly granted to: Peter Ephraim an jadi’

ny : a few of the Englifh went with thern from Medfield, who being 
tired with marching in the Snow,foon returned. The Indéans kept on 
in their defign, and lighted upona confiderable party of the Enemy, | 
having traced them, till they found where they lodged over night 3 
they {urrounded them early in the morning, 4s their manner is, and 
then offered them quarter, if they would yield: cight refolute fellows 
refufed, who were prefently fhot down, the reft were all feized, the 
whole being in number forty two.This was done about the middle of 
Fanuary \aft,fince which time feveral fuch exploits have been done by 
them. ai 

Fan. 23. lat, The fame Company of Natick Indians took two and 
twenty of the Enemy,among which were five able men,and five Arms: 
they fent the Prifoners home by five of their Company, the reft went 
further in the chafe. pts 

Fan. 26. \aft, Another parcel of the Enemy were brought in,eight in 

number, of whom five were men s amongft whom was the Indian cal- 
ted Cornelius: who three years fince was indi@ted for killing an Englith- 
mans Cow 3 upon which heis faid to have uttered feveral threatning 
fpecches, that he would kill Englifh-men, and eheir Cows too; which. 
was now remembred againfthim, when he was in particular called to 
account, for having an hand in killing fome of the Englifh and Indians 
alfo in league with us,for which he was fentenced to diejand was accor- 
dingly executed on Febr. 15. lait. 

~ Goneerning the reft of the Indians,cither in che Colony of Plimouth, | 
Conneéticut, or the Maffachafets , there is no occurrent more of mo- 
ment come to light, fince theend of Auguft \aft, fave what is laft men-_ 
tioned before 5 yet isit very remarkable, that although terms of peace 
were offered to all that would come in and furrender themfelves*(as 
appears by a Declaration put out in Fuly laft) and thata Nipuet Sachem 
called: Fobn,did thereupon with a confiderable number of his Company 
comein, and offer themfelves, and*were accordingly fecured of their 
lives, and other concernments; yet did that treacherous Varlet make 
an efcape away this Winter from Capt. Prentices Houfe (under whofe 


charge he was put, about Cambridge Village) and with above twenty 


more fled away into the Woods, to fhift for himfelf among the reft of 


his bloody Companions} they were prefently purfued, but had gore 
see too 
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too faft and too far to be overtaken, whether it were confcientioufnefs of 
their-ewn guilt, that having had an hand in the blood of the Englifh, 
they feared vengeance hung over their heads: or whether they liked 
net. the Englifh manners fo well, as to be confined thereunto: Wild 
creatures ordinarily love the libeety of the Woods, better than the re- 
ftraint of a Cage: They made none acquainted with their defign before 
they went away, and as yet little account can be given of them: only 


it is known, that one or two of their number have fince been killed; and — 
that one or two of their Families are entertained by Uscas, but what is 


become of thereft is yet uncertain: There were but feven of the Com- 


 pany,men; fo as they are not capable to do much mifchief. Some of 


late have travelled through the Woods to Conneticut, but met with 
no Indians, nor did they hear of any in their paffing between that place 
and this. : 

- And becaufe in the prefent Narrative, there hath been frequent men- 
tion made of Uncas the ALchegin Sachim, and of his faithfulnefs to the 
intereft of the Englifh; I add in this place, that it is fufpected by them 
that knew him beft, that in his heart he is no better affeéted to the En- 
glifh, or their Religion, than the reft of his Country-men : and that it 
hath been his own advantage that hath led him to be thus true to them 
who have upheld him, as formerly againft the Pequods, fo of late againtt 
the Narhaganfets: yet hath he not long fincebeen convinced of the 
truth of our Religion, and vanity of his own, as himfelf hath folemnly 
confeffed,which will evidently appear by this following paflage, which I 
fhall here reprefent juft as it was, from under the hand of that Reverend 
perfon it relates unto, viz. Mr. Fitab, Paftor of the Church at Nor- 
wich, near unto which Uncas his place is. 

There wasa great drought the laft Summer: but as it feems, it was 
more extreamin thofe parts than with us about the Afaffachufers : and 
although probably the Englifh might have prayed for rain themfelves 
without any motion from the Indians, yet their addrefs to the faid Mr. 
Fitch on fuchan account, with the confequences thereof, is very remark- 
able, which take in his own words: 

Concerning the Drought, &c. the true Narrative of that Providence, 
u% this: 


In Auguft aft, fuch was the want of rain, that the Indian corn was not. 


only dryed and parched up, but the Apple-trees withered, the fruit and 
leaves fell of asin Autumn , and fome Trees feemed to be dead with 
that Drought : the Indians came into the Town and did lament their want 
of rain, and that their Pawawes, could get none in their way of wor{hip, 

esti defiring 
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defiring mse that Iwould eck, to God for rain I appointeda Faft-day for 


that purpofe. The day being comer, it proved a clear day without any 


clouds, until nigh Sun-fetting, when he came from the Meeting, and then 


fome Clouds arofe, the next day remaining cloudy; then Uncas with — 


many Indians came to my Houfe, Uncas lamented there was [uch want of 
Rains I asked, whether if God fhould fend ws Rain, he would not attri- 
bute it to their Pawawes? He anfwered, No, for they had done their 


thefe Indians, you fhall fee what God will ao for us, For, although this 


year he hath {hewn his anger againft the Englith, and not only againft the © 
indians, yet he hath begun to fave ws, and I have found by experience 
- twice in the lke cafe, when we fought bin by Fafling and Prayer, he hath 


given us Rain, and never deniedu, Then Uncas made a great {peech 
to the Indians ( which were many ) confeffing , that if God frouid then 
fend Rain, it could not be afcribed to their Pawawing, but muft be ackuow- 
bedged to be an anfwer of our Prayers. This day the Clouds [pread 


. uttermoft, and all in vain: I replyed, If you will declare it before all 4

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more and more: andthe next day there was fuch a plenty of Rain, that q 


our River rofe more than two foot in height. 


_By all that is recorded in the Narrative foregoing, there arenone into 
whote hands it fhall come, but will be fenfible that the prefent time hath 
been a day of great rebuke and trouble to the poor people fojourning in: 
this Wildernets, upon whom fundry calamities have broke in at once this 
faft as wellas in the former-years: in many places they have beenvifited 
with ficknefs, and mortality, more than in many years before, depriving 


them of many worthy and uteful perfons; amongft others, the lofs of | 


Mr. john Winthrope, the late worthy Governour of the Colony of Con- 


necticut, is, as it ought, much lamented by all; who died at Boffo, April 


5> 1676, inthe 734 year of his age whither he wasoccafionally called © 


the laft Winter to fit withthe reft of the Commiffioners of the united 
Colonies, to. confult about the great affairs of them, now newly enga- 
ged in thefe troubles. fromthe Heathen. He was the eldeft fon of the 
famous Governour of the AZaffachufets, deceafed , Adarch 26, 16.40. 


Proles fomilima Parenti. Thememory of the Father, though he died fo . 


long ago, yet lives ftill in the minds of the furviving Generation, and is. 
like to continue much longer, by the remembrance of the eminent vir- 


tues found in this the eldeft of his off-{pring, who being not long after; 


or about thatitime called to take up his cefidenceinthat Colony, was by 
the importunity of the people there, prevailed with to. accept of the 


Governours place, which for along time after he held.over that Colony; 


though . 
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though annually chofen thereunto; being fo well furnifhed with many 
excellent endowments, as well moral as politicakand philofophical,which 
rendred him moft fit to be an healer of that people. Though we are 


dealing in another fubje&, yet fhall not pafs by his Tomb, as we go a«

long, without paying the homage due to the memory of fo honourable 
a Gentleman.

After all the forementioned Calamities and Troubles, it pleafed God - 


to alarm the Town of Bo/foz, and in them the whole Country, by a fad 
Fire, accidentally kindled by the carelefnefs of an Apprentice that fat 
up too late over night, as wasconceived; which began an hour before 
day, continuing three or four, in which time it burned down to the 
ground forty fix dwelling Houfes, befides other Buildings,together with 
a Meeting-houfe of confiderable bignefs: fome mercy was obferved 
mixt with the judgment: forif a great rain had not continued all the 
time ( the roofs and walls of their ordinary Buildings confifting of fuch 


combuftible matter ) that whole end of the Town had at that time been_ . 


‘confumed. ~ - | 
Whereby we fee that God by his providence can turn our dwellings 


into afhes, without the help of either forreign or domeftick Enemies. 


-Which confideration may awaken all from fecurity and confidence in 
thefe uncertain and unftable poffeffions, who have no firmer Foundation, 
that may fo foon after their firft ereftion, be eaten up by the flames of 
fire, before the iron teeth of time have had leifure to devour and feed 
upon them. : 


_ God grant that by the Fire of all thefe Fudgments,we may be purged from 
our Drofs, and become a more refined people, as veffels fitted for our Majrers 


ufe.

cruel, and warlike People than the reft of the Indians , came down out: 


of the more inland parts of the Continent, and by force feized upon one 
of the goodlielt placcs-near the Sea, and became a. terrour to all their 


Neigh- 
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Neighbours, on whom they had exercifed feveral, aéts of inhuman cru- 


‘elty ; infomuch that being flefhed with Victories over their Fellow: Indi- 


ans, they began to thirft after the blood of any Foreigners, Englifh 
and Dutch that accidentally came amongft them, in a way of Trade, or 
upon other Accounts. | 

In the-year 1634, they treacheroufly and cruelly murthered Captain 
Stone, and Captain Norton, who came oscafionally with a Bark into the 


Riverto Trade withthem. -Not long after, within the compas of the 


next year, they in like treacherous manner flew one Mr. Oldham (for- 
merly belonging to New-Plimouth, but at that time an Inhabitant of the 
Maffachufets) at Block-Ifland, a place not far from the mouth of 
their Harbour, as he was fairly Trading with them : befices fome other 
fuch like aéts of perfidious cruelty towards fome of the Dutch that 
had formerly been trading up Conneticut River : by which praétiles 
perceiving that they began to ftink in the noftrils of their Neighbours, 
whofe revenge they now began to fear, and not willing to have to deal 
with too many Enemies at once, they imitated the fubtilty of the Chil- 
dren of Ammon, when they began to ftink before David 5 endeavour- 


‘ing to ftrengthen themfelves with alliance of fome of thofe they had 


* formerly provoked, that by their affiftance they might defend them:

felves againft the reft, not doubting but to make their part good with 
their foreign Enemies, if they coula be reconciled to their Indian 
Neighbours, the Narhaganfets; or other home-bred Enemies, if they 
could but fortifie themfelves by a League of Friendfhip with any of their 
foreign Neighbors that were newly come toplant inthefe parts. To 
this end they fent Meffengers with gifts to the Maffachufets inthe lat- 
ter end of the fame year 1634, the firft Meffengers were difmiffed with- 


out an anfwer : but they being fenfible of their own danger, and of the 
great importance a peace with the Englith ofthe AZaffachufers might be, - 


purfued the bufinefs very earneftly, fending Meffengers a fecond time, 
yvho offered much Wampam (Indians Money) and Beaver; with thefe 
fecond Meflengers the Governor and Council ‘of the Maffachufers had 
much conference many days; and at lat after the beft advice they could 
take amongft themfelves, concluded a Peace and Friendfhip with them, 
upon thefe Conditions: |

As for Capt. Stone’s death, they flily evaded the guilt of it, falfly ad- 
cing that there were but two left that had.any hand therein, and that it | 
Wes 2 jut quarrel wherein he was flain : for, faid they, he furprifed 
fome of our men, and would by force have compelled themto fhewhim 7 
the way up the River;whereupon the faid Stone coming afhore,with two 
more, was watched by nine of our men (fay they) who finding thema- 
fleepin the night, flew them to deliver our own men, one of whom go- 
ing afterward to the Barque, it was iuddenly blown up. Whereas.the

As for Mr_Oldbam he vvasindeed murthered.at.an Mand called by the 
Indians Afamifjes (fince knovvn among the Englith by the name of Block.

ifazé) burthofe that murihered him: (probably Inhabitants of the hid — 
Iland )ficc preiently to the Pegueds, by vvhom they yvere fheltered, and 
. fo - 
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fo became alfo guilty themifelves of his blood, ‘vvhich ere long vvas rez 
venged by they as isin the next place to bedeclared. 3 

The Englith of the A¢affachufers after the peace concluded with the 
Pequods, tent a Bark thither for trade, that trial might be made of the 
reality of their friencfhip; but they found them treacherous and falfe, 


and that no advantage was to be had by any commerce with them, info- 


much’as they took up.a refolation never more to haveto do with them 3 


which thefaid Indians perceiving, made no account of the former peace, 
but took all advantage to do us mifchief, not only by harbouring thofe 
who had murthered Mr. Oldham, but furprizing many of the Englith 
in the year 1636, when Conneéticut River began firft to be planted, di- 
vers of whom were killed ( Nine atone time in Apri 1637.) by them 
about Wethersfield, when the Plantation then firft began, fo as they could 
not pafs up and down the River without a Guard, but they would be in 
danger of ‘being cut off, or carried away, as two Maids were faid to be; 


Thirty men have been killed by them in all; thofe who fell into their 


hands alive, were cruelly tortured after a moft barbarous manner, by 
infulting oves their Prifoners in a blafphemous wile, when in their dy- 


ing Agonies, under the extremity of their pains ( their flefh being firft 


-flathed with knives, and then filled with burning Embers) they called 


upon God and Chrift with gafping groans, refigning up their Souls in- 
to their hands; with which words thefe wretched Caitiffsufed to mock 
the Englifh afterward, when they came within their hearing and view. 


About the fame time fome Agents fent over by the Lord Say, and the- 


Lord Brook, built aFort at the mouth of Conneélicut River. wherein

was placed one Lieutenant Gardener, and a convenient number of Sol- 


- diersto fecure the place intended foon after to be planted, but all the 
winter following (/eil.) in the endof the year 1636, they were little 
- better than befieged by the faid Salvages, not daring to ftir out of com- 
_ mand of the Fort, but they were ready to be feized by thefe their bar- 


barous Enemies: At one time the Lieutenant himfelf with Ten or 


twelve of the Soldiers, marching out of the Fort, with an intent to 


pafs over a Neck of Land, to‘burn the Marfhes; as foon as ever they 


were paffed over the ftreight of the’Neck, they efpyed a Company of 


Indians making towards the faid Iftmus, whichif they could not reco- 


ver, they fee they muft all perifh whereupon returning back with all 
“Mpecd, they Very natrowly eftaped, and'were Two or three of them kil- 
led notwithftanding} before they could- get back into the Fort, which 
_ was prefently furrounded with multitudes of them ; but the difcharging 
 of.a pieté oF Ordnance gave ‘them warning tokeep further from the 





Walls ;. 
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_ Walls:fometimes they came with their Canooes into the River in view of — 
the Soldiers within the Fort, and when they apprehended themfelves 
out of reach of their Guns,they would imitate:the dying groans and in-: _ 
_ vocations of the poor Captive Englifh, which the Englifh Soldiers were * 
forced with filent patience to bear, not being then inva capacity to re~ 
quite their infolent blafphemies. But they being by thefe horrible out- 
rages juftly provoked to indignation, unanimoufly agreed to joyn their — 
Forces together to root them’ out of the earth with Gods Affi-’ 
ftance. sae SS SUR ER SESE ENG 

The Colony of the Maffachufets did immediately fet about itin the ” 

-Jatter end of the Summer (16 36) by fending out Fourfcore men under’ 
the Command of Capt. Endicot of Salem,who went to the Pequod Coun- 
try by water, with Commiffion to treat-with thefaid Pequods,hrft offer- 

ing terms of peace, if they would furrender the Murtherers of the En- 
glith, and forbear further acts of hoftility, or elfe fight them. 

The Captain aforefaid coming afhore with his Company, by a mef- 
fage fent them by an Interpreter, obtained fome little fpeech with a 
great number of them at a diftance; bur after they underftood what 
was propounded to them, firft cunningly getting behind a hill, they 
prefently ran away into the Woods and Swamps, where there was no 
purfuing of them: however one difcharging a Gun among them as they. 
were taking their flight, flayed the courte of one, which was all. that

could be done againft them for that time. paete j 
Winter approaching, and no encouragement prefenting further to 
purfue them; at that timeit was refolved better to return back for the 
prefent, and waita further feafon when’ more Forces could be gathered 
together to purfue the quarrel to. theutmof. © 
‘During this interim the Pequods perceiving that they had by feveral 
late injuries and outrages, drawn upon themlelves the hatred of all the 
Englith,as well as of their own people by former wrongs; and diftrufting 
their own ability to deal. with themall at once, didvat the laft by all fub~ 
til infinuations,. and perfwafions, try to make their peace with the WVar- 
haganfets, wfing tuch Arguments as to right reafon feemed not only, 
_ pregnant tothe purpofe, -but alfo (if revenge that bewitching and plea- 
fing paffion of mans mind hath, not blinded their eyes), moft cogent and. 
invincible; But they were by. the good providence of God withheld from 
embracing thofe, counfelsy .which might otherwife have proved moft™ 
pernicious, to the defign of the|Englifh: viz, That the Englifh: were) 
strangers, and.began to.over{pread.the Country, the which would fooa, 
be poffeffed by.them to the depriving the ancient inhabitants of their 
ey ; nie ; | right 
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right, if they were not timely prevented, and that the Narhwanfers 
would butmake way for their own ruin, by helping to deftroy the Pe- 
- quods , for after themielres were fubdued, it would not be long ere the 
Narhaganfets themfelves , would in thenext place-be rooted out like- 
wife : Whereas if they would but join: together againft the Englith, 


they could demonftrate how the Englifh might eafily either be deftroy-. 


ed, or forced to leave the Country, and that without any danger to 


-themfelves: telling them alfo, that they never need come to any open 


Battels, they might deftroy them only by firing their Houfes,and killing 
their Cattel, and lying in wait for them as they went out about their or- 
- dinary occafions which courfe if it were purfued, they faid, their new 
and unwelcom Neighbours could not long fubfift, but would either be 
_ ftarved with hunger and cold, or forced toforfake the Country. 


Machiavel himtelf, if he had fat in counfel with them could not have. 


infinuated ftronger reafons to have perfwaded them to a peace. 

It is faid, that fo much reafon was apprehended in thefe motives, that 
the Warbaganfets were once wavering , and were almoft perfwaded to 
_ have granted anear to their advice and perfwafion, and joyned all againft 
the Englifh , but when they confidered what an advantage they had put 

into their hands by the ftrengthand favour of the Englifh, to take a full 

revenge of all their former injuries upon their inveterate Enemies: the 

thought of that was fo {weet, that it turned the fcale againft all other 
-confiderations whatfoever. 

The Report of the unheard-of cruelties forementioned , filling the 
_ ears of the Englifh throughout the Country; it was agreed by the joynt 
—confent of the’ Englifh throughout the three Colonies, to unite all 
_ their Forces together, for the fupprefling the common Enemy, early in 
the Spring, Anno 1637, who were alfo moved thereunto by their own 
neceflities, as well as by the earneft requeft of their Friends at Con- 
| necticut. 

Thofe of Plimouth, being written unto by the Governour of the AZa/- 
| fachufets, appeared very cordially willing thereunto : to which end they 
agreed to fend fifty men at their own charge, with as much fpeed as the 
| matter required, with fufficient Leaders appointed, and a Bark provi- 
ded to carry them Provifions, and tend upon them onall occafions 5 but 
before they could be difpatched away the next Spring , news was 
brought that the Enemy was wholly routed, foas their journey vvas 
| ftopped, and their good will accepted for the deed, as ifthey really had 
_ been there to have born their part in the Service;their non-appearance in 
| time and place being not to be imputed to any backwardnefs in their

_minds; but to their too late invitation to the Service; themotion fetch= — 
ing a large compafs from Conneéticut down to the A¢affachufets, from 
whom in the laft place they were folicited thereunto, And for theo» 
ther two Colonies, thofe of Conneéticut being quickned on by the {pur 
of necefflity, and prefent fenfeof the infolency daily afted at their very 
doors, were fooneft upon their March, andby the good hand of God 
upon them, had given the main ftroak before their Friends of the AZzf- 
fachufets could.come up with thera; yet was thereno repining for the _ 
want of the glory of the Victory ; nor was there any caufe, thofe that — 
were the chief aétors therein being forward to give God the glory of 
the-whole; and not willing to pocket up any thing thereof themfelves; — 
acknowledging that they never faw more of God, or lefsofmanyin any —

The Colony of the Adaffachufers determined to fend an hundred and 
fixty, of whom an hundred.and twenty were ordered under-the con- 
du& of Capt. Patrick of Watertown, and Capt. Trask of Salem, Capt. 
Stoughton of Dorchefter, being tocommand:in chief, with whom was 
Sent that holy man of God Mr, Fobn Wilfon ( Pattor of-one: Church of 
Bofton ) the Charets and Horfemen of our J/rael, by whole Faith and _ 
Prayer, as fometimes was faid of Lurher.¢ in reference to Germany ) the 
Country was preferved, fo as.it wasconfidently believed that no Enemy 
fheuld break in upon a place whilft he furvived, whichas fome have ob- - 
derved, accordingly came topals,...  \ nis ey Ha 
The matter requiring great expedition, and it being long before the 
whole Company could. be difpatched away 3 Capt. Patrick with forty 
men were fent away beforehand,.to be fure to meet with thofe of Cons 
—meicut, in. cale they fhould be in a&tion, before the reft of our Forces 
could get into a readinefs,which accordingly came to pais; for the main 
bufinels in taking the Fort was over, even before the faid Patrick, could 
get thither... Capt. Underhil wasfent by Mr. Vave the Governour to 
_ Saybrook, the Winter before, to ftrengthen the Garifon there.. The al- 
fauiting and furprizing of which, being the molt remarkable picee: of 
fervice in that whole expedition, take it as it was delivered in writing 
by that valiant, faithful,and prudent Commander Capt: AZafonyehief in 
theattion, who lived long after to reap the fruit of histabour, and en- 
joy the benefis.of that daysfervice, having an Inheritance given him in 
that part of the Country, asa juft reward of his faithful fervice on that 
day, as well as at other times. Wequafh, a Pequod by Nation,but dilguft- 
ed by the Sachim, provedagood guide, by whole dire&tion they ie 
; c 
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fed toa Fort. near Miflick River, fome miles nearer than Saffacous his 
Fort, which they firft intended to affault. ae 
- On the fecond Wednefday of May, being the tenth day of that 
Month, we fet fail with Ninety men of the Englifh in one Pink, one 
Pinnace, two Boats,towards the Pequods, with feventy River: Indians, 
having fomewhat a long paflage to Saybrook:Fort, about forty of our 
Indians defired to go down by Land on Saturday, but on Afonday they 
went forth from the Fort, and meeting feven Peqneds and Nian- 
ticks, they flew five outright, took one Prifoner, and brought him into 
Saybrook Fort, where he was executed by Capt. Underhill, the other 
lefcaped. @°s 20° : . 
On Monday we alllanded at Saybrook Fort , and ftayed there till 


Tuefday 5 Capt. Uxderbill joyning nineteen men with himfelf to us =_ 


whereupon we fent back twenty of ours to ftrengthen our Plantations - 
and fo fet fail on Thurfday towards Narhagan/et, and arrived there on 
Friday. are : 

Ons Satie Sra tel6 with Capt. Underhill, Lieuetenant Sealy, with 
our guard,marched to Canonicus by Land,being about five miles diftant, 
where we were kindly entertained after their manner : having had par- 
ley with him, we fent to AGantonimo, who would give no prefent an- 
fwer ; and fo our Sabbath being on the morrow, we adjourned our meet- 
ing until Adonday, at which time there aflembled Miantonimo with the 
chiefeft of them, about two hundred men and being folemnly fet for 
Confultation after their manner; we toldthem, we were now going, 
God affifting, to revenge the wrong committed, and bloodfhed by their 
_ -and our Enemies, upon our native Country-men, not any way defiring 

their aid, unlefs they would voluntarily fend, which they did exceedingly 
approve of : Moreover, we told them, That the Englifh and they had 
_ »always been friends for ought we knew, and fo we were with the Indians 
that had not wronged Englifh-men, the which they acknowledgedjand 

fo made alarge defcription ofthe Pequods Country , and told us, they 

would fend men with us; fo we refolved there to keep our rendegvouz 

at (anonicus his Plantation on the morrow night,’ being Txefday,z -but 

the wind-being ftiff, we could not land our men till five or fix of the clock 
in the afternoon,at which time I landed on Narhagan/fet fhoar with thir- 

ty two men,and fo. marched to the place of Rendezvouz formerly ap- 

pointed : Capt. Uzderhill and my Lieutenant landed the reft,and fo came 
‘up to me that night. About two hours before day came an Ivdian with a 
Letter from Capt.Patrick being then at Mr, Ro. Williams his Plantation 
‘with forty men, who defired us to flay for his coming, and joyning, not

intimating when that would be:the which being confidered anddehateds _ 
we thought could not be our fafeft courfe ( though his prefent affiftance 
was much defired ) forthefeReafons: = nl § aoe 
Firft, Becaufe the day before when we had abfolutely refolved to go, _ 
the Indians plainly told us,they thought we were but in jeft,and alfo that — 
Englifh-men did talk much,butnot fight ; nay, they concluded that they. 
would not go out: and befides if we fhould defer, we feared we fhould, 
be difcovered by reafon of the frequent recourfe between them by cer- _ 
tain Squaws (who have mutual recourfe) :whereupon we were asinine 
ed to fet forward toward the Pequods, with feventy feven Englith, and 
_about fixty River-Jedians, and as.1 fuppofe near about two hundred 
Nar haganfets,:and marched that night to the Eaftern Nianticrs, where 
we kept our Rendezvouz that night ; The Sachim of the place adding 
about an hundred of his men unto us, | : 
_ We fet forward and marched about ten miles, where making an Alta 
Cor halt ) there we held a confultation with the Indians that defired to 
know what we intended ? we told them, that we refolved to affault Saf- 
acous his Fort,at which they were all {tricken,& as it were amazed with 
fear, as they plainly confefled, and fo after long debate and prefiiag of 
them, taxing them with cowardize, fome of them refolved to go along 
with us,though I fuppofe they had no fuch intent,as appeared afterwards 
fome of them left us, to thenumber as I fuppofe of an hundred or Iefs3_ - 
_and marching on five miles further, we made another Alta, where they. 
told.us, we had near a dozen miles to Saffacous his Fort, as we gathered 
-by their relation: Being very weary in travelling with our arms, amu- 
nition and provifion, we were conftrained to alter our refolution, and-re- 
folved to attempt that Fort the which they had formerly defcribed to be | 
three or four miles nearer; and alfo one of Captain Underhills men fail- 
ing put itout of doubt. But whofcever faith, that Capt Usderbill had 
any falling out about that or any thing elfe,doth fpeak untruth; for we 
both relolved to Saffacous his Fort, as we concluded in our confultation 
at Narbaganfer, and fo continued our refolution till we received the for- 
mer reafons as grounds fufficient to perfwade us to the contrary, and to 
profecute: that which was moft likely tobe accomplifhed. 
They drewa Plot of the feituation of the Pequods, and défcribed Saf- 
facous his Fort to be the neareft, which was the chief caufe we determin- 
ed to. affault that frff, aod had no reafon leading till our laft Altaywhere

From thence we marched two or three miles where we kept our ren- 
dezvouz, fuppofing we had been within one mile of the Fort: Trey ha- 
ving fentan Indian to dilcover before-hand, brought us news that they 
werefecure, having been fifhing with many Caflooes at Sea, and divers 
of them walking hereand there, © Tee aay 
-.- About two hours before day we marched toward the Fort, being wea- 
‘ryand much {pent ; many of us having flept nothing at all. "i 
~” And fo we began to march toward the Fort, the Lord being pleafed 
wonderfully to affift and encourage us; after a tedious march of Three 
-or four miles, about break of day we came fair in view of the Fort 
-ftanding on the top of an hill not fteep; the Jadsans all falling back,were 
fuddenly vanifhed out of fight, fo wemade an Alta, and fent back for 
our Guide, who had promifed to go with us to the Fort, but his heart 
we faw much failed him; we asked him what they intended who promi- 
fed to wing us, and to furround the Fort; he told us they were mucha- 
fraid ; but he feeing our refolution, went to them and prevailed with di- 
vers of them to come up tous; we toldthem their beft courfe would be 


“to flank the Fort on both fides, and having no time longer to confer, 


we proceeded;Capt. Underhill to the weftern entrance with onedivifion, 
— my felf with the other to the eaftern asfilently as poffibly wecould; fo 
it pleafed God we came up with the Pallifado within two rod, before we 
were difcovered, at which time a dog began to bark, and an Jndran cried 
out,but not being my felf rightly informed by the Jndian of the right en- 


trance, though there was a little poftern door, the which I had thought — 


to have attempted to break down with my foot; but the Lord direéted 
me ctherwife for the better 5 for I then feared we could not there enter 


with our Arms, which proved true; fo lfuddenly hafted to the Pallifa- _ 


do, and putting in themuzzle of my piece, difcharged upon them, and 

fothe reft with allcelerity ; and fuddenly haftned on toward that fide 
which ftood toward the water; where I concluded was an entrance, and 
inftantly fell uponit, being only barred with two great forked boughs, 
or branches of fome tree; and hafting over them, I drew one after me, 
my Lieutenant, the other way outward > then we fuddenly fell upon the 

Wigwams, the Indians cryed out in moft hideous manner, fome ifluing 
-ovtof the Wigwams, fhooting at usdefperately, and fo creeping un- 
~ der beds that they had. We had refolved a while not to have burned it, 
but being we could not come at them, I then refolved to &t it on fire, 
after divers of them were flain, and fome of our men fore wounded : 
Soentring one of their Wigwams, I took a fire-brand [ at whith time an 
Indian drawing an Arrow had killedhim, but one Davis bis Serjeant cut the 
Bory.

Bow-firing with his Courtlace | and fuddenly kindled a fire in the Mats 
wherewith they were covered, and fell toa retreat, and furrounded the

Fort ; the fire encreafing violently, infomuch as that they were conftrain- y 


ned to climb to the togof the Pallifadoe, from whence they were foon 
fetcht down, I fuppofe to the number of an Hundred and forty; many 
of them iffuing forth were fuddenly flain either bythe Englifh or Indé-

_ Being very hot and dry, we could very hardly procure any water, 
where we continued one hour not knowing what courfe to take, or 
which way to go, our Pinnaces not being come in, neither did we know 
how far, or which way to goto them; our Interpreter being an Jnaian 
and they fo hurried and diftraéted with a few hurt men, but chiefly ast 
conceive with fear of the Enemy, who fuddenly approached, that we 
memes hardly come to fpeak with him, who knew nothing what they in-

- But the Enemy approaching, they began to cleave unto us, and I veri- 
ly think they durftnotleaveus. | | 
\~ Our Pinnaces then coming in view with a fair gale, edit pais asit 
were to ferve our neceflity by the good hand of God, which I think was 
never more eminently feen in a matter of like moment, and lefs of man 
infeveral paffages. Then. we fet our men in order, and. prepared for 
fight, and began tomarch toward the Harbour where the Pinnaces were 
toride; the Enemy approaching, Capt. Underhill with divers Indians 
and certain Englith iffued out to encounter them, but they would not 
ftand to it, for the moft part they lay behind Rocks, Trees and Buthes; 
we marched on they ftill dodging of us; fometimes defperately hazard- 
ing themfelves in open field, where fome of them were flain in open 
view, and as we hear many wounded: I wasfomewhat cautelous in be- 
{towing many fhot upon them needlefly, becaute I expeéted aitrong op- 
pofition; and. thus they continued to follow us till we came within two 
miles of our Pinnaces where they wholly left. us, which was near Six 


miles asl conceive, having then about Twomiles more to the River. - 


Four of our wounded men we were forced to carry our felves, while 
at tength we hired the Jadians to bear them, both in this and all their

chief arrived there ‘allo, who found a great partof the work done to 
their hands, in the furprizal of the Pequods Fort asaforelaid, which yet 
was but the breaking of the neft, and unkenneling thofe falvage Wolves; 
for the Body of them, with Sa/lacous the chief Sachim (whole very name 
was a terrour to all the Narhaganfers) vvere difperfed abroad and 
{cattered allover their Country, yet fo far difmayed, that they never 
durft make any affault upon the Englith, ‘that in feveral parties: vvere 
{cattered about in purfuit of them. — | 
It vvas notlong after Capt. Stoughtons Soldiers came up, before nevvs 
vvas brought of a great number of. the Enemy, that vvere difcovered by 
the fide of aRiver up the Country, being firft trepanned by the 2Var- 
haganfets, under pretence of fecuring them, but they were truly hem- 
“med in by them, though at adiftance, yet fo as they could not, or durit 
not ftir from the place, by which meansour Forces of the ALaffachufets 
had an eafie Conqueft of fome hundreds of them who vvere there coup- 
edupas inaPound; notdaring to fight, not ableto fly avvay, and fo 
vvere all taken vvithout any oppofition: the meniamong them to the _ 
number of Thirty vvere turned prefently into Charons Ferry-boat,under 
the command of Skipper Gallop, vvhodifpatched them a little vvithout . 
the Harbour ; the Females and Children vwvere difpofed of according to 
the vvill of the Conquerors, fome being given to the Narhaganfets and 
other Indians that affifted in the fervice, 
The reft of the Enemy being firft fired out of their ftrong hold, vvere 
taken and deftroyed, a great number of them being feized in the places 
- where they intended to have hid themfelves, the reft fled out of their 
 ovyn Country over Connetticut River, up tovvard the Dutch Plantation, 
- Our Soldiers being refolved by Gods affiftance to make a final deftru- 
- &ion of them, vvere minded to purfue them vvhich wvay foever they 
- fhould think to make their efcape; to vvhich end in the next place, our 
- Soldiers vvent by Water tovvards\2Vew-Haven, vvhither they heard 
(and which in’ reafon vvasmoft likely) they bent their courfe : foon af- 
ter they vere informed of a great number of them that had betaken 
_ themfelves to aneighbouring place not far of, vvhither they might hope 
it vvas not like they fhould be purfued; but upon fearch they found 
_ Fifty or fxty Wigvvams, but vvithout any Jedians in any of them, but 
- heard that they had paffed along tovvard the Dutch Plantation, vvhere- 
- upon our Soldiers that vvere before,’ all embarked for Quillepiack, af- 
tervvards called Wew-Haven, and being landed there, they had not far

that he fhould go and enquire where Saffacous was, ana accordingly 
bring them word ; this Jzdran overlooking all other national or natural 
obligations,in confideration of his life that was received on that conditi- 
on, proved very true and faithful to thofe thatfent him 4 his order was 
to have returned in three days, but not being able within fo fhort a. 
time to make a full difcovery of the bufinefs,& alfo find an handfome way 
to efcape, he made it Eight days before he returned, in which fomething 
fell out not alittle remarkable; for thofe he wasfent to difcover, fulpe- 
éting at the latt by his withdrawing himfelf that he came fora Spye,pur- 
fued after him, fo he'was forced to fly for his life, and gétting down: 


‘to the Sea-fide, he accidentally met with a Canooea little before turned. 


a drift, by which means he padled by fome fhift or other fo far out of the 
harbour, thatmaking a fign he was difcernéd of fome on board one of 


_ the Veffels that attended on our Soldiers, by whom being taken up, he 
‘made known what he had difcovered: But after he was gone, Saffacous 


fufpeéting (and not without juft caufe) what the matter was, made his 
efcape from the reft with Twenty or thirty of his men to the AZohawkes, 
by whom himfelf and they were all murthered afterward, being hired 
thereunto by the Narhaganfets,as was confidently affirmed and believed. 

Thus this treacherous and cruel Villain with his Companions, having 
againtt his Faith and promife, as well ascontrary to the Laws of nature:

By this time night dia wing on,our Commanders perceiving on which

all the time,by which means many of them were killed and buried in the 
mire, as they found the next day. The Swamp by the forementioned 
device being reduced to fo narrow a compafs, that our Soldiers fiand- 
ing at twelve foot diftance could furround.it, the enemy was kept in all 
the night, buta little before day break (by reafon of the Fog that u- 
feth to arife about that time,obferved to be the darkeff time of the night)

ftealth dropping away, fome of whom notwithftanding were killed in

of them fo as befides thofe that were found dead (near twenty )it was

“Children fubmitted her-felf, or by the chance of the War fell into the 
hands of the Englith : it was known to be by her mediation that two 


Englifh Maids (that were taken away from Wethersfield upon Conne- | 


Gicut River) were faved {rom death, in requital of whofe.pity and hu- 
manity, the life of her felf and her Children was not only granted her, 
“but fhe was in fpecial recommended to the care of that honourable 
Gentleman Mr. Fobu Winthrop, for that time being the worthy Go- 
vernour of the Maff:chaféts, who taking notice of her modeft coun= 
tenance and behaviour, as well as of her only requett (not to fuffer 
wrong either as to the honour of her body,or fruit of her womb) gave 
fpecial charge concerning her according to his noble and Chriftian 
difpofition. i 
Atter this flaughter at the Swamp,the Pequods being upon every turn 
expofed to revenge of the Mobegins on one fide, and Nerbaganfets on 
the other, chofe rather to fubmit themfelves to the Englifh; by whom 
they were pur, fome under the Mobegins,and forme under the Narbagan- 
fets, which at laft proved the occafion of the prefent quarrel,3s is con- 
ceived, through the ambition of Miantonimo, as was at firlt related.

Thomas Stanton, and his fon Robert; who having’ long time 
lived amongft them,and beft acquainted with their language and manners 
of any in New-Exgland, do affirm, that to their knowledg the Narha- 
ganfet Sachims, before the late troubles, had two thoufand fighting men 
under them, and nine hundred arms; yet.are they at this day fo broken 
and feattered, that there isnone of them left on that fide of the Coun- 
try, unlefs fome few, not exceeding feventy in number, that have fhelter- 
ed themfelves under the Inhabitants of Read-I/land, as a Merchant of 


‘that place worthy of credit, lately affirmed to the Writer hereof. It is 
confiderable by what degrees they have been confumed and deftroyed. 


The firft week in April laft, viz. 1676, Canoncher their chief Sachim, 
having with this people been driven out of hisown Country by the 
{word of the Englifh the winter before, breathed ftill nothing but rage 
and cruelty againft them,bearing himfelf upon his great numbers : yet as 
appeared in the iffue; himfelf and they that efcaped with him, were not 


~ fo much preferved from the prefent calamity that befell the reft in their 


Fort, as referved to another and moreignominious death. For all the 
whole Body of the Indians to the Weftward trufting under the fhadow 


of the afpiring Bramble ; he tooka kind of care of them upon himfelf : 
.. Wherefore forefeeing fo many hundreds could not well fubfift without 


planting : he propounded it in his Council, That all the Weit-plantations 
upon C eznetlscut River, taken from the Englifh, fhould this laft Summer 
be planted with Indian-corn 5 vvhich was indeed in it felf a very prudent 
confideration: To that'end he refolved to venture himfelf with but 
thirty men ( the reft declining it) to fetch a feed-corn from Seaconk, the 


- next town to Afount hopes leaving a Body of men, not fewer than fifteen 





hundred to follow him, or meet him about Seaconk the week after. This 
Adventure brought him ito the fnare, from vvhencehe could not e- 
fcape: For Capt. George Denifon of Stonington . and Capt, ef very of 
Wew-London having railed fossaies Penile moft part aaank

with eighty Indians, twenty of which were Warhaganfets belonging 
to Ninegret commanded by one called Catapazer, Thereft Pequods,un- 
der Cafafinnamon, and Mobegins under Oneco, Sonto Uncas, being now 


abroad upon their third Expedition, which they began AZarch the 
twenty feventh, 1676, and ended on the tenth of Apri following. 
They met vvitha ftout Jndian of the Enemies, whom they prefently 


flew, and two old Squaws, that confefled Nanunttenoo , alias Canunchat 
-(thofe chief Sachims ufually changing their names at every great Dance, 
and by that name of Nanunttenco was he then known), was not far off 
~ which welcom News put new Life into the wearied Soldiers, that ‘had 


travelled hard many days, and met with no Booty tillnow; efpecially, 
when it was confirmed by Intelligence the fameinftant, brought in by 
their Scouts, that they met with new Traéts which brought them in 
view of fome Wigwams not far from Patucket, by fomecalled Black. 


_ flones-River, in one of which the faid Sachim was at that moment diver- . 
tizing himfelf, with the recital of Captain Péerces flaughter,furprized by 
his mena few days before but the Alarm of the Englifh’ at that time 


heard by himfelf, put by that Difcourfe, apalled with the fuddennefs 
thereof, as if he had been informed by fecret Item from Heaven, that 
now his own turn wascome: fo as having but feven men about him, he 
fént up two of them to the top of the Hill to fee what the matter was 5 
but they afrighted with the near approach of the Englifh, at that time 
with great {peed mounted over a fair Champagn on the other fide of 
the Hid, ran by, as if they wanted time to tell what they faw 5 prefently 
he fent a third who did the like then fending two more on the fame Er- 
rand, one of thefe laft either indued with more Courage, ora better 
fenfe of his Duty, informed him in great hafte that all the Englifh Army 
vvas uponhim: whereupon, havingno time to confult, and but Tittle to 
attempt an efcape, and no means to defend himfelf; he began to dodg 
with his Purfuers,running round the Hill on the contrary fide, but ashe 
was running fo hattily by, Catapazat with twenty of ‘his followers, and 
a few of the Englith, light of foot, gueffed by the fwiftnefs of his moti- — 
on, that he fled as if an Enemy, which made themimmediately take the 
Chafe after him, as for their lives 5 he that was the {witter purfuer, put 
him fo hard toit, that he caft off firfthis Blariket, then his Silver-lac’d 
Coat (given him at Boffow as a pledg of their friendfhip , upon the re- 
newal of his League in October before ), and Belt of Peag, which made — 


Catapazat conclude it vvas theright Bird, vvhich made them purttre as 
eagerly as the other fled;fo as they forced him to take the water,through

him fall into the water fo deep, asit wetted his Gun, upon which Acci- 
dent, he confefled foon after, that his heart and his bowels turned with- 
in him, fo ashe became like a rotten-ftick, void of ftrength 5 infomuch, 
gs one Monopoide a Pequod, {wifteft of foot, laid hold of him within 
thirty Rod of the River fide, without his making any refitance, though 
he was a very proper man, of goodly ftature, and great courage of mind, 
as wellas ftrength of body; one of the firtt Englifh that came up with 
him, was Robert Stanton, a young man that {carce had reached the 
twenty fecond year of his Age, yet adventuring to ask him a queftion or 
two, to whom this manly Sachim looking with a little negleét upon his 

youthful face,replyed in broken Englifh; you much Child,no underftand 
matters of War; let your Brother, or yout chief come, him 1 will An- 
fwer, and was as good as his word; Aéting herein, asif by a Pycthage- 
rean Metempfychofis, fome old Roman Ghoft had poffeffed the body of 
‘this Weftern Pagan: And like Arteltus Regulus, he would not accept 
‘of hisown Life, whenit was tendred him, upon that (in his account) 
Jow condition of compliance with the Englifh, refufing to fend an old 
Counfellor of his to make any motion that way, faying, he knew the 
Indians would not yield, but more probably he was not willing they 
fhould; chufing rather to facrifice his own, and his peoples lives to his 
private humour of Revenge,than timely to provide for his own,and their 
fafety, by entertaining the Counfels of a Peace, foneceffary for the ge- 
neral good of all, He continuing in the fame his obftinate Refolution, 
was carryed {oon after to Stonington, where he was fhot to death by 
fome of his ovvn quality, /c. the young Sachim of the Afabegins, and tvvo 
-of the Pequods of like quality. This vvasthe confufion of a damned 
vvretch, that had often opened his mouth to blafpheme the Name of the 
living God, and thofe that make profeffion thercof. He vvas told at 
large of his breach of Faith,and hovv he boafted he vvould not deliver up 
a Wampanoog, or the paring of a Wampanoogs nail; that he vvould burn 
the Englifh alive in their houtes,to vvhich he replyed,others vvere as for- 
yvard for the War as himfelf, and that he defired to hear no more 
thereof. And vvhen he wvas told his Sentence vvasto dye, he faid, he 
liked it vvell, that he fhould dye before his heart vvas foft, or had tpoken 
any thing unvvorthy of himfelf. Hetold the Englifh before they put 
him to death, that the killing him vvould not end the War; but it 
yvas aconfiderable fep thereunto, nor did it live much longer after his 
death, at leaft.not in thofe parts 4 For after Sudbury fight, vvhep the Sun 
of their hopes wvas at its higheft, April the 182 follovving, it vifibly 
declined, till it fet ina night of obfeure and utter-darknefs upon them all, 
as is to be feared. age | The

The Inhabitants of Nev- London, Norwich, and ‘Stonington, appre- 
enfive of their danger by reafon of the near bordering of the Enemy, 


 & upon other prudent confiderations, voluntarily lifted themfelves under 


fome able Gentlemen, and Refolute Soldiers amongft themfelves, Ma- 


jor Palmes, Captain George Denifon, Captain Avery, with whom, or 


under whom, within the compals of the year, 1676, they madeten or 


more feveral Expeditions, in all which, at thofe feveral times they kil- 
Jed and took two hundred and thirty nine of the Enemy, by the help and 


affiftance of the Pequods, Aobegins, and a few friendly Narbaganfets. 
Befides thirty taken in the long march homeward, after the Fort fight, 
December the 19th, 1675, and befides fixteen captived in the fecond Ex- 


pedition,not reckoned within the compafs of the faid Number: together 
_ with Fifty Guns; and fpoiling the Enemy of 700 Bufhels of Corn. 


RJanuary they went again in purfuit, and took five men anda Boy. 
~ Ceftain Wzpnets intended to have fheltred themfelves under Oncas; but 
he perceiving it would be diftaftiul to the Englifh, foon fhab’d them 
off ; fo as they were in the beginning of the Winter brought into Boffon, 
many of them by Peter Ephraim, and indrew Pityme,with their Fellows. 

In all which Exploits, neither they,nor any of their Followers fuitain- 
ed any lofs by the Sword of the Enemy, or ficknefs : As ts exprefly decla- 
red by the Reverend Minifter of Stamiagton, Mr. Fames Noyce, whichis 


a matter very admirable to confider, engaging all that were any way — 






concerned in fuch fignal teftimonies of Divine favour, tobe readyto 


pay their Vows to the moft High, who alone teacheth the hands of his 
people to War, and their fingers to fight. . | 
~ But the greateft blow given to the Narhaganfets was by (onnetlicut 
Forces under Major Talcor, Fuly the fecond,as is related, Part 1. Page 97. 
_ Among%the reft of the Pritoners then taken, was a young {prightly 
Fellow, feized by the Afohegins ; whodefired of the Englith Comman- 
clers that he might be delivered into their hands,that they might put him 
to“death mere majornm: facrifice him to their cruel genius of revenge,in 
which brutifh and devillith paffion they are moft of all delighted : The 
Englifh though not delighted in blood, yet at this time were not un- 
willing to gratifie their humour, left by adenyal they might difoblige 
their Jadian friends, of whom they lately made fo much ufe : Partly alfo 
that they might have an occular demonftration of the falvage, barbarous 

ruclty of thele Heathen: And indeed, of all the Enemies that have

fied. . Butasis ufuallyfaid, Juftice Viadittive hath Iron hands, though 


Leaden feet : This cruel Monfter is fallen into their power, that will re- 
pay him feven-fold: Inthe firft place therefore, pkio ga great Circle, 


they placed him in the middle, that all their eyes might at the fame 


time, be pleafed. with utmoftRevenge upon him; They firft cut one of 
his fingers round in the joynt, at the Trunck of his hand, with a fharp 
‘knife, and then brake it off,.asmen ufeto do with a flaughtered Beaft, 
before they uncafe,him;then they cut offanother & another, till they had 
difinembred one hand of all its digits,the blood fometimes fpirting out in 
ftreams a yard from hishand, which barbarous and unheard of cruelty, 
the Englifh were not able to bear, it forcing tears from their Eyes, yet 
did not the fufferer ever relent, or thew any fign of anguifh: For being 
asked byfome of his tormentors, how he liked the War ? He might 
have replyed,as the Scotch Gentleman did after the lofs of a Battel,that 
being asked how he liked the match, /c. with our Prince of Wales (which 
then was the occafion of the quarrel) made Anfwer, he liked the match 
well enough, but no whit liked the manner of the wooing written by fuch 
Lines of blodd;but this unfenfible and hard-hearted Monfter Anfwered, 
He liked it very well, and found it as fweet, as Englifh men did their Su- 
gar. ‘Inthis frame he continued, till his Executioners had dealt with 
the Toes of his feet, as they had done with the Fingers of his hands 5 all 
the while making him dance round the Circle,and fing till he had weari- 
ed both himfelf and them: Atlaft they brake the bones of his Legs, after 
which he was forced to fit down, which’tis faid he filently did, till they 
had knockt out his brains. Inftancesof this nature fhould be Incentive 
unto us, to blefs the Father of Lights, who hath called us out from the 
“dark places of the earth, full of the habitations of cruelty. When 
the Day-fpring from on high fhall vifit thofe that fit in this Region of 
darknefs, another Spirit will be poured upon them, and then the feet of 
them that bring the glad tidings of Gofpel-Salvation will appear more 
“beautiful to themthan at prefent they{eem to do. And when thele 
Mountains of Prey fhall become the holy Mountain of the Lord, they 
_fhall neither hurt, nordeftroy, nor exereife cruelty therein. 
Moreover in the beginning of April 1677, certain Intelligence came 
from Pafcataqna, That fon ftrange Indians had fallen upon Major. 
Walderns Indians, and deftroyed feveral of them.

parts, namely the firft and the fecond Colony ; The former was appro- 
-priated to the City of London, the other to the Cities of Briffol, Exe- 
ger, and Town of Plimouth, each of which had Laws, Priviledges, a:d 
~ Authority for the Government and advancing their feveral Plantati- 
ons alike, asfaith Capt. Smith in his sencral Hiftory of Virginia and 
New-England. This fecond Colony of New-Exgland promifing but 
little advantage to the undertakers,‘ by, reafon of its Mountainous and 
Rocky Scituation, found but few Adventurers forward to promote the 
_ planting thereof, after the death of Sir Zohn Popham, who-was the firit

chicf fhonld happen to be done by theEugli/h or Indians one againft an-_ 


other, though it were to the killing any perfon,neither fide fhould right 
themfelves,but complaint fhould be made to theSagamores if the Indians 
did the wrong, and to the Court ifit were done by the Exglifb. Both 
which did promife fatisfaction fhould be made for the preventing any 
quarrels the Names of the Sachims, as likewife of them that were in 
power at the Court,do ftill remain upon publick Record. But matters 


of Government in thofe parts being fince collapfed, no Authority more 


than what was meerly voluntary and perfwafive being owned, things 


are now brought to that fad ftate, which follows next to be declared. 


Ever fince the firft {etling of any Engli(h Plantation in thofe parts a~ 
bout Kennsbeck for the {pace of above go years,the Indians always cax- 


ried it fair; and-held good Correfpondence with the Englifh, until the 


‘News came of Philip’s Rebellion, and Rifing againft the Inhabitants of 
Plimouth Colony in the end of Fune 1675. After which time, it; was.ap- 
prchended by. {uch-as had the Examination of the Judiaus about Kenxi- 


beck’ that, there wasa general furmife amongft them; that they ihquld :

But many of the young men about Cafco Bay, and Amonofenzgan were 


certainly known to flock thither the laft year; and-did,fiundry of thems 


come fhort home. For herein they acted but like Salvage , as thofe in 
Virginia did fifty years before, fhewing themfelves friendly and courte- 
ous to their new neighbours, till they had an opportunity to do them 
mi(chief, Sothat notwithfanding many of the Inhabitants in the Fa- 
{tern ag well as in the Weftern parts of the Country,that were wont to 
Trade with the Iudiats, were not willing to believe any. fuch purpofe

This rumor did fo fac 
awaken the Inhabitants of thofe parts,that the very.ncx« day at a genc- 
ral meeting of the Exglifh at one Capt. Pattifbals. houfe, feveral offered 
themifelves as Voluntiers to goup the faid River of Keuzatbeck, to make 
difcovery of the Indians fidelity, or elle to fight themif cccation were. 


“The third day afterymarching up the Rives to Qeegefeck they met with 


the Inhabitants of Ships Cot River, which isa River lying, about.12: or 
14 miles to the North-eaft of Kennibcek. Divers of the Zadians: therea- 
bouts, by the perfwafions of one Mr. Walker that ufed to trade with 
them, brought down an inconfiderable part of their Ammunition, as a

‘probably § for an Indian called '§ omen,having an Axe in his hand, ftruek 
atone Hofea Mallet a French-man, but vvas prevented from doing him 
mifchicf, hovvever the {aid Indian vvas prefently bound and put into.a 
Cellar.Some of the Englifv that ufed to Trade vvith thofe Zndians,vvere 
ready to excufe the Indian, faying he vvas drunk, or that he vvas a di- 
{iracted fellovv3but MrVifwall v vith the other-tvvo Examinants looke 
upon thofe as meer Excufes, and altogether groundlefs; for one of them 
to this day afirms,that he was as rational and fenfible as any of the reff. 
The ancient Indians being asked what they thought was meet to be 
done in the faid cafe? faid,he was worthy to die for fuch an affront,yet 
they would. be glad ‘ifhis life might be {pared, offering to be jointly 
bound in his behalf,to pay 40 Beaver-skins at the next Fall-Voyage,pi- 
ving their hands in token of their fidclity,and alfo leaving theirArms in 
‘the hands of the’ingl#f)as.a Pledg of their faithful keeping thofe Arti- 






ticles of Peace concluded om betwixt them. If they proved themfelves ; 


honelt mensthey were to have their Arms delivered them again, which 


was accordingly performed the laft Fane, 1676. They having in the © 


inean time carried themfelves peaceably toward the Englih. The day 
after, viz, July19, 1675. An Indian of great note among ft them, cal- 
led Robia Hood,with great Applaufe of the ref#t,made a Dance,and fung 
a Song to declare their intent in what was tranfacted.And fo they para 
~ ted, fecting the Izdians at liberty, that had engaged thus for their friend 
Sowen the Indians but yet to this day one skin of Beaver was never 
paid tothe Englifo as was promifed. The Indians all this time were well 
provided for of Victuals by Capt. Lake, with other fupplies of Rhum 
and Tobacco,even to the difgulting of fome Exglifh then prefent. 
But the Indians left as Hoftages upon Sowen’s account, how civilly 
foever they were treated, ran all away at the laft, trufting more to the 
celerity of their own feet, than to the civility of their Faglih Friends 3 


who after they were efcaped, joined with a parcel of their Fellows 


foon after about twenty in all,in robbing the houfe of one Mr.Parchafe 
an ancient Planter about Pegypfcot-River, and a known Trader with 


the Indians ; whatever wrong may be pretended by the faid Indians, as 


done them in their Trading (of which more may be fpokén afterwards) 
that will no whit excufe their perfidious treachery & falfhood in brea- 
king Covenant with the Exglifh,diffembling and fecking all Advantages 
of cruclty againft their Englifb Neighbours,of which in the following 
~ ‘Winter and Summery 1676, ‘there will be amore full and undeniable 
difcovery. This’was done inthe beginning of September,1675. Thofe 


_Andians that firtt affaulted Mr. Perchafe his houfe,did no other mifchich 
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“in New-England, from Pafcataqua to Pemmaquid. - “ts 
fave plundering it, of frong Liquor, and Ammunition, alfo killing‘a 


Calf or two, with a few Sneep, but.no more than what they eat, and. 


fpoiling a Feather-bed,by ripping it ORen fo turn out the Feathers,con- 
tenting themfelves with the Cafe, which they might more eafily carry 
away. They offered no incivility to the Miftre(s of the Houle, (her 
_ Hasband and her Sons being at that time from home) yet one of her 

Sons approaching near the Houfe,and finding it poffeffed of thofe new 
Inhabitants, he rode away with all fpeed, and yet no fafter than there 


was need; for an Indiaw followed him witha Gun under his Coat, .to- 


have thot athim, if he could by his flattery and diffembling have got 
him within the reach of his Piece... | | : 

Itis faid, that at the firft they ufed fair words, and {pake of Tradings- 
but as they went away, told thofe of the houfe, Fhat there were others. 


coming after, that would deal far worfe with theny, which within a: 


thort time after came to pals,for thefe were but the meffengers of death, 
which was foon after inflicted, and that in a-mott barbarous manner 
upon fundry Inhabitants of the Neighbouring Plantations. 

The Exglih in thofe parts being much incenfed hereat, twenty-five 
of them foon after going up Caféo-Bay ina Sloop and two Boats to ga- 
ther Indian Corn,and to look to. what they had upon the (aid Bay near 
Amonofcoggen River: when they came near the Houfes, they heard a 
knocking and a noife about the houfes,. and prefently efpied two or 
three Indians, who did not yet feethem: The EBuglifa being come a 
good way from their Veffel, endeavoured to gct berween the Indians 
and the Woods, which when" they perceived, they ran toward the 
water-fide, but the Exglifo in purfuit killed one of them, and -woun- 
ded another, who yet.efcaped away in a Canoo crofs the River, a 
third running back toward she Woods, fled to the other Indians, and 


acquainted them with what was done, who prefently came down, and. 
lay in wait to intercept the Englify, that thought of no danger, but 


fcattered themfelves all about the place to gather their: Corn,- and 
lade the Boats therewith; but before they were ready to go away, the 
Tadians coming down, fired upon them, and forced them all into the 
Sloop; had not fome of them been berter prepared than the reft, they 
might all have been cut off for fome little refiftance being made by them 
that were ready with their Guns, it gave the reftan opportunity to get 
all into the Sloop,yet not without many wounds: So with much ado, 


they all efcaped with their lives, leaving the two Boats almoft laden 


with Corn fora prey to the Iudians,. who prefently burned one, and 
plundred the other of all that was therein ; fome are ready to think that 


the 
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“the Englifh did imprudently to begin the Quarrel, and not firh enquire 


‘ifito what the Indians were about in the houfe yand feck redrefs accor- 
‘ding to the forementioned agreement made at the Courtin K ennibeck, 
-Buat if this hapned after what follows next to bere ated, vix. that which 
‘was done to old Wakely and his Family (the Englifo can be blamed for. 
nothing but their negligence and fecurity, in that having-alarmed thei . 
‘enemies, they {food not better upon their guard) whichis not very cer- 
‘tain. For ‘tis thought that within a few days after, or the next week, 
‘more horrible outrage was committed upon ‘the Family of an ancient 
man,whofe Name was Wakely,an Inhabitant of Cafco-Bay,who had fome . 
years before removed from Gloncefter,or Cape Anne out of fome difcon- 


tent,which after wards he often be wailed refolving either to have retur-

‘iced back, or él to have removed to fome fecurer place;but he was are 
refted by the fans of violence, before he could effect his purpofe, This 
Old man with hisWwife,his Sonjand his Daughter in Law (at that time - 
great with Child )with three grand Children,were cruclly murdered by 
thofe barbarous Salvages at one time: another of his grand Children 
‘was taken alive,and led into Captivity, a daughter of -his was faid to 
be carried to Narhaganfet, which fhews they joined with the Southern 
Indians in the Rebellion; when once thefe Indians had imbrued thei. 
“hands in Englih blood, they were emboldened to the like bloody at-- 
tempts inthe adjacent places. os ir a sie 
This Wakely lived fo far {com Neighbours, or elfe was ¢ncompaffed — 
with Crecks or Rivers, that'no Relief could prefently be fent to him; 
However Lieur. Ingerfon of Cafco thenext day with a File ofmen,tepair- | 
éd to the place where his hoafe flood, to fee what.was thereafon ofthe 
Fire they difcerned the day beforesthere they found the Houfe burned 
‘to afhes,the bodies cf the Old man and his wife halfconfumed with the 
firé, the young woman killed, and three of the grand Children having 
their brains dathed out, and their bodies were laid under fome Oakent

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Country-men: who obferving a ftrange Indian coming to his Wisg- . 
wam in company with fome of his acquaintance, one of whom inform. . 
ed him, after the reft ( with the ftranger ) were gone, That the faic | 
ftranger came fromthe Weftward , and that his bufinels was to per-_ - 
{wade the Eaftern Indians to fall upon the Englifh in their dwellings - 


lrere, as the reft had clone tothe Weftward. Captain Boaithon, either 


upon this Information, or upon the knowledg of what wasdone a little 
before at (u/co, had left his Houfe, and was retired over the River with _ 


his Family to Major Philips his Garifon. Thus two are better than 
one: for otherwife, both might have beendeftroyed. For upon the 
18th of September following, being the feventh day of the week, a- 
bout eleven a Clock, they at Major Philips his Garifon faw Captain 
Bonithon’s Houfe on fire on the Ealt fide of Saco River, which by the 
sood Providence of God was to them as the firing of a Beacon, giving 
them notice to look to themfelves, their Enemies being now come: for 
etherwife, they might to their great difadvantage have been too fud- 
denly furprized; for within half an hour after, they were upon them, 


~ when a Sentinel placed in the Chamber gave notice, that he faw an /a- 


dian by the Fence-fide,near a Corn-field ; Major Philips, not willing to 
believe till he might {ee with his own Eyes, ran haftily up; another of 
hismen, coming after, cryed AZafter, What mean you, do you intend to: 
be killed ? at which words, he turned fuddenly back from the window, 
out-of which he was looking, when prefently a Bullet ftruck him on the 
fhoulder, grazing only upon it, without breaking the bone. The Jxdsans 
upon the fhot, thinking he had been flain thereby (as they heard after- 
wards ) gave a great fhout, upon which they difcerned.that they were 
furrounded by then; whereupon they prefently fired upon the Enemy 
from all Quarters, and from the Flankers of the Fortification,fo as they 


wounded the Captain of the Indians, who prefently leaving the Affault, - | 


retired three or four miles from the place, where he foon after died, as 


theywere informed : He counfelled them to leave the Siege, but they -- 


were refolved not fo to quit the place,nor were thofe within,lefs refolute 
todefend it: one of the beft men was foon after difabled from any fur- 


ther fervice, by a wound which he received in one of the Volleys made» 


upon them by the Affailants: Butthat no whit daunted the reft of the 
efendants, who continued ftill firing amain upon the Enemy: This 
Difpute lafted about an hour, after which the Enemy defpairing to take 
the Houfe by Affault, thought upon a device how to burnit. | 
Firft, firing the Houfe of one of his Tenants, then his Saw-mill, after 
that his Corn-mill, hoping by that means to draw them out of the Ga-

‘Garifon to put out the fire; but miffing of their purpofe in that they 
called out, You Englifh cowardly Dogs, come-out and quexch the Fire: 
They continued this {port all the afternoon, continually almoft without 


any intermiffion firing upon them: The befieged hoped for relief from | 


the Town, but nonecame, The Major ftill encouraging his men ‘to 
fund it out, which they manfully did all that night, when they were 
alarm’d almoft every half hour: and betwixt whiles they could hear . 
their Axes and other Inftruments, knocking about the Mills till the next 
day: They within the Houfe conceived they were préparing fome En- 
gin wherewith to burn the Houle,which proved accordingly for about. 
four or five a Clock in the morning, at the fetting of the Moon, the Ma- 
jor was called by one of his men to look out , when he faw a Cart with 
four wheels,having a Barricado built in the forepart to keep off fhot,and 
filled with combultible matter, birch-rinds, ftraw, powder, and poles. 
twenty foot long, apt to firethe Houfe: he bid them let them drive it 
within Piftol-fhot, before they made any fhot again them: His men 
were a little difcouraged at the fight of this Engine; but he bid them be 
of good courage, and ufe the means, putting their trutt in God; who, 
he was confident would deliver them. The Cart, when broughta lit- 
tle nearer, became unweildy by reafon of the Barricado planted in it,and 
being to pafs through a {mall gutter, one wheel ftuck faftia the Slough, 
which brought the Cart fuddenly to the Left, whereby the Drivers lay 
all open to their right Flanker,when prefently they fired upon them out 
of the faid Flanker , and having fo fair a fhot upon them, and not being 
~above Piftol-fhot from the place,they killed fix of the Enemy, & wound: 
ed fifteen, as they found afterwards,which no doubt made them too late 
torepent of their refolution, not to follow their Captains Counfel and: 
Example in leaving the Siege, for now they prefently departed: fo as 
at Sua-rile, they within the Houfe efpyed forty of them marching away,. 
but how many more were in the Company they could not tell, | 
The Jadians it feemed went towards Blue-point, where itis faid they 
killed feveral perfons: but thofe in the Houfe feared they went for more 
help, and expected their return; but it feems their courage failed them: 
as to another atrempt upon an Houfe well garifoned, and manfully de- 
fended. Major Philips tent to the Town for help, acquainting them with 
what had paffed, but none wasfent them, either that day, or the next : 
fo as having fpent almoftall their Ammunition, the people that were 
with him, would not be perfwaded to tarry longer than the Thurfday 
morning, which conftrained him and his Family to remove to the Town; 
adoutadortnight after,the Jrdians hearing thereof,came and burnt down:

the empty Houfe, There were fifty perfons in the faid Houle during the 
time of the Siege, and but ten able hands: they had five more that could 
do fomething, but through age, or minority, not able to make any no- 
~ table Refiftance 5 -yet it pleafed God , in whofe hands ate allmens lives 
and limbs, and who is never wont.to fail them who in time of danger 
are fo ready to confide in his- power and goodnels, as not to neoledt the 
ufe of due means for their own Prefervation: fo to order things ; that 
not one perfon of all thofe fifty, was either killed, or mortally wounded. 
~ Major Philips himfelf was wounded, but not dangeroufly, at the begin- 

ning of the Aflault.;. his Mills with other Edifices were the firft day 
burned by the Enemy,and fo were all the Houfes at Saco,or moft of them 
foon after, that. were above the Fifher-mans ftages, One Mrs. Hitcocks 
‘being carried Captive by the Enemy from the fame place, died in the 
Winter following, by eating fome poyfonous Root inftead ofa ground- 
nut, as was reported by the Indiaus afterwards. | 
.. Much about the fame time, five perfons going up the River of Saco, 
were all killed by the fame Jndzans. 

- Thefe Tragedies being thus-acted at Cafco Bay, and Saco, thole Barba- 
‘rous Enemies difperfed themfelves in parties, intending to do all the mif- 
chief they could to all the Englifh inhabiting about that fide of the 
Country., In the fame-month of September, they came down towards 
Pafcataqua, doing the like fpoil upon the Inhabitants of the feveral 
“Branches of that River,.whichthey had been doing elfewhere: In 
“the firft place, they burned the two Che/lies Houfes about Oyfter River, 
‘and killed twomen that were paffing along the River in a Canco; and 
carried away an old Irifh-man, with a young man taken from about Exe- 


ter, who yet both of them foon after made an efcape to a Garifon at Sal- 


mon Falls in Kittarysby the help of an Indian better minded than the reft: 
the firft after feven weeks, the other after a Months Captivity. 


Much about that time, one Goodman Robinfon of Exeter with his fon, 
were travelling toward Hampton, where, as they psfling a-long, they, 


_ were way-laid by three Indians, viz. Fohn Sampjon, Cromwel, and Fohx 
Linde,who thot down theold man,whom they left dead upon the place; 
his fon, hearing the Guns efcaped their hands, by running into a Swamp 
whither the Jvdians purfued him, but could not overrake him, fo as he 
got fafe into Hamptoz abought midnight, where he ‘declared what befell 
him by the way, and how narrowly he avoided the danger 5 intimating 
likewife, that he- feared his Father was killed, which was found too true, 
by Lieut. Swet, who the next day witha dozen Soldiers of the Town 

went tofearch thofe Woods, where they found the poor-old man, fhot 
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e through at his back,the Bullet having pierced through his Body,and was. 


_ Kopped by the skin on the other fide: Another of Exeter, called Foul- 
fam, was at the fame time driving a pair of Oxen in. the fame Road? 
_. where, foon after he heard the Report of the Guns when Robinfon was 
_killed,~he efpyed the three Indians creeping upon theit bellies towards 
_ him, to do as much for him.as they had done for Robinfows but leaving 
_ his Oxen, he put on his Horfe with-all {peed, and fo was delivered: from.

Houfes about O#fer River, and killed Two men, viz. one Willsam Roberts — 
and hisSoninkaw- The Inhabitants of Dover, with fome other Refo- 
Jute young men, being much provoked by tltefe many infolencies and_ 
injuries done by the Enemies, obtained liberty from the Major of the. ,

ingly, atany diftance from Neighbours, cither to garifon their Houtes,or 
elfe to defert their own dwellings, and to repair to their next Neigh- 


bours that were better fortified-than themfelves;-butallthe Inhabitants 


in thofe parts in general, were Alarmed to ftand upon their Guard. 
On the feventh of Oéober following, being a day of publick Humili- 
ation,a man was fhot down,as he was riding between Two Garifon hou- 
fes about Newechewannick, and dyed of his wounds within two-hoursaf- 
ter; about the fame inftant of time Two young men were fhot dead a- 
bout a mile from that place; Thefe two had their Arms or Guns with 
them, which were carried away by them that killed them, together with

_ What Anfwer was returned to thisimportunate and pathetical Letter, 
isnot fully known at prefent ; moft probably he that was moft concern- 
ed in the Contents of it, was either abfent from home, or inno Capaci- 
ty to fend the Relief defired ; whichif it could have been had, might. 
have prevented the faid mifchief that fell out the next day 5 when Lieut. 

Plaifted being more earneftly bent to:perform that laft office of love to 
| lis deceafed Friends, whom he could not by all his endeavours fave 
from the danger of death, while they were in the Land of the living, 
would needs venture himfelf with Twenty Soldiers out of hisGarifon, 
to fetch off the dead bodies. |

dies, which were fallen in alittle Swamp nearer to the Garifon, they 
were fet upon by an Hundred and fifty of the Enemy, that had hid 
themfelvesin the Bufhes, and under a Stone-wall, and Loggs in the way 
as they were to pals, by the fudden noife of the Guns, the Cattel being 
frighted, ran away to the Garifon with fuch of the dead as were firlt” 
jaid up thereon, (and poffibly with one of them wounded at that inftant) 
leaving their owners to fight it out with their Enemies. Lieut. Plaifted 
being thus defperately Affaulted, he with his Twenty men, was forced | 
to retreat to a place of better advantage; but being there fo hotly pur- 
fued, they were not able to abide it long; although they killed and 
mortally wounded feveral of the Judians, as themfelves have fince con- 
fefled: but they moft-of them being fo much overmatched, took the 
opportunity of a fair Retreat, and fo got fafe to their Garifon, while 
Lieut. Plaiffed out of the height of his Courage, difdaining either to fly 
from, or yield himfelf (for *tisfaid, the Indians wereloth to kill him, 
but defirous rather to take him Prifoner) into the hands of fuch curfed 
Caitiffs, did fight it out defperately, till he was flain upon the place, his 
‘Eldeft-Son and another man were flain in their too late Retreat, and his 
other Son was forely wounded,fo that he dyed within a few weeks after. 
The Indians were contented with this mifchief forthe prefent (and . 
indeed if all the Englifh they had todeal with, hadfhewedthelikeRe- _ 
folution with this Plzifted, they would not have done half the mifchief _ 
that fince hath been done by them) and flunk away into the Woods be- 
fore the next day, when Captain Froft came up from Sturgeon Creek, 
(a few miles below the River) witha party of his Friends, and buryed 
the dead? During thefé onfets, the Enemy alfo took their advantage to 
burn three houfes, and‘two Barns before, they left the place.

place belonging to Mr. HutchinJon'a Merchant of Boffon’, from whence 
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onfire; All this wasdonejuft over againit Port/mouth,from whence out 
of a finall Battery was difcharged a piece of Ordinance,which by a good 
Providence was directed fo to fling its fhot,asit fell very near a party of 
the Indians: for they were {0 ‘afrighted. therewith (if none of them 
were killed), that they left a good part of their plunder near the place. 
They were purfued by fomeof the Englith before they could recovcs 
their home, and by the help of the Snow that fell about that time, vvere 
traced till hey were overtaken: but being near a Swamp, themielves

- efcaped for hafte, leaving two of their Packs behind them. : 
Soon after they went up the River again to Quechecho, where they 
burned an Houte, and two or three Barns. Another party of them'got 
over, beyond, the other Branches of Pafcataqua River, toward Exe- 
rer,and Lampny Eyl River, where they killedone man: fundry of them 
were feen in the Woods about Exeter, and between Hampton and

‘Two’ pertons likewife were killed.at wells in the beginning .of the - 
Winter, one of them wasa fervant to Mr. William Simons Cone of the 
principal men in the Town aforefaid ):' the Gentleman himtelf with: his 
Family, were removed to a Garifon-houle in the middle of the Town, 
his fervant going early in the morning to look after fome bufinels there , 
tarryed Jonger than was needful to provide fomething for himlelf 5, the 
Indians invited themfelves to breakfaft with him, making the poor Fel- 
low pay the fhor, when they had done, with the lofs.of -hislife, 

A. week after, one Crofs'was flain at Wells likewife, who wasa kind of 
diftraéted Fellow. Alfo one J/aae Coufias was there killed in the begin: 
ning ot Winter, after there had been fome Overtures of peace betwixt

With fuch kind of mutual Encounters was the latter part of the year 
ipent betwixt the Indians and the Englith from-Pafcataqua, River to 
Kennibeck, from the beginning of Auguff to the end ot November , 
wherein many were lain on both fides: in one place, andin another 5 of 
the Englifh in thofe parts were flain upward of fifty: The Enemy loft, as 
appeared afterward by their own Confeffion above ninety, partly in-the 
forefaid Skirmifhes, and partly-in'their joyning with the Jzdzans to the 
Weftward, whither it is faid, many of them were invited to repair, to 
help to deftroy the Englith,in hope’to enjoy their poffeflions afterwards: 
But God had otherwife determined, who-did arife at laft to dave the 
meek Ones of the Earth, and plead the Caufe of his People... 

The Governour and Council of the AZaffachefets, had at-this time 
their hands full with the like Attempts of Philip and his Complices to the 
Weltw rds yet were not unmindful of the deplorable Condition of thefe 
Eattern Plantations; having committed the care thereof to the Ma- 
jors of the Refpective Reciments of the feveral Counties on that fide

of Captain William Hathorne, andCaptain fofeph Sill, defigned for the 


dabduing of thofe Indians about the River of Aderrimack, and Pafca- 


taqua, that ftill ood out in Holtility againkt the Englith, meeting with 
thofe under the Gommand of Major Waldera aforelaid, and Capt. Fro? 
of Kiutary + \t was mutually agreed betwixtthofe feveral Comman- 
ders, to {eize upon all thofe Jedians that at thattime were met together 
about Major Walderas dwelling at Quechecho;, The Contrivementfuc- 
ceeded according to expc@ation, and ail the laid Jadians were handfom- 
ly furprized, September 6th 1676, without thelofs of any perfons life, 
either J#dian or Englifh, to the number of near four.hundred; by which 
device, after our Forces had them all in their hands, they feparated 


the peaceable from the perfidious,, that had been our Enemies, during Fi 


the. late Troubles: finding about two hundred involved in the former 
Rebellion, more or lefs, accordingly they fent down to the Governour 
and Council at Boffox, who adjudged feven or eight of them immedi- 
ately to die; fuch as were known to have had their hand in the bloed 
of the Englith, or that had been fhed by their means: the reft that were 
found only Acceffories to the late mifchieis, had their lives fpared, but 


- were fent into other. parts of the World, to try the difference be= 
-tween the Friendthip of their Neighbours here, and their fervice with o- 


ther Matters elfewhere. ih 
Thofe who had been always either peaceable and true to the Englifh, 
never intermedling in the quarrel,as Wannalancet the Sagamore of Penui- 
cock, and {ome others were.quietly difmiffed to their own places. 
Befides thefe that were furprifed at the time aforefaid , there were 
ieveral others, who had been the chief Aors, that were taken up and 
down in thofe Woods beyond A¢errimack, and fo were deliveredup to 
Jultice ; As Fob ALoneco, Sagamore Sam, old Fethro,with fome others, 
as hath been already mentioned, yet young Fethro brought in forty at 
one time. It was dpecial favour from God, fo to orderit, that the Jz- 
dians aforetaid were fo furprized ; for had they continued in their for- 
mer Rebellion, and had taken the opportunity to Have joined with the 
Eaftern Indians, as fome of them did a few Months before, they would 
in all likelihood have utterly deftroyed all the Plantations of the Englifh 
beyond Pafcataqua River, as manifeftly appears by the mifchief

forefaid mifchief, called the one Simond, the other Andrew.) to convey 
themfclyes out of the place of reftraint, and afterwards going amonglt 
the Amonofcoggan and-Kennibeck Indians, have joyned with them in 
thofe bloody and cruel depredations lately mace in thofe parts, which 
follow in order next to be‘related. 

Some little célour or pretence of injury was alleadged before thofe 
Eaftern Zndians began their outrage both in the former, as well as in the 


prefent year. The chief AGor-or rather the beginner of all the aforefaid 


mifchiefs Eaftward, is one Squando, the Sagamore of Saco Indians, 
whofe § quavy, as is laid, wasabuted by a rude and indiféreet act of fome 
Englifh Seamen inthe laft Summer, 1675, who either overfet the Ca- 
woo wherein the faid Squaw with her Child were {wimming ina R ver 
thereabouts, or elfe to try whether the Children of the Indians as they 
had heard, could {wim as naturally as any other creatures, wittingly 
caft her Child into the water 5 but the Sgvaw immediately diving into 
the water. after it, fetcht-itup from the bottom of the River: yet it 
fo falling out that within a while after the faid Child dyed, ( which it 
might have done if no fuch affront had been offered ) the faid Sguando 
Father of the Child hath been fo provoked thereat, that he hath ever’ 


Gace fet himfelf to do all the mifchief he can to the Englifh in thofe parts, - 


and_was never as yet fince that time truly willing to be reconciled : Al- 
though he is faid to have fent home fome that were taken Captive the lait 
year. Surely if their hearts had not been fecretly filled with malice and 
Revenge before, they might have obtained fatisfaétion for the wrong 
done at aneafier Rate-More probable it is,that this was only an occafion 
to vent the mifchief they formerly had conceived in their hearts. 

There is an injury of an higher nature, mentioned as the sround of 


their quarrel with us, who live about Pemmaquid, and Kenmibecks.

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of more,who having obtained under the hand of Major Wuldern,a War- 3 


rant to feize any Indians Ealtward, ‘that had been guilty of any Murder. 
or fpoil doneto the Englifh in thofe parts did moft perfidioufly and 
wickedly entice fome of the Jndians about (ape Sables, who. never had 
~beén in the leaft manner guilty of anyinjury done to the Englifh,aboard. 
their Velfel, or elfe fome other way, ana thercarried them away to {ll 
them for flaves; which the Jzdzans in thofe parts look upon asan injury 
done to themfelves, and have alledged itte theInhabitants of Pemma- 
guid, as one of the principal grounds of their prefent quarrel: The 
thing alleadged is too true asto matter of Fa&, and the pertons that did 
‘it, were lately committed to prifon in order to their further tryal.. Yet 
all thofe Izdians do, or may know full well,that they who did them that . 
wrong, werelyableto due punifhment, Cor elfe their quarrel might be 
accounted juft, and they confidered as Indians, muft have the more al- 
lowance ) if they could be found ; nor ever were any countenanced a- 
mongft us, that had done them any kind of injury, nor did thofethat 
take upon.them the revenging of the injury, know that they were Inha- 
bitants of this Country that did the wrong;nor was then ever any order- 
Jy complaint made thereof:but this cannot excufe their perfidioulnefs and 
cruelty. Some other pretences-were alleadged by the faid Jedians that 
yet do bear no proportion to the mention of a wrong or injury,viz. be 
eaufe our Traders were forbidden to fell any Ammunition to any Indians 
~whatfoever , which thole Jvdiavs fay they cannot live without, yet 
feeing themfelves, as well as the Weltward Ivdians have fo ill improved, 
that which they had before, there was little Reafon why they fhould 
quarrel withus forfelling no more. Cera re ie 
Further alfo it is aftirmed by fome perfons worthy of credit, that for 
divers years pait have lived in thole parts, that the Jzdians thereabouts 
need not have wanted powder or thot, only they wanted fomething 
wherewith to cloak their malitious and_ barbarous praétices of late com- 
mitted againft us, butthere being different opinions about this point, 
we fhall leave it at the prefent. : e.

Before the War with Philip was wellended to the Southward, there 
vas a frefh Alarm founded again to the Eaftward ; for on the Eleventh 
of Anguff, 1676. The very day before Philip’s heart (that had harboured 
Jo many mifchievous and treacherous devices againft the Englifh) was by 
oe of his own Company fhot through, did a party of Ivdiaas begin their

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‘outrages at Ca/co in a -moft perfidious and treacherous manner, Killing 
and carrying away Captive to the number of thirty perfons, and burn- 
ing their houfts amongft whoin was the Family of one Anthony Brack: 
ef Inbabitant of Ca/co, who was thought to have been killeds but he 
himfelf with his Wite and one of his Five Children carried away Cap- 
tive with a Wegro, did happily make an eftape from their bloody and 
déceitful hands, in Movember next entuing. : ae ag. 
/The manner how Aathony Bracker and his Wife made their efcape was 
very remarkable, and therefore judged worthy to be inferted here, al- 
though out of due place. The /vdéans that led them Captive, having 
brought them tothe Northfde of Ca/co Bay, News was brought to the 


{aid Frdians of the furprizal of Arrowfice houle ih Kennibeck, withal 


the ftore therein, which did fo rejoyce them, that they made all hafte to 
{hare in the good things there to be had. ‘Thuscager to be gone they 
promifed Bracket and his Wife that they fhould have alfo a {hare there- 
in if- they would make hafte after them, bringing along a burthen alot- 
ted ‘to each of them: The woman having a little before obferved an 
old Burchin Cavoo lying by the watert-fide, hoped it was an opportuni- 
ty Providence offered for their efcape 5 whereupon fhe firft prudently 
asked of the Jndians tolet the Negro their own fervant (at the fame-

Prifon, where he was not over carefully lookt to: he had had his hand 
inthe murther of fundry Englifh, as himfelf confeffed ; not miffing fave 


one in the which he had ditcharged his Gun upon; but becaufe he came 
involuntarily, bringing in a woman and five Children of the Englifh, — 


who had been carried Captive a little before, it was queftioned, whe- 
ther his laft aét of fubmiffion might not balance his former tranfgreffion, 
and therefore was he committed to that, not fo fecure a Prifon, till his 
Cafe might be further confidered of. It is faid that coming to that 
Brackets Houle over night he pulled forth a counterfeited pafs, under the 
hands of fome publick Officers, or men intrufted with that Service, ma- 


king thew-of all Friendfhip; but in the morning or foon after, he pulled © 


off his Vizour of a friend, and difcovered what he was, yet granting 
Life to this perfon and his Family, that did not, or conld not refift,which 
he denyed to fome of the Neighbors not far off, who were many of them 
killed by this blood Villain and his Partners. . | 

There are fome circumftances in the aflault of -nthony Brackets 
hhoufe very confiderable, which, becaufe it was the firft outrage com- 
mitted by the Indians in this their fecond infurre€tion, 1676, are worthy 
of a more particular remembring. a, aia? 

This Jvdiawz forementioned called Simond, after he had efcaped out 
of Prifonat Dover, came up to Ca/co, and either in the end of F uly, or 
beginning of Auguf?, acquainted himfelf with this Antheny Bracket, 
and oft frequented his houte:. Uponthe Ninth of Auguft, fome of the 
Indians having killed a Cow of his, the Indian Simond coming to his 
Houle promifed to bring the Zzdians to him that killed hisCow. In the 
mean time they of the place fent two men to Major Walderns at Dover, 
to complain ‘of this injury done by the Judiaus 5 but before their return, 
very early in the morning on the Eleventh of Axguft, Simond witha

er with his Caxoo, butas foon ashe wasa little pait,he heard Gans fhot 
off; 1which made him with another man he had with him, prefently re« 
turn backs before he came beyond Corbins houfe he faw an Englifh boy 
running with all hafte, which made him fear fome mifchief wasin hand, 
and prefently a Volley of shor came againit them, but the Bullets flying 
over their beads, didthemno hurt : prefently Simond Indsan appcar- 
ed, andcalledthem to come a fhore; but they liked not his Courtesy, 
but prefently turning their Cazoainto the ftream, got out of the reach 
of their Guns, haiting down to his ews hoxfe with all {peed ; when he 


came near to bishoufe, hecalledsothe People to make hat away, to« » 


wards the Garrifon houfe, and bid therelt /ookto themfelves, and fire up- 


on the Indians, that were coming againft them: Inthe mean while, the . 


Indians paling from Aathony Brackets to. Corbins, killed Corbin him- 
felf with Humphry Durham, and ‘benjamin Att wel forementioned ; 
Then palling on to other bonfes, carryed away {ome of them Captive s 
and killed others. Atone of thenext houfes, the woman and Children 
got off into the water by a Canoo ; but one james Rofe, his wife and 
Children were carried away : (urbins wife with one of the other mens 
wives; and the Children of another of them, they likewife carried away. 
In another fide of the Town, three were as they were going to reap 
at Anthony Brackets, palling from an houfe where they left their Canoo 
met with by 7. 4Zount-joy and one Wakely, to whom they told what had 
hapned, foon after they heard two Guns thot off, whereby it feems ewe 
men were killed, wherefore coming back toward. Thomas Brackets

what could be expected but a prefent warr with the Indians,although as 
it feems, there were few or none like to be found, willing to undertake 
jt, or fitto manageit inthofe parts. However, the perfon aforefaid, 
underitanding, the General (ourt at Bofton hadappointed a Coun/el of 
Warr at Kennibeck, applyed himfelfto them, laying before them the 
defperate effate things were falling into ; whereupon they iffued out 
warrants to reftrain all manner of perfons from medling with the Indi- 
ans without farther order, which within few days fhould be had. In the 
mean time the Sachems of the Indians mect at Pemmaquid, where, af- 
ter many complaints made of the bard dealing of the Englifhin Kennz- 
beck River, they came to Tearms of Peace, promifing to keep true 
Friendfhip with the Englifh; and tohinder the Amonefcoggan Indians 
from medling with the Englith, if byany meansthey could, and alfo 
to return peaceably in the Spring of the year. This Gentleman afore- 
faid, having a long time waited to go to Bofton ; was willing to take 
the opportunity of the prefent Winter, hoping things were now pretty 
well fetled in thofe parts berwixt rhe Indiaus and the Englifh ; found 
foon after,that he was cited thitker to Anfwer fome Complaints( though 
made without ground ) for felling Powder and Shot tothe Jndians con- 
trary to Order, ‘a DAG agS ey 
But thofe falfe- opinions being eafily blown away by his own appea- 
-rance at Boffon, and fo having difpatched his occafions there, he return- 
‘ed before the winter was over to Pemmaquid, where hearing of a Vef- 
‘fel that intended to take Jndiansin thofe parts, and carry them away to 
a market, the whichhe had many Prong Reafons to, believe ( it being 
no hard matter to furprize'many fuch, that fufpecting by /xand, would 
‘eafily be enticed aboard aVefel to’ trade, ormay be to drink; Liquor ) 
fent both the AZafter and Company, ifthey had any fuch intent. to for- 
‘bear, feeing thofe Indians were at peace with ws,and likewife to the /ndi-

feems the Mafter and Company took feveral Indians Eaftward, who

The winter being now over, the forenamed Agent of Pemmagquid 5 
went to ameeting of the Indians Eaflward, to per{wade them of the.

the Peace, and to that end alfo delivered upan Exglifh Captive Boy to- 
thofe of Kenwibeck. But when the Summer cameon, that the faid In- 
dians had liberty to travel up and down the Country to wvifit theic 
Friends as they ufed todo; they miffed thofe their Friends who had in | 
the winter perfidiou/ly been cariyed away; and as is related, they fell in- 
toaRage againit the Englifb, making Complaint thereof to the aid: 
Agent, Mr .Earthy, Mr Richard Oliver, and others : They were told, .

Tranfported ; thofe to whom the Complaint was made did fcarce be- 
lieve it tobe true; as not-having beurd thereof from any other band, and | 
probably hoping none, efpecially after folemn warning, would deal fo ;

neither truit to his legs rofly, nor yet make ufe of his hands to fight, yet 
was firangely pref: erved ; Providence diretting him to go into rhe Cleft of 
a Rockhard by the place, where hefirft landed ; The /ndians by the 
glittering of the Suu beamsin theit Eyes as they came a fhore, did not 
difcern him ; fo as lying hid under the Covert of the band of Provi- 
dence, fortwo days, heat lat crawleda little about the water fide, tilk 
he found a Canoo, whereby he efcaped away with his Life, much adoe. 
The othertwomen, were better foot men, and parting from Captain 
Lake made their efcape ten or 4 dozen mile, to the further,end of the

fued by fuch Indians as were meer flrangersto the place, that knew not 
the Mafters from the man, by one of whom he was hot down, as is fup- 
pofed, foonafter his coming afhore, Lieut. Davis heard two Guns, 
by which was thought, and foon after was known fo to be by an Indian. 
which fince hath confeffed to Captain Davis that he thot him that day 
ArowfickXyas taken, which he intended not to have done, but that he 
held up bis Piftol againft him, whereas ifhe had but asked gnarter, he 
fhould have had his Life. Captain Lake was flain at that time, although. 
many hopes were for fome time maintained, that he was taken alive, 
and kept with other Captives, amongit the Indians 5 And ‘tis faid the 
Indians of thofe parts did not intend to kill him, if they could have help- 
edit: Butit was known, that his bat was feen upon an Indians head. 
notlong after, which made his Friends conclude what had befallen 
the Owner, that good: man, who might Impbatically be fo termed in 
diftinttion from them that may truly be called Fu? mex, and no. 
more : For it feems according to the juf? e#greement betwixt him- 
felf and his part-owner of eArowfick, Ifland, it was not hes turn this year 
to have been upon the place, butfuch was hu goodnefs, that he yielded: 
to the defire of his Friend and partner, as in his room and fread to 
take upon himfelf thas fervice in this time of danger , it is hoped his. 


-goodnefs in furure time will not be forgotten by fuch as were any way. 


concerned therein, orhad e4dvantage thereby. 7 

This Ifland( called Arow/ick from an Indian fo named, that formerly 
poffeffed it, and of whom it was purchafed by one Mr.Richards who: . 
foldirto Captain Lake and eAfajor Clark.) lyes up ten miles within the 
mouth of Kennibeck, River ; it is fome miles in length, and contain- 
eth many thoufand ef cres of very good Land ; where meadow and arable 
ground are in a good proportion well [usted sogetber ; within the Fort 
aforefaid were many convenient buildings for feveral Offices, as well 
for wares and Trading, as habitation: fix feveral Edifices are faid to 
have been there eretted.. The Warehoufe at that time was well fur- 
nifked with all forts of goods ; befides a Mill and other «4 ccommo- 
dations, and dwellings within a mile of the Fort and A¢anfion boufe 5 
fome of whofe Inhabitants hardly made their efeape, upon the firft fur- 
prizal of the Fort. 

All which confidered, the lofs that befelthe Proprierours at the fur- 
prizal of this Ifand feems to be very great, valued at ‘many thoufands < 
but thofe that were the Owners with others of latetimes, have foundin 
their ow Experience, what Solomon faid of old,-Therew aTime to get, 
and.aTime toloofe, a Time toksep, andaTimetocaft away; 4 7 ips 4 
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breakdown, as wellasaTime tobuildup, The perfons killed and taken 
at Kenniveck, bothat Mr. Hammonds, andat Arowfick, are faid to be 

fifty three. Te , . ) 
Upon the Report of this fad difafter, all the Plantations of the Engls(t 
in thofe parts were foon after left, andforfaken by degrees, All the rett 
ofthe Inhabitants of Kensibeck, River, Shipscot Kiver, Sagade-bsck, 


Damanicottee, fearing to be ferved in the fame kind, fled to the Iflands 


of Cape-bonawagan and Damorils Cove, 

On the fecoud day at night aPoft was fent to Pemmaquid to inform 
them of whathad hapned, who being but ezght or ten men, were minc- 
edto goto the Ifland called Afonhiggen, having fecured the deft of thesr 
goods, but the wind taking them fhort, they were forced to turn into 
Damorils Cove, where they found Mr. Wawal, and Mr, (olicot, there 
they laboured two days to fettle a Garrifon; But partly by the mutz- 
noufnes of the people, and partly by the wane of provifion nothing could 
be done to fecure the Ifand, fo that it was prefently deferted: From 
thence they went to Adenhiggen, refolving there to tarry till they 
heard from Boffon, from whence Mr. Colicot, and Mr, Wswel promi- 
fed to do their wtmoft endeavour tofend help. There they fetled three 
Guards, and appointed five and twenty to watch every night; not know- 
ing but that the Indians might come every hour, But continuing there 
a Fort-night,and finding no relief like to come; and feeing all the Coun- 
try burned round about, (For after they had gotten all that could be 
faved from Pemmaquid, they faw allthe other Iflands, Windgins, Cor- 
bins found, New-Harbour, Pemmaquid allonfirc in two hours time ) 
then confidering what was belt tobe done, they found no Beats could 
be fent to [ea for fear of weakning the Ifland, and that molt of thofe that 
were uponthe Iiland, were Strangers, Coaffers, and fuch as came from 
the A¢ayne, and were ready tobe gone upon every occalion,they laid an 
Imbargoe fot one weeks time ; after whicha Letter was received from 
Major Clark, defiring their Afiffance for enquiring after Capt. Lake 
if alive, faving ‘what could be had at Keansbeck &c, but intimating 
nothing of any help like tocome, befides thofe that brought the Letter 
told them, it was in vaizto expect any help from Bofton. It being quefti- 
oned there, what they had to do with thofe parts, upon which the In- 

habitants confidered, that if they fhould tarry there, and {pend all their 
Provifion, and neither be able to goto Seas nor yettolive, or be fafe a 
foore for want of help, it were better for themto-remove, while. they 
had fomething left to live upon, and feek imployment elfe where ; fo by 


Confent they refelved forthwith to Tranfport themfelves, and what they 
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‘bad faved of their goods to fome place of Security, fo they took the J rfp 


Ke shat ss fet fayle, fome for Pafeataqua, tome for Boffon, and fome 
for Salem, at one of which three places they all fafely arrived. 
Having thus efcaped at firit as Lot ont of Sodom, but not counting 
themfelves fafe in that Zoar, where for alittle while they made fhitt 
to hide their beads, till they might efcape to fome furer place, there 
waiting for better times, whenthey may with peace and quietnefs return 
to their former habitations, or feck fome other elfe where. 
When the forefaid Expleits were done bythe Indians in and about 
Cafto Bay, feveral of the Englifh removed to Fewels I/land where they 
hoped to be more fecure from the Indians, but their barbarous Enemy 
finding fo little Reffiiftance made againft them on the main Land, a con- 
fiderable party of them came with their Canoos todeltroy that //land al-- 
fo, about chree weeks af.er the aforementioned mifchiefs, _ | 
There was a fortifyed houfe upon the faid Ifand, where the Englith 
that either kept upon the Iiland, or repayred thither, hoped to have 
fecured themfelves. But at that time when the Indians affaulted the 
place, many of the Exgli/h were abfent, few left in the Garrifon , but 
women and Children: fome were gone to ether places to fetch Indian 
Cora, others wereiz @ Boat imployed about Fifb, amongit whom was 
one Richard Pots withtwo more; The wife of the faid Pots was wafhing 
by the water fide, where the was /furprived with her Children, and car- 
ryed away in fight of her husband, who was nota letle diftreffed with that 
fad fpettacle, but was not able to afford any Relief either to wife or Chil- 
dren, although one of the Chilaren efpying his Father in his boat, ran 
into the water, calling out for help, but an Indian ran after him to catch 
him up; the poor man ina great Agony being within balf fhor, was about 
to have fired upon the Indian, but then fearing he might wound bu Child 
which the Villain had laid hold of, he forbore, rather fuffering himto be 
carryed away alive, thea de expofed to fo manifeft danger of bu Life, or 
Limbs, by thooting at the Indian. ashi: | | 
.. Itis faid that fomeof the Indians were k:ded by them in the Garrifon : 
They fpeak of 4 Lad that at one fhot killed two or three of them, fome 
‘Guns were found afterwards under the Fort, which were fuppofed to 
‘have belonged to fome of the Zndians that were killed. Some that were 
abroad when the Fort was aflaulted, de/peratcly broke im through the Jn- 
dians, whereby at the laft, many of the people were preferved : fome 
(hing away from Fewels [and in aCanoo toward Richmond Ifland, met 
with 4 Kerch, to'which they made known the diltrefs the People were 


in, who thereupon went tothe place,and took in ail the People they found » 


there,

there, and carryed them off to a place of more fafety. Wet were there 


- feveral perfons faid to be killed andcarryed away.at that time, viz. three’ 


men, who were known to be killed, tivo women andtwe Children, that’ 
are fuppofed to be yet alive, though inthe Enemtes power, 
From thence they went to Spurwinks, where they affaulred one place. 
or more, and killed one man, wounded another, and carryed another 
away Captive: Amongit them that were in danger of furprizal, one that” 
‘could not run, vid himfelf ina garden af Cabbages fo as he was not found,’ 
yet was very wear them, tor he over heard feveral queftions, they asked 
him they took, by whizh means ne was the better enabled afterward to 
prevent the darger.two more were coming into; for the poor Fellow. 
that they had taken, told them, that one Ghendal with another man - 
were to come that way by and by ; whereupon this man that had hid. 
himafelf, meeting that Gaeadal and the other man, gave them sotice of 
the d.nger, whereby they were delivered out of the fvare, for that” 
tine; not long after one of them, v<, Mr. Ghendal fell into their 


“handsasthallbe deciared afterwards. Within a while after, or much a- 


bout that fame time, another fad Accident befel fix or feven of thent 
that belonged to Cafeo, For upon therwenty third of Seprember fome 
perfons that belonged to 4 Sloop,and a Seballop toat were preffed into the 
Service ( one Reafon of which was to prevent their {tragling, they 
heing perfons that belonged to thofe parts about (¥/co ) were over 
‘defirous to fave forme of their Provifisn, to which end they firft made™ 
their Addre(s to Cuptain Halborne, ( under whom they were ordered to 
ferve) defiring they might be releafed ; the Caprarn toldthem he could

nordoit, but defired them to bave'patience fora while, they told him,:. 
that rhey muff and would go, eife their Families mult ffarve at home : © 


The Captain told them further of the danger, and bid them not {tit at 
their peril: However they would go, and foon after went to ALount— 
joyes [land to fetch fheep, where they landed feven men; but the Indie: 
ans prefently fet upon them, they prefently betook themfelves to the 
Ruines of a ftone bonfe, where they defended themfelves as long as 
they could; but at lait they were all deftroyed either with flones calt in 
nponthem, or elfe with the Enemies (hot, except one, who, though at 
the firtt it was hoped his wounds were not mortal, yet foon after dyed 
shereofjamongit thefe was one George Felé much lamented,who hadbeen 
more adtive then any man in thofe parrs againit the Indians, butat the 
Jatt he loft bis own Life among them, inthis too defperate an Adventure, 

The Indians growing more bold by thefe Attempts in thofe remote 


places,drew down nearet towards Pa/cataqua,for not long after a parry 
i, ol 
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a6 A Narrative of the Troubles with the Indians 
of them came upon Cape Nidduck, where they killed and carryed away. 
all the Inhabitants of a few {cattering houfes, tothe number of fevenin 
all, and fuch was their Salvage Cruelty exercifedinthis place, as is not 
ufually heard of, forhaving dafhed out the brains of a poor woman that 
gave fuck, they nayled the young Child to the dead body of its mother, 
which was found fucking in that-rveful manner, when the People 
‘came tothe place. The day before a manand his wife were killed b 
them at Wells, andtwo men more foon after. Onthe twelfth of October 
following, near az hundred of the Indians made an Afault upon Black, 
poent,all the Inhabitants being gathered into one fortifyed place upon that 
point, which a few hands might have defended againit all the Indians on 
that fide of the Conary. Butasitfeems, one called C4/uge¢ was the 
Leader of the Indians; one that had from a Child been well acquainted 
with the Exglifh, and had lived fome years in Englifh Families, who 
though a cunning Fellow, andhad prevailed much in his Attenipts, yet 
at this time fhewed more Courtefy to the Englifh,then according to fors 
mer Outrages could be expected from any of thofe barbarous mi fore= 
ants ;and was willing to make offer of 2 T; reaty to Mr. Foffelin,chief of 
the Garrifon, to whom the faid A¢ugg promifed liberty forall that 
were there, to depart with there goods u pon the /urrender of the place; 
‘The faid Fo/felén reports,that when he came back from his treating with 
MMugg, that all the People were fled away out of the Garrifon, having 
carryed away their goods by water before his return > infomuch that 
having none but his Honfhold fervants to ftand by him, he was capable . 
to make no Refiftance, and fo furrendred, - 

When People have once been frighted with Reports and Senfe of 
danger, they are ready to fly away like a Hart before the Hunter or 
his Hounds , one of the Inhabitants of the place affirmed he faw aa 
hundred and fifty Indians, which was more by an hundred than any body 
elfe ever faw near the Fort. But whena placeisdefignedto Ruine, e- 
very thing they take in hand hall tend that way. 

The lofs of Black pointe was accompanyed with another fad Acci- 
dent, that fell out about the fame time at Richmonds Tfland, For young 
Mr, Fryer with fome others at Pa/cataqua ,to whom it feemed grie- 
vous that the Indians fhould make all chat Spoyle in every place in thofe 

farther Plantations,ventured upon the great Importunity of AZ, Ghendal 
with a Ketch to try what they could fave of fuch things that the Indi- 
ans had left, But things were fo ordered, that before they had Jadex 
their Ketch,coming too near the Stage head,they prefently found them- ~ 
dclvesin danger of a furprizal , for part of their Company being a

fhore, were feized by the Indians, or in dawger thereof, whom they were 
not willing to leave behinde ; and befides the wind blowing in hard up- 
on them,they could not get ont of the Harbour,but were forced to abide 
the danger of an Affault. The Indians getting many of them into the’ 
flagebhead, annoyed them fo falt with their jbor, that not a man. Of 
them was able to look above deck, but he was in danger of being fice 
down ; amongtt the relt Afr. Fames Fryer venturing too much sa view 
ofthe Enemy, received 2tweued in his knee, which appeared not dan- 

erous atthe firit, but for want of betrer looking to, then could be found. 
amongit that black Regiment, into whofe hands he foon after fell ,. 
It proved eMortal untohim, within a few days after ; he being bya. 
flrange Accident brought home to bis Fathers house at the great Ifland: 


in Pafcataqua, Ar. Fryer being thus wounded, thereit of the Com-. 


pany defended themfelves fora while with much Courage and Refo- 


lution, till they were brought to the fad choice of falling into the hands: 
of one of thefethree bad Mafters, the Fire, the water, or the Barbarons: 


Heathen, to whomat laft they thought it beft to yield, in hope of liber- 


ty afterwards, at leaft of lengthning out their lives a little longer, for: 


the Indians had manned out a Canoo with fevera! hands to. cut thesr Ca- 


ble,and others ftood ready within the defence of the ftage head to fire: 


upon any one that ftirred in the Keteb,by which means the Veffel (af- 


ter the Gable was cut) foon drovea fhore; and then was it threatned to: 
be prefently burned, if they did not all yeild, to which they all at laft. 


confented, 


The Indians how barbarousfoever in their own nature, yet civilly: 
‘ntreated their Prifoners, and upon farther difcourfe fent one or two of 
them to ‘Pafcataqua, to give them there an opportunity to Ranfome- 
their Friends. The perfonsfent home to procurea Ranfome, were to 
return with fuch a quantity of goods as the Jndians had defired, by fuch: 
a precife time : but they that brought the things for their Ranfome ,. 
coming a day or two before the time, when thofe that fent them were 


gone up the River at Black point, and not returned, Some other Indt- 
‘ans waiting forfuchan opportunity feitd rhe goods, at leaft that part 
whichthey moft defired, and throvgh miftake, killing one of the three 


men that brought them, difmiffed the other two, without return of the: 


Prifoners as was expected. 

As to what hapned afterward, we are yet much inthe dark, and for 
the prefent can write but by guefs - for within a few days af- 
ter the return of er. Ghendal , and the other man that went to 
carry the Ranfome, before November'1. Mugg himfelf came to Pafca- 


taqua.,, 
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taqua, bringing Mr, Fam 
one of the Prifoners along with him ‘complaining that without bw

forthe fending home all the Prifoners, and offered alfoin the Name of

‘There are two principal e4étors among the Indians that have all a- 
long promoted thefe defignes amongitthem, one named Squando, Sa- 
gamoreof Saco, and the forementioned ALadocawando, the chief Com- 
mander of the Indians Ea/fward about Penobfcor, who are faid to be, by 
themthat know them, a/jlrange kinde of moralized Salvages. Grave 
and Serious in their Speech and Carriage.and not without fome thew of 
a kind of Religion, which no doubt but they have learned from the Prince 
of darknefs, (by the help of fome papilt in thofe parts }that can Trans- 
form himfelf intoan Angel of Light ; under that fhape, the better to car- 
ry on the defignes of his Kingdome. Jt is faid alfo, they pretend to 
have received fome Uifions and Revelations, by which they have been 
commanded to worhip the great God, and not to work, on the Lords day. 
We know where that Fountazn hath its Rife, that fendeth forth at the 
fame place fweet and bitter waters, and from whence their hearts are in- 
fpired, that joyn blefling of God, with curfing and killing his Servants. 
It is reported by fome that came lately from thofe parts, that the In- 
dians.there do as yet refufe to have any peace with the Ezg/ifh,and will 
not as yet return any of our Captive Friends, till God fpeak to the 


forefaid Exthujiafts, that are their Leaders, that they fhould wo longer 
Make warr wirh ws, and the like. |

knowledge fome of the Indians had feized what was fent for the Ranfome

But not to troubleour felves farther with thofe UMiniffers of Satan, 
- er thofe that are acted by the e4ngels of the bortomlefs pit, ( who pofli- 
bly fince their delusions are but wo fold more the Children of Hell then 
they were before ) we know better how to underitand the minde of the 
great God of Heaven and Earth then to depend on fuch lying Oracles. 

That God who hath at prefent tured thei hearts to bate his People, 
-and deal fubtilly with his Servants, we hope in his time, will either, 
turn the fiream, andcaufe them to deal friendly and fincerely with his 
Peopleas heretofore, Or give Us an opportunity to defiroy them, 

In the next place it remains, that fome account be given of cur Forces 
under Captain Hathorne,and of their feveral expeaztions into the Eaftern 
parts, fince the middle of September lajt ; firlt up towards Ca/co, by the 
Sea-fide, then afterward throngh the woods directly Norrhward, to- 
ward Ojjapy, and Pigwauchet, 1n hope to have found the Enemy there 
at their bead Quarters. | all 

Upon the firit Report of thofe Deva ffations and Sp-yls that had been 
made by Fire and Swordin thofe Eastern Plantatsons, It was judg- 
ed neceffary to fend fome Forces that way to puta fiop unto the current 
of thofe Outrages , before the Remainders of the Southern Indians 
could have opportunity to joyn with them : To that end abour an 
hundred and thirty Englifo, with forty Indians were difpatched away 
into thofe parts, under the Command of Captain William Hathorne, 
Captain Syl, and Captain Hunting , who were to joyne with fuch as 
-_ could be raifed in thofe parts, under A4ajor Waldern, and Captain 
Froft: After they had furprized the Indians that flocked into thofe parts, 


(as was Related before ) which was done upon September the 6th., 


1676. Captain Hathorne who was Commander in chief, marched the 
Forces by the Sea-fide towards Cajco; Forat that time they were upon 
-fomedemurre, whether to March directly toward Offapy, and Pig- 
wauchet, where the head Quarters of the Enemy was fuppofed to be, 
or elfe to march directly toward Ca/co Bay, where they heard parties 
of the Enemy were daily /popling the Plantations of the Englifh; At the 
latt it was judged moft Expedient, totry ifthey could not meet with 
fome parties of the Enemy amongit thofe ‘Plantations near the Sea- 
fide, by that means at lait to preventthem from doing more mifchief 
if they could not finde an opportunity to fall upon fome of them, and 


deftroy them: But their time was not yet come, nor were all the De/ola-, 


tions as yet accomplifled, which God hada purpofe to bring about by 
their means. Fornotwithitanding there was a fuficient Force to have 
fuppreffed all the numbers of the Enemy, if they had been many more 
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than they were ; yet being emboldened and grown fubtile by their former’ 


facceffes, they had fo difperfed themfelves all about the woods in thofe 
parts, that when our Forces were in one place, they would be in ano- 
ther, and fo did much mifchtef thereabouts, while our Souldiers were 
out after them : For after they had by feveral ftepsintex days time got- 
ten to Ca/co, from Newchewannick( about the eighth of September)they 
marched to Wells,and from Wells to Winter Harbour, and fo from thence 
to Black point they pafled by water, and then arrived at. Ca/fco Bay, 
about the twentieth of September, yet about that very time, were feve- 
ral ofthe Englith cut of'at Afount-joyes Ifland, and that_in fight of cur 


Forces, when they were not abletocomeatthem, for want of Boats, 


the J/land \ying two Leagues off in the Bay; ( this hapned the rweary 
third of the fame month, as was faid before, and within two days af- 
ter another party of the Enemy were doing mifchief at Wells, and Cape 
Midduck, and yet efcaped away when they had done. 

Nor could our Forces in all their Expedition meet with any of them, 
butrwo; one of which foon after he was taken, was let go, by the 
Treachery or Carelefsnefs of them that held him. For when our For- 
ces were come within a few miles of the higher fide of (a/co Bay, fome 
of our Natick Indian feouts going in Company with the Indians under 
Blind Will, (aSagamore of Pafcataqua, who went in Company with 
eightofhis men, fuppofedto be good Pilots for the places more Ea/f- 
ward )met with fome of the Enemy, and laid hold of. couple of them; 
Fuftice was done upon one of them, the other, although he was led by 
two of Blind Wills Indians, they made afhift to dee go, who efcaping 
away,got overa River, and gave notice to the Indians who were on 
_ the other fide,& were heard buta little before threfhing in a Bare that 
belonged to one Asthony Bracket, ( whom they had lately furprized.) 
Another difappointment our Forces met withal about the fame time, 
for when Captain Hathorz was up at Cafco Bay with his Souldiers, he 
never could come up with the Indians, either through want of Skillin 
them that were his Scouts, or rather want of Faithfulnefs in one that 
fhould have been bw guide, whohad gothis living by Trading with the 
Indians, therefore feemed unwilling to have the Brood of them de- 
ftroyed as was known afterwards, and by that means @ party of 
the Enemy efcaped the hands of our Souldiers : Yet it pleafed God at 


onetime to bring the Forlorne of our Forces upon a party of the Ene-’ 


my, who efpying the Englifh, prefently fled away into the woods, like 
fomany wild Dear; yet one of them, viz. that 7. Samp/on who had 
been of the Company, that killed Robinfon the year before, was by the:

The reft of the indiansthat were fcattered about Cufco Bay, having 
difcovered our Forces, made their efcape : But, we hope their time 
is fhort, and that God will find fome way to cut off the blondy and. de- 
ceitful. Enemies of his People, and not fuffer them to/sve cut half their 
dayes. 

But by one fuch Accident or other, our Souldicrs could not meet with 
any of them that had done all the mifchiefabout thofe parts. And while 
our Forces lay about Cafeo Bay 3 a fmall party of the Enemy came 
down upon the Borders of the Town of Wells, where they lay in Am- 


bu{h near a Garrifon houfe, at oneend of the Town, and fhor down | 


Mr, Fames Gouge from his horfe, September the twenty fourth, being 


- Loras day, ashe was going home fromthe eeiring ; and then bnocked 


down bis wife, giving her feveral wounds with their Hatchets about the 


head, of which fhe dyed within three days after. 


“The next day September the twenry fifth, the fame party being not 
above fevexin number went toward York, and furprized (ape Nid- 
duckin a barbarous manner, killing moit of the poor people belonging 
thereunto: Some of their Neighbours hearing of the Guns,came to thear 
Refcue : The Indians being on the further fide of a River, dared them 
to come over and fight with them man to man: uling feveral Reproach- 
ful Tearmsto them, making a Shot atthem alfo, which fome of the 
Company not being able tobear, did very refolutely adventure through 
the River afterthem;but they were not willing to try the valour of 
the Englifh ; when they perceived they found 4 way to pafs over the Ri- 
ver upon them, but returned back towards Wells 5 where they killed a- 
nother, one George Farrow, September the twenty feventh,as he was too 
carelefsly venturing to his houfe without any Company : Thefe things 
hapned while our Forces were at Cafco, where they tarryed feven or 
eight days. And hearing of thefe Outrages committed in fome of 
thofe places which they left behind them ; and not being able to meet 
with any of them inthe place were they were, they returned back to- 
ward Wells, and York; but the Indians were efcaped away into the 
woods after their Companions, before they came there : Our Souidiers 
having thus {pent much time and painsin a fruitlefs Expedition toward 
Cafco, they refolved toventure another march after them, up towards 
Offapy,fappofing they might by thattime-be drawn homewards ee 
| G2 their

their Winter Quarters ; or elfe, that they might deltroy what they had 
left behind them, to prevent their harbouring there for the future > But 
it feemed goodto him, who by his Sovereign Power and Infinite wif. 

_ domordereth all Events and purpofes( wherein his pcopie or others are 
concerned ) to dsfappoist all endeavours ufed at that time for the fup-, 

-preiiing of the Enemy, or putting any ftopto their wonted Succefles- 

For foon after our Forces were returned back from Cafce, news was 
brought of the furprizal of Black, point, on the twelfth of Oltcber , as 
was mentioned before ; which norwithitanding, It was judged more ad- 
vifeable to venture and proceed on with the Expedition toward Offpy, 
( whether it was fuppofed by thistime, the greateit number of them 
were retired ) rather then to return back again to recover Black point, 
where was nothing to be expected but an empty Fort, and fomedefert- ' 
ed houfes, which it feems the Indians had forfaken by that time. 

And befides that other Forees were about the fame time ordered to re. 
pair thither, fufficient for the repairing & fecuring ofthe place,with what 
elfe was left remaining from the hands of the Exemy;And likewifefevee | 
ral Souldiers were ordered to Garrifon the Towns thereabouts, to pre- b 
vent them from making any further Aflault upon them. However, they ( 
were fo far emboldned bythe taking of black, point, and the Ketch at N 
Richmond Ifland wi'b feveral Prifoners alfo which were furprizedatthe  -— 
fame time ; thata party of them came the very next weekafter,toward ~~ 
Wells, hoping to attain tha ,and all the Towns,and places elfe betwixt 
Cafco Bayand Pafeataqua,as they had done Black point, Fora party 
of them under eAtugg their chief Leader, brought Mr. Ghendal along 
with them to Wells,wiere they /ummoned the firft Garrifonasthe Towns 
end.To facilitate the bufinels, they fent the faid Ghendal as their Agent, | 
or meffenger to move them to furrender, without hazarding an onfet;but 
the people were not fo difpondent, to yield up the place upon fo flight 
an occafion; which when the Exemy difcerned, they foon drew off, after 
they had done fome little mifchief to the Inhabitants:For firit they killed — 

» Afaack Littlefield not far from the garrifonzit 1s faid,they would willing- 
dy have had him yield himfelf prifoner,but he refufing,they thot him down 
yet they were fo civil,as to fuffer his Friends to fetch away his bady,with- 
out offering any further a¢t of Inhumanity to it, or hoffilitytowardthem 
that fercht st off. An old man called (refs, was killed by them likewife a- i 
bout the fame time,and another, Fo/eph Bigford by name, belonging to 
_ the Garrifon, was forely wounded at thattime, fo ashe dyed foon af- 
ter : Thirteen head of neat Cattle were alfo killed by them,out of which 
they only for hatte, took the Tozgues, leaving the bodies of all the ref 
£1 whole

This was all the mifchief was done by them,after the taking of Black, 
point : The Inhabitants of Wiater Harbour, near adjoyning thereto,, 
being alarmed with the furprizal of the other place ; fled away with 
their goods , for atime ; till they heard the Enemies were removed far- 
ther Eaffward, and then it was faid, they returned to their place again 5. 
in this po.ture have things in thofe places remained ever fince, in thofe . 
Eajtern Plantations betwixt Pa/cataqua and Cafco Bay. a 

But our Forces under the Command of (aptain tHathorne, and Cap- 


rain Syl, having at the lat obtained,all things neceflary for a Winter: 


march into the woods, diduponthe firft of November following, fete” 


- forth toward Offupy., where, after four days march of very difficult 


ay, over many Rivers,not eafy to pafs at that time of the year,they ar- 
rived; but found never an Indian, either there, or inthe way, as they: 
marched along: The Indians belonging to thofe parts, had not many. 
years before hired fome Englifh Traaes to buildthema Fort, for their 
fecurity againit the ALobawks, which was built very ffrong for that pur- 
pole fourteen Foot high with Flankers at each corner. But at this time 
the Souldiers intending to difappoint them of their refugemade fuel there~ 
of which at that tim? was very needful for our People, who had marched 
many miles throughout deep Snow ina very cold Seafon, when they could 
hardly keep themfelves from freeV sng as they pafied along, fo early in 
the Winter : None of the Enemy being to be found there in their frrongeft 
Fort, It was not counted worth the while for all the Company to 
march any farther : Wherefcrea fmall party being {ent up ezghteem or 
twenty miles farther Northward among the woods, where as they pafs 
fed along they met with many va? Lares, ( fuppofed to be the Uaufe. 
of the fhurpne/sof the cold, in that fide ofthe Country ) making the place 
scarce habitable for any befides thofe Salvages that ufe to bunt there- 
abouts , for Afoofe inthe Winter, and Beaver inthe Sammer, (a fort of 
Creatures, whofe Skins are of more Account than all their bodies. ) But 
‘at this time it is fuppofed they were all gone lower toward the Sea fide, 
to fhare the Spoyls of the Englith Plantations, lately furprized by them ; 
whichis all the Reward they have met withal, who in former years, 
for the fake of a little Lucre by Traffick with them, have run themfelves 
there into the very Faws of deffruttion, cither by Irregular dealing with 
them; or by their too much confidence, in their decezt ful Frienafhip. 
November the ninth, our Forces having {pent mine days in this Service, 
returned fafe to Wewechewannick, from whence they fet forth at ba se 
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SEPreR A Narrative of the Troubles with the Indians 
having run more haQard of their Limbs by the foarpre/s of the Froft, than 
of rbecr lives by an eA f[zule from their Enemies, 
- There was great probability that the defigne might have had fome 
good Effect, if Afagg a chief Leader of them, dtd not much abufe 
thofe he fled unto, with a proffer of Peace; for hetoldthem that there 
were abcut an hundred of them about Ofapy, not meny days before « 
Butit becomes us to look beyond fecand (anjet , in Events of this na- 
ture; and conclude, that Ged bad raifed up thefe Barbarous Enemies to 
bring alske Chafi.femem upon the Englith in-this fide of the Ceuntry, 
with that which others had endured elfewhere,inthe end of the former, 
and beginning of this prefent year. , 

Whereas mention was formerly made of a Pecce concluded at Boffon 
berwixtthe Governour and (Council of the Afaffachufets, and Atugg an 
‘Eaftward Indian, inthe name cf A¢edece-w endo chief Sagamere ot all 
the Indians about Pemmagquid and Pewebject , wwhich faid Afueg , was 
fent from Boffor, November the21/?, with two Veffels, to receive the 
-Prifoners there detamed by the Indians , andalfo to tee the Ratification 
‘ofthe feveral Articles of the faid peace concluded npon. Which Articles 
for the better fatisfaction of thofe that have not been acquainted with 
‘them, are thought fit here tobe Inferred,

‘Things were fo ordered by the good Providence of God, that the faid # 
Veffels arrived fafely at Pexobfcor inthe beginning of the next month, i 
where they found the faid AZadockawando, who was ready to confirm 2 
and make good the Articles of the Peace concluded at Boffoz by his a 
Agent in his Name; And was willing alfo to deliver all the Prifoners ; 
that were then in bus Power, or under his Command, which were but 
two, who were taken in the Veffel at Richmonds Ifland , the twelfth of 
Odober lat. The faid AZugg likewife being fenfible of the Obliga- 
rionhe lay under, to make good his word, did vemturetogouphimfelito 
another Plantation of the Indians, where was fuppofed fome more of — 
the Englifh Prifoners were, to’ fee whether he could obtain their Re- 
leafe, as alfo to per{wade with the reft of the Indians thereabouts to joyn , 
in the confirmation of the Peace; \tappearedto the perfons belonging i 
tothe Veilels, thatthe faid AZugg went with fome Relwctancy, as fear- 
ing the Indians he was going amongit, would either kill him, or Reep 
bim Prifoner ; To which end, he ordered the Commanders belonging to 
the Veffels to tarry for him, aboutrhree days, or four at the mojt, aflu- 
ring them, that ifhe did not return by. that.time, they might certazuly 
conclude that either hus Life or Liberty was taken from him;however the 
Vellels tarried about or near a week beyond the time /imited,inexpeCta- 
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tion of his coming 5 Butafter folong fray, they neither fecing, nor hear. 
ing from hitn, were ready to fear the worft, viz, that his Country 
men had made him fure from having more to do with the Evglifh, 
Whereupon for fear of being fhur up by the fharpne/s of the Wenter 
from returning themfelves, they took the opportunity of the next faz 
wind of fering Sayle for Bofton, ( only turning into Pemmaquid to fee 
if they could hear any farther News there ) where they arrived with 
fuch Prifoners, as were freely delivered by ALadockawando, the twenty 
fifth of December following , Anno, 1676. Among{t which Prifoners, be- 
fides the two forementioned, who were found at Pemcb/cor,there was a 
third, by a more remarkable providence then ordinary, added unto 
them, A4r. Thomas Cobber,Son of that Reverend and worthy Adiniffer 
of the Gofpel, Afr. Thomas Cobbet,( Pastor of the Church at Ip/witch,a 
Town within the A¢affachufets Furisdittion ) who had all the time of 
his Sons (aptivity together with his friends wrestled with God in their 
daily Prayers {or his Releafe, and accordingly he was with the more 
joy received by his friends, asane4nfwer and Return of their prayers, 
The faid young man had lived with Mr. Fryer, Merchant of Ports. 
mouth for fome years before, aud had been oft at Sea with A@r. Fames 
Fryer the eldeft Son of the faid Aerchant, and who had after much 
Experience of bs Faithfulne{s, dexterity, and Cvwrage on all fuch Ac- 
‘compts, borne him fo much Refpect, that when he was urged by his Fa- 
ther to goalong with Adr. Ghendal, as was faid before, he would not 
venture unlefs his Friend Thomas (obbet would goalong with him; the 
which Service he only for his Friends fake accepted , which proved a fa- 
tal et dventure to Mr. fames Fryer , and might have doneto the other 
alfo,had not*God otherwife d:/pofed of him, having, asis hoped, mere 
Service for him in the Land of the living. Amonglitall the prifoners at 
thattime taken, the faid Thomas Cobber feemed to have had the hardest 
portion: For befides the defperate dangers that he efcaped, before he 
wastaken, Firj#, by a bullet, thot through his Waft-Coae, Secondly, by 
a drunken Indian, who hada kusfeat his Throat to cut it, when his 
hands were bound; when the Indians came to {hare the prifoners among{t 
them, he fell into the hands of one of the ruggeddejt Fellows, by whom 
within a few days after bis furprival, he was cerryed first from Black, 

oint, to Ship/cot River in the Ketch, which the Indians made them to 
Say! for them, intothe/asd River, from thence he was forced to travel 
withhis Pateroon Four or five miles overland to Damanifcottee, where

man forced to continue sine weeks in the Service-of a Salvage mifcre= 
ant; who fometimes would Tyranuize over him, becaufe he could not 
underftand bis Language, and for-want thereof, might occafion him to 
mifs of bis Game , orthe like, What everficknefs he was obnoxious 
unto, bychange of dyet, or other account, he could expect no other 
allowance than the Wigwam will afford : If fefeph bein the Prifon, fo 
long as God is with hire theres he fhall be preferved, and in due time 
remembred. 


After the end of the wine weeks , the Indian whom he was to ferve, . 


had fpentall hispowder, whereupon on the fudden he took upa Re/folx- 
tion to fend his young man down to Pensbfcot to Mounfier Cafteen to 
procure more powder to kill Afoofe and Dear, which it feems isall their 
way of living at Afount Defare,; The Indians was certainly over ruled 
by Divine previderce in fending brs Captive down thither , for a few 
days before, as it feems, after the Indians in that place, had been pow- 
awing together, he told him, that there were two Englifh Veffels then 
come into Pemmaquid, or Penobfcct, which proved fo indeed : yet was. 
it net minded by him farely, whenhe fent bis Captive thither for pow- 
der, for it proved the means of bus efcape; which his Patercon might ea- 
fily have conjedtured, ifithad not been hid from him. As foon as he 
Arrived at Penob/cor, he met with A¢ugg, who prefently faluted him by 
the Name of Mr. Cobber, and taking him by the hand, told him, he had 
been at his Fathers boxfe,(which was November the firf or fecond before, 
ashe pafled through /p/ivitch to Boffon ) and had promifed to fend him 
home, fo foonashe returned. eAMadockswandotaking notice of what 
Magg was {peaking that way, although he were willing that he fhould 
be releafed according to Agreement,(his Paterson being one of this Sa- 
gamores Subjefts, though during the Hunting Voyage of the sweater, 
he lived at fucha diftancefrom him ) began to demand fomething for 
fatisfattion , inaway of Ranfeme, not underftanding before that his 
Father was « great Preachman, as they ufe to call it: Reply was made 
to him, that he fhould have fomething in liew of 4 Ranfome, viz. a fine 
(oat ,which they had for him aboard the Veffel ; the which the Saga- 
more defiredtofee, before he would abfolutely grant bis Releafe = but 
upon fight of the faid Coar, he feemed very well fatisfied, and gave him

extream cold day;he was fo overcome with the fharpnefs thereof, that 
all his Senfes were fuddenly benummed, fo ashe fell down upon the Snow,

ed ina little time,but that the Indians he was going along with, mifing 


-bim, prefently rai about the woods to feck, him, and when they found 


him, they were either fo pitiful to him, or fo careful of their own good, 


-asnot to caj? awaya likely young-man, from whom they expected ei- 
ther much fervice, or a.good Ranfome, for want of a little Care, and pains 
to preferve his life ; wherefore, taking him upon their fhoulders, they 


carryed him into the mext Wigwam, fo as he foon after reveved, and 


- came to bimfelf again, without any farther mifchief. 


Atanother time, the Sulvage Villain whofe Prifoner he was, fo long 


‘ashe had ffrowg Liquor, for five days together was fo drunk, that he 


was like afurious mad Beajt , fo as none durit come nearhim, his 


_ Squaws he almott brained in one of thofe drusken fits. 


The faid Thomas was forced to get out of his fight into the woods all 


‘thatnight, for fear of being mifchiefed by him. Where making a fire 


he kept himfelf alive: The Squaws being by Gods fpecial Providence 


fo inclined to pity, that they came to him daily with Vrétuals, by which 
_meanshe was atthat time alfo preferved : All which put together, 


makes his Deliverance the more Remarkable,as an Anfwer of prayer. 
As for the Reft of the Prifoners,( which are faid to be fifty or saxty )

No farther News came to hand concerning the Exglifh Prifoners at 

Kennibeck, after the Return of Caprain Afoor from Penobfcar, till the 

fifth of January. \Whenone Francu Card with-another young man 
formerly an Inhabjitaat of fome place about Kennibeck, or of Arowfick, 

( but then. Prifoner with the Indians, ) made an efcape fromthe Indi- | 

ans, and fo got over Ca/eo Bay, and then to Black posac, from thence he EE 
was conveighed to Pafcataqua foon after, and then to Buffon,  F 

The manner of bis efcape, ashe reports was this: He was imployed 
by the Indians torhrcfh Cora at a Barra little lower in the Rever than 
the place where the Indians commorly kept, being truited alone, to go and 
come of bimfelf, becaufe there was no {u/pition of any coming to carry. 
him away, or feening poffibiliry to getaway without being difcovered,he 
found. means to plot with another young max, who was fent to look hor- 
fes; whofe fiefhit feems is by thofe wild Salvages, preferred before the 
beft Beef, foas having their choice of both, they took what they liked 
bef; And this being the Imployment of the young man, hehad the fit- 
ter opportunity when he was in the woods to make any Contrivance to 
getaway. Thus being refolved upon their defigne, they provided ne- 
ceffaries accordingly, and fent facha Meflenger home to their Adafters,as 

might occafion them not toexpect them very foon that night ; Thus i 
refolved , they marched away, asfoon as ever they perceived the Coaff 1H 
wasclear; Andhaving provided a Cazoo accordingly fit for the de- 
figne, by thehelp of irthey got overthe waters, by which they were 
to pafs, which were ot frozen ; And in the wight time turned into a 
Swampe, where they might make a fire to keep them from fraruing with : 
the Cold, without being difcerned , So as within two or three days they , 
recovered the Fort, and Garrifon at black pointsfrom whence they were ~ 
foon conveighcd to Boffon, | . .

- He reported alfo thar the Indians /pzke mothing of any Peace 5 but ta= 
ther being heightmed with their lace and great Sncceffes, were contriving .. 
how to get poffeffion of the other places in the hands of the Englifh, on * 
that fide of the Country, whichGod forbid fhould ever come to pafs ; but ~ 
finding fo ea/y work ot their form er Exploits, they hope they fhall accom - 
plifh their purpofes with the like faciluyin a\lother places where they 
come, | | 
It feems Squando is their chief Leader, that Exthufiaftical, or rather 
Diabolical Mifcreant ; who yet hath put on a garbe of Religion, and 
orders his people to do the like; performing Religious wor {hip amongit 
the Indians ia bes way, yetis fuppofed to have very familiar Converfe 7 
withthe Devil, that appears to him as an edngel of Eightinfome fhape | 
or other very frequently. “This Fancy Card aifo affirmeth, that there Ze 
is nothing fo great a wumber of the Indians as is here reported, fot he : 
faith, whenthey were going out upon fome defigne, while he was in 
| their hands, he had not opportunity to coune them all, and could find but -- & 
| ninety eight of them, that were men : Neither could he difcern that there a 

were any of the Weftern Indians, unlefe Simon aud Andrew, that for- e 

merly efcaped out of Dover Prifon : Although it was before apprehen- 

ded there were multitudes of them flocked thither.

For foon after Franc Card coming to Bofion, fome of ALajar 
Walderns Indians at Quecbecho, as they were bunting in the woods chan- 


ced to meet with three ftrange Indians, the which had Guns, at leait. 


rwo of them; but thofe of Quechecko were without. The other Indians 


began to infinuate into them, to feeifthey could make way for their 


acceptance with the Englifh : Thofe Indians that this motion was made 
unto, inamott perfidious manner gave them encouragement in the bu- 
finefs ; And appointed a place where to meet them the wexr day, fay- 
ing, they would nothave them now go home with them to ther Wig- 
wams, leait their Women and Children thould be frighted with the fight 
of their Guns; All which was fpoken upon a Treacherous Account, by 
that means to betray them, for they hadneither Women-nor Children at 
their wigwams ; but not having Guns themfelves,- as the other had,they 
durft not then fecze upon them : The next-day therefore according to Ap- 
pointment, their guefts expecting 4 Treaty, and a Friendly Complyance, 
( yet coming apart, as was ordered the day before to be the more eafily 
furpriXed ) arrived at the place Appointea 5 And there prefently the firit 
being thus Treacheroufly brought. into the {rare was difpatched ont of 
band. Thelike wasalfo done to the fecond.; The third was notat fuch 
adiftance, buthecitherdifcerned or fufpected, what became of his 
Fellows, and therefore made the more haffe to e/cape : but his deceitful 
Friends were too quick for him, who {hot him down before he could get 
out of their reach : So asthey took himalive, asisfaid; but he could 
not live much longer by Reafon of his wounds: Thefe Quechecho Indi- 
ans cut off the Scalps of their poor Countrymen, ( whichis their ufual 
manner, when itistoofar tocarry the heads ) which being brought to 
Major Walderns \ndians, they were prefently difcerned to be (Var- 
rbaganfets by the cut of theirhbair. This inftauce is a fufficient Evi- 
dence of the Subtilty, guile, and Falfhood natural to all thefe Indi- 
ans; and may fatisfie any Rational perfon, what little truft there is to 
be putin their words, promifes, or Engagements, though never fo 
folemnly made, farther then they that make them: fee Advantage in 
the keeping and performing. Subtilety, malice, and Revenge, feems 
to be as infeparable from them, as if it were part of their E/exce. 
What ever hopes may be of their Converfion to Chrijfianity in after 
Time, there is but little appearance of any Truth in their hearts at pre- 
fent, where fo much of the contrary is fo ordinarily breathed out ‘of

Thefe were the manner of the Gentilesin former times, while they 
remained Children of Difebedience, until they were renewed after ano- 

ther Image : Nor are thefe uncapable Subjetts for. Divine grace to:work, 
_ upon, yerarethere fome natural viccs proper to every Nation in the 
. world, as Paul {peaks of the Grecians, from the Tefiemony of one of 
their own Poets. as,” | 
_ ButtoReturn;thefe things /o concurring, and feveral Gentlemen 
. from about Pafcataqua repayring to Boffen, fo reprefented the ftates of 
things Eaftward beforethe GOVE RNOUR and COUNCIL, 
as that it was apprehended nat only xeceffary, but Feafible alfo to fup- 
prefs the forefaid Indians in thofe parts: Whereupon it was forthwith 
concluded that an Expedition fhould be made againft them ; To which 
end two hundred Souldiers, whereof about fixty were of the Natick, In- 
dians, that have given good proof of their Valour, and Faithfulne/s. to 
the Englifh; All which were immediately d:/patched away, the firft — 
week in February by warer, under the Conduct of Afajor Waldern as ug 
Coiamander in chief; A perfon weli approvrd for his. Activity, as well - 
as Fidility and Courage inconcernments of that nature: They had.to 
Encounter with Rough and contrary winds, and much.cold weather the 
firtt week after their fetting forth; But having fo much Experience of 
the fayour aud goodnefs ofthe e4/mighty,. whois wont always to be 
prefent with his Servants in like Cafes, though he hath often for a time 
_ deferred for the tryal of their Faith, aad exercife of their patience; yet 
Se .ufeth not to failhe people, that put their truft in him,and diligently feek # 
his face; A folemn time being appointed for that end ; To the which we 
| _ expect a comforiable Anfwer: we that have fent forth our Friends on 
the publick Service, being thus engaged to follow them with Pray- i 
ers, atthe prefentin filence wait upon rhe Lord of Hoffs to give a 
bleffing to the defigne ; Hoping our Friends in this neceflary, though is

February the wisseteenth following, Lohn Abbot, the Maffer of Mr. 
Fryers Ketch taken October the Twelfth, before at Blatk Point, came in 
to the Sfle of Shoales , having made a defperate Adventure to efcape ; he 
gave amore probable Account of things in thofe parts, is 
He faith, they were firft carry ed to Ship/eot River, where the. Veffel 
in which they were taken, was sored for all the Weater: In which time, 
the Indians having fpent all their Amunition, and moft of their provifi- 
on, counted it bigh time now to be looking out formore: to which end, 
they caufed the faid Abbor to fitip the Veffel, ( being a pinnace of a- 
bout thirty Tux )as wellas he could, with.fuch afi/fance as they could 
afford him ; and tex of them {hipped themfelvesin the fame, intending 
for Penobfcot ; from thence to Saylup that River, asfar as they coud, 
and then leaving their Veffel to proceed on with their Camooes, as high 
up the River as the ftream would permit, and foto pafs on to (anada 
to buy powder of the Freneh there ; It being at this time fio and thirty 
Shillings a pound among{t the Indians at Kennibech, But as providence 
ordered it, after chefe Marriners were launched into the deep, a [mall 
orm with a contrary wind began to arife ; of which the Englifh Skipper 
found wayes in he fieering tomake the danger feemmore than really it 
was, infomuch that they refolvedto put in at Cape-bona-waggon, three 
Leagues to the Eaflward of Ship/cot, where exebt of them went a hore, 


leaving two Indians aboard with the Englifh Skipper: After he had got 


fo well rid of them, he contrived how to get {hut ef the other alfo: There- 
fore he perfwaded them, thatthe Vejfel would not ride fafely in thae 
place, foas he prevailed with them to let him go to another Harbour , 
called Damaris Cove, twoor three Leagues mote Eafiward: In the way 
ashe Sayled, he foordered his fteering, that fometimees the waves were 
ready to overtake the Veffel, which put histwo Indians intoa fright, fo 
as they made all rhe haf they could to get a fhore, as foon as ever they 
came within the Harbeur, urging him to goaloze with them; but he pre- 
tended a meceffary Excufe toitay behind to look atter the Veffct but with 
intent, as foonas ever he fhould fee them 2 fhore, to hoyfe Sayl for fome 
Englifh Harbour, having no. body aboard with him, butafmal Englifh 
Child about three years old: it feems the Indians had a Child or two of 
-their own dead in the Veflel, who. dying after they began their Voyage, 
they were the forwarder to.go.a fhore with them, for bury<l: The fatd 
Abbot now perceiving he had obtained his purpofe ; ( for he oft refoly-4

on this Projeét before ) firlt ralowing the Ataft with a piece of fat Pork; 
left by the Indians, as high as he could reach ; that he with his ows bands 
might the. more eafily hoy/e the Sayl, fo choofing rather to caf? himfelf 
upon the Providence of God in the waters, than to trujt himfelf any lon- 
ger with perfidious Salvages on the dry Land. ; he came fafe to Ifle of 
Shoales before the Evening of the zext day, February the nineteenth, 
_ Within afew days after Joba e4 bbot aforefaid, made bis efcape in 
the Veffel; Therecamean exprefs from Major Waldera that commander. 
in chief ovet our Forces fent to Kennibeck.to fubdue the Indians in thofe 
‘parts, & deliver the Englifh Captives that have been detained in their. 
hands, fince Auguft laft,which giveth this account of their proceeding. — 
February the feventeenth,this morning the wind North Eajt,foon after 
South, and South Weft,.we fat Sayl with our Veffels from Black point, for 
Portland, but onthe Eaft-fide of Cape Elizabeth, we efpyed Jobe Pain, — 
( who was fént out a Scout ) who brought word the way was clear of Ices. 
and Jadians whereupon we fteared for Mary porwr at the head of Cafco 
Bay, and got there thisnight, buttoolateto get to the Fore before 
morning.

fay, the Treaty was ended: To this Sgaando Anfwered, he would be 
with us again at Ten @ Clock, and bring the Caprives..

Waldern fhould Sayl for Penobfcot, with two of the Kerches, and part © 


of the Souldiers to feek after the Captives, and fight the Enemy if he 
had opportunity : the reft to build a Garrifon. Inthe abfence of our For- 
ces, the Veilels efpyed feveral Fires below the River , and one Englifh 
boufe was burnt, about Sun fet, the Souldiers returned to the Veflels. — 
Twenty fourth this morning the AZajor with two Boats and a Shallop 
went two {py out a place to fettle a Garrifon, and found one againit the 
lowerend of edrow/ick Ifland, and the Veffels are brought to it. ‘ 
Twenty fifth, We relied here this Sabborh. : 
gobn Bakers houfe oppofite to the lower end of e4row/ick, being 
judged the moj? convensent place for their purpofe, as wellfor the con- 
venience of water for the Souldiers , as of a Cove wherein Ships might 
Ride, within Command thereof, thezr Veffels therefore were immedi-. 


ately: Anchored there, where they refted on the Lords day, February the

The next day according to the Advice of the Commanders, Major 


Waldern embarqued fixty men.in two Veffels, with which he fer Say] im- 
mediately for Peob/cor, leaving the reit to be imployed in making pre- 
paration for fetling 4 Garrifon in the faid place. fei che ee 

In their way, off from Gy-ob/cot point, they efpyed twolIndians in a 
Canoo, that waved their Caps, asif they defired fpeech with them. Fobn 
Pain and Wat. Ghendal were prefentlyfent ; they gave them Jntells- 
gence that many Indians were at Pemmaquid with Exglifh Captives, up- 
on which they bem their courfe thither, where arrrveng they -Anchor- 
ed at four a (lock, the fame day 5 foon after two Indians hollowed to 
them from Mr. Gardners Fort. Iohn Pain was {ent a fhore to enquire 
whothey were , and what was become of the Captives: Sundry forts of 
Indians were found uponthe place, with feveral Sagamores, the chief 
of whom, was Mattabando, who told them he was glad to fee Enghifh 
men there, and that he defired peace, and ptomifed to deliver fuch 


rae as were at Perob/cor, then next morning ; adding alfo, that he 
defired to {peaks with Captars Davis. After Joka Pare returned to the 
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Major, he was fent back with the faid Dawis,and ftaid a fhore, till three 
Sagamores went aboard, and fignifiedas much to Afajor Waldern, as 


they had faid before to Fohn Pain. While they were in difcourfe,an 
Englifs Captive was efpyedina Canoowith his Pateroon, with whom 
they defiredtofpeak, butit was not ranted at that time, he being carry 
ed farther up the River out of fight. 

Soon after rhe Afajor went a fhore with fix mez, yet carrying 10 
cAirmes withthem. He found their words fmoother than Oyl, yet were 


there drawn Swords in their hearts, of which fome of their actions, gave 


no fmall ground of Sufpition : for they deferred all till the ext morning 5 
nor were they willing to let the man that was e[pyed before in the Canoe 
come aboard to fee his Friends without leaving a2 Hofage in his roov, 
of which she Aajor was very glad, thathe might havean opportunity 
— ofa little difcourfe with one whom they might truft. When they re+ 


turned from the fhore, a figz was promifed to be given for the Appea- 
~ vance of the Indians by. the firing of three. Guns. The next morning, - 


February the rwenty feventh, the Major with the fame number as before, 


went to Treat with them ; They with Fobn Pain having firft Lollowed to- 
them; upon their coming a fhore their perfons were fearched on both: 


fides, and all edrms laid afide. The whole Forenoon was fpent in a 


Treaty, whereat they feemed much to rejoyce in expectation of a Peace : 
with the Englith; yet when A4ajor Waldern delired a prefent delivery of

the Captives, with eA ffiftance of men and Canoos to fight the eAonof- 


coggin Indians, Enemies to them both, it was. denyed, though they. 


could not have had a fitter Teftimony of their Fidelity. 
They alleaged that the (aptsves were siven them by Kennibeck It 


dians, and they muft have fomething for keeping them all Winter, and - 
therefore were not willing tolet them go without Rasfome ; And for” 
their Canoos, they faid they had them in prefent Service, being then. 
bound for Penob(cor. The price demanded, w7<. twelve Skins a per fons. 


was yeilded to;upon which they prefently delivered William Chadbura, 
¥ohn Whinnick,and Iohn Worwood,which were all that they would own, 
or could be proved they had. 

That part of the pay, which was to be za Liquor; was prefently lard 
down, the reft was promifed to be fent in the Afternoon: The Com- 
manders debated what was farther to be done, one or two of the old Sa- 

amores,( who were believed ) feemed fincere about the Peace, profefled 

“that none of themhad any hand in the War; but only fome of their 
“young men, whomthey could not Rule : But feveral of the Gompany 
“affirming they faw fome of the faid Indians ar Ca/co engaged in Fro ftility 


againit. 
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againft the Englifh, it was refolved not to enter into any League of 


Peace with them, butrather to fight them, or furprize them after they 
‘had difpatched the bufinefs about the Captives. . 
This being determined, the eAajor with five of his men went a fhore, 
with part of the Rawfome, the better to beget a Confidence in chem; and 
then prefently to return aboard, and fit his men for farther Service , But 
if he had not wifely provided againit all Exigencies afore handshe might 
have been prevented from ever going aboard more; for {tepping afide a 
Rod or two from the place, for better Circum/peétion, he efpyed the 
point of a Lance fromunder aboard, hid there, as were other Arms neat 
by for a Treacherous defigne that was in their mindes,foon after,upon the 
receiving therejt of the pay, to have been putin Execution. . Where- 
upon Major Waldera tookup the Lance, and came towards them, 
_ charging them with Falfhood and Treachery, for hiding weapons jul by, 
_ wherewith to deffroy them as foonas they had delivered the goods : The 
Andians difcovered their guiltznefs by their Countenances, fome of them 
making towards him, thinking to get the faid weapon out of his hands; 


— buthe bid them ftand off, -rbreatuing tokill every one that offered to. 


touch bim ; And immediately wved bis Cap over his head, ( which was 
the defigne agreed upon, for the Souldierstocome alla fhore,in Cafe of 
need) upon which Teken the Souldiers all halted away. In the mean 
while the Englith that wentafhore to wait upon the AZajor, were for- 
‘ced to beftir them,both to fecure the goods from being carryed away, and 
todefend Major Waldern : Some of the Squaws with others of the Ene- 
my ranaway, one of them catched up @ Bundle of Guns that were bid 
near by, and ran away with them, Capeain Froft ferzed an Indian called 
‘AMegunnaway, a Notorious Rogue, (that had beenin Arms at. Conneéti-

their Return; to the numberof feven,amongit whom was Aattahando 
the Sagamore, with an old powaw, to whom the Devil. had revealed, as 
fometimes he didite Saul, that onthe fame day-he fhould be -msth.bim,< 


forhe had a little dbefore told. the Indians, that within two days, the

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Englith would come and kill them all, which was at the very fame time 


verified upon bimfelf : The body of our men overtook them ‘before they. 
all recovered their Canoos, f oas without doubt, divers others of them 
were lain likewife : for they funk.2Canoo, wherein were five drowned 


before their Eyes --and many others were not able to paddle : four they 


_ took Prifoners, whom they broughtaway withthem. There being a- 
‘bout five and twenty of the Indians prefent at the Encounter, | 


Much more damage might have been done by our men upon the Ene- 


‘my, tf they had kwown the ready way to their Canoos ; but the Indians: 
having prepared all things ready for fight, in Cafe, as wellasfor fight, 


the more eafily made their efcape. One of the Captivestaken was ALa- 


dockawando's Sifter, who was Exntertained very Courteou/ly by the Com=- 
mander in chief, and had been carryed forthwith to ber Brother, in hope: 
“by her means to have gained the better Tearms for our remaining Ez- 
glifh Captives, but it was certainly known that he was gone from home: 


upon an Haunting Defigne, and not to return in two-Months, 


The Englith took much Plunder from the /zdians, about a thoufand: 
weight of dried Beef, with other things, AZeguxnaway was {hot to» 
Death, the fame day or the next, fo as Juftice is by degrees purfuing 

thofe perfidious Villains, and one after another they are brought undér 
the Wheel of Deltruction. Simon, that Arch Traftor feems asisfaid,. 
by his Confumptive looks, to have. received: the Sentence of Death, 


which may bring him into the fame place or State with the reff, 


Feb.28th. they fet Sayle for Shép/cor, but the wind failing, they- 
were put in at Kenmibeck, from whence (aptain Fisk, with forty men. 


were fent to the faid place to feek after Plunder, where they found be- 


tween thirty and forty Bujhels of good wheat,which they brought away: 
withthem, feveral other things they lighted upon here and there,fome: 
of which were brought away; As one or two great Guns,ond fome Azz: 
“chors from Saga-de-Hock, Boards from Arowfick, where they found an: 
hundred thoufand Foot, of which they brought home, enongh for the: 
lading of their Veflels, leaving the reft to be Tranfported in a more 


convenient Seafon. 


While our Souldiers were upon Arow/ick, two of the Enemy chanc-. 
ing to come upon the place, one of them prefently received bu Reward, 


the other received his 17 part, which yetis fuppofed-to amount to the 
whole ; The Cazoo wherein he feemed to efcape, being found the next 
day all bloody, and /plit afunder.

the bones, vather the body of Captain Lake perf erved entire and whole and ~ 
free from pasrefattion by the coldnefs of the long winter, fo as it was 
when found by the difcretion of one that was near him when he was 
flain, eafily difcerned to be his, by fuch as had known him before.

that way ; for ifit had not been for one Converted Indian, thatrevealed ;

England are {cituate in the fame (limate, therefore cannot be fuppofed 
to be much differing in theit. manners and difpofition, But befides that 


we are bemm'd ix on both fides, and almost round about, with People of © 


Forrergn Nations, whofe defigne is neither Religion, nor yet planting 
Colonyes of Civil people, fo much as prefent Emolument by Commerce 
and Trafick with the Indians, who notwithftanding their barbarous. 
manner of living, are yetfurnifhed with fome rich and ufeful Commo. 
dities, for the obtaining of which, thofe that come amongft them have 
not been unwilling to offer them in way of Exchange, fuch Commodi-. 
ties, aS the Indians moft fancy and defire, as Powder anc Amunition, 
not confidering how defructive the Trade thereof may prove to others, 
which hath made fome wife men both fear. and foretell the dangerous 
Iffue of Trading thofe things with the Indians here. It hath been faid 
the Hollanders ufed fo to deal with the Spamiards, at fuchtimes as they 
had their fierce? Wars with them, faying, thatifthey did not, others 
would carry thofe Commodities to their Enemies, which they. thought 
they were as good to do themfelves, that fo in Cafe of bad Succefs inthe 
wars, the gain of the Barter might help tomake amends for thelofs of 
the Battle, The fame Reafon pofhibly put them upon the like practice

It isreported by an eA mcient ALarriner yet living in thefe parts, a 
perfon of good Credit, that above twenty years fince being inthe Eafterz 
parts abont Kennibeck, he heard an old Indian tell this ftory, that when 
he was a Youth,there was a Fort built about Saga-de-Fock¢ the Ruines 
‘of which were then fhown this. Relater, fuppofed to be that called 
St. Georges Fortin honour of Captam George Popham, the Prefident of 
the Company fent over enn, 1607.) and poffeffed for fome time 
by the Englifh - But afterward upon fome Quarrel that fell out bes

hath arifen only fromfuch. places & perfonsas border uponus round a- 
bowt, both Southward and Eaftward, yet never were,nor would be, fub- 
yect tothe Laws of our Furifdiction, nor had any Reprover in the Gate, or:

be either frong Liquor or Powder, and w4 munition: And many have -

The onehath proved always moft burtful to themfelves, the other fear- 
ed (and juftly asithath over proved.) moff deflruétive to our felves. The 
more fober and prudent of the Indians have always molt bstterly com 
plained of the Trading of frrong Liquor in our Englifh, as well.asin the. 
French and Dutcb, whofe ordinary Cuftome is firft, tomake them, or 
faffer them to make themfelves drunk with Liguors , and thento Trade 


with them, when they may eafily becheated both in what they bring to. 


Trade, and in the Liquor it felf, being one half or more nothing but 
Spring water, which made one of the Amonofcoggin Indians once com- 
plain that he had given an bandred pound for water drawn: out of 


eMr. P.bis Well. But thisis not all the Evil thatattends this wicked . 


‘Trade of rong Liquor , for when they are drunk therewith, they are 
ready to fighe with their Friends, Parents, Brethren, &c. Yea, often 
have marthered one anorber, Should I nor be avenged om fuck a people, 
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~orperfons as thefe arth the Lord? Good old F acob fometimes 
ed after the Villany of histwo Sous, committed upon the Schechemites, 

that he was made to flenkin the fight of the People of the Land, and that —

- yers have nothad caufe,not only to fear, but to feel the like Calamity in 
Reference to themfelves, or fome of theirs, thus what hath been gotten

Ifit be here Objected, that the fame or like Calamities have befallen 
many of thofe places and perfons; where no fuch Evils could juftly be 
complained of; It may as eafily be Anfwered, and that from the obfer- 
vation of Heathen themfelves, thatin fuch publick Calamities, it is not 
eafy vo diftinguifh between the good and the bad, fepe Diefpiter, zratus 

_sncefto addjdit integrum, The Righteous many times have an. equal 
 fhare with the wicked. In thefe Cafes faith Solomon, all things come 
alike to all, nomanknoweth love or hatred by ah that 1. before him: The 

Confufed Events of worldly Affairs, are oft times fo limited and re- 

firained by the holy band and wife Providence of God, that it is hard to 
find a difference,therefore concerning fuch places,which may be thought 

not touched with the guile of the forementioned mifcarriages, yet have 
by the overraling hand of Previdence been notwithftanding made to fuf- 
fer asdeeply as others, I judgethemnot, yet hope, ifthey have ought 
for whichto judge themfelvés before him that fearcheth the hearts, 
they will take oecafion hereby to humble themfelves under the mighty 


bandof God, that.imhis due rime they may be Exalted to their former 


Tranquility aud Peace. Tk OVE 
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When Gods Judgments, are abroad in the Earth, then thould the 
Inhabitants of the World learn Righteoufnefs. This Caution is judged .

of allindifferent and unconcerned perfons about the like Troubles ; 
That they have ordinarily either begun, or have fallen heavielt upon 
thofe places and perfons that have had mot to do in the Trading with -

If any fuch have as-yet efcaped their hands, to be fure they have been 
Threatned, as if they had been before others, particularly lookt upon by 
them, asthe Objcét of their Revenge, which makes fome moderate per- 
fons fear, that thofe men have either themfelves offended in that kind, 


or elfehaveconnived at others under them, to carryonthe Traffick.. 


with the Indians, by fuch waysand rneans, that have been as well offen-. 
five to God, as injurious to thofe they have Traded with, 3 
Inthe fecond place, touching the various Succefs we have met with-

Jn one word they were more beholding to their perfidious Sub- 
tlety and Falfbood, or tothe Advantage of Seafon, place, and Number 
than any Valour or Conrage in all their Victoryes, {hewing only a Bel- 
luine Rage and fiercenefs, when they had an opportunity. in their hands 
to deftroy or do mifchief,. For foon after when the time of Ven- 
geance was come, and God feemed to own the Caufe of bis people, a 
fall bandfal of our men hath furprized hundreds of theirs, as hath been 
already declared in the Marrative. The Difpenfations of the Al- 
mighty have been very awful towards us, for along time, not feeming 


to go forth without Armies, nor helping usin defending our felves, or - 
defeating of our Enemies, asif he had a purpofe and defigne to bring . 


a fharp fcourgeupon us, by that meanstohumble ws, and prove 1, and 


then (as we truft ) to do us good in our latter end: acting therein as wife , 
Parents that after they have correéted their children , to saft the Rod into 


the Fire. For our Enemies tothe Seathward , werein the beginning 
of thefe Troubles, poffeffed of many goodly Havens, many rich and 
Fertile places, as at Adonnt-Hope, and all along. the Narrhaganfie 
Country, Butare by.this occafion,( quarrelling with us without caufe) 
themfelves in a mannet all deftroyed by the fpecial hand of God, and 
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their Pofferity quite rected ont, as were the Pequors before them, where- - 


by it may be gathered as we hope, that God is making way to fettle a 
better peoplein their rooms, and in their ftead ; when the whole frame 
of Gods Counfels, and purpofes are put together, and accomplifhed by 
the Ifues of his Providence, it will,nodoubr, appear a work very bean- 
riful in its Seafon, not only for the glory of the e4uthor but for the gaod 
and benefit of his people, that are concerned therein. 


Something of that nature hath been obferved by fome Fudicious per- 
fonsinreferenceto the prefeot Calamities, of which fomething hath 
already been publifhed to the World, concerning which I have nothing 
toadd, only that fome fuch things have been affirmed by credible per- 
fons, as prefages of what hath lately come to pafs. The moyfe of Guns 
is affirmed by many, to have been heard in the eAyre , infundry places 
not many years before; Concerning whichthe Judicious Reader may 
take what notice he pleafeth, Although I would not betoo forward in 
obtrnding uncertain Reports upon the belief of the far diltant Reader, 
efpecially confidering how much the world hath oft been abufed with 
falfe Coyne of the like nature, oop 

But for other prediftions of the prefent Calamities, fome wife men 
have thought it not unworthy to be communicatcd te Pofterity what hath 
been obferved among!t the Indians themfelves, as if either God himfelf 
had left fome Jmpreffion on the mtnds of fome of them this way, or that 
by fome frrange Inftiné or other, they had fome Reafon to forbode the 
Troubles now begun, although not yet ended, fed dabit Deus hit quoque 
finem, inhis own time. | 7 

There was within the compafs of the lat feven years now current a 
- Sagamore about Ksltary, or the North-Eaft fide of Pafcataqua River, 
called Rouls, or Rohes: who lying very fick, and bedrid, ( being an 
old manyhe expected fome of the Englifh,that had feazed upon his land, 
fiould have fhewn him that Civility; as tohave given him 4 vif in his 
eA ged Infirmityes , and fickvefs, \t matters not much, whether it was 
rorally neglected or not ; to be fure at the laft, he fent for the chief of the 
Town, and defired a favour of then, viz, that though he might,as he faic, 
challenge allthe Plantation for his own,where they dwelt, that’ yet they 
would pleafe to fell or give him afmall Tratt of Land, pollibly an bun- 
dred or twoof efcres, and withal defired it might be Reeorded in the 
Town Book, asa publick eA é, that fo bis Children which he left behind, 
might not be turned out, like Vagabonds, as deftitute of an babstation 
amongit, or near the Englilh, adding this asthe Reafon; Thathe cage 
| | oor Re there 
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there would fhortly fall out a War between the Indians..and the Eng. 


lith all over the Country, and that the Indians.at the firlt fhould prevail, 


and do much mifchief tothe Englifh, and kil many of them, But after 


the third year, orafter three years, all the Indians which fo did, fhould - 


be rocted ont , and utterly deftroyed.

Valeat quantum valere potest aut debet, Many Stories of 

like nature areconfidently told, by fuch as have been more converfant 

with the Indians, which thewed that either the Con/piracy was a loag 

while in Coutriving, or elfe that fome Impreffion was by a Divine 

hand made upon the minds of [ome of them, . 


For the aétings of our Neighbour Nations round about us, whether | 


they have had «tually any band in our Sufferings, either énffigating of 


our Ene mies, or fecretly and underhand fupplying them with necef-~ 


‘faries wherewith to carry on their defigne againit us, without whofe af- 
fffance, it is fuppofed they could hardly thus long have held out, It is 
no queftion but there are thofe in the world, that fay «4a, at the (ala- 
mities of our Sion, and that like dom ia Fernfalems day, cry, Rafe its. 
Rafe it, even tothe Foundation thereof: But for our near Neighbours, 
whether Dutch or French, their defigne in their feveral Plantations, 
being felely, or principally Trade, and knowing that as formerly they bad, 
fo may they /fill bave more benefit, and e4dvantage by our Commerce 
and Trafick than by our Ruine; it feems therefore not fo probable, that 
they fhould promote or defigne fucha wicked end to themfelves,much lefs 
thatthey thduld jeyz with Pagan Infidels therein 5 more Charity we 
judge is due to them that profefs the Chriffian Name, whatever Errour 
or Super (ition their Religion or worfhip may be blinded with. 

Wemay wellconceive that either of them would not be much un- 
willing to part with any thing they have to fell for Beaver, nor would 
they very fcrupulonfly enquire what the Indians do with their powder, 
provided they'could get their pay fur st, no more than the Curler did,to 
know (as the tale goes ) what the Cutpurfe did with the snife-he made 
him: But-that purpofely either of them have furnifhed our Enemies 
with means to do us mifchief, weare not forward to believe. 

As forthe French at Cannada they live at too great a diftance to 
have much Commerce with our Enemies : And belides they are not 
themfelves.fo fecure of the Indiansthey-deal with as to be fortrard to 


fet them again{t others, left thereby they come to learn the len . 
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falluponthemfelves.. And befidesit hath been affirmed by -fome of 
their own Nation, that not long fince were there, and pafled home this 
way, that they are more affraid of Attempts from hence, than we have 
caufe to be from them: sical PEE Tata et Cone 
Other Reports pofibly have been taken up concerning us, as if we 


were divided in our Counfels and were too tenacious of our goods, and 


readierto keep them for our Enemies, than prudently tolay out what 
was neceflary for our own defence and prefervation : no queftion but 
many fuch Rumours as thefe have taken place, inthe minds of fome ; 
But it is hoped that fuch as are wife and ferious, will not give too much 
to fiatftcr Reports tillthey are rightly enformed. Greater Unity of minde 
in things of fuch a nature, hath feldome been found amongft men, that 
might all along have been obferved here. Jf in any thing propounded 
for the better carrying onthe war againit the Jndians, there hath been 
fome difference of apprehenfion either from the feeming Impoffibility and 
Arduoufnefs of the Attempt, or difficulty of the Seafon; it never occa- 


fioned the lea/t Remora of the Aétion , though in things of the greateft. 


moment, Nor wasthereeverany difficulty in the disburfing what was 
_meceffary forcarrying on the Affairs of the War, how chargeable foever 
and Expenfive ithath been found. The fearcity of Coyne hath occafion- 
ed alittle Trouble in fome prefent Exigent, otherwife no Reafon hath 
been given of any juft complaint this way. Butit being the ufual Lot of 
them that are molt forely afflitted of God, tobe moft deeply cenfured of 
men, but we mult expect to pafs through Evil as well as good Report. 
Pofiibly alfo fome may here take notice of a very diffinguifhing Pro 
vidence in thefe our late Troubles, in that 1b Rod of affittion hath 
feemed not to ly in an equal proportion upon the body of the people of 
New-England; which is no wew thing to obferve in Calamities of this 


nature; wherein it is very ordinary for thofe parts of a Country that lye: 


next bordering upon the (oaft of the common Enemy to be moft- obnox:- 
ous to their Incurfions, andtobe more frequently then others harneffed 
thereby; As hath been the Cafe of us here in thefe parts of the Earth, ever 
fince the firft planting thereof : The great numbers of the Salvages be- 
ing /wept away by fome ununfual mortalityin all thofe placés, where the 
body of the people that came over hither, firft feated themfelves; {0 as 
they were not folyable torheir Isjuryes and Infolencies, as thofe were; 
who not‘long after werecalled to plant the more remoter parts of the 
Country; where were greater numbers of them left, Which was theocta- 
fion that the {asd Colony of Connetticat wasthen forely afflitted with the 
“Pequods at their firit planting , when above thirty of them fell Te ae 
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them, foasthey had an SPEOE NAY: to affault them 4n their firft Ac- 
tempt for planting that fide of the 

unto Jfraelof old. Further alfo it may be confidered, that our Brethren 
of Connetticut have had no {mall part of this prefewt eryal, in that they 

- have been neceflarily called to,lend their afliitance to the other Colonyes, 
which they have upon all occafions ( to their honour be it fpoken ) moit - 
readily and freely done,not only by their ed 7tsles of Confideration,but 


fafety. todo, jam proximus ardet.Ucalegon : he that will not help to 
- quench the fire kindled in his Neig hbours houfe,may juitly fear to loofe 
hisown. Itmay truly be faidalfo, that they have had their turnin like _ 
troubles. at the firft hand, their Fleeces being. only watred with.a like 
- bloody fhowre, when the ground all about was ary; a8 DOW-the contrary. 
hath feemed to fall out. To be fhort we are all but. one Pelsical body, 
which ought to be fenfiole of the Sorrows that befell any particular. mem- 
bers thereof : weall came over into thofe purts of ed merica, with one and 
the fame end andairm, viz. to enjoy the liberty of the Gofpel in unity 
and peace, and to advance the Kingdome of our Lord jefus. Corift, and 
being in our firit ferling,( by he wife Providence of God ) farther dif- 
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we could not according to our defire communicate, in our G.vermment 
and Furifdittion, and veing likewife where we live, encompatled with 
people of feveral Nations , which may prove injarions, as they have for-, 
merly committed Infolencies, and Outrages upon {everal of our Plantati- 
ons, we were necellitated to enter into.a Con/cciation amongit our felves 
for mutual help and firength in fuch concernments.as have now fallen out, 
as is expreffed in the Pretace to the Articles of Confideration, agreed up- 
on Alay twenty ninth, 1643. : “eit aes ri 
In the laf place,upon the confideration of thefe late Uproars amongit 
the Indians, fome.may be like.to enquire; whatis become of the. Con- 
verfion of the Natives, to much famed abroad, and what progre/s the 
Gofpel bath made amongit them, fearing (.as wellthey may ) itis like to, 
be not a little ob/iruéted hereby. It may probably be fuppuscd, that the 
pious endeavours of fome to preach the Gofpel amongst. feveral of the 
Indian Natives, hath given the firft occafion of the Quarrel, as ufually, 
it hath donein the world. But that Oppofition meeiing wih no, Getter 
Succefs inthe Soathern parts, than the Ruine of thofe that.made.the firft 
Rebehion againtk us; Satan hath lately changed bimfelf tuto an Angel. of 
Light, under that thape, making this his /a/t Arrempt, tothe Eaftward, 
cf : ‘For 
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hands of thofe cruel mifereants, they bordering next or near upon 


ountry, as fometines Amalek did - 


as they were of neceflity con:trained in common prudence for their own — 


pofed uponthe Sea Coujis and Rivers, then was at firit intended, fo that

hath (as is faid by them thar lately en from their hands familiar.

ling to yield,and in that way promi ing great Succefste bis Followers; what: 
the [flues of his proceedings willbe, God only knows,and a litre time: 
may difcover : But for thofe that before. thefe troubles have profeffedly.. 
owned the Chriftian Name, many of them have- given notable proof of 


their fivcerity, by fighting againit their,and our Enemiesjand have been: 
very fuccefsful in their Endeavours: as well thefein the upper parts-of 


Cape-Cod, commonly called Cape Indians, asthofe about JVatick, and 
Haffinamefet, within the ALaffachufer Furwaittion, |tis not my pur-- 
pofe toenlarge mnch on this hand, that | might not raife the expectati-- 
on of the world to greater matters than for the prefent do appear, 
There are about fix Societies of Indians inthe Country, who have pro- 
feffedly owned themfelves Chriftians ; In every one of which it is fuppo- 
fed there are fome that do make a ferious profe/fion of the Chriftian Re- 
. ligion. The Salvation of whofe Soulsis worth far more. pains and coit. 
than ever yet waslaid out upon that work. 
itis notafmall thing, thatinthefe dark places of the Earth, which 
in all Ages paft, fince mankind had any knowledge thereof, have been. 
full of nothing but the habitations of Cruelty, the light of the Gofpel. 
fhould rake fo much place, as to caufe any number of thofe Vaffals of Sa-. 
tan where he fo long hath had hu Throne, profelicdly to owz the 
Name of the Lord jefus Chrift.. What Harveltis lixe to be of the Bady . 
of them; in the prefent,or in the future time,is not for any. of us to fpeak «. 
neither at what four, or under what Vall, they fhall be fent to labour ca. 
Gods Uineyard, \elt. we fhould thereby feem to entrench upon the Soves 
reigmy of the Almighty, in whofe hands are the time and Seafon of grace, 
as weilas of mature: There are many Nations inthe worl!d,to thisdays | 
lying ott from the Kingdome of the Lord Iefusy who were never yet 
known profefledly to awa bis Scepter, although probably the Gofpel 
hath at fome time or other been preached unto them, or fent amongit 
them; Itmay be, only to bea Teftimony unto them,and foto leave them 
without excnfe another day. ' Zf c 
Whether any fartherend in Reference to thefe among our felves ts 
aimed at, in the wife and wnfearchable Counfels.of the great God;ris 
known only to himfelf, and may be thought.more convenient for ‘him 


that wrires, and them that red rhe prefent Narrative, to leave to ny 
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fo truly affect the Converfien of the Indians there,that whofoever under 
him did them the leaf? difpleafure,were punithe d feverely. Hethought 
nothing too dear for them: And tocomrent them inall things, he caufed 
many Englifh Majftives to be killed, and would have taken a Courfe to 
have fufficiently tamed the reft, He conferred often with their great 
Sachem about Religion, and made him confe/s that the Exglifh mans 
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_ ing was fo full of Confidence and void of Sufpition,thathe would n

believe any hurt of them, till he fele#Wtr cruel hands imbrued in his own 
blood ; they barbarou/ly murthering bim amongitthe reit. Mr. Stockaiaa 
feriousand judicious Adinifter in Virgsinea,& pious alfo,foroughtishere - 
of his Life,at that time when all things were fo profperous there, & the . 
Salvages were thought to be at the point of Converlion,erainft the Opi- ~ 
sons of all others, both Governours and Council, wrote hismindtothe - 
Counciland Company in Evgland about this point in thefe-swords, - 
‘For the Converfion of the Salvages,1 wonder you ufe not themeans< : _ 

“I confefs you fay wellto have them converted by fair means but they . 

* feorn to ackowledge it; As for the gifts beftowed on them, they de-- 
“vour them, and fo they would the givers if they could: Many have en-. - 
“deavoured by kindnefs to convert them, yet find nothing from them, . 
“but derision and Ridiculous Anfwers.: \Wehave fent Boyesamong: them : 
~*tolearn their Language, but they. return worfe than they went: Buc - 
“lam no States man, nor-tove I to meddle with any thing but my; 
"Books ; But I can findno probability, by this Courfe to draw them. 
“to goodnefs : And Iam perfwaded if CMars and eMinerva go hand » 
“inhand, they will effect more good in a hoar than thofe Verbal Aler=. 

* curcans in their lives: Adding that there.will be no hope of their Con- - 

* verfion till their Prée/fs( poftibly he meant their Powaws ) be removed + 
‘from them, The natural barbarou/ue/s and perfidion{nefs of their difpo~ 
fition may in part be gathered by this Story. : 

When fome of Pocaffes Indians in Plimouth Iurisdiétion had profeffed + 

their Service to Captain Church; as they were in purfuit of the Indians 

our Enemies, one ofthe faid Indians from the top ofan bill difcerned a-. 
Company of Wigwams, where thofethey went to feek, had taken up. 
their Stations, he called to his Captain, and pointing to one of the outer.» 
molt Wigwams, toldhim that was bis Fathers Wigwam, and ask’difhe 
mult now go and kill his Father ; No faith Caprain Church; do but thew. » 
me where he is and I will deal with him, do you fall upon fome others s 

to which the faid Indian only replyed in broken Englith ; That very. 
Ag Speak; whereby their zarural perfidioufnefs evento their neareft Re= - 
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atzons may be obferved, which makes their Treachery towards us their . 
Forreign Neighbours, the lefsto be wondred at. And therefore till they — 
be reduced to more Civility, fome wife men are ready to fear Religion; 
will not take much place amongtt the body of them. - 
Likewife when Phiiip was kept inthe Swamp at Pocaffer, it ds cers

Lord of Heavenand Earth, toimpart the Salvation of the Gofpel to 
any of thefe, far be itfromany of usto repine at lis grace, or neglect 
any due meaas lying in our Capacity or reachto help forward that blef- 


fed work, who knows what tendency the prefent troubles may have to 
fuchan End,  Forthougha great number that are zmplacable and im-— 


bittered again{t us in thesr Spirits, may be for the fake of our Religion 

found hardned to their own defiruction, yet a Remnant may be referved, 
and afterward called forth, by the power of the Go fpel, to give glory to 
the God of all the Earth. | 
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
